This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  a  number  of  Clergymen  and 
Lay  Deputies  attended  at  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Phila- 
delphia. 

Before  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  Evening 
Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Mcllvaine,  and 
the  Rev.  E.  A.  Hoflfman,  D.D. 

The  Secretary  then  announced  the  necessary  absence 
of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  reason 
of  sickness,  and  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  from  a  list  prepared  by  the 
Bishop,  when  119  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the 
Lay  Deputies,  as  recorded  by  him,  from  the  certificates 
presented  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Canon,  when 
196  answered  and  took  their  seats. 

Mr.  Wm.  Welsh  nominated  the   Rev.  Dr.  Howe  as 
President  of  the  Convention  during  its  sessions,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  he  was  thereupon  elected 
viva  voce. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Howe  having  taken  the  Chair,  the 
Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  and 
Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Childs  was  nominated  for  the  oflSice  of 
Secretary :  there  being  no  other  nomination,  the  ballot- 
ing was  dispensed  with,  and  he  was  thereupon  duly 
elected  viva  voce.

I  bid  you  welcome  to  another  of  our  Annual  gatherings. 
How  rapidly  they  succeed  each  other  I  How  swiftly  the  in- 
tervening time  passes  away!

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  with  the  exception  of  about  five 
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weeks,  a  large  portion  of  which  I  was  laid  aside  bj  sickness, 
I  have  been  constantly  at  work  the  whole  year.  The  office 
work  this  year  has  been  unusually  large  and  was  of  a  nature 
peculiarly  difficult  and  wearing  to  mind  and  heart.  In  the 
discharge  of  these  duties  I  have  ever  sought  the  aid  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  have  ever  aimed  to  act  and  speak  under  the 
fall  consciousness  of  my  responsibility  to  my  Diocese,  and  to 
the  great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls.  I  do  not  expect  that 
my  views  or  opinions  will  always  meet  with  the  approbation 
of  all  classes  of  Church  people  in  the  Diocese,  No  man  can 
hold  such  a  public  position,  and  have  to  deal  with  so  many 
perplexing  questions,  and  such  diverse  sentiments,  and  give 
satisfaction  to  all  parties.  It  were  hopeless  to  attempt  such 
a  thing,  and  if  attempted  would  only  result  in  the  sacrifice  of 
riglit  and  truth  and  duty.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that, 
as  the  Overseer  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  bears  a  paternal 
relation  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  similar  in  kind  to  those  of  a 
Pastor  to  his  flock.  It  is  his  duty,  therefore,  as  the  head  of 
this  ecclesiastical  family  to  give  his  counsel  and  advice  on 
many  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  Church  outside  of 
those  cases  of  discipline,  whether  punitive  or  advisory,  which 
come  under  the  several  provisions  of  the  Canon  law. 

In  thus  giving  advice  and  counsel  in  the  various  matters 
laid  before  him,  the  Bishop  is  surely  warranted  in  looking  for 
that  regard  to  his  judgment  which  his  high  office  demands, 
and  also  for  those  gentlemanly  courtesies  which  prevail  in  re- 
fined society  and  among  Christian  gentlemen. 

As  a  Diocese  we  have  been,  this  year,  singularly  exempt 
from  death.  Only  one  of  our  Clergy  has  been  called  home, 
the  Eev.  Harrison  Lambdin.  This  young  man  was  known 
only  to  a  few  of  you,  as  he  was  only  recently  admitted  to 
Deacon's  Orders,  and  had  never  officiated,  except  in  two  or 
three  instances,  in  the  Diocese.  Of  an  ardent  and  sensitive 
nature,  and  full  of  religious  earnestness  and  zeal,  he  had  passed 
through  the  term  of  his  candidateship  and  looked  forward 
with  much  hope  to  the  full  exercise  of  his  ministry.    Just 
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after  his  ordination  he  was  called  to  accompany  a  sick  brother 
to  Europe,  but  while  travelling  there  disease,  which  it  now 
seems  had  lain  dormant  in  his  system,  began  to  develop 
itself,  and  the  brothers  hastened  home,  each  tenderly  solicitous 
of  the  other,  and  each  fearing  for  the  other. 

Shortly  after  Mr.  Lambdin's  return,  he  was  suddenly  taken 
away ;  for  when  at  the  morning  light  the  brother  went  to  his 
room  to  call  him  he  found  him  asleep  in  Jesus.  Thus  was 
he  early  transferred  from  the  sanctuary  here,  to  minister  in 
the  temple  not  made  with  hands,  and  though  the  hopes  of  loving 
parents  and  friends  were  blighted  by  this  unlooked-for  death, 
yet  have  those  hopes,  we  believe,  found  a  fuller  and  nobler 
fruition  in  the  happiness  and  rest,  which  his  sainted  spirit  now 
enjoys  in  the  Paradise  of  God. 

During  the  past  conventional  year,  however,  we  have 
lost  a  noble  layman,  and  I  feel  sure  that  you  would  blame 
me,  did  any  motives  of  personal  delicacy  keep  me  from 
mentioning  his  melancholy  death.  You  all  anticipate  my  refer- 
ence to  Judge  Conyngham.  For  fifty  years,  lacking  but  five 
weeks,  he  had  been  a  vestryman  and  warden  of  St.  Stephen^s, 
Wilkes-Barre.  Forty-five  years  have  passed  since  he  first 
took  a  seat  in  the  Diocesan  Convention.  Twenty-one  years  have 
elapsed  since  he  was  first  elected  a  deputy  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. In  all  these  offices,  and  in  all  these  years,  he  has 
been  faithful  to  his  trust.  You  all  remember  his  command- 
ing figure ;  his  noble  face ;  his  warm  greetings ;  his  earnest 
speeches;  his  punctual  and  diligent  attention  to  the  business 
of  the  Convention;  his  constant  presence  at  all  the  religious 
services  of  this  body.  But  "  he  is  not,  for  God  took  him,"  took 
him  almost  as  He  took  his  early  friend  and  fellow-lawyer  at 
the  Luzerne  Bar — the  late  Bishop  Bowman — ^by  a  sudden 
way -side  death,  away  from  home,  and  under  circumstances  pe- 
culiarly distressing.  While  on  a  mission  of  paternal  love, 
going  to  bring  back  a  sick  son  in  the  far  off  South — among 
perfect  strangers,  the  accident  befell  him  which  in  two  hours 
resulted  in  death,  and  he  passed  away,  repeating,  as  his  last 
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words,  the  comforting  assurance  of  the  Patriarch  Job»  "  I 
know  that  my  Kedeemer  liveth."  Of  his  character,  I  need 
say  nothing  here,  as  I  have  already,  at  the  request  of  the  ves- 
try of  his  parish,  delivered  a  memorial  discourse  on  his  life 
and  services ;  yet  I  am  sure  that  you  miss  him  to  day  and 
mourn  with  me  the  loss  which  this  Diocese,  and  the  whole 
Church,  has  sustained  in  the  sudden  removal  by  death  of  this 
eminent  citizen,  jurist,  and  Christian. 

The  Missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  of  the  Diocesan 
Missions  have  been  laboring  with  zeal  and  fidelity  during  the 
past  year.  New  points  of  interest  are  every  now  and  then 
being  opened  to  us,  and  eight  Churches  have  been  built  the 
past  year  in  as  many  of  our  Mission  Stations — while  the  num- 
ber of  persons  confirmed  averages  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  the  communicants  reported.  Had  the  same  rate 
been  maintained  throughout  the  Diocese  the  number  of  per- 
sons confirmed  would  have  been  5,000  instead  of  1,738.  Tliis 
result  is  exceedingly  gratifying,  and  speaks  well  for  the  en- 
ergy with  which  our  Missionaries  discharge  their  duties.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  have  the  sad  fact,  that  the  receipts  of  the 
Board  this  year  are  much  less  than  last,  and  that  there  is  a 
lamentable  apathy  in  the  several  Churches  in  reference  to  this 
work,  and  in  reference  to  their  duty  to  supply  the  Lord's 
treasury  with  means  to  carry  on  the  Lord's  work. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  it  has  been  by  the  aid  of 
Mission  funds  that  nearly  every  Church  in  the  proposed  new 
Diocese  has  been  planted  and  sustained,  and  it  is  by  continu- 
ing this  Missionary  aid  that  the  Church  is  to  be  perpetuated 
and  enlarged.  The  larger  number  of  Missionaries  and  Mis- 
sion Stations  being  located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  pro- 

ft  ^^  

posed  "  New "  Diocese,  arid  it  being  all  important  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Church  that  these  should  be  sustained,  I  beg 
leave  to  suggest  to  the  Convention,  the  propriety  of  authoriz- 
ing the  Board  of  Missions  to  guarantee  to  the  Missionaries 
now  in  their  employ  their  Missionary  stipend,  as  now  paid,  for 
a  full  year  from  the  time  when  the  new  Diocese  shall  be 
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organized,  viz:  a  year  from  November  next.  This  measure 
seems  necessary  from  the  fact  that  while  nearly  all  the  re- 
ceipts from  the  Board  are  expended  on  Missions  in  the  terri- 
tory about  to  be  set  off,  only  about  one-seventh  of  this  money 
comes  from  the  parishes  within  that  district.  It  seems  to  me, 
therefore,  to  be  both  graceful  and  proper  to  extend  to  the 
New  Diocese  this  helping  hand,  until  they  shall  have  had  a 
year,  at  least,  to  perfect  their  own  missionary  plans. 

There  has  been  one  subject  which  has  engaged  my  special 
attention  the  past  year,  and  upon  which  I  desire  to  say  a  few 
words.     I  refer  to  City  Missions. 

During  the  year  1869,  several  meetings  were  held  by  the 
clergy  of  our  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  upon  some  plan 
of  action,  whereby  we  could  all  unite  in  the  duty  of  City  Evan- 
gelization. Various  reports  were  made  and  schemes  proposed, 
but  it  was  found  impracticable  to  adopt  any  one  with  suffi- 
cient unanimity  to  secure  the  confidence  and  co-operation  of 
all,  and  hence  the  effort  at  last  came  to  nought. 

The  result  of  these  several  meetings,  while  it  gave  me  pain, 
gave  me  also  a  determination  that  by  God's  grace,  I  would  on 
my  own  responsibility  begin  and  carry  on  so  important  a 
work.  Hence  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  I  organized  the  Phila- 
delphia Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission,  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
among  all  classes  of  the  community,  and  especially  among 
those  who  are  under  no  parochial  oversight. 

As  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mission,  I  appointed  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Durborow,  and  under  him  several  Clerical  and  Lay 
Assistants. 

A  Central  House  was  secured  and  services  were  arranged 
for  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  Sunday  and  Night  Schools 
were  established,  district  visitations  were  commenced,  tracts 
and  circulars  were  distributed,  the  poor  and  afflicted  were  re- 
lieved and  the  Gospel  was  preached,  not  only  in  the  Central 
Mission  House,  but  in  hired  halls  and  in  the  several  public 
Charitable  Institutions  which  have  been  opened  to  us. 
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We  began  the  work  without  money  and  in  simple  faith  in 
God.  We  felt  that  something  ought  to  be  done,  and  we  dared 
neglect  it  no  longer ;  and  in  my  position  as  Bishop  I  saw  only 
one  way,  and  that  was,  in  humble  reliance  on  God's  blessing, 
to  take  up  the  duty  and  go  on  with  it  in  hope  and  trust,  be- 
lieving that  it  was  of  God  and  that  He  would  aid  my  eftorts. 
That  Blessing  which  we  expected  has  been  granted.  The 
work  has  increased  beyond  all  expectation,  and  the  funds  for 
carrying  it  on  have  been  almost  mysteriously  furnished,  so 
that  while  we  have  never  had  any  excess  of  means,  we  have 
had  almost  always  enough  to  sustain  our  plans. 

Having  conducted  the  Mission  a  year  on  my  own  responsi- 
bility, I  now  propose  that  the  work  shall  be  put  under  the 
care  of  a  Board  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  This  I  do  in  order 
to  secure  their  counsel  and  co-operation  in  the  work — in  order 
to  call  out  a  greater  interest  in  the  Churches,  thus  represented 
— in  order  to  aftbrd  a  guarantee  that  the  Mission  is  on  abroad 
and  equable  basis,  and  in  order  to  give  it  greater  permanence 
and  strength.  The  gentlemen  whom  I  have  selected  are 
tried  and  well-known,  and  their  presence  and  co-operation 
will  give  to  the  Mission  increased  scope  and  efficiency. 

We  meet  to-day.  Brethren,  under  most  peculiar  circum- 
stances. Six  years  ago,  we  cut  this  once  great  Diocese  into  two 
parts,  erecting  that  portion  west  of  the  Alleghanies  into  the 
Diocese  of  Pittsburgh.  The  growth  of  that  Diocese  since 
then  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  our  action.  What  remained 
to  us  after  that  division,  has,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  so 
increased,  that  another  division  has  been  called  for  and  made, 
and  in  a  few  months,  the  larger  territorial  portion  of  the  pre- 
sent Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  will  be  organized  and  officered 
as  a  new  Diocese.  The  separation  takes  place  with  our 
hearty  concurrence,  and  our  earnest  wishes  for  the  full  reali- 
zation of  the  hopes  which  its  advocates  have  so  largely  cher- 
ished. I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  should  God  bestow 
upon  that  portion  of  His  vineyard,  a  wise  and  godly  Bishop, 
it  will  soon  show  the  blessed  effects  of  this  much  needed 
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measure,  and  that  its  growth  and  expansion  will  soon  be  ap- 
parent  to  alL  Yet  while  we  recognize  the  necessity  of  this 
separation,  we  cannot  realize  that  this  is  the  last  time  that  the 
various  Churches  of  this  Diocese  will  meet  together,  as  Clergy 
and  Deputies  in  Convention,  without  a  feeling  of  sincere  sad- 
ness and  regret.  The  ecclesiastical  life  of  each  Parish  has 
thus  far  been  lived  in  connection  with  the  fostering  care  of 
this  Convention,  and  most  of  these  Parishes  have  been  the 
nurslings  of  our  Missionary  boards.  You  are  now  to  leave 
this,  your  mother  Diocese,  and  establish  your  own  Church 
Home,  to  become  in  turn,  perhaps,  the  mother  of  other  Dio- 
ceses, that  shall  in  time,  go  out  from  under  your  sheltering 
arms,  and  set  up  for  themselves,  new,  but  kindred  organiza- 
tions. The  many  and  pleasing  friendships,  which  I  have 
formed  in  every  congregation — the  sweet  memories  of  per- 
sonal kindness  and  domestic  hospitality,  which  cluster  around 
nearly  every  Parish,  and  the  sacred  associations  of  various 
services  which  link  me  with  the  several  Churches  and  Chapels 
of  the  proposed  new  Diocese,  make  it  hard  for  rae  to  separate 
from  you  or  to  take  my  formal  and  official  leave. 

I  beg  to  assure  you  all,  that  from  the  depths  of  a  grateful 
heart,  I  thank  you  for  the  courtesy  and  esteem,  and  attention 
which  you  have  all  so  generously  bestowed  upon  me.  Your 
deeds  and  words  of  kindness  are  well  remembered  and  safely 
treasured,  and  will  often  as  years  go  by  furnish  delightful 
reminiscences  upon  which  my  memory  will  feast  with  delight 
as  I  call  up  one  and  another,  and  another  of  the  Clergy,  or 
the  Parishes,  and  go  over  anew  the  interesting  events  of  the 
past. 

No  Bishop  in  any  Diocese  has  been  more  respectfully  or 
cordially  received  and  cared  for  than  I  have  been.  You  have 
ever  esteemed  me  as  one  set  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and 
personally  and  officially,  therefore,  do  I  thank  each  and  all 
for  the  courtesy,  the  attention  and  the  respect  which  has  been 
accorded  to  me  in  all  Parishes,  and  by  nearly  all  the  Clergy  of 
that  portion  of  the  Diocese  which  will  never  meet  with  us  again 
in  our  annual  Convention. 
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We  are  to  work  together  side  by  side,  and  let  us,  by  God's 
grace,  stand  up  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  the  battle  which  the 
Church  of  the  living  God  is  waging  with  error  of  every  kind, 
and  let  our  only  strife  be  who  shall  work  the  hardest  for  Christ, 
and  who  shall  do  most  in  building  up  our  Holy,  Catholic,  and 
Apostolic  Church.

Revolted,  That  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  which  refers  to  the  support  of  the 
Missionaries  of  the  new  Diocese  for  one  year  from  November  next,  be  referred  to  a 
special  Committee  of  tlve  to  report  to  this  Convention. 

The  President  apppointed  Rev.  E.  A.  Foggo,  Rev.  J. 
A.  Harris,  Rev.  R.  C.  Matlack,  Mr.  Charles  R.  King, 
Mr.  Wm.  Welsh. 

Mr.  Thomas  Robins  read  the  following  Preamble  and 
Resolutions : 

WHBSEA9,  The  Right  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Delaware,  did,  daring  Che  recent  illness  of 
our  Diocesan  render  important  services  in  the  fulfilment  of  appointments  and  in 
performing  Episcopal  duties  in  this  Diocese,  greatly  to  the  relief  of  our  Bishop  and  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  parishes  which  he  visited.    Therefore 

Besdved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  pi-esented  to  Bishop  Lee,  for  his 
kindness  in  fulfilling  appointments  and  performing  Episcopal  services  in  this  Diocese* 
during  the  illness  of  Bishop  Stevens. 

Jlesolvrd,  Tliat  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay 
to  the  Bight  Kev.  Bishop  Lee  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  dollars,  and  charge  the  amount 
to  the  account  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Mesolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to  Bishop 
Lee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  Robins,  the  Resolutions 
were  adopted. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the  minutes,  and  the 
Report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  were  severally  laid 
upon  the  table.

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October  5th,  1870,  an  application  from  All  Saints'  Church, 
Paradise,  Lancaster  County,  for  consent  to  sale  of  the  parson- 
age, was  granted. 

November  8d,  1870,  the  application  of  Trinity  Church, 
Easton,  for  permission  to  mortgage  their  Church  property, 
was  granted ;  also,  the  application  of  the  Church  of  the  Cruci- 
fixion, Philadelphia,  for  permission  to  convey  certain  real 
estate,  known  as  "  The  Home  for  the  Homeless,"  to  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  greater  efficiency  in  carrying 
into  effect  the  objects  for  which  it  was  purchased.  At  the 
same  meeting,  permission  was  given  to  St.  Clement's  Church, 
Philadelphia,  to  create  a  mortgage  of  $2000  (two  thousand 
dollars),  on  their  property,  south  side  of  Cherry  street,  west 
of  Twentieth  street,  in  addition  to  those  heretofore  sanctioned.

Parochial  Report  to  the  Convention,  nor  have  Missionary  Re- 
ports been  made  in  their  behalf,  nor  have  they  employed  a 
clergyman,  or  requested  of  the  Bishop  the  services  of  a  mis- 
sionary. 

St.  Peter  s  Church,  Plymouth,  Lu;5erne  County ;  Church 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  Philadelphia ;  St.  John's  Church, 
Allentown  Furnace,  Lehigh  County. 

The  design  of  a  Seal  for  the  Diocese,  has  been  approved 
and  engraved,  as  directed  by  the  last  Convention. 

In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  establishment  of  a  new  con- 
gregation in  West  Philadelphia,  to  be  called  "  St.  Stephen's 
Chapel,''  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Bedolfxdt  "That  the  Standing  Committ^^  does  not  advise  or  consent  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  congregation  within  Ave  squares  of  any  existing  Church  in  West  rhila- 
delphia."

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On  the  6th  of  May,  1871,  a  memorial  was  received  from 
certain  persons,  asking  permission  to  form  a  congregation,  to 
be  known  as  "Saint  Timothy's  Church,"  to  be  located  at  the 
Church  edifice,  on  the  south  side  of  Reed  street  below  Eighth, 
Philadelphia,  and  to  be  recognized  as  a  Parish  of  the  Diocese. 
This  application  involved  the  question,  whether  a  congre- 
gation can  form  a  new  organization,  and  take  possession  of 
a  Church,  heretofore  occupied  by  another  congregation,  which 
latter  congregation  had  been  ejected  from  the  premises  by 
the  civil  law.  There  being  no  protest  or  remonstrance  against 
the  establishment  of  the  proposed  congregation,  the  consent 
of  the  Committee  to  the  organizing  of  the  same  was  given ; 
although  the  Committee  declined  to  recommend  for  approval 
the  form  of  Charter  submitted,  as  the  same  was  not  authenticated 
by  any  signatures. 

The  Committee  herewith  present  the  account  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention  and  Episcopal  Funds,  which  has  been 
examined  and  is  correct.

Mr.  Thomas  E.  Franklin,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  secure  an  endowment  for  the 
Episcopate  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese,  presented  the 
following  paper,  and  asked  that  it  be  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, which  was  granted : 

To  the  Bight  Eev,  Wm.  Bacon  Stevens^  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania^  and  to  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  now 
assembled : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  to  secure  an  endowment  for  the  Episcopate  of  the 
proposed  new  Diocese  in  Pennsylvania,  authorized  by  the  Con- 
vention of  1870,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  statement: 

That  immediately  upon  their  appointment  they  entered  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  duty  thus  assigned  them,  and  to  the  pres- 
ent time  have  been  able  to  secure  subscriptions  for  the  said  en- 
dowment, from  individuals  and  parishes  within  the  limits  of 
the  proposed  new  Diocese,  to  the  amount  of  $38,000. 

That  they  have  labored  under  constant  embarrassment  in 
obtaining  subscriptions  and  pledges,  from  what  may  with  pro- 
priety be  termed  the  general  response  of  the  Church  within 
those  limits  that  the  proposed  division  of  the  Diocese  with- 
out an  equitable  division  of  the  several  Diocesan  Funds  now 
belonging  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  would  be  an  act 
of  injustice,  and  that  having  hitherto  contributed  to  the  funds 
now  in  the  custody  and  control  of  the  present  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania,  they  consider  themselves  entitled  to  a  just 
proportion  of  said  funds,  to  be  appropriated  in  aid  of  the 
endowment  of  the  new  Diocese.  The  Committee,  participating 
in  the  sentiment  thus  expressed  by  the  constituency  they  rep- 
resent, unanimously  oflFer  the  following  resolution,  and  ear- 
nestly urge  its  passage  by  this  Convention: 

Resolved,  That  all  the  DioceAan  Funds  now  belonging  to  the  present  Diocese  of 
Tennsylvania  be  equitably  divided. 
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Re90lved,  That  all  of  the  Funds  now  belonKing  to  the  present  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
Tania,  which  are  not  restricted  from  alienation  from  the  Diocese  to  be  composed  of 
the  five  counties,  be  given  to  the  proposed  new  Diocese,  provided  the  same  do  not  ex- 
ceed one-half  the  entire  amount  of  such  Funds.

The  Convention  assembled,  and  was  called  to  order 
by  the  President. 

The  President  stated  that  the  subject  before  the  Con- 
vention was  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Wm.  Welsh  to  Mr. 
Hunter's  substitute.  The  question  being  called  for,  it 
appeared,  on  a  division,  that  there  were  62  ayes  and  73 
noes,  whereupon  the  President  declared  that  the  amend- 
ment was  lost. 

The  question  then  recurred  to  the  substitute  of  Mr. 
Hunter,  which  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  then  being  on  Mr.  Sypher's  Resolution,  it 
was,  on  motion  of  Judge  Thayer,  amended  by  inserting 
the  words  "or  the  next"  before  the  last  word  "  Con- 
vention." 

On  motion,  the  Resolution,  as  amended,  was  adopted, 
and  the  following  persons  were  appointed :

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Reports  of  the  Trustees 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund  had  been 
laid  on  the  table  (See  Appendix  F). 

The  President  having  stated  that  the  order  of  the  day 
was  the  completion  of  Elections,  Mr.  Welsh  oflFered  the 
following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  balloting  for  other  nominees  be  dispensed  with,  there  being  only 
one  nominee  for  each  office,  and  that  the  vote  be  taken  viva  voce. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Welsh,  the  Trustees  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  and  the  Treasurer  of 
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the  Convention  Fund,  nominated  on  Tuesday's  session 
of  this  Convention,  were  severally  and  duly  elected. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
was  then  read  by  the  Rev.  S.  E.  Appleton  (See  Appendix 
C). 

The  Rev.  J.  Bolton  read  the  following  Preamble  and 
Resolutions,  which  were  adopted. 

Whbbbas  this  Convention  recognizes  the  various  convocations  of  the  Diocese  as 
peculiarly  adapted  for  missionary  work,  and  as  they  are  in  fact  missionary  organizations, 
to  whom  the  Church  looks  for  important  results  in  spreading  the  Gospel  and  planting 
Charches- 

JResedved^  That  the  Convention  hereby  expresses  its  approval  of  the  missionary 
work  they  have  accomplished  in  the  past,  and  invokes  God's  blessing  upon  their 
labors  in  the  future. 

Setolved^  That  to  obtain  a  full  and  exact  statement  of  all  that  is  done  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions  in  this  Diocese,  the  several  convocations  be  requested  to  furnish  each 
a  report  of  their  missionary  work  to  this  body,  to  be  appended  to  the  ordinary  annual 
report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  tbe  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  they  furnish 
said  reports  to  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in  ApriL 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Harris  read  the  following  Preamble  and 
Resolution  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  second 
day's  session  to  Report  on  so  much  of  Bishop's  address, 
as  relates  to  the  support  of  Missionaries  after  the  sep- 
aration of  the  new  Diocese. 

Whsheab.  The  committee  have  learned  that  the  Board  of  Missions  have  resolved 
to  give  one  year's  salary,  from  the  date  of  final  separation  of  the  proposed  new  diocese, 
to  all  missionaries  of  their  appointment  who  may  continue  to  serve  throughout  the 
year. 

JSetolved,  That  the  Convention  approve  of  said  action  of  the  Board.

The  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Geo.  W.  Hunter  read  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  City  Missions,  appointed  at  the  second 
day's  session  of  this  Convention : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  submitted  so  much  of  the 
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Bishop's  Address  as  refers  to  City  Missions,  respectfully  re- 
port : 

The  great  and  growing  need  of  some  such  missionary  work 
as  that  inaugurated  by  the  Bishop  in  our  vast  city,  where,  in 
spite  of  all  religious  instrumentalities  now  employed,  more  re- 
mains to  do  than  is  yet  attempted  to  be  done,  justifies  the  zeal- 
ous and  holy  effort  of  the  Bishop  to  meet  this  need  ;  and  your 
committee  think  that  the  earnest  thanks  of  this  Convention  are 
due  to  him  for  this  effort. 

But  on  considering  carefully  the  whole  matter,  your  com- 
mittee are  met  with  grave  difficulties,  which  appear  to  be  in 
the  way  of  legally  carrying  on  the  design  as  it  seems  to  have 
taken  shape  in  the  mind  of  the  Bishop. 

I.  There  is,  first — though  this  is  the  least  of  these  difficulties 
— the  contrariety  of  the  scheme  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Convention  in  1858,  constituting  the  present  Board  of  Missions 
for  the  whole  Diocese.  This  could  be  met  by  excepting  Phil- 
adelphia from  the  field  of  that  Board. 

II.  Again,  umbrage  might  be  given  to  settled  ministers, 
having  feeble  congregations,  by  establishing  a  missionary  sta- 
tion within  a  short  distance  of  tjieir  Churches,  and  really  or 
apparently  interfering  wdth  the  success  of  their  labors. 

III.  Or  thirdly :  and  this  your  committee  cannot  help  con- 
sidering the  chief  impediment — the  Canon  law  of  the  General 
Convention  may  be  contravened. 

Under  Title  I,  Canon  12,  section  vi.,  Philadelphia  is  made 
the  cure  of  all  its  settled  ministers,  and  no  missionary  can  ofii- 
ciate  therein  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  such  settled 
ministers. 

But  while  this  law  must  not  be  contravened,  yet  obedience 
to  it  will  much  hamper  the  greatly  needed  missionary  ope- 
rations, as  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  get,  as  it  is  re- 
quired from  time  to  time,  the  assent  of  the  necessary  number. 

The  only  escape  from  this  difficulty  is,  as  it  seems  to  your 
committee,  to  avail  ourselves  of  Title  III.,  Canon  5,  §  II  (1), 
and  let  the  Convention  divide  the  city  of  Philadelphia  into  four 
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parochial  cures,  bounded  by  Market  and  Broad  Streets,  or 
which  is  perhaps  better,  into  seven  thus :  Parochial  cures  to 
be  bounded  by  the  Delaware  and  Broad  Street. 

1.  The  first  bounded  by  Vine  street  on  the  north,  and  Pine 
street  on  the  south. 

2.  All  above  or  to  the  north  of  Vine  street. 

3.  All  below  or  to  the  south  of  Pine  street. 

Parochial  cures  bounded  by  Broad  street  and  the  Schuyl- 
kill. 

4.  All  above  or  to  the  north  of  Vine  street. 

5.  All  below  or  to  the  south  of  Vine  street. 
Parochial  cures  west  of  the  Schuylkill : 

6.  All  above  or  to  the  north  of  Market  street. 

7.  All  below  or  to  the  south  of  Market  street. 

But  this  matter  is  too  important,  and  demands  more  mature 
consideration  than  can  be  given  to  it  during  the  session  of 
this  Convention. 

Your  committee  propose,  therefore,  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

I.  Jte»olved,  That  a  committee  on  the  subject  of  city  missions,  which  shall  take 
Into  consideration  and  report  upon  some  plan  of  dividing  the  city  Into  different  cures, 
so  that  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  the  settled  ministers  may  be  more  rejullly  obtained 
when  needed,  since  there  will  be  fewer  in  number,  be  appointed  to  sit  during  the  recess. 

IL  Resolved,  Tliat  the  resolutions  passed  in  1858  establishing  the  Board  of  Missions 
be  suspended  so  far  as  to  remove  the  city  of  Philadelphia  from  the  fleld  of  its  labor. 

in.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  respectfully  invoke  the  attention  of  the  Bishop 
to  the  facts  set  foith  in  the  above  report  of  the  committee. 

IV.  Resolved,  That  the  earnest  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  coi)veyed  to  the 
Bishop  for  his  zeal  and  perseverance  In  endeavoring  to  reach  that  large  class  among 
us  who  neglect  almost  entirely  the  opportunities  of  hearing  the  Gospel  preached,  though 
living  all  their  lives  within  its  sound. 

V.  Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  discharged.

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An  amendment  to  the  preamble  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  was  offered  by  Mr.  Geo. 
W.  Hunter,  so  that  it  shall  read  "Diocese"  instead  of 
'*  State  "  of  Pennsylvania,  and  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons. 

Notice  was  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  proposed  al- 
teration of  the  Constitution  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in 
the  United  States  by  the  General  Convention,  in  respect 
to  the  formation  of  new  dioceses. 

The  Rev.  J.  Andrews  Harris  read  the  following  : 

KEPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PAROCHIAL 

HISTORY. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  meeting 
May  9, 1871 : 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  History  resi>ectfully  report  that 
during  the  past  year  their  work  has  been  rather  that  of  the 
arrangement  than  the  accumulation  of  material. 

A  vast  number  of  pamphlets,  &c.,  amounting  to  several 
thousands,  and  relating  to  a  great  variety  of  subject  matter, 
had  been  gathered  in  past  years ;  and  these  documents  were, 
for  the  most  part,  piled  on  the  shelves  or  on  the  floor  of  the 
Committee's  room,  without  any  classification  or  arrangement. 
To  efiect  an  orderly  disposition  of  them,  under  the  varying 
heads  of  their  subject  matter,  has  been  almost  all  that  it  has 
been  possible  to  accomplish  since  the  last  report ;  and  even  this 
would  have  been  impossible  but  for  the  means  placed  by  the 
last  Convention  at  the  Committee's  disposal  to  secure  the  paid 
services  of  a  trustworthy  person  to  do  this  work;  and  the 
Committee  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  zeal  and  efficiency 
of  Mr.  John  Short,  the  Janitor  at  the  Episcopal  Academy,  to 
whom  the  labor  was  entrusted. 

The  following  sketch  of  Parochial  History  has  been  sent  in 
during  the  year,  viz. :  from  The  Church  of  the  Nativity, 
Bethlehem.

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The  Committee  respectfully  urge  upon  Rectors  or  Vestries 
who  have  not  yet  sent  sketches  of  the  histories  of  their 
respective  parishes,  to  do  so  at  an  early  day  ;  as  the  main  pur- 
pose for  which  the  Committee  was  appointed  is  to  secure  ma- 
terials for  a  complete  history  of  the  Church  in  Pennsylvania. 

A  few  Convention  Journals  have  been  received  from  other 
Dioceses;  and  other  pamphlets  and  books  have  been  presented 
by  various  individuals. 

A  set  of  bound  volumes  of  Journals  of  the  Conventions  of 
this  Diocese  has  been  completed  ;  and  the  first  volume  of  Dr. 
Perry's  "Historical  Collections  of  the  Church"  has  been  added 
by  purchase  to  the  archives  of  the  Committee. 

A  vacancy  has  been  created  by  the  removal  of  the  Eev. 
Charles  R.  Hale  from  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  feel  called  upon  to  renew  the  expression  of 
their  regret  that  no  fire-proof  depository  is  under  diocesan 
control,  for  the  preservation  of  the  documents  entrusted  to 
their  keeping. 

They  offer  the  following  : 

1.  Hesolwd,  That  the  vacancy  created  by  theremoral  of  the  Rey.  C  B.  Hale,  be  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Qibson. 

2.  Resolved^  That,  in  addition  to  any  amount  still  remaining  to  their  credit,  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Committee  for  the  current  year.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris,  the  resolutions  ap- 
pended to  the  report  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Charles  R.  King  read  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Education  of  the  Sons  of  the  Clergy  • 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of 
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the  Diocese  at  the  last  annual  Convention,  under  the  following 
resolution : 

* 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  providing  for  the  education  of  sons  of  the  Clergy,  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  report  to  the  next 
Convention,— 

Present  the  following  report : 

The  propriety  and  duty  of  some  action  to  accomplish  the 
objects  of  this  resolution  are  too  evident  in  a  body  composed 
of  those  who  are  to  be  the  recipients  of  its  benefits,  and  of 
those  who  are  in  constant  familiarity  with  the  struggles  of  our 
ill-paid  clergy,  to  require  any  appeal,  especially  when  the  mat- 
ter has  been  so  earnestly  presented  and  urged  by  our  Bishop. 

In  1848,  Bishop  Potter,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention, 
called  attention  to  the  importance  of  providing  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  children  of  the  clergy  whose  means  are  straitened,  | 
who  live  remote  from  schools  of  a  superior  character,  "  and  ! 
whose  children  must  soon  enter  on  life  with  no  resources  but  ! 
their  talents  and  their  worth."  The  result  of  this  appeal  was 
the  establishment  of  a  fund  for  the  education  of  the  Clergy's 
daughters,  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  trustees,  who  in 
1849  obtained  an  act  of  incorporation,  and  have  been  the  re- 
cipients of  moneys  which  have  been  partly  invested,  and  partly 
distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to  aid  in  the 
education  of  the  daughters  of  Clergymen.  In  subsequent  re- 
ports Bishop  Potter  several  times  suggested  to  the  Convention, 
and  to  the  benevolent  of  our  communion,  the  propriety  and 
advisability  of  creating  free  and  permanent  scholarships  with 
the  same  end  in  view,  and  the  trustees  in  their  annual  reports 
have  constantly  repeated  the  suggestion. 

While  provision  has  thus  been  made  for  the  education  of 
the  Clergy's  daughters,  there  is  only  partial  provision  as  yet 
made  at  the  Episcopal  Academy  in  this  city,  and  to  a  certain 
extent  through  the  generosity  of  some  ])rivate  Episcopal  Schools 
in  the  Diocese,  for  the  sons  of  the  Clergy. 

Bishop  Stevens,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  in  1869, 
calls  attention  to  the  "fact  that  there  is  no  organized  provision 
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in  the  Diocese  for  the  education  of  the  sons  of  the  Clergy,"  and 
earnestly  appeals  for  the  establishment  of  some  means  by 
which  the  hard  burdens  of  many  of  the  Clergy  might  thus  be 
lightened.  He  says,  and  all  who  know  the  self-denying  toils 
and  worrying  cares  of  these  poorly  paid  ministers  will  agree 
with  him,  "There  ought  to  be  in  and  for  this  Diocese,  under 
the  same  general  provisions  as  those  laid  down  in  the  Clergy's 
Daughters*  Fund,  a  fund  for  the  education  of  the  sons  of  our 
ministers,  so  that  through  the  simple  agency  of  our  Bishop, 
these  brethren  can  secure  help  towards  giving  their  sons  such 
an  education  as  will  fit  them  to  honor  their  parents  and  their 
Church,  and  make  them  capable  of  eventually  aiding  both. 
I  cannot  speak  too  strongly  of  our  need  in  this  respect.  Few 
greater  blessings  could  be  given  to  our  hard  working  minis- 
ters, than  such  provision  for  their  sons."  Your  Committee 
would  therefore  recommend  the  following  action  : 

Se^txd^  That  Trustees  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  receive  any  moneys 
which  may  be  given  either  for  a  permanent  fund  or  for  Immediate  distribution  for  the 
education  of  the  sons  of  thn  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  the  distribution  to  be  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  the  designation  of  the  incumbents  of  all 
wbolarsbips  which  may  be  created,  except  in  the  case  of  annual  contributors  to  the 
fond  of  not  less  than  $200,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  the  incumbents  to  the 
seboiarsbips  created  by  them  during  the  continuance  of  their  contributions. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  G.  M.  Conarroe  read  the  following : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MINORITY  REP- 
RESENTATION. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  take 
into  consideration  the  feasibility  and  propriety  of  securing 
minority  representation  (by  means  of  cumulative  voting  or 
otherw^ise)  in  elections  by  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  re- 
spectfully report: 
8 
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That  the  subject  of  minority  representation  is  one  which 
has  recently  been  receiving  more  than  common  attention,  both 
in  England  and  in  the  United  States ;  and  the  justness  of  the 
principle  which  allows  the  minority  a  proportionate  share  in 
the  representative  or  governing  body  is  becoming  generally 
recognized.  Such  representation  has  been  in  some  cases  se- 
cured by  restricting  the  voters  to  two  out  of  three  candidates 
(or  to  some  proportion  less  than  the  whole  number),  thus  giv- 
ing one  representative  to  the  minority.  On  this  principle  our 
school  directors  are  elected.  At  the  recent  election  for  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New  York,  six  judges 
were  to  be  elected.  Only  four  were  allowed  to  be  voted  for 
on  one  ticket.  The  four  majority  candidates  and  the  two 
highest  of  the  minority  candidates  were  therefore  elected. 

The  plan  of  cumulative  voting,  however,  is  considered  more 
fair  in  principle  than  the  designation  of  an  arbitrary  propor- 
tion in  the  representation.  The  plan  is  simply  this :  Each 
voter  is  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  there  are  persons  to 
be  voted  for,  and  he  may  cast  them  all  for  one  person,  or  dis- 
tribute them  among  the  candidates  as  he  may  think  best. 
Under  cumulative  voting,  the  minority  should  be  entitled  to 
secure  their  proportion  of  the  governing  body.  Thus  a  mi- 
nority of  one-fifth  may  elect  two  members  in  a  board  or  com- 
mittee composed  of  ten  persons. 

The  application  of  the  plan  of  cumulative  voting  to  politi- 
cal elections  was  first  suggested,  in  England,  by  Mr.  James 
Garth  Marshall.  It  has  been  since  endorsed  by  Mr.  Mill,  Mr. 
Hare,  Earl  Grey,  Mr.  Thomas  Hughes,  and  other  leading  men 
in  English  public  life.  It  has  been  applied  to  parliamentary 
elections  wherever  more  than  two  members  are  to  be  elected, 
and  was  applied  to  the  elections  held  under  the  recent  Educa- 
tion Act.  The  beneficial  results  attained  by  it  have  been 
almost  universally  acknowl  edged.  Says  the  London  Times : 
'*  It  has  been  everywhere  confessed  that  the  adoption  in  one 
form  or  another  of  the  principle  of  cumulative  voting  was 
essential  to  maintain  the  character  of  our  institutions,  and  that 
through  it,  and  through  it  alone,  could  the  redistribution    of 
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electoral  power  (whicli  all  prescient  statesmen  regard  as  inevi- 
taUe)  be  reconciled  with  the  preservation  of  our  representative 
government." 

In  this  country  the  principle  has  been  warmly  endorsed  by 
many  of  our  most  eminent  and  thoughtful  public  men.  In 
•Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Buckalew  has  had  it  applied  to  the  elections 
in  his  district.  At  the  last  election  for  Overseers  of  the 
Alumni  of  Harvard  College,  it  was  most  satisfactorily  tested. 
It  has  been  incorporated  into  the  recently  amended  consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  Illinois.  A  committee  of  the  United 
States  Senate  has  recommended  its  adoption  as  a  part  of  the 
Federal  Constitution. 

If  this  principle  in  representation  is  becoming  so  rapidly 
recognized  by  statesmen  as  just  and  proper  in  political  elec- 
tions, certainly  the  Church  should  not  be  backward  in  conced- 
ing to  those  in  her  councils  an  equal  meed  of  justice.  The 
Diocese  of  New  Jersey  has  nobly  set  an  example.  A  canon 
was  adopted  in  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  last  year,  which 
is  in  the  following  words : 

OF   ELKCTIONS  BY   BALLOT. 

"Section  1.  In  all  elections  by  ballot,  each  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected ; 
which  votes  he  may  cast  all  for  one  name ;  or  he  may  divide 
them  among  any  number,  not  exceeding  the  whole  number 
to  be  voted  for ;  and  any  ticket  having  such  excess  shall  be 
rejected. 

"Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  nomination  to  the  Convention 
at  least  three  hours  previous  to  any  election  by  ballot,  of  all 
persons  for  whom  it  is  proposed  to  vote,  and  no  vote  shall  be 
counted  for  any  name  not  so  nominated." 

It  has  been  said  in  England,  and  the  sentiment  is  equally 
applicable  here,  that  a  plan  "by  which  a  fair  share  of  the  rep- 
resentation is  secured  for  the  minority  is  not  only  just  to 
them,  not  only  useful  to  the  community  at  large,  by  securing 
a  hearing  for  both  sides  of  the  question  (and  every  question 
has  two  sides  at  the  least),  but  is  beneficial  to  the  majority 
themselves,   for    it   secures   them    a    truer    representation. 
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When  it  is  not  adopted,  the  candidates  put  forward  are  very 
frequently,  if  not  most  frequently,  not  those  whom  the  ma- 
jority of  the  majority  would  prefer,  but  those  whom  the  mi- 
nority of  the  majority  insist  upon  being  nominated,  by  threat 
of  dividing  the  party." 

It  has  been  objected  that  if  cumulative  voting  were  al- 
lowed in  a  convention,  the  minority  might  be  likely  to  secure 
more  than  their  share  of  representation,  and  thus  perhaps  over- 
ride the  majority.  But  this  is  founded  on  the  fallacious  sup- 
position that  the  majority  will  possess  no  intelligence,  and  will 
not  be  able  to  protect  themselves — a  thing  which  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  believe.  The  majority  can  have  no  difficulty  in  pro- 
tecting themselves.  The  majority  in  the  convention  will  be 
the  majority  in  the  committee.  Taking  the  only  reasonable 
view  of  the  case,  viz. :  that  the  majority  and  minority  are 
equally  intelligent,  the  result  of  cumulative  voting  must  be 
that  the  representation  of  each  in  a  committee  will  be  pro- 
portionate to  their  respective  numbers,  which  is  simple  and 
exact  justice. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  "the  power  of  decision  can 
never  be  endangered  by  the  proportionate  representation  of 
minorities,  but  the  deliberate  formation  of  opinion  is  exposed  to 
great  hazard  if  the  moderating  influence  of  dissenting  minorities 
be  excludedJ^ 

If  the  objections  against  the  cumulative  votes  are  fairly  sifted, 
it  will  be  found  either  that  they  proceed  upon  the  fallacy  that 
a  majority  of  a  convention  are  the  whole  of  the  convention,  or 
that  the  complaint  really  is  that  a  tenth  of  the  voters  ought 
not  to  have  a  tenth  of  the  electoral  power. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan  of 
cumulative  voting  in  elections  for  the  Standing  Committee 
of  this  Diocese,  and  to  that  end  they  submit  the  following 
resolution : 

Befolved,  That  in  Canon  7,  section  1,  between  the  word  "order"  and  the  word  "ra- 
eancies"  the  following  be  inserted: 

Every  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected :  and 
he  may  cast  all  such  votes  for  one  person,  or  he  may  distribute  them  among  any  num- 
ber of  candidates  not  exceeding  the  whole  number  to  be  voted  for.  Any  ticket  haviag 
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an  excesB  of  votes  over  the  whole  namber  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  shall  be  re- 
jected. 

A  nomination  of  all  persons  for  whom  it  is  proposed  to  vote,  shall  be  made  to  the 
Convention  at  least  three  hours  previous  to  the  election ;  and  no  vote  for  any  person 
not  thus  previously  nominated  shall  be  counted,  and  no  candidate  shall  be  considered 
as  elected  who  shall  not  have  received  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  a  majority  of  all  the 
persons  (of  each  order)  voting  at  such  election.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  minority  representation  be  submitted  to  the  General 
Convention  for  consideration. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Drumm  offered  the  following : 

Setoived,  That  It  is  the  right  of  the  Hector  or  Minister  In  charge  of  a  Parish,  to  pre- 
side at  all  parochial  and  vestry  meetings,  where  the  Charter  does  not  contain  anything 
which  forbids  it  But  If  there  be  no  Sector  or  Minister  in  charge,  or  if  he  be  unavoida- 
bly absent,  or  if  he  waive  his  right,  one  of  the  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen  shall 
preside. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Claxton,  the  resolution 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  President  appointed  Charles  R.  King,  H.  H. 
Houston,  and  Edward  L.  Clark,  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for 
the  Education  of  the  Sons  of  the  Clergy  ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee  on  City  Missions,  Rev.  Dr.  Hare,  Rev.  Dr.  Roach, 
Rev.  J.  R.  Moore,  Messrs.  Geo.  L.  Harrison  and  Geo. 
W.  Hunter,  to  which  were  added,  on  motion  of  the  Rev. 
J.  R.  Moore,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Howe  and  Rev.  Dr.  Hoffman. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Buchanan  read  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Charters  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
examined  all  the  Charters  referred  to  them  by  the  Convention, 
viz. :  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Green  Ridge,  Luzerne 
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County ;  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor,  Delaware 
County ;  Grace  Church,  Parkesburg,  Chester  County  f  The 
Church  of  St.  Timothy,  Philadelphia ;  and  find  them  all  to  be 
in  accordance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Canons,  and  with 
the  form  of  Charter  recommended  by  the  Convention. 
They  therefore  beg  to  submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Ile90lved,  That  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Green  Rldse,  Luzerne  County ;  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor,  Delaware  County;  Grace  Church,  Tarkesburg.  Chester 
County ;  and  the  Church  of  St  Timothy,  Philadelphia,  be  and  they  hereby  are  admitted 
to  union  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.

On  motion,  the  resolution  accompanying  the  report 
was  adopted. 
On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

BuoLvedy  That  the  next  Annual  Conrentidn  be  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Phila- 
delphia, on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  1872. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  ordered  that  1,500 
copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  George  W.  Hunter,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  charge  be  bound  with  the  Journal,  and  1,000 
copies  extra  be  printed. 

The  Rev.  Leighton  Coleman  offered  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Wherbas,  In  view  of  the  contemplated  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylyania  dur- 
ing the  current  year,  this  body  is  probably  the  last  Convention  of  the  clergy  and  hiy 
delegates  of  this  Diocese  as  now  bounded  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  are  unwilling,  after  having  been  so  long  and  so  closely  associated 
together,  to  part  without  recalling  the  kindly  memories  of  the  past,  and  expressing  our 
earnest  hope  and  prayer  that  these  pleasant  recollections  will  be  warmly  cherished  in 
the  years  to  come,  and  that  the  heartiest  friendship,  cordiality,  and  Christian  brother- 
hood will  ever  characterize  the  relations  of  the  several  dioceses  represented  in  the 
Conventions  which  are  to  succeed  the  one  now  about  finally  to  adjourn. 

The  Rev.  Jas.  Saul  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons : 

Resoitwd^  That  Canon  Vn  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  Stand' 
lug  Committee  biennally,  instead  of  annually,  by  inserting  the  word  other  after  the 
word  "  every  "  in  the  first  line  of  said  Canon . 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  ten- 
dered to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Howe,  for  the  kindness  and  im- 
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partiality  with  which  he  discharged  the  duties  of  the 
Chair. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  ten- 
dered to  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  and  also  to  the  Institutions  that  had 
extended  their  several  courteous  invitations  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report : 

The  Committee,  to  which  were  referred  the  annexed  resolu- 
tions of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  year  1869  on  the  sub- 
ject of  making  provision  by  insurance  for  the  relief  of  families 
of  deceased  clergymen,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  con- 
ferred with  the  management  of  the  Corporation  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen,  as  directed  by  said 
resolution ;  and,  after  maturely  considering  the  subject  re- 
ferred to  them,  they  made  the  following  proposition  to  said 
Corporation : 

First,  That  the  Sector  of  each  Church  Corporation  that  might 
desire  to  have  a  policy  of  insurance  on  the  life  of  any  incum- 
bent, should  be  assumed  as  of  thirty  years  of  age,  and  in  an  in- 
surable condition  of  health ;  that  any  Church  Corporation  pay- 
ing the  annual  or  commuted  premiums  for  any  sum  represented 
by  a  policy,  should  have  the  said  sum  payable  to  it  for  the 
benefit  of  the  widow  and  children  of  any  Sector  that  might 
die  in  the  service.  This  proposition  was  declined  by  said 
corporation  as  being  in  conflict  with  the  ordinary  rules  of  life 
insurance,  and  embarrassed  by  so  many  conditions  dependent 
uf)on  the  state  of  health  and  ages  of  incumbents,  as  to  be  too 
riskful. 

Second.  The  Committee  proposed  that  each  Church  Corpora- 
tion should  deposit  either  annually,  or  in  some  gross  sum,  such 
amount  as  it  might  deem  proper  by  accumulation  for  a  pro- 
vision for  the  widow  and  children  of  any  Rector  dying  in  its 
service.  That  the  Corporation  for  the  Relief,  &c.,  should  ac- 
cumulate such  deposits  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  upon  the  death  of  any  Sector  in  the  service  of  the  Cor- 
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poration,  such  deposits  with  bonuses,  varying  for  the  length  of 
time  the  deposit  had  remained  on  interest,  should  be  paid  to 
the  depositor  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  children  of  any 
Rector  dying  in  the  service  of  the  corporation  making  such 
deposit. 

This  proposition  was  also  declined  on  the  ground  that  the 
Corporation  for  the  Eelief,  &c.,  did  not  feel  authorized  to  en- 
tertain it. 

In  further  discharge  of  their  duties  the  committee  have  con- 
ferred with  the  officers  of  some  of  the  other  Life  Insurance 
Companies,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  propositions  simi- 
lar to  those  above  stated,  and  find  them  equally  objectionable 
to  such  Companies. 

The  committee  believe  that  the  arrangements  of  the  Cor- 
poration for  the  Relief,  &c.,  both  for  insurances  on  lives,  and 
the  accumulation  of  money  deposited  with  them,  are  of  the 
most  favorable  character,  and  they  would  earnestly  recommend 
to  every  Churc^i  Corporation  in  the  Diocese  to  make  some 
reasonable  provision  for  the  family  of  every  Rector  that  it  may 
at  any  time  have,  by  contracting  with  the  said  Corporation 
for  a  policy  on  the  life  of  such  Rector,  or  by  making  a  deposit 
to  be  accumulated  for  the  benefit  of  the  family  of  any  rector 
that  may  happen  to  die  in  its  service. 

And  the  Committee  respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged  from 
the  farther  consideration  of  the  subject.

BELOVED  BRETHEEN: 

In  selecting  a  topic  for  my  primary  Charge  in  1864, 

I  brought  before  you  "The  Undeveloped    Powers  of 

the  Church,"  and  endeavored  to  show  how  much  latent 

and  undeveloped   power  resided   in   our  ecclesiastical 

body,  which  only  needed  to  be  drawn  out  and  applied 

to  make  it  many  fold  more  influential  and   effective 

in  its  practical  workings  and  result.     To-day  I  shall 

speak  upon  a  subject  of  equal  interest,  and  which  the 

aspect  of  the  times,  and  the  nature  of  our  oifice,  render 

it  necessary  that  it  should  be  clearly  brought  out  and 

defined.     That  subject  is,  "  The  Clergy  and  the  Laity, 
their   respective  rights  and  duties   in   the   Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America." 


KOTB.— Owing  to  the  leniith  of  this  Charge,  several  portions  were  omitted  in  the 
reading  of  It,  and  several  other  parts,  having  been  read  from  ray  llrst  rough  notes 
(which  my  siclcness  at  the  time  prevented  me  from  filling  out),  are  now  elaborated 
according  to  the  original  design. 

Many  interesting  points  which  might  well  claim  attention  have  been  necessarily 
omitted,  in  order  to  bring  the  charge  within  a  reasonable  size,  and  none  of  the  topics 
introduce  are  discussed  in  an  exhaustive  way. 

I  have  given  my  views  freely,  fully  aware  that  they  do  not  accord  with  others  of 
eqnal  authority  In  the  Church  of  God,  yet  I  have  put  them  forth  because  I  honestly 
believe  them  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  Word  of  God  and  with  the  Standards  of 
oar  Church. 
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To  treat  this  subject  fully,  would  require  a  volume, 
rather  than  an  hour's  charge ;  yet  I  deem  it  all  import- 
ant that  the  relations  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  should  be 
well  ascertained  and  broadly  marked,  so  that  there  shall 
be  no  clerical  encroachment  on  the  rights  of  the  Laity, 
and  no  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Laity  to  recognize  the 
position  and  oifice  of  the  Clergy. 

Only  those  who  sit  in  the  Bishop's  seat,  and  have  laid 
upon  them  the  "  care  of  all  the  Churches  "  in  a  large 
Diocese,  can  know  how  vital  it  is  to  the  peace  and  wel- 
fare of  the  Church,  to  have  these  points  defined  and 
authoritatively  settled. 

Nearly  all  the  troubles  in  Parishes  arise  from  clerical 
infringement  on  the  one  side,  or  lay  infringement  on  the 
other. 

Grievous  breaches  of  Christian  charity,  and  pastoral 
relations,  have  arisen  from  questions  of  clerical  and  lay 
rights ;  and  a  very  little  difference  of  opinion,  as  to 
where  authority  really  lies,  has  been  the  sharp  end  of  a 
wedge,  which,  driven  home  more  and  more  by  the  blows 
of  contending  parties,  has  cloven  asunder  many  a 
Church,  and  riven  apart  many  a  pastoral  connection. 

Within  the  past  year  I  have  been  appealed  to  more 
than  in  any  previous  year  of  my  Episcopate,  to  settle 
canonical  or  constitutional  questions — to  adjust  dijBFer- 
ences,  and  to  give  opinions,  in  points  where  both  parties 
professed  a  willingness  to  submit  to  the  decisions  of  the 
ecclesiastical  authority.  I  have  thus  been  compelled  to 
give  to  this  subject  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  research, 
and  the  result  of  my  investigations,  imperfect  as  I  leel 
them  to  be,  I  now  proceed  to  lay  before  you. 

The  first  topic  to  which  I  call  your  attention,  is  the 
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rights  of  the  Clergy  growing  out  of  their  office,  and  regu- 
lated by  canon  and  rubric. 

That  the  Christian  ministry  is  a  Divine  institution, 
can  be  "  proved  by  sure  vrarranty  of  Scripture." 

That  to  this  ministry  the  Lord  Jesus  promised  his 
special  and  perpetual  presence  and  blessing,  can  be 
equally  established. 

That  the  ministry  of  our  Church  is  derived  by  due 
course  of  canonical  succession,  "  from  the  Apostles' 
times,"  in  its  three-fold  order  of  Bishops,  Priests  and 
Deacons,  is  the  teaching  of  our  Ordinal,  and  the  best 
authenticated  statements  of  ecclesiastical  history. 

To  this  duly  constituted  ministry  has  been  entrusted 
three  great  gifts  or  rights,  each  involving  great  privi- 
leges and  duties,  viz.:  the  right  to  preach  the  Word,  the 
right  to  minister  the  Sacraments,  and  the  right  to  govern 
the  flock — those  homiletical,  sacramental  and  govern- 
mental rights  which  constitute  the  Minister,  a  Preacher, 
a  Priest,  and  a  Pastor. 

Let  us  look,  first,  at  the  Homiletical  rights  and  duties, 
or  the  Minister  as  a  Preacher. 

When  our  Lord,  at  the  beginning  of  his  ministry,  se- 
lected his  Apostles,  St.  Mark  (iii.  14,)  says,  "  He  ordained 
twelve,  that  they  should  be  with  him,  and  that  he  might 
send  them  forth  to  preach." 

The  first  passage  which  He  expounded  in  the  Syna- 
gogue of  Nazareth,  was  one  from  the  prophet  Isaiah, 
which  declared  that  the  Lord  had  anointed  him  "  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor,"  and  his  constant  practice 
was  to  "  preach  the  kingdom  of  God." 

His  last  commission  to  his  disciples,  just  before  his 
ascension  from  the  Mount  of  01ives,was,  "  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 
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The  Apostles,  as  far  as  we  know,  carried  out  these 
injunctions,  and  "  went  everywhere  preaching  the  word." 
St.  Paul  distinctly  says,  "Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize, 
but  to  preach  the  gospel,"  and  instructing  Timothy  as 
to  his  duties,  he  urges  him  with  special  fervor  to 
"preach  the  word."  These,  with  numerous  other  quo- 
tations, prove  that  the  foremost  duty  of  a  Christian 
minister  is  to  "  preach  Christ  and  Him  crucified." 

Throughout  the  New  Testament  we  find  that  preach- 
ing, or  the  making  known  of  the  truths  of  the  Gospel 
by  the  living  voice,  was  the  condition  precedent  to  be- 
lieving, as  believing  was  the  condition  precedent  to  bap- 
tism. 

The  place  assigned  by  our  Lord  and  his  Apostles  to 
Preaching,  verbally ;  by  their  recorded  directions,  and 
practically,  by  their  own  usage,  is  the  place  it  should 
occupy  now. 

If  we  say  that  the  condition  of  things  is  now  altered, 
and  that  ministers  of  the  present  day  preach  mostly  to 
those  baptized  in  infancy,  and  who  are  already  in  a  state 
of  regeneration,  and  that  what  we  need  therefore  is  not 
preaching  to  awaken  and  instruct,  but  frequent  commu- 
nion to  nourish  and  perpetuate  the  new  birth  effected  in 
the  infant  by  baptism,  then  we  fall  into  two  errors ; — 
first,  of  making  infant  baptism  supplant  the  institution 
of  Preaching ;  and  secondly,  of  making  the  Sacrament 
of  infant  Baptism  take  the  place  of  faith.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  very  fact  that  so  large  a  proportion  of  the 
audiences  of  the  day  are  persons  baptized  in  infancy,  who 
yet  have  not  "  with  their  own  mouth  and  consent  openly, 
before  the  Church,  ratified  and  confirmed  "  their  baptis- 
mal vows,  thus  increasing  their  guilt  and  danger ;  is  a 
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strong  argument  for  giving  increased  prominence  to 
Preaching,  as  a  m^ans  of  arousing  them  to  a  sense  of 
their  perilous  condition,  and  of  explaining  to  them  their 
duty,  and  of  exhorting  them  to  embrace  the  terms  of 
gospel  salvation.  We  need  preaching  all  the  more  now, 
because  the  tendency  of  the  sacramental  system  is  to 
lull  men  into  a  state  of  false  security,  and  to  make  them 
satisfied  with  Sacraments  and  ceremonies,  rather  than 
seek,  by  prayer  and  through  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus, 
'*  the  inward  spiritual  grace,"  without  which  "  the  out- 
ward and  visible  signs"  are  of  no  avail  to  the  salvation 
of  the  soul. 

Much  use  is  made  by  those  who  disparage  preaching 
of  the  words  of  Scripture  found  in  the  Old  Testament, 
and  quoted  by  our  Lord,  "  My  house  shall  be  called  an 
House  of  Prayer."  It  would  be  well  to  remember  that 
this  declaration  was  made  in  reference  to  the  Temple  at 
Jerusalem,  a  place  not  ordained  for  preaching,  but  for 
offering  sacrifices,  and  in  which  there  was  no  preaching 
as  an  appointed  part  of  the  service.  When  our  Lord 
quoted  the  saying,  he  still  applied  it  to  the  Temple,  and 
quoted  it  against  the  Jews,  who,  while  professing  to  hold 
the  edifice  in  honor  as  God's  House  of  Prayer,  had  yet, 
by  filling  its  courts  with  shambles  and  money  changers, 
made  it  a  place  of  trade  and  trick,  and  hence  "  a  den  of 
thieves."  It  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Christian 
Church,  and  is  an  argument  based  on  the  sound  of  the 
words,  rather  than  on  their  sense.  The  ministry  which 
Christ  has  commissioned  in  his  Church  is  specially  dis- 
tinguished from  the  ministry  which  God  commissioned 
under  the  Levitical  Ritual,  by  the  striking  fact,  that 
while   the  Jewish   Priests  were  selected  by   a   tribal 
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choice,  and  entered  upon  their  priestly  duties  by  itiheri- 
tance,  and  were  required  to  minister  in  one  place,  and 
could  do  nothing  but  offer  sacrifices  with  their  accom- 
panpng  rites,  the  Christian  ministry  is  selected  out  of 
various  tribes  and  nations,  by  an  inward  and  spiritual 
call,  and  enter  upon  their  duties  by  a  distinct  setting 
apart  to  their  work  and  office,  by  those  in  authority  in 
the  Church,  and  are  required  to  go  into  "  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

The  minister,  therefore,  who  undervalues  preaching, 
shows  that  he  undervalues  God's  Word,  and  Christ's 
Commission,  and  his  Ordination  vow,  and  sets  up  his 
private  judgment  against  the  command  of  our  Lord  and 
the  injunctions  of  the  Church. 

Here,  then,  is  one  of  the  paramount  duties  of  the 
minister.  It  is  a  duty  which  he  shares  with  no  one,  for 
the  responsibility  of  teaching  the  flock  rests  on  him 
alone.  Nor  can  he  avoid  that  responsibility  by  allow* 
ii]g  others  to  occupy  his  pulpit,  and  preach  error  therein, 
and  then  shelter  himself  behind  the  fact  that  it  was 
another,  not  himself,  who  spoke  the  words  of  error  or 
deceit.  The  minister  is  respmmhle  for  the  utterances  of 
his  pulpit,  whether  present  or  absent ;  and  when  error 
is  proclaimed  from  his  pulpit,  and  he  fails  to  "  banish  or 
drive  it  away  "  by  a  counter  statement  of  the  truth,  or, 
by  silence  gives  a  tacit  approval  of  the  same,  he  is,  in 
the  judgment  of  all  right-thinking  men,  liable  for  the 
damage  done  to  his  flock,  by  the  "  wolves  in  sheep's 
clothing"  who  have  ravened  upon  them,  under  his 
cognizance,  and  without  any  let  or  hindrance  from 
him. 

Would  that  I  could  impress  upon  you  the  fearfully 
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solemn  duty  which  lies  upon  you  as  Preachers  of  the 
Word.  Did  you  feel  it  more,  your,  sermons  would  be 
more  filled  with  Christ,  and  glow  with  his  love,  and  your 
hearts  would  be  all  alive  to  the  salvation  of  souls.  You 
would  preach,  now  the  threatenings  of  the  Lord,  and  now 
tiie  wooings  of  the  Gospel.  You  would  speak  now  as 
standing  amidst  the  thunderings  of  Sinai ;  now  as  if  bow- 
ing beside  the  Cross  of  Calvary — keeping  back  nothing 
that  is  profitable,  but  declaring  "  the  whole  counsel  of 
God,  whether  men  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  for- 
bear." 

In  the  strong  words  of  the  Dean  of  Canterbury, 
"  surely  a  more  solemn  position  cannot  be  conceived  than 
that  of  him  who  stands  and  preaches  to  a  congregation. 
From  each  of  those  upturned  faces  there  looks  out  a  soul 
for  which  Christ  died.  In  that  post  of  vantage  stands 
Christ's  ambassador,  pleading,  constraining,  admonish- 
ing. To  each  of  them,  he  speaks  as  none  else  can  speak. 
They  are  come  expressly  to  be  dealt  with  in  God's 
name.  The  words  which  he  uses,  the  motives  which  he 
urges,  will  never  be  charged  with  being  too  serious  for 
the  occasion.  He  can  assume,  and  they  will  grant, 
truths  which  elsewhere  would  not  pass  unchallenged. 
In  private  and  in  society,  pride,  rivalry,  antagonism, 
come  in  to  withstand  the  truth.  The  man  is  on  his 
defence  mounting  guard  over  the  fair  front  of  his  build- 
ing. But  here  the  heart  is  in  its  inner  chamber,  listen- 
ing for  the  whispers  of  truth.  Behind  these  faces  work 
conviction,  sympathy,  longing  desire.  "  I  am  the  man  "; 
"  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner  ";  "  Let  me  spend  and 
be  spent ";  "  O  that  I  were  gentle,  and  holy,  and  pure !" 
"  These  are  the  thoughts  that  the  Preacher  is  able  to 
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waken;  these  the  springs  of  life  that  he  can  touch. 
Let  us  reflect  that  every  Sunday  at  noon  there  are  in 
our  land  many  thousands  thus  employed  in  speaking, 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  in  thus  listening,  and  we 
shall  have  some  idea  of  the  vastness  of  the  agency  of 
which  we  treat.  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  L^t  ^g  ^ot  depre- 
cate them,  but  strive  to  multiply  them  ten  fold."* 

The  2d  point  to  be  considered  is,  the  rights  and  duties 
of  the  Minister  in  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments, 
and  in  conducting  the  public  worship  of  the  congregation, 
or  what  may  be  termed  his  Priestly  work. 

At  his  ordination,  the  Bishop  lays  upon  him  the 
charge  "  be  thou  a  faithful  dispenser  of  the  word  of  God 
and  of  Sis  Iwly  Sacraments^  These  are  as  stated  in  the 
XXVTH.  of  the  XXXIX.  Article,  "  Baptism  and  the  Supper 
of  the  Lord."  In  this  same  article  the  Church  declares, 
that  -'  those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to 
say.  Confirmation,  Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony  and 
Extreme  Unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  Sacraments 
of  the  Gospel." 

It  inheres,  therefore,  in  the  very  office  of  the  Ministry 
to  dispense  these  holy  Sacraments.  They  are  fountains 
of  blessing  placed  under  the  care  of  Christ's  ordained 
servants  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  committed  to  their 
charge. 

The  Clergy  at  their  Ordination  promise  to  minister 
these  under  two  limitations  or  restrictions,  viz. :  first, 
"  As  the  Lord  hath  commanded,"  and  second,  "  As  this 
Church  hath  received  the  same  according  to  the  com- 
mandments of  God."

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The  first  restriction  or  limitation,  requires  that  the 
Sacraments  shall  be  ministered  according  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  their  original  institution  by  Christ  him- 
self, as  declared  to  us  in  the  New  Testament.  These 
terras  and  conditions  are  incorporated  almost  verhaiim 
in  the  formularies  for  Baptism,  and  the  Lord's  Supper, 
and  are  so  clearly  marked  as  to  need  no  special  indication 
now.  The  essential  form  of  baptism  resides  in  the  use 
of  water  with  the  accompanying  words  of  our  Lord, 
requiring  its  application  to  the  person  of  the  believer,  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  The  essential  form  of  consecration  of  the  elements 
of  bread  and  wine,  so  that  they  become  sacramentally, 
to  all  who  eat  and  drink  worthily,  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ,  lies  in  the  use  (by  a  lawfully  Ordained  Priest) 
of  our  Lord's  own  words  as  detailed  to  us  by  St.  Paul, 
at  the  time  of  the  Institution  of  the  Holy  Supper  "  on 
the  night  on  which  he  was  betrayed."  All  the  rest  of 
these  Sacramental  services  is  of  mere  human  ordering 
and  invention ;  and  hence  have  changed  with  the  changing 
phases  of  the  Church ;  and  the  simplicity  of  rite  which 
marked  Apostolic  baptisms,  and  Apostolic  celebrations 
of  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  has  given  place  to  the  elab- 
orate and  carefully  guarded  formularies  of  our  Prayer 
Book. 

These  formularies  are  the  growth  of  centuries  of 
Christian  thought  and  wisdom ;  and  the  Church  hath 
thus  gathered  around  these  central  forms  of  Christ's  own 
institution,  the  carefully  filtered  sacramental  teaching  of 
the  Bible  and  of  the  primitive  Church,  and  so  has  made 
her  offices  instructive,  as  well  as  directory;  and  sur- 
rounded the  sacraments  with  all  that  befitting  ceremony 
10 
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« 

and  teaching,  vow  and  promise,  prayer  and  praise,  ex- 
hortation and  confession,  which  make  these  the  most 
hallowed  of  our  services,  hecause  they  bring  us  most 
nearly  into  the  presence  chamber  of  the  Great  King. 

Our  Church,  by  her  forms,  "  The  Ministration  of 
Private  Baptism  of  children  in  houses,"  and  "  The  Com- 
munion of  the  sick ;"  shows  that  the  validity  of  neither 
of  these  Sacraments  depends  on  the  full  use  of  her  public 
formularies.  That  the  essential  elements  of  each  are 
preserved  in  the  words  of  their  original  institution,  "  as 
our  Lord  hath  commanded"  though  the  surrounding 
drapery  of  words  be  altered  by  the  various  revisions 
which  the  Church  has  sanctioned  from  the  Apostles'  times. 

It  is  not  enough,  however,  for  a  Minister  to  say,  I  will 
administer  these  Sacraments  "  as  our  Lord  hath  com- 
manded," and  thus  strip  the  service  of  all  that  the  Church 
has  added  to  our  Lord's  words ;  for,  in  addition  to  this 
he  has  promised  to  minister  them  "  as  this  Church  hath 
received  the  same  according  to  the  Commandment  of 
God."  So  that  the  Minister  is  bound  to  use  these  forms, 
and  these  only,  in  ministering  the  Holy  Sacraments. 

In  reference  to  both  these  Sacraments,  however,  the 
('hurch  has  imposed  certain  limitation  and  conditions. 

These  are  in  reference  to  Baptism,  1st,  imposing  the 
obligation  of  God-fathers  and  God-mothers,  though 
"  Parents  shall  be  admitted  as  sponsors  if  it  be  de- 
sired." 

2d.  That  the  Baptism  shall  be  administered  according 
to  the  form  prescribed  by  the  General  Convention. 
Where  frequent  baptisms  occur,  the  rubric  permits  the 
omission  of  ^ certain  didactic  parts  of  the  service,  though 
it  also  requires  'that  ^'  the  intermediate  parts  shall  be 
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used  once  at  least  in  every  month  (if  there  be  a  bap- 
tism,) for  the  better  instructing  of  the  people  in  the 
grounds  of  Infant  Baptism." 

In  comiection  with  this  subject,  the  rubrics  for  "  the 
ministration  of  Private  Baptism  of  children  in  houses," 
enjoin  two  duties  upon  the  minister : 

1st.  That  he  "shall  often  admonish  the  people,  that 
they  defer  not  the  Baptism  of  their  children  longer  than 
the  first  or  second  Sunday  next  after  their  birth,  or  other 
Holy  Day  fallen  between,  unless  upon  a  great  and  rea- 
sonable cause."  This  rubric  is  based  upon  a  declaration 
put  forth  in  1536,  by  the  authority  of  Henry  VIII.  en- 
titled "  Articles  to  establish  Christian  quietness,  &c.," 
stating  "  that  infants  *  *  *  *  by  the  sacrament  of 
baptism  do  also  obtain  remission  of  their  sins,  and  be 
made  thereby  the  very  sons  and  children  of  God.  In- 
asmuch as  infants,  dying  in  their  infancy,  shall  undoubt- 
edly be  saved  thereby,  else  not." 

The  words  **  else  not,"  which  negatively  asserted  the 
damnation  of  unbaptized  infants,  were  omitted  in  the 
rubric  before  the  confirmation  service  in  the  first  and 
second  Books  of  Edward  VI,  and  also  in  the  revision  in 
1661.  At  that  time,  this  portion  of  the  rubric  was 
transferred  to  the  Baptismal  office,  and  was  so  changed 
as  to  read  "  It  is  certain  by  God's  word,  that  children 
which  are  baptized,  dying  before  they  commit  actual 
sin,  are  undoubtedly  saved."  Without,  therefore,  de- 
claring any  opinion  concerning  the  future  state  of  in*- 
fants  dying  unbaptized,  the  Church,  by  this  first  rubric 
in  the  office  of  Private  Baptism,  evinces  her  anxiety 
that  infants  should  be  brought  as  early  as  possible  into 
Baptismal  Covenant  with  God,  and  makes  it  the  duty  of 
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the  minister  to  warn  the  people  against  any  needless 
delay.  This  rubric,  by  general  desuetude  has  become 
practically  inoperative.  The  social  usages  of  the  day, 
as  well  as  the  universal  desire  of  the  parents  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  baptism  of  their  children,  and  the  unwilling* 
ness  of  Rectors  to  have  so  many  baptisms  after  the  second 
lesson  (perhaps  each  Sunday  in  large  congregations), 
have  conspired  to  render  nugatory  or  almost  so,  this  di- 
rection. Yet  there  it  stands,  and  though  the  clergy  in 
many  places  may  not  be  able  to  comply  literally  with 
its  directions,  they  can  at  least  use  it  as  a  warning  to 
their  parishioners,  against  the  delay  too  often  manifested 
to  bring  children  to  baptism,  and  as  a  rebuke  to  the 
frivolous  excuses  so  frequently  given  for  putting  off  this 
sacrament;  for  it  is  the  wilful  neglect  of  a  precious  privi- 
lege, and  a  wanton  disregard  of  those  covenant  relations, 
by  which  God  is  pleased  to  bring  our  children  into  union 
with  himself. 

The  2d  duty  enjoined  is,  that  the  minister  "shall 
warn  them  that  without  like  great  cause  and  necessity, 
they  procure  not  their  children  to  be  baptized  at  home 
in  their  houses,"  The  reasonableness  and  propriety  of 
this  rubric,  is  evident  to  all,  and  the  Clergy  should  dis- 
courage as  much  as  possible,  private  baptism  in  houses, 
except  in  the  special  cases  for  which  the  private  office 
was  complied. 

In  reference  to  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
the  limitations  and  conditions  imposed  by  the  Church  on 
the  clergy  are,  their  duty  to  advertise  open  and  notori- 
ous evil  livers,  and  those  who  have  done  any  wrong  to 
their  neighbours,  that  they  presume  not  to  come  to  the 
Lord's  table — also,  "  the  same  order  shall  the  minister 
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use  with  those  betwixt  whom  he  perceiveth  malice  and 
hatred  to  reign,  not  suffering  them  to  be  partakers  of  the 
Lord's  table,  until  he  know  them  to  be  reconciled." 
While  it  is  the  duty  of  the  minister  to  repel  these  classes, 
the  Church  also  makes  it  his  duty  to  admit  to  the  Lord's 
table,  all  who  have  been  "  confirmed,  or  are  ready  and 
desirous  of  being  confirmed,"  not  being  barred  by  these 
previously  noted  disabilities;  and  also  all  those,  who 
can  honestly  and  heartily  respond  in  the  affirmative  to 
the  exhortation,  beginning — "Ye  who  do  truly  and 
earnestly  repent  you  of  your  sins,"  who  "are  in. love 
and  charity  with  their  neighbors,"  who  "intend  to  lead 
a  new  Ufe,  foUowing  the  commandments  of  God,  and 
walking  from  henceforth  in  his  holy  ways,"  and  who  can 
"  draw  near  in  faith." 

The  Church  also  requires  that  this  Sacrament  shall  be 
celebrated  according  to  "  The  order  for  the  administration 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  Communion,"  as  set  forth 
in  our  Prayer  Book  and  established  in  General  Con- 
vention. In  the  use  of  both  of  these  Sacraments  there 
are  certain  discretionary  parts  which  are  indicated, 
either  by  the  rubrics  of  the  offices,  or  by  supplementary 
offices,  such  as  that  for  "  The  Ministration  of  Private 
Baptism  of  children  in  houses,"  and  that  entitled  "  The 
Communion  of  the  Sick." 

Outside  of  these  allowed  rubrical  discretions,  and  sup- 
plementary offices,  no  variation  can  be  made  by  any 
Minister  on  his  individual  authority.  He  must,  unless 
he  violates  his  ordination  vow,  "  Minister  the  doctrine 
and  Sacraments^  and  the  discipline  of  Christ  as  the  Lord 

hath  commanded,  and  as  this  Church  hath  received  the 
same,"  for  he  has  distinctly  and  publicly  declared  before 
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God  and  in  His  Church  "  I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of 
the  Lord." 

The  Clergy  have  the  right  to  refuse  the  Sacraments 
to  those  who  do  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  their 
original  institution;  or  of  the  rubrics  and  invitations 
pertaining  to  the  offices  themselves.  This  right  is  recog-^ 
nized  by  §  II.,  Canon  12,  Title  II.  of  the  Digest.  Thus, 
for  example,  he  has  the  right,  as  has  been  already  stated, 
of  repelling  from  the  Holy  Communion  the  three  classes 
of  persons  designated  in  the  prefatory  rubric,  viz. : 

1st.  "Open  and  notorious  evil  livers."  The  class 
which  comes  under  this  head,  is  thus  described  by  Canon 
109  of  the  English  Constiutions  and  Canons,  "If  any  of- 
fend their  Brethren  by  adultery,  whoredom,  incest  or 
drunkenness,  or  by  swearing,  ribaldry,  usury,  or  any  other 
uncleanness,  or  wickedness  of  life,  such  notorious  offend- 
ers shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  till 
they  be  reformed."  This  Canon,  while  it  does  not  cover 
all  the  cases  of  those  who  may  be  termed  "  open  and 
notorious  evil  livers,"  sufficiently  indicates  the  animus 
of  the  Church,  while  yet  it  leaves  a  large  margin  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Clergy. 

2d.  "  Those  who  have  done  any  wrong  to  their  neigh- 
bors by  word  or  deed,  so  that  the  congregation  is  thereby 
offended,"  i.  c,  it  must  be  such  a  gross  wrong  as  shall 
create  public  scandal,  and  bring  by  its  continuance  our 
holy  religion  into  disgrace. 

3d.  "  Those  betwixt  whom  he  perceiveth  malice  and 
hatred  to  reign."  This  need  not  be  of  such  a  public 
and  notorious  character  as  the  previously  specified  cases ; 
but  the  words  refer  rather  to  these  personal,  family,  and 
social  quarrels,  which  are  so  often  bitter  and  resentful, 
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and  which  cannot  dwell  in  a  soul  filled  with  the  love  of 
God. 

"  The  power  of  the  keys "  placed  in  the  Minister's 
hands  by  this  rubric,  should  be  exercised  by  him  with 
prayer,  prudence,  and  patience.  I  have  known  Churches 
in  this  Diocese  almost  rent  asunder  by  the  hasty  action, 
under  this  rubric,  of  young  and  inexperienced  Clergy- 
men. It  is  no  light  thing  to  cut  a  person  off  from  the 
Holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ.  It 
severs  him  from  the  highest  Christian  privilege,  affixes 
to  his  character  the  deepest  moral  stigma,  and  hence 
never  should  be  resorted  to  until  after  due  advertisement 
to  the  offender,  after  affectionate  and  faithful  warning, 
after  all  proper  means  have  been  resorted  to,  to  convince 
of  sin  and  lead  to  reformation.  The  Clergy  should  never 
forget  that  in  all  these  cases  there  lies,  by  virtue  both 
of  rubric  and  Canon,  an  appeal  to  "  The  Ordinary,"  a 
right  justly  conceded  to  the  Laity  to  protect  them  against 
the  improper  exercise  of  Ministerial  authority  under  the 
provisions  of  this  rubric. 

While  the  Clergy,  therefore,  have  the  right  to  refuse 
these  Sacraments  upon  certain  rubrical  grounds,  the 
Laity  also,  when  entitled  to  these  Sacraments,  have  a 
right  to  the  full  use  of  all  the  forms  and  offices  by  which 
they  are  to  be  administered  in  this  Church,  without  any 
additions  or  alterations.  For  example,  the  officiating  Min- 
ister has  no  right  of  his  own  will,  to  omit  the  sign  of  the 
cross  in  Baptism.  The  discretion  of  using  it  or  not,  does 
not  lie  with  him,  but  with  those  who  bring  the  child ; 
for  the  rubric  says  it  may  be  omitted  "  if  those  who  pre- 
9ent  the  in/ant  shall  desire  it^  Hence  the  Minister  is 
bound  to  sign  the  child  with  the  sign  of  the  cross  unless 
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the  parent  or  sponsors  desire  otherwise.  So  also  in  the 
use  of  the  words  immediately  after  signing  the  child ; 
the  Minister  has  no  right  to  omit  or  alter  a  single  word 
of  the  declaration  which  the  Church  requires  him  to  say^ 
beginning  with  words,  "Seeing  how,  Dearly  Beloved 
Brethren,  that  this  child  is  regenerate,"  etc.  The  Laity 
can  demand  of  the  Minister  the  fulfilment  of  his  duty,  so 
to  use  the  office  as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same ; 
neither  omitting  aught  that  this  Church  requires,  nor 
adding  anything  which  this  Church  has  not  authorized  ; 
for  changes  of  our  forms  of  administering  the  Sacraments 
by  addition,  as  well  as  by  subtraction,  are  equally  repre- 
hensible, and  are  equal  violations  of  Clerical  vows  and 
promises.  We  do  not  want  these  forms  overlaid  with 
the  borrowed  rites  and  ceremonies  of  other  rituals,  how 
beautiful  or  effective  soever  these  may  be ;  nor  do  we 
wish  to  have  them  stripped  of  any  of  their  befitting 
words  and  time-hallowed  forms,  thus  despoiling  the 
order  and  the  beauty  of  those  noblest  of  all  offices, 
which  are  found  in  our  Book  of  Common  E^ayer. 

In  conducting  the  public  worship  of  the  congregation, 
the  Minister  is  the  recognized  leader  and  director  of  the 
services. 

This  right  inheres  in  him  by  virtue  of  his  "  Orders  " 
and  "  Mission."  The  law  which  is  to  guide  him  in  the 
conduct  of  public  worship,  is  found  in  the  Prayer  Book, 
and  in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

To  this  law  he  has  promised  obedience  and  conformity. 
In  promising  this  obedience  and  conformity,  he  recog- 
nizes the  right  of  the  Church  to  ordain  and  estab- 
lish  its   own  rites   and   ceremonies.       In   voluntarily 
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seeking  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  he  volun- 
tarily and  deliberately  accepted  and  approved  the  formu- 
laries and  the  canons  which  the  Church  established; 
and  upon  the  faith  of  his  vows  and  promises  at  his 
ordinations, — ^vows  and  promises  publicly  demanded  of 
him  by  the  Bishop,  "in  the  name  of  God  and  of  His 
Church,"  and  by  him  plainly  pledged  in  the  presence  of 
the  "  congregation  of  Christ ;" — he  was  solemnly  invested 
with  "  authority  to  execute  the  oflSce  of  a  Priest  in  the 
Church  of  God." 

It  would  occupy  too  much  of  your  time  to  go  into  any 
detail  as  to  the  efficacy  and  bearing  of  the  various  rubrics 
and  canons  which  are  designed  to  regulate  the  conduct 
of  the  Minister  in  Divine  worship,  and  I  shall  confine 
myself  to  one  point  which  has  given  rise  to  no  little 
trouble  and  discomfort,  both  to  Minister  and  people,  I 
mean  the  question  who  shall  control  the  music  of  the 
Church  1 

In  the  rubric  before  the  Psalms  in  metre  it  is  ex- 
pressly declared  that  it  is  "  the  duty  of  every  Minister, 
either  by  standing  directions  or  from  time  to  time  to 
appoint  the  portions  of  Psalms  which  are  to  be  sung," 
with  such  assistance  as  he  can  obtain  from  persons 
skilled  in  music,  "  to  give  order  concerning  the  tunes  to 
be  sung  at  any  time  in  his  Church,"  and  "  to  suppress 
all  light  and  unseemly  music,  and  all  indecency  and  irrev- 
erence in  the  performance."  It  is  to  be  noted  here, 
that  the  metrical  Psalms  and  Hymns  constitute  no  part 
of,  and  find  no  place  in,  the  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer. 
They  may  be  sung  before  or  after  ;  but  not  in,  or  during. 
Morning  or  Evening  Prayer.  It  is  further  to  be  ob- 
served, that  the  whole  question  whether  they  shall  be 
11 
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used  or  not,  is  left  '•  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister," 
and  as  they  are  only  "  allowed  '*  and  not  enjoined,  he 
may  or  may  not  use  them  at  his  pleasure.  But  if 
he  uses  any,  he  must  confine  himself  to  these,  or  to  those 
which  by  a  resolution  of  the  General  Convention  in 
1868,  have  been  specially  licensed  by  the  "  Ordinary  " 
in  the  several  Dioceses.  The  design  doubtless  of  re- 
stricting the  use  of  metrical  Psalms  and  Hymns,  not 
only  to  certain  portions  in  Divine  worship,  but  to  those 
only  which  have  been  "set  forth  or  allowed"  by  the 
General  Convention,  was  to  do  away  with  the  evil  which 
exists  in  the  Church  of  England,  where,  by  usage,  multi- 
tudinous  hymn  books  of  all  grades  and  shades  of  Church- 
manship  and  theology  have  been  introduced;  so  that 
not  only  different  Dioceses,  but  even  different  Parishes, 
have  their  various  hymnals.  There  was  no  metrical 
version  of  the  Psalms  in  the  Church  of  England  until 
1562,  when  the  version  by  Thomas  Sternhold,  John 
Hopkins  and  others  was  published  by  John  Day,  and 
was  '*^  set  forth  and  allowed  to  be  sung  in  Churches," 
though  this  version  was  not  regularly  annexed  to  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  until  1516,  "  after  which,"  says 
Lord  Stowell,  "  those  Psalms  became  the  great  favorites 
of  the  common  people."  Since  then  other  versions  pub- 
lished by  royal  privilege,  and  a  multiplicity  of  Hymnals 
without  any  authority,  have  been  introduced,  so  that 
there  is  no  uniformity  in  the  Psalmody  or  Hymnody  of 
the  Mother  Church  of  England,  and  each  Rector  selects 
that  book  which  seemeth  to  him  best. 

Our  American  Church  has  not  only  restricted  this 
indiscriminate  use  of  metrical  Psalms  and  Hymns,  but, 
by  the  words  of  the  rubric  before  the  Psalms  in  metre. 
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places  the  control  of  the  music  of  the  service  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clergy.  With  this  right  no  Vestry  or  Music 
Committee  can  interfere.  The  Minister  alone  is  re- 
sponsible for  this  part  of  the  worship,  and  he  can  share 
it  with  no  other. 

Furthermore,  I  consider  that  this  rubric  gives  the 
Minister  control  over  the  instrumental  as  well  as  vocal 
music :  and  that  he  is  to  repress  all  "  light  or  unseemly 
music,"  whether  by  organ,  or  other  instruments.  This 
touches  a  delicate  question,  but  I  know,  and  so  do  you, 
Brethren,  how  much  of  this  "  light  or  unseemly  music  " 
is  introduced  into  the  Church ;  how  often  secular  and 
operatic  pieces  are  made  to  resound  in  the  House  of 
God;  and  how  often  the  seriousness  induced  by  the 
services,  and  the  sermon,  is  dissipated  by  the  gay  per- 
formance of  some  irreverent  organist. 

The  House  of  Bishops  in  their  Pastoral  Letter  of  1856, 
thus  expressed  itself  on  this  point,  speaking  of  "  the  share 
which  the  organist  and  the  choir  are  called  upon  to  take 
in  the  public  duty  of  devotion" — the  Pastoral  Letter  says: 
"  In  the  ancient  Church  there  was  a  far  higher  solemnity 
attached  to  the  office  of  the  Chorister  than  we  behold  in 
our  day.  He  was  consecrated  to  his  task  by  a  sort  of 
inferior  ordination,  and  if  he  was  found  to  act  unworthily, 
he  was  openly  degraded  in  a  certain  form  of  words,  be- 
cause *what  he  sung  with  his  lips,  he  did  not  believe  in 
his  heart.*  Assuredly  there  was  good  reason  in  the 
principle  of  this,  although  the  form  has  long  ceased  to 
be  found  in  any  Church  of  Europe.  For,  the  singers  in 
the  public  congregation  should  praise  God  in  their  hearts, 
or  they  cannot  escape  the  sin  of  taking  His  name  in 
vain.     Their  work  is  professedly  a  part  of  the  worship

prescribed,  and  it  must  needs  be  a  mockery,  if  it  be  not 
an  act  of  religion.  We  cannot,  therefore,  regard  it  as 
any  thing  short  of  a  most  grievous  and  dangerous  incon- 
sistency, when  the  house  of  prayer  is  desecrated  by  a 
choice  of  music  and  a  style  of  performance  which  are 
rather  suited  to  the  opera  than  the  Church — ^when  the 
organist  and  the  choir  seem  to  be  intent  only  on  exciting 
the  admiration  of  the  audience  by  the  display  of  their 
artistic  skill ;  and  the  entertainment  of  the  concert-room 
is  taken  as  a  substitute  for  the  solemn  praises  of  that 
Almighty  Being  *  who  searcheth  the  hearts  and  trieth 
the  children  of  men/ 

"  Yet  this  very  serious  and  prevalent  abuse  was  de- 
signed to  be  prevented  by  the  positive  rule  laid  down  in 
the  Prayer-Book,  immediately  before  the  authorized  col- 
lection of  the  Psalms  and  Hymns.  For,  there  it  is  ex- 
pressly made  the  duty  of  the  minister  to  forbid  all  un- 
seemly music,  and  to  give  order  for  such  as  he  may 
approve  in  the  worship  of  the  Sanctuary.  This  salutary 
rule,  however,  is  too  apt  to  be  forgotten." 

We  need  and  ought  to  have  a  grand,  expressive,  rev- 
erential body  of  music,  which  shall  make  the  Song-part 
of  our  worship  as  solemn  and  sublime  as  the  Prayer- 
part  is ;  a  music  that  shall,  by  its  special  type  of  melody, 
lift  up  the  soul  in  lofty  emotions  of  praise,  just  as  the 
martial  type  of  music  stirs  the  blood  of  the  soldier,  or 
the  dramatic  type  excites  the  passions  with  the  scenes 
with  which  the  strains  of  song  are  associated. 

We  are  gradually  working  our  way  up  to  such  high 
compositions,  but  we  are  still  behind  both  our  privilege 
and  our  duty,  in  the  worship  of  praise  in  the  great  con- 
gregation, nor  can  we  compass  what  we  want,  until  the 
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great  majority  of  "  Tune  Books  "  now  in  use  are  cast 
out  of  our  Churches,  and  until  our  choirs  shall  be  re- 
garded as  only  the  leaders  of  the  congregation,  guiding, 
but  not  engrossing  the  service  of  song.  With  such 
ample  scope  for  music  as  our  Liturgy  furnishes,  with  such 
grand  words  as  the  Church  puts  into  our  mouths,  with 
such  noble  occasions,  joyous  and  penitential,  Sunday  and 
Holy  Day,  to  evoke  sublime  and  heart-stirring  melody, 
our  Church  ought  to  cultivate  such  music  as  best  befits 
its  services,  and  such  as  shall  make  the  house  of  God  to 
resound  with  the  tuneful  voices  of  a  united  congregation, 
as  they  "worship  the  Lord  in  the  Beauty  of  Holiness." 

The  3d  subject  to  consider  under  the  general  head  of 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  Clergy,  are  those  rights  and 
duties  which  pertain  to  him  as  a  Pastor. 

By  these  I  mean  all  those  duties  and  rights  which  lie 
outside  the  pulpit  and  the  chancel,  and  which  inhere  in 
or  pertain  to  his  office,  as  a  shepherd  or  ruler  of  the 
flock. 

The  first  class  of  rights  and  duties  under  this  head 
are  those  which  cluster  around  his  duty  towards  the 
young  of  his  flock. 

These  may  be  grouped  under  two  heads — 

1st.  Those  pertaining,  and  gro\ving  out  of  his  duty 
and  right  to  catechize  children. 

2d.  Those  pertaining  to  and  growing  out  of  his  duty 
to  prepare  persons  for  confirmation. 

By  Canons  and  Rubrics,  as  well  as  by  virtue  of  office, 
the  public  religious  instruction  of  the  children  of  the 
Parish,  is  placed  in  the  Rector's  hands.  The  first  rubric 
after  the  catechism  says,  "  The  Minister  of  every  parish 
shall  diligently,  upon  Sundays  and  Holy  Days,  or  on 
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some  other  convenient  occasions,  openly  in  the  Church, 
instruct  or  examine  so  many  children  of  his  Parish  sent 
unto  him,  as  he  shall  think  convenient,  in  some  part  of 
this  Catechism." 

The  next  rubric  directs  "  all  Fathers,  Mothers,  Mas- 
ters and  Ministers,  shall  cause  their  children,  servants 
and  apprentices,  who  have  not  learned  their  catechism, 
to  come  to  the  Church  at  the  time  appointed,  and  obe- 
diently, to  hear  and  to  be  ordered  by  the  Minister,  until 
such  time  as  they  have  learned  all  that  is  here  appointed 
for  them  to  Isarn." 

It  is  very  evident  that  these  rubrics  cannot  be  fully 
carried  out  in  our  American  Church ;  yet  standing  as 
they  do,  they  are  a  perpetual  reminder  of  the  duties  of 
Priest,  Parent  and  Master,  and  a  continual  protest  of  the 
Church  against  allowing  the  young  of  the  flock,  to  grow 
up  without  a  knowledge  of  the  cardinal  facts  and  doc- 
trines of  our  holy  faith. 

While  we  find  catechetical  instruction  in  the  primi- 
tive Church,  though  differing  somewhat  from  that  now  in 
use,  yet  it  had  gradually  been  discontinued,  except  so  far 
as  to  teach  the  children  the  Creed  and  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
and  sometimes  the  Ten  Commandments.  At  the  time 
of  the  English  Reformation,  there  was  but  a  small 
amount  of  theological  knowledge  among  the  people,  and 
it  was  to  remedy  this  defect  that  this  catechism  was 
published  in  1549,  in  Edward  the  Vlth's  first  Prayer 
Book,  where  it  stood  as  part  of  the  Confirmation  office, 
so  that  those  who  came  forward  to  receive  that  rite, 
shoidd  have  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  truth. 
The  catechism  remained  a  part  of  the  Confirmation 
service  until  1661,  when  it  became  separated,  and  took 
its  present  form  among  our  offices. 
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Three  hundred  years  ago,  how  little  did  the  laity 
know  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus !  and  in  that  age  of 
few  books,  little  learning,  and  great  ignorance,  how  in- 
valuable was  such  a  compendium,  which,  with  its  simple 
words,  lays  open  to  much  real  gospel  knowledge,  with- 
out burdening  the  mind  or  wearjdng  the  memory.  At 
that  time  there  was  little,  if  any,  home  instruction  in 
the  Bible.  There  .were  no  Sunday  Schools  in  the  modern 
sense  of  the  word.  There  was  but  little  preaching  that 
the  children  could  comprehend ;  hence,  if  they  were  not 
thus  brought  to  the  Church  and  catechized  by  the  curate, 
they  would  have  almost  necessarily  remained  in  spiritual 
darkness. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  must  remember  that  three  cen- 
turies ago,  when  these  rubrics  were  framed,  the  domestic 
and  social  life  of  England  was  quite  different  from  what 
it  now  is  with  us.  The  good  old  family  regimen,  which, 
in  those  days,  rigidly  kept  up  parental  authority,  and 
which  made  the  household  in  all  its  grades — child,  ser- 
vant, apprentice — ^a  domestic  unit ;  scarcely  exist  in  this 
land,  where  children  so  early  throw  off  parental  control, 
where  apprentices  have  no  common  bond  or  sympathy 
with  the  master  or  mistress,  and  where  servants  are  re- 
garded as  mere  hirelings,  for  whose  moral  care  we  feel 
but  little  if  any  responsibility.  We  must  remember, 
also,  that  then  there  was  but  one  recognized  Church  in 
all  England,  and  not  the  numerous  sects  of  dissenters 
which  now  exist ;  that  then,  there  was  but  one  Parish 
Church  to  which  all  the  inhabitants  of  that  Parish  were 
legally  attached  ;  that  then,  there  were  no  parochial  or 
Sunday  School  buildings  into  which  the  children  could 
be  gathered  and  taught,  and  hence  the  Church  was  the 
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only  place  where  they  could  be  conveniently  assembled. 

Living  as  we  do  under  an  entirely  different  state  of 
social  and  Church  life,  surrounded  by  numerous  denom- 
inations of  Christians,  having  ourselves  no  prescriptive 
or  civil  privileges  or  rights  over  others,  with  various 
kinds  of  Sunday  School  instrumentalities  all  around  us, 
we  may  not  be  able  to  carry  out  the  letter  of  this  rubric ; 
for,  as  Bishop  Mant  well  says,  "it  appears  to  be  the 
opinion  of  some  of  our  best  ritualists  that  this  is  one  of 
the  Rubrics  which  require  to  be  understood  with  limita- 
tions, or  at  least  will  fairly  admit  of  them."* 

We  must,  therefore,  interpret  this  rubric  in  the  light 
of  these  facts,  and  adjust  it  as  far  as  possible  to  our 
present  condition,  so  as  to  bring  out  at  least  its  true 
intent  and  purpose.  The  purport  of  the  rubric  is,  that 
children  shall  be  taught  the  Catechism ;  that  parents, 
mothers,  and  mistresses  shall  see  that  their  children, 
servants,  and  apprentices  resort  to  the  Minister  for  such 
instruction ;  that  the  Minister  himself^  and  not  by  proxy, 
shall  instruct  or  examine  such  as  come ;  that  this  ex- 
amination shall  be  openly  in  the  Church ;  and  that  it 
shall  take  place  "  upon  Sundays  and  Holy  Days,  or  on 
some  other  convenient  occasions."  As  this  rubric  does 
not  direct  that  this  examination  shall  take  place  on  all 
Sundays,  etc,,  it  has  been  ruled  by  high  authority  (Bp. 
Mant),  "  that  a  Clergyman  is  not  obliged  to  catechise 
the  children  every  Sunday  or  Holy  Day,  but  only  as  often 
as  the  occasion  of  his  Parish  may  be  fairly  deemed  to 
require." 

It  is  to  be  observed  here  that  while  the  Rubric  in  the 
English  Prayer  Book  restricts  the  catechising  by  the 

(•  *  Tbe  Clergyman^s  Obligations  cotuldered,"  etc    Oxford,  1830,  p.  73. ) 
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Curate  to  '•  Sunday  and  Holy  Days,"  the  rubric  in  the 
American  service  adds,  **  or  on  some  other  convenient 
occasions,"  leaving  it  for  the  Minister  to  judge  what  these 
'*  convenient  occasions "  are  and  how  often  thev  shall 
occur.  On  this  point,  therefore,  the  Sunday  School 
more  than  covers  the  public  catechising  as  required  in 
our  Prayer  Book,  for  the  Sunday  School  is  held  every 
Lord's  day  while  this  catechetical  instruction  may  not 
be  given  on  any  Sunday  or  Holy  Day,  but  on  "  some 
other  convenient  occasion,"  as  the  Minister  shall  think 

fit. 

The  spirit  of  these  directions  at  the  end  of  the  Cate- 
chism I  hold  to  be  complied  with — 

1st.  When  the  Minister  himself  catechises  such  young 
of  his  flock  as  are  "sent  unto  him.*' 

2d.  When  he  does  it  pvhlidyX  e.,  either  in  the  Church, 
the  Chapel,  the  Sunday  School-room,  where  his  teaching 
may  be  heard  by  others  than  those  whom  he  is  required 
"  to  instruct  and  examine." 

3d.  When  he  does  this  at  regular  or  stated  times,  not 
less  than  once  each  month.  According  to  the  rubric  at 
the  end  of  the  Catechism,  in  the  first  Book  of  King  Ed- 
ward VI.  (1549)  the  curate  was  to  catechize  the  chil- 
dren "  once  in  six  weeks  at  the  least,"  and  was  to  devote 
"  half  an  hour  before  evensong  "  for  this  purpose. 

To  carry  out  the  spirit  of  these  rubrics,  two  canons, 
one  of  the  General  Convention  and  one  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  are  binding  upon  us. 

The  19th  canon  of  Title  1,  directs  that  "  the  Ministers 
of  this  Church  who  have  charge  of  parishes  or  cures, 
shall  not  only  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  children  in 
the  catechism,  but  shall  also  by  stated  catechetical  lec-

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tures  and  instruction,  be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth 
and  others  in  the  Doctrine^  ConatUviimi  a7id  Liturgy  of 
tlw  Churchy 

Canon  ix.  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  requires 
that  "  Every  Minister  of  a  parish  shall  encourage  the 
formation  of  Sunday  Schools,  w[idi  the  efficient  prosecution 
of  insti'uction  in  them^  in  conformity  with  the  principles 
of  tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  ChurcJi" 

These  canons,  taken  with  the  rubrics  after  the  Cate- 
chism, show  conclusively,  that  the  Church  holds  her 
Ministers  accountable  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the 
young;  that  the  children  are  to  be  gathered  in  the 
Church  or  in  the  Sunday  School,  that  the  subject-matter 
of  instruction  must  be  the  Catechism,  and  whatever  will 
give  sound  information  concerning  the  Doctrine,  Consti- 
tution and  Liturgy  of  our  Church. 

Thus,  it  is  the  minister's  duty,  by  canon,  by  rubric  and 
by  office,  to  feed  the  lambs  of  Christ,  as  well  as  the 
sheep  ;  nor  has  any  lay-agency  by  whatever  name  called, 
any  right  to  step  in  between  the  pastor  and  people,  and 
take  out  of  his  care  the  young  of  his  flock. 

There  is  danger  that  the  modern  Sunday  School  shall 
usurp  the  catechetical  part  of  the  minister's  duty.  This 
the  Rector  should  carefully  guard  against,  for  though  the 
Sunday  School  is  an  invaluable  auxilliary,  as  subsidizing 
and  organizing  so  much  lay  agency  in  the  work  of  Bible 
instruction,  yet  nothing  can  discharge  the  Minister  of 
his  responsibility  to  supervise  this  instruction,  and  guide 
this  agency  in  the  right  direction.  He  must,  as  a  Min- 
ister of  this  Church,  himself,  publicly  catechize  the  chil- 
dren, he  must  encourage  the  formation  of  Sunday 
Schools,  he  must  instruct  the  young  of  his  flock  in  the 
"  Doctrine,  Constitution  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church." 
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The  next  point  to  be  considered  is  his  duty  in  prepar- 
ing children  for  Confirmation. 

In  analyzing  the  rubrics  bearing  on  this  subject,  we 
find— 

Ist.  That  the  persons  to  be  presented  shall  be  of  com- 
petent age,  having  come  to  years  of  discretion. 

2d.  That  the  minimum  of  religious  knowledge  which 
can  be  satisfactory,  is  their  ability  to  say  the  Creed,  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  the  Cate- 
chism. 

3d.  That  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  is  the  sole  judge 
"  of  all  such  persons  within  his  parish  as  he  shall  think 
fit "  for  that  rite, 

4th.  That  he  shall  hand  to  the  Bishop  a  list  of  such 
persons,  with  his  hand  subscribed  thereto,  before  Confir- 
mation. 

Thus  the  selection  and  preparation  of  the  class  for 
Confirmation,  is  vested  solely  in  the  Rector.  The  Bish- 
op has  no  such  revisory  power  as  is  given  to  him  by 
the  English  rubric,  which  says :  "  If  the  Bishop  ap- 
prove of  them ;"  and  can  neither  confirm  any  one  not  so 
presented,  nor  reject  any  one  thus  "  placed  before  him." 
The  Bishop  acts  here  as  a  mere  functionary,  without  any 
personal  or  official  responsibility  in  the  case.  Yet  a 
careful  consideration  of  these  rubrics,  and  the  service 
itself,  shows  that  the  Minister  is  surrounded  by  whole- 
some restraints,  and  that  his  discretion  is  limited  by 
certain  conditions.  Thus,  though  "  children  "  are  to  be 
presented  for  Confirmation,  yet  these  children  must  be 
"  of  competent  age,"  must  have  "  come  to  years  of  dis- 
cretion," must  have  learned  and  "  be  able  to  say  the 
Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments,  and 
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the  Catechism,"  and  must  be  such  as  intelligently  under- 
stand the  Baptismal  promise  and  vow,  which  they,  in 
the  presence  of  God  and  of  the  congregation  "  ratify  and 
confirm." 

While,  therefore,  neither  the  Church  of  England,  nor 
our  own,  has  formally  designated  what  is  a  "  competent 
age,"  or  what  maybe  regarded  as  "  years  of  discretion," 
yet  the  use  of  these  words  fixes  to  a  certain  extent  the 
proper  period. 

The  "  competent  age,"  implies  an  age  competent  to 
the  discharge  of  the  duty  required,  i.  e.,  to  understand 
the  nature  of  the  Baptismal  vows,  and  the  meaning  of 
the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments, 
and  the  Catechism,  as  the  bodies  of  faith  and  practice. 

The  "  years  of  discretion  "  mean  years  wherein  one  is 
able  to  act  with  prudence,  discernment,  judging  critical- 
ly of  what  is  correct  or  proper,  united  with  caution. 
No  child  can  be  regarded  as  come  to  years  of  discretion, 
until  he  have  that  discernment  and  discrimination,  by 
which  he  can  choose  intelligently  the  service  of  God, 
and  resolves  understandingly,  to  follow  His  holy  will. 
Bishop  Hobart,  in  his  sermon  "  The  Candidate  for  Con- 
firmation instructed,"  says :  "  By  this  order,  (referring  to 
the  preface)  the  Church  evidently  designs  more  than 
that  they  shall  be  merely  able  to  say  the  words  of  the 
Catechism.  They  must  have  a  full  knowledge  of  its 
meaning,  and  as  it  embraces  a  comprehensive  view  of 
the  plan  of  redemption,  of  Christian  doctrine  and  duty, 
and  of  the  privileges  of  Christians ;  these  must  be  un- 
derstood and  realized  before  children  can  be  qualified 
for  receiving  that  holy  rite,  in  which  they  pledge  them- 
selves to  the  belief  of  Christian  doctrine,  and  to  the 
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practice  of  Christian  duty,  and  in  which  their  Christian 
privilege  are  assured  to  them." 

Bishop  White  says :  "  The  precise  age  is  wisely  left 
undetermined,  because  of  the  difference  in  the  capacities. 
In  England,  the  age  of  fourteen  is  generally  recom- 
mended." '•  It  has  been  my  desire,"  he  goes  on  to  say, "  to 
follow  that  example  from  an  opinion  that  the  generality 
of  young  people  may  be  made  to  comprehend  at  the 
time  of  life  specified,  the  grounds  of  their  duties  to  God, 
and  to  their  neighbors,  and  to  have  distinct  ideas  of  the 
several  articles  of  the  creed,  for  it  would  be  a  mistake 
to  confine  the  preparation  to  an  ability  to  repeat  the 
catechism.  The  form  here  referred  to,  supposes  them 
to  have  learned  what  their  sponsors  promised  for  them, 
which  cannot  be  without  their  knowledge  of  the  sense, 
as  well  as  of  the  letter,  of  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer 
and  the  Ten  Commandments." 

With  these  views  of  these  eminent  Bishops  I  fully 
agree,  and  except  in  extraordinary  instances,  no  children 
should  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirmation  be- 
fore they  have  attained  fourteen  years.  Some  English 
Bishops  have  fixed  the  age  of  fifteen,  but  by  the  general 
consent  and  usage  of  the  Bishops  of  our  Church  fourteen 
is  the  recognized  period  for  presenting  children  to  be 
confirmed. 

In  following  the  example  of  all  my  predecessors  in 
the  Episcopate  of  Pennsylvania,  and  fixing  the  age  of 
fourteen  as  the  normal  period  at  which  children,  if 
properly  prepared,  should  be  brought  to  the  Bishop  to  be 
Confirmed,  I  not  only  shall  relieve  the  Rectors  of  much 
painful  embarrasment  when  children  are  pressed  upon 
them  to  be  presented  before  they  are  fiilly  qualified  or

t\u*  Ih>  it  from  me  to  limit  the  work  of  the  Holy 
lih\vtt  to  any  fixed  period  of  life.  I  believe  in  child-

iHH^ting  of  words  without  an  intellectual  or  moral  appreci- 
\\{M\  of  their  sense,  but  in  a  competent  knowledge 
of  ({od*«  word,  an  understanding  of  the  simple  plan  of 
huUution  through  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  a  putting 
lortli  of  that  faith  in  Jesus.  1  long  to  see  the  time  when, 
\\ii  w  xu'Vi'HHnry  resultant  of  the  prayer  and  faithful  teach- 
\\\\i  of  pa  routs  and  sponsors,  our  chancels  at  Confirmation 
fcen*«oUH  nhuU  be  filled  by  "  children  of  competent  age," 
iulollipMUly  prepared,  and  voluntarily  ready,  to  consecrate 
|lu»iuHel>i'«  in  life's  morning  to  the  service,  and  to  the 
luutution,  of  the  Holy  Child  Jesus. 

I  Nvuut  to  HCG  the  Church  more  than  ever  draw  the 
\\\\\\\}i  to  hvv  bosom  by  her  loving  acts,  and  enlist  them 
iu  her  >vovk  by  her  guiding  words;  but  I  want  the  love, 
uud  \\\o  work,  to  be  of  the  heart,  and  from  the  heart,  not 
\\  www  lip  Hervice  or  body  worship;  not  of  the  letter 
\\\\\\  killeth,  but  of  the  spirit  that  giveth  life.  I  never 
llMi^et  tluU  our  Saviour  says  of  children,  "  Of  such  is  the 
KinKdiMU  of  Heaven." 

The  HtHHind  class  of  rights  and  duties  of  the  Clergy 
\\\\\\  wlueh  come  under  the  general  head  of  Pastoral^  are 
O^e  pevronuunce  of  those  offices  of  the  Church  for  which 
\\\\\\  W\o\\  i«  made  in  the  Prayer  Book. 
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1st.    The   right  to  perform   the  Marriage    service. 
Marriage  being  a  Divine  Institution,  it  is  but  proper  that 
the  Minister  of  God  should  have  a  right  to  unite  proper 
parties  in  marriage.     Hence,  in  our  land,  such  a  service 
perlbrmed  by  a  regularly  ordained  minister  is  valid  in 
law,  provided  it  be  done  in  consonance  with  the  Legis- 
lative statutes  of  the  several  states  where  the  form  is 
used.     Upon  these  legal  points  (e.  jr.,  whether  the  Bans 
are  to  be  published  or  not ;  the  age  at  which  the  law 
allows  of  such  contracts;    the  necessity  of  having  a 
license  from  the  civil  courts,  etc.),  the  Clergy  ought  to 
be  well  informed,  as  ignorance  of  some  of  these  points, 
has,  in  several  instances,  involved  legal  prosecution  and 
fine.      Usage  has  given  to  each  Rector  the  right   to 
marry  those  connected  with  his  Parish;    and  as  the 
woman  by  courtesy  has  the  choice  of  the  Minister,  hence 
the  Rector  of  the  Parish  in  which  the  woman  resides 
has  the  right  to  perform  the  service.     As,  however,  per- 
sonal relationship,  or  parochial  attachments  to  a  previous 
Rector,  sometimes  induce  a  Bride-elect  to  choose  some 
Clergyman  other  than  her  Pastor,  then  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Minister  thus  asked  to  officiate  to  refuse  to  do  so, 
unless  there  is  given  the  express  consent  of  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish.     This  is  an  act  of  courtesy  due  to  the 
Rector,  and  is  one  of  those  clerical  amenities  which  ought 
scrupulously  to  be  observed.      I  have  known  several 
cases  where  the  Rector  has  peremptorily  refused  to  allow 
another  Minister  to  officiate  on  such  occasions.     While 
there  may  be  extreme  cases  in  which  such  a  refusal 
would  be  justifiable,  yet  generally  it  is  not  wise  to  deny 
such  a  request,  and  a  refusal  often  breeds  dissatisfaction 
and  heart-burnings  which  ought   ever  to  be  avoided. 
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This  undue  stickling  for  the  right  is  generally  regarded 
as  an  undue  seeking  after  marriage  fees,  and  works  to 
the  discredit  of  the  Minister  so  refusing. 

The  civil  law  upon  the  subject  of  marriage  is,  in  this 
country,  so  lax,  and  the  facilities  by  which  marriage  can 
be  obtained  so  easy,  as  to  make  it  the  more  imperative 
on  the  Clergy  to  be  very  cautious  and  particular,  and  to 
use  all  possible  guards  as  to  the  parties  seeking  to  be 
married  by  them ;  and  every  suspicion  of  an  improper  or 
clandestine  union,  ought  to  meet  their  firm  refusal  to  be 
a  party  to  such  transactions. 

"  The  Order  for  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick  "  is  one  of 
those  offices  which  require  to  be  used  with  great  discre* 
tion,  as  it  contains  forms  and  directions  easily  abused  by 
men  devoid  of  prudence  and  judgment.  No  one  can 
read  it  over  without  being  touched  with  its  earnestness^ 
directness,  and  warm  evangelical  tone ;  and  when  rightly 
used,  it  cannot  fail  of  being  a  source  of  great  comfort  and 
grace  to  the  sick  and  the  dying.  It  is  evident  from 
its  construction  that  it  is  to  be  used  but  once  over  the 
sick  person ;  being,  as  it  were,  the  formal  recognition  by 
the  sick  of  the  pastoral  relation  of  the  officiating  Priest. 
One  use  of  it  during  the  period  of  illness,  being  sufficient 
to  meet  all  its  rubrical  demands.  Usage  has  almost 
rendered  this  office  a  dead  form.  Yet  it  was  never  de- 
signed to  be  such,  and  there  is  much  that  can  be  pleaded 
in  its  behalf  as  a  salutary  and  useful  office,  the  revival 
of  which  would  be  attended  with  undoubted  blessing. 

It  need  hot  be  used  at  the  first  or  second  visit  to  the 
sick;  but  during  the  early  period  of  sickness,  if  the 
strength  of  the  patient  permits,  a  time  might  be  appointed 
when  it  could  be  said  in  the  presence  of  the  sick  and 
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the  well,  to  both  of  whom  its  warnings  and  exhortations 
and  promises  address  themselves  with  divine  force. 

Whether  this  visitation  office  be  used  or  not,  our 
Church  hath  declared  her  mind  as  to  what  is  the  duty 
of  the  Minister  visiting  the  sick,  and  in  the  rubrics  in 
the  middle  of  the  service  has  pointed  them  out  with 
great  distinctness  and  minuteness.  He  is  to  "  examine 
the  sick  person  whether  he  repent  him  truly  of  his  sins, 
and  be  in  charity  with  all  the  world."  He  is  to  exhort 
him  to  forgiviness  of  injuries  done  to  him,  and  to  make 
amends  for  injuries  or  wrongs  done  by  him.  He  is  to 
'*be  admonished  to  make  his  will  and  to  declare  his 
debts,"  and  he  "  shall  not  omit  earnestly  to  move  such 
sick  persons  as  are  of  ability  to  be  liberal  to  the  poor." 
It  is  quite  evident  that  this  rubric  cannot  be  obeyed  in 
all  its  requisitions,  and  is  one  of  those  where  a  large  dis- 
cretionary power  is  left  with  the  Minister.  At  the  time 
when  the  earlier  Canons  and  rubrics  upon  which  the 
present  rubrics  are  based,  were  set  forth,  there  was  a 
peculiar  necessity  for  some  of  these  directions,  especially 
those  relating  to  the  devising  of  property  and  making  pro- 
visions for  the  poor.  "  Formerly,"  says  Archdeacon  Sharp,* 
"  by  the  Canon  law  every  one  was  bound  to  bequeath  a 
part  of  his  estate  to  religious  uses,  and  in  some  such  pro- 
portion, too,  as  he  left  his  children ;  so  that  if  he  had  three 
children,  for  instance,  Christ  was  to  be  reputed  a  fourth,  or 
be  made  an  equal  share  with  the  other  three  in  the  inheri- 
tance ;  if  he  had  but  one  son,  Christ  was  to  be  esteemed 
as  a  second  son,  and  so  on  (Decret.  par.  ii.  Cans.  13, 
Qu.  2).     And  what  was  so  bequeathed  to  the  Church 


*  *'Tbe  Bubrie  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,"  etc.,  1)y  Thomas  Sharp,  D.D., 
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was  usually  deposited  in  the  Bishop's  hands,  and  went 
partially  to  the  support  of  the  fabric  of  the  Church,  and 
partially  to  the  support  of  the  Minister  thereof"  As  we 
learn  from  the  injunction  of  King  Edward  VI.,  that  this 
old  Canon  law  was  grossly  abused,  and  that  much  of  the 
money  thus  bequeathed  was  devoted  to  superstitious  uses, 
such  as  "  Pardons,  pilgrimages,  trentalles,  decking  of 
images,  oflfering  of  candles,  giving  to  friars,  and  other 
like  blind  devotions,"  so  by  these  same  injunctions 
were  these  bequests  forbidden  and  "  the  poor  man's  box," 
or  Alms  Chest,  "  was  directed  to  be  set  up  for  the  re- 
ception of  what  people  were  wont  to  bestow  to  the 
superstitious  uses  above  mentioned;  and  the  Curates 
were  required  to  make  their  exhortations  to  sick  people 
in  favor  of  this  new  institution." 

"  Since  the  publication  of  these  directions,"  says 
Archdeacon  Sharp  (p.  70),  "  the  things  they  treat  of  are 
by  time  and  some  circumstances  altered  from  what  they 
then  were.  There  is  a  better  provision  now  made  by 
law  for  the  disposition  of  intestates'  estates ;  there  is  not 
the  necessity  there  formerly  was  to  admonish  the  people 
on  this  head.  There  are  also  pro\dsions  made  by  law 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  poor,  which  may 
render  the  use  of  the  poor  man's  box  of  less  importance 
than  it  formerly  was ;  insomuch  that  those  public  chests 
for  alms  are  now  rarely  to  be  met  with,  or  if  they  re- 
main standing  yet  in  some  of  the  Churches,  they  remain 
rather  as  monuments  of  a  former  institution  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  poor,  than  stand  as  instruments  of 
their  present  supply.  These  things  being  considered, 
will  make  an  alteration  likewise  on  the  stress  to  be  laid 
both  on  the  Canon  and  rubric,  which  latter  is  likewise 
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softened  or  relaxed  in  the  expression;  and  is  not,  as 
now  worded,  so  properly  a  command  which  may  not  be 
dispensed  with,  as  it  is  a  monition  to  the  Clergy  who 
attend  the  sick,  especially  when  they  make  their  wills, 
to  remind  them  of  the  poor,  and  of  the  acceptableness  of 
of  alms-deeds  in  the  sight  of  God." 

I  need  scarcely  add  that  while  these  rubrics  give  the 
right  and  enjoin  the  duty  upon  the  Clergy  to  move  the 
sick  to  make  his  will  and  be  liberal  to  the  poor,  yet  they 
are  to  discharge  this  duty  in  the  most  delicate  manner, 
and  only  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  make  it 
judicious  and  proper.  The  civil  law  in  this  country, 
and  especially  in  Pennsylvania,  is  exceedingly  jealous 
of  all  ministerial  influence  in  connection  with  bequests 
and  wills,  obtained  from  sick  or  dying  persons ;  and  the 
General  Assembly  in  1855  passed  a  law  rendering  null 
and  void  all  bequests,  or  conveyances  of  estates,  real  or 
personal,  to  religious  or  charitable  uses,  "  except  the 
same  be  done  by  deed  or  will  attested  by  two  creditable 
and  at  the  same  time  disinterested  witnesses,  at  least 
one  calendar  month  before  the  decease  of  the  testator  or 
aliener,"  (Purdon's  Digest,  Stroud  and  Brightly  1119). 
The  purpose  of  this  act  was  to  prevent  any  alienation  of 
property  by  persons  supposed  to  be  sick  unto  death, 
under  influences  which  might  at  such  times  of  fear,  or 
weakness,  or  infirmity,  warp  their  judgments,  and  cause 
them  to  make  such  disposition  of  property  in  the  hour 
of  mortal  peril  as  they  would  not  make  if  in  sound 
health,  and  uninfluenced  by  such  ecclesiastic  or  mortuarj^ 
surroundings. 

No  little  stir  has  lately  been  made  as  to  the  right  of 
the  clergy  to  refuse,  at  any  time,  to  use  the  Burial 
Office  of  our  Church  at  the  interment  of  the  dead.

The  rabric  at  the  beginning  of  the  Office  is  very 
clear.     It  distinctly  states,  that  "  the  office  ensuing  is 
not  to  be  used  for  (1)  any  unbaptized  adult— (2)  any 
who  die  excommunicate,  or  (3)  who  have  laid  violent 
hands  upon  themselves."     The  propriety  of  these  three 
exceptions  will  appear  upon  a  moment's  consideration. 
"  The  Order  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead,"  is  a  Christian 
office,  prepared  by  a  Christian  Church,  to  be  used  by  a 
Christian  Minister,  and  designed  for  Christian  people. 
Its  whole  structure  contemplates  its  use  over  those  who 
have  been  "  received  into  the  congregation  of  Christ's 
flock;"  hence,  any  person  coming  to  years  of  discretion, 
and  wilfully  neglecting    the   Sacrament   of  Baptism, 
whereby  they  become  engrafted  into  the  body  of  Christ's 
Church,  do,  by  this  very  neglect,  exclude  themselves 
from  all  right  to  Christian  burial.     But  our  Church  in 
her  mercy  for  babes,  does  not,  as  the  Church  of  England 
does,  deny  to  an  unbaptized  infant  this  office;  but,  by 
adding  to  the  first  rubric  after  the  word  "  unbaptized," 
the  word  "  adult,"  permits  it  to  be  said  over  unbaptized 
children ;  as  not  willing  to  \'isit  the  sins  of  parents  and 
guardians  in  neglecting  to  bring  them  to  that  holy  sac- 
rament, upon  the  helpless  infant. 

A  person  who  dies  "  excommunicate,"  has  surely  no  . 
right  to  the  service  of  a  Church,  from  which,  by  his 
own  open  and  notorious  evil  living,  he  has  been  cut 
off  in  accordance  with  the  rubric  and  laws  of  the 
Church,  and  the  injunctions  of  its  Divine  Head. 
Having  eaten  the  Bread  of  the  Church,  he  has  "lifted 
up  his  heels  against  her,"  and  by  his  own  act,  has  ex- 
cluded himself  from  all  right  and  title  to  her  sacred 
offices. 
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In  the  case  of  Suicides,  the  Bible  distinctly  says,  "  No 
murderer  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God."  Yet, 
where  the  act  of  seltmurder  is  the  result  of  mental  de- 
rangement or  temporary  hallucination,  so  as  to  take 
away  from  the  victim  all  moral  accountablility,  then 
I  hold,  that  the  Minister  may  lawfully  use  this  of- 
fice, but  the  case  should  be  so  clear,  as  to  leave  no 
doubt  in  the  public  mind,  otherwise,  great  harm 
might  be  done  to  the  Church.  But  while  the  Min- 
ister is  not  to  use  this  office  in  the  case  of  those 
three  classes,  he  is  at  liberty  to  officiate  at  such  fune- 
rals, provided  he  do  not  use  this  office,  for  it  is  to  be  ob- 
served, that  the  rubric  does  not  say  that  the  Minister 
shall  not  officiate  at  all  at  the  funerals  of  these  classes 
of  persons,  but  only  that  "  tJm  office  ensuing "  shall  not 
be  used  in  such  cases,  leaving  the  Minister  to  act  at  his 
discretion,  both  as  to  attendance  and  form  of  service  to 
be  used  in  such  cases.  Here  let  me  call  attention  to 
the  fact,  that  the  rubrics  of  this  Burial  office  contem- 
plate but  two  places  where  it  is  to  be  used,  viz :  the 
Church  and  the  Graveyard.  No  provision  is  made  for 
fimerals  from  private  residences,  and  the  structure  of 
the  "  Order,"  never  contemplated  such  a  use  of  it.  It  is 
thus  a  tacit  discouragement  of  funeral  services  at  the 
house,  and  a  perpetual  invitation  to  the  surviving  friends 
to  bring  their  dead  into  the  Church,  that  as  a  loving 
mother,  she,  who  received  them  to  newness  of  life  at 
the  font,  may  give  them  her  last  blessing,  as  they  are 
borne  in  the  silence  of  death  to  the  grave. 

For  the  purpose  of  dispensing  the  word  and  sacrament 
and  conducting  the  public  worship  and  officiating  in  these 
occasional  offices,  the  Minister  has  the  right  to  use  the 
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Church  edifice,  and  its  ecclesiastical  or  educational  ap- 
pendages, for  all  Priestly  and  Parochial  work.  His 
election  as  Rector  by  the  vestry,  and  acceptance  of  the 
same,  virtually  puts  him  in  possession  of  the  Parish 
buildings  for  Parish  purposes,  and  in  law,  he  is  by  this 
election,  made  the  legal  head  of  the  corporation. 
This  right  is  distinctly  set  forth  in  "The  Institution 
Office,"  by  the  presenting  to  the  newly  instituted  Rector, 
by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish,  the  keys  of  the  Churchy 
the  delivery  of  which,  invests  him  with  the  full  right 
to  use  the  building  for  all  purposes  of  divine  worship, 
and  the  presentation  of  which,  is  the  official  recognition 
by  the  vestry,  of  the  Minister  as  the  head  of  the  Par^ 
ish. 

The  civil  courts  (e.  gr..  The  Supreme  Court  of  New 
Jersey,  vide  Lynd  t?«..  Menzies,  4  Vrooms,  Rep.,  162), 
have  decided,  that  the  clergy  have  the  right  to  use  the 
Church  on  all  occasions  of  divine  service,  and  that  an 
action  lies  against  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  should 
they  attempt  to  debar  him  his  rectorial  right. 

The  last  right  which  time  permits  me  to  mention  here, 
is  the  right  of  the  Minister  "to  claim  and  enjoy  all  the 
accustomed  temporalities  appertaining  to  his  cure." 
The  Bible  clearly  establishes  the  principle  that  those 
who  are  called  of  God,  to  the  ministry  in  the  Church, 
who  give  themselves  "wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and 
draw  all  their  cares  and  study  this  way,"  are  entitled  to 
a  competent  temporal  support  in  the  same. 

This  is  strongly  brought  out  and  established  by  St. 
Paul,  in  the  9th  chapter  of  the  1st  Epistle  to  the  Co- 
rinthians. In  verse  7th,  he  shows,  by  allusion  to  the 
soldier,  the  husbandman,  and  the  shepherd,  that  each  is 
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to  be  recompensed  by,  and  from,  the  service  in  which 
each  is  employed.  In  verse  9th,  by  analogy  of  God's 
caxe  for  oxen,  he  argues  his  higher  care  for  his  minister- 
ing servants.  In  verse  13th,  he  alludes  to  the  fact,  that 
the  Priests  and  Levites  derived  their  support  under  the 
Mosaic  economy,  from  the  tithes,  first  fruits,  shew-bread, 
and  other  gifts,  so  that  they  lived  "  of  the  things  of  the 
temple,"  and  were  "  partakers  with  the  altar,"  and  then 
he  adds,  "even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained,  that  they 
which  preach  the  gospel,  should  live  of  the  gospel." 

This  then  is  the  ordinance  of  Christ  for,  says  St.  Paul^ 
"The  Lord  hath  ordained"  it.  It  is  not,  therefore, 
simply  an  inference  or  an  analogical  argument,  or  an 
apostoUcal  direction,  tnU  a  ddiherate  "  ordinance  "  or  law 
of  Christy  binding  on  the  Clergy,  so  far  as  it  requires 
them  not  to  seek  their  support  from  secular  occupations, 
but  to  "  live  of  the  Gospel ;"  and  binding  upon  the  laity 
in  that  it  lays  upon  them  the  obligation  to  give  of  their 
*'  carnal  things  "  to  the  full  maintenance  of  the  Ministry 
set  over  them  in  the  Lord,  so  that  they  who  are  "  taught 
in  the  word  "  shall "  communicate  imto  him  that  teacheth 
in  all  good  things." 

The  force  of  these  last  words,  quoted  from  the  6th 
verse  of  the  6th  chapter  of  St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Galar 
tions,  is  intensified  by  the  consideration  that  the  original 
intransitive  verb  here  translated,  "  communicate,"  means 
literally  to  "go  shares  with,"  i.  «.,  so  to  share  the 
temporal  necessities  of  those  who  preach  "  the  word  of 
life  "  as  to  make  the  relief  of  their  needs  a  bounden  and 
conscientious  duty ;  and  the  injunction  is  still  further 
enforced  by  the  warnings  of  the  next  verse,  "  Be  not 
deceived,  Grod  is  not  mocked."     As  if  he  had  said,  de- 
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ceive  not  yourselves  with  the  idea  that  you  are  doing 
your  full  duty  in  this  particular  when  you  give  grudg- 
ingly or  slenderly ;  and  do  not  mock  God  by  "  turning  up 
your  nose,"  (for  that  is  the  literal  meaning  of  the  word 
rendered  mock,)  at  his  ordinance  to  "  communicate  with 
him  that  teacheth  "  in  the  things  of  this  life,  and  so 
neglecting  or  only  half-doing  your  bounden  duty;  for 
the  undeviating  law  of  nature  and  of  grace  is,  that  the 
reaping  shall,  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  correspond 
to  the  sowing.  By  withholding  due  support  to  the 
teachers  of  the  word,  you  minister  to  your  carnal 
appetites,  and  thus  sow  to  the  flesh  and  "shall  of  the 
flesh  reap  corruption,"  while  on  the  other  hand  a  ready 
willingness  to  share  the  burdens  of  the  Clergy,  is  a 
doing  of  God's  will,  and  so  is  a  sowing  to  the  spirit,  and 
such  "  shall  of  the  spirit  reap  life  everlasting."  These 
are  solemn  words,  and  should  be  well  weighed  by  the 
Laity  as  the  scriptural  basis  of  the  right  of  the  Clergy  to 
a  decent  and  competent  support.  What  the  people  give 
should  not  be  regarded  as  so  much  given  to  the  Rev 
Mr.  A,  or  the  Rev.  Mr.  B,  but  so  much  for  the  support 
of  the  Minister  of  Christ  set  over  them  by  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  and  the  honour  of  God's  House,  and  the  dignity 
of  God's  worship,  and  the  respect  due  to  God's  ministers, 
are  so  many  factors  which  should  control  the  salary  and 
support  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Church.  Believing  also 
that  the  settlement  of  a  Minister  over  a  Parish  at  a 
definite  stipend  is  a  contract  express  or  implied,  binding 
upon  both  parties,  I  hold  that  neither  party  can  be  re- 
leased from  this  contract  without  the  consent  of  the 
other ;  or  in  case  of  a  difference  without  an  appeal  to, 
and  concurrence  of,  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
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Diocese.  As  the  Minister  would  be  justly  blamed  who 
should  strike  for  higher  wages  and  refuse  to  officiate 
until  his  demand  was  acceded  to  by  the  Vestry ;  so  the 
Vestry  are  to  be  blamed  when  they  wrongfully  withhold 
from  their  Rector  his  stipulated  salary,  or  when,  with- 
out his  consent,  or  even  perhaps  notification  of  the 
purpose  to  do  so,  they  cut  down  his  salary  in  order  to 
express  their  disapprobation  of  his  course,  or  with  the 
view,  by  thus  crippling  his  resources,  of  forcing  him  to 
resign.  This  is  a  mean  and  unchristian  course,  violates 
an  implied  sacred  contract,  and  is  dishonest  in  the  sight 
of  God.  Yet,  alas !  how  often  is  it  the  case  that  busi- 
ness men,  sitting  as  a  Vestry,  will  act  towards  their 
Minister  as  they  would  not  dare  to  act  towards  a  fellow 
Vestryman. 

The  call  to  a  parish  is  usually  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment of  the  stipend  to  be  paid,  and  if  the  Minister 
faithfully  renders  the  services,  to  which,  in  accepting  the 
caU,  he  virtually  pledges  himself,  then  the  vestry  are 
bound  to  fulfil  their  part  of  the  contract,  and  pay  all 
that  they  promised.  When  for  causes  other  than  those 
over  which  the  Minister  and  Vestry  have  control,  the 
revenues  of  the  Parish  fall  off,  and  the  amount  prom- 
ised cannot  be  made  up,  then,  by  mutual  conference, 
some  new  arragement  should  be  entered  into,  by  the  Rec- 
tor and  the  Vestry,  whereby  the  salary  should  be  ad- 
justed to  the  reduced  finances,  or  by  mutual  consent, 
the  relationship  may  be  dissolved.  When  the  reduction 
of  the  income  of  the  Church  is  evidently  owing  to  the 
incumbent,  then  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make  a 
proper  representation  of  the  facts,  proving  this  to  the 
Rector,  and  respectfully  to  ask  him,  either  to  change  the

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course  which  is  the  occasion  of  his  being  obnoxious,  or 
to  resign  the  Parish,  or  to  consent  to  such  a  reduction 
of  salary,  as  shall  be  made  necessary  by  the  lessened 
revenue.  This  should  always  be  done  in  a  quiet,  or- 
derly and  Christian  manner,  because  it  is  a  dealing 
between  Christian  men  in  matters  affecting  the  honour 
of  Christ's  Church.  Should  differences  arise,  then  the 
appeal,  according  to  the  words  of  the  Institution  Office, 
and  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  lies  to  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  should  there  be  no 
Bishop,  and  he  or  they,  are  to  be  the  final  arbitrators 
and  judges  of  the  case. 

Having  thus  considered  some  of  the  leading  points 
concerning  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  Rector,  under  the 
several  heads  of  Preacher,  Priest  and  Pastor,  I  now  pro- 
ceed to  the  other  branch  of  my  subject,  and  hope  to 
show  the  rights  of  the  Laity  in  the  Church  of  God,  as 
secured  to  them  by  the  New  Testament,  the  Prayer 
Book,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 

To  trace  out  the  history  of  Lay-rights  and  the  changes 
in  reference  thereto,  in  different  ages  of  Christendom, 
would  be  an  interesting  chapter  of  ecclesiastical  history, 
and  would  furnish  lessons  of  experience  well  worthy 
the  study  of  thoughtful  minds. 

Several  of  these  rights  or  privileges  were  gradually 
withdrawn  from  the  Laity  either  by  positive  synodal 
action  or  by  the  growing  assumptions  of  the  hierarchy, 
until  the  doctrine  generally  taught  was,  either  that  the 
Church  was  in  the  Bishop,  or  that  the  Clergy  constituted 
the  Church,  with  sole  right  to  rule  its  affairs.  Thus  the 
Laity  as  having  anything  to  do  with  the  government  of 
the  Church  were  ignored,  and  though  attempts  were 
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occasionally  made  to  recover  their  lights,  yet  they 
generally  miscarried. 

The  Church  of  England  presents  a  most  singular  con- 
dition  of  things  in  reference  to  this  subject.  The  head 
of  the  Church  is  a  Lay  person.  The  law  which  imposes 
the  Prayer  Book  as  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England, 
is  made  by  a  lay  Parliament.  The  Bishops  are  nominated 
by  the  Prime  Minister,  who  is  a  layman,  and  the  last 
Court  of  appeal  on  all  questions  of  theology  and  ritual, 
is  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  of  the 
Queen,  composed  mostly  of  laymen. 

The  Wardens  and  Vestries  of  the  Churches  in  England 
have  no  power  to  elect  their  Rectors.  The  laity  have  no 
voice  in  Diocesan  affairs,  or  in  either  of  the  Convocations. 
The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  a  Diocese  are  both  debarred 
any  free  choice  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  which  is  al- 
ways done  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter  on  the  congi  cP  Hire 
of  the  Sovereign. 

In  the  strong  words  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vaughan,  the  Vicar 
of  Doncaster,  "  The  Church  of  England  has  practically 
lost  its  machinery  for  self-modification.  To  deal  con- 
clusively with  questions  of  doctrine  or  even  of  ritual. 
Convocation  has  no  power,  and  Parliament  little  fitness. 
The  one  represents  but  a  part  of  the  Church — ^but  a  part 
even  of  the  Clergy — even  of  the  Clergy  of  one  Province ; 
the  other  includes  many  who  are  not  in  the  Church  at 
all."  • 

This  anomalous  condition  necessarily  results  from  the 
union  of  Church  and  State,  and  the  evils  consequent  on 
this  union  are  being  each  year  made  more  glaring  and 
apparent.

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So  morticed  ill  is  the  Church  with  the  present  civil 
constitution,  so  intertwined  with  long  established  usages 
which  have  the  force  of  laws,  so  rooted  in  the  deepest  trsr 
ditions  of  English  History  and  linked  with  the  proudest 
monuments  of  its  intellectual  and  moral  greatness,  that 
it  would  be  a  sad  sight  to  see  the  ties  which  bind  the 
two  together  ruthlessly  torn  apart,  for  in  so  doing  there 
would  be  an  uprooting,  a  prostrating,  and  desolating 
force  at  work  which  would  imperil  every  thing  upon 
which  the  true  glory  of  England  is  based.  Yet  the 
signs  of  the  times  plainly  indicate  that  the  disestablish- 
ment of  the  Church  of  England  is  in  the  not  far  distant 
future. 

Gradually  and  by  various  poHtical,  educational  and 
ecclesiastical  movements,  there  is  a  loosening  of  the  old 
ties,  and  a  preparing  for  a  new  state  of  things. 

The  action  of  Parliament  in  the  disestablishment  of 
the  Irish  Church,  was  the  warning  note  to  the  Church 
of  England.  It  has  shown  the  way,  by  which  it  can  be 
done,  and  having  demonstrated  the  feasibility  of  such 
disunion,  the  lesson  wiU  not  be  lost,  and  the  experience 
of  the  past  will  guide  more  surely  the  operations  of  the 
future.  The  thoughtful  minds,  both  of  the  clergy  and 
laity,  are  looking  wistfully  into  the  omens  of  the  future. 
They  are  carefully  watching  what  may  be  termed  the 
storm-signals,  that  herald  the  approach  of  the  feared 
devastation,  and  are  wisely  planning  and  forecasting,  so 
that  when  the  time  of  trial  shall  come,  they  may  be 
found  waiting  and  ready. 

Turning  now  to  our  own  communion,  I  remark  with 
pleasure,  that  the  rights  of  the  Laity  in  this  Church  are 
greater  than  in  any  other  particular  or  national  Church, 
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These  rights  are  based  on,  and  sanctioned  by,  God's  word, 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions. 

In  reference  to  these  rights  as  based  on  God's  word, 
suffice  it  to  be  said  here,  that  the  first  council  at  Jeru- 
salem, was  an  assembly  of  Apostles,  Elders  and  Brethren, 
(cf  Acts  XV.  vs.  22,  23  with  25),  that  the  laity  choose 
the  first  seven  deacons,  whom  the  Apostles  ordained ; 
that  the  laity  were  permitted  to  preach  the  word,  and 
that,  in  the  language  of  the  present  Bishop  of  Salis- 
bury, "  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  they  had  a  real  share 
first  in  the  selection  of  persons  who  were  to  receive  or- 
dination, whether  as  Bishops  or  Priests."  * 

I  have  already  briefly  indicated  the  line  of  argument 
on  this  head,  as  it  lies  in  the  New  Testament,  and  need 
not,  therefore,  enlarge  on  it  here. 

In  reference  to  the  Prayer  Book,  there  are  numerous 
points,  where  it  distinctly  and  clearly  rc^cognizes  and 
provides  for  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  laity. 

In  the  very  title  page  of  our  Prayer  Book,  I  find  three 
most  important  words,  which  bear  directly  and  forcibly 
upon  this  subject.  The  first  is  found  in  the  word  "  Com- 
moffi^'*  "  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

By  *  Common  Prayer,'  we  mean  a  service  of  public 
worship  of  Almighty  God,  participated  in  orally,  by 
minister  and  people  ahke,  a  service,  where  the  people 
are  not  silent  listeners,  but  wherein  they  vocally  parti- 
cipate, both  in  the  prayers  and  praises,  of  a  common 
worship. 

The  clergyman  is  generally  the  mouth-piece  of  the 
people,  and  in  most  of  the  prayers  at  least,  the  people

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simply  respond  '  Amen :'  but  there  are  large  and  im- 
portant parts  of  the  service  which  are  peculiarly  the 
heritage  of  the  people,  and  to  which  the  laity  have  an 
inalienable  right.  The  General  Confession,  the  liOrd's 
Prayer,  the  following  Versicles,  the  Chants  and  Anthems, 
the  Psalter,  the  Creed,  the  responses,  to  the  Command- 
ments, and  sundry  other  portions,  belong  of  right,  to  the 
lay-part  of  divine  worship.  No  clergyman,  therefore, 
can  consistently  so  arrange  the  service,  as  to  deprive  the 
lay  people  of  the  privilege  of  the  full  use  of  their  por- 
tion of  the  Liturgy,  and  when  such  portions  are  given 
to  the  choir,  to  the  virtual  exclusion  of  the  great  congre- 
gation, there  is,  to  that  extent,  an  infringement  of  the 
rights  of  the  lay  worshippers. 

The  beauty  of  such  musical  responses,  when  w.ell  ren- 
dered, and  their  attractiveness  to  certain  cultivated  tastes, 
are  not  to  be  considered  alongside  of  the  wrong  done, 
often  times  to  a  large  part  of  the  congregation,  who, 
are  thus  forced  to  remain  silent,  because  not  able  to  re- 
spond as  they  have  been  accustomed  to  do,  and  have  a 
right  to  do,  in  those  parts  of  divine  service  specially  as- 
signed to  them.  So  far  as  this  effect  is  produced,  to  that 
extent  the  service  ceases  to  be  Common  Prayer.  Take, 
for  example,  the  practice  of  chanting  the  responses  to 
the  Commandments  in  the  Communion  office ;  here  I 
think,  is  a  case  where  it  is  particularly  desirable  that 
each  one  in  the  congregation  should  personally  and  vo- 
cally "ask  God's  mercy  for  their  transgressions  for  the 
time  past,  and  grace  to  keep  the  law  for  the  time  to 
come."  The  response,  "Lord  have  mercy  upon  us,  and 
incline  our  hearts  to  keep  this  law,"  is  a  prayer,  to  be 
said  on  our  knees,  and  being  purely  precatory,  and  not 
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like  the  "  Tersanctus,"  a  grand  triumphal  hymn,  which 
seems  by  its  very  nature,  to  demand  an  outburst  of  mu- 
sic :  ought  not  to  be  taken  out  of  the  mouths  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  committed,  as  it  too  often  is,  to  a  choir.  All  the 
congregation  can  say  it,  but  all  cannot  *sing'  it,  and 
none  should  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  the  use  of  the 
words,  in  order  to  gratify  the  musical  tastes  of  a  Rector 
or  choir.  It  is  one  of  those  recent  innovations  in  our 
American  usage,  which,  like  the  sudden  bursting  in  of 
the  organ  and  choir  at  the  'Amen,'  at  the  end  of  the 
prayers,  often  grates  harshly  upon  the  devotional  feel- 
ings of  the  people,  as  it  wrests  from  them  an  ancient  and 
established  privilege,  and  defeats,  to  a  great  extent,  the 
very  purpose  for  which  the  responses  were  introduced. 
The  more  I  see  of  these  encroachments  of  the  choir  upon 
the  responsive  parts  of  the  service,  the  more  solicitous 
do  I  feel  that  the  laity  should  hold  firmly  to  their  inde- 
feasible right  to  this,  their  special  portion.  While  I 
desire  to  see  higher  musical  taste  cultivated  in  the  Church, 
and  a  more  general  practice  of  congregational  singing, 
yet  I  do  not  want  to  see  portions  undeniably  set  apart 
for  the  laity,  circumscribed  or  taken  away  from  them,  by 
the  organ  and  choir. 

In  reference  to  the  Choral  service  with  which  this 
subject  is  associated,  I  wish  distinctly  to  say  that  I  have  no 
objection  to  singing  all  that  is  appointed  to  be  "  said  or 
sung  "  under  certain  conditions,  viz.:  that  such  a  service 
should  be  desired  by  all  the  congregation,  and  that  the 
musical,  should,  in  all  respects,  be  subordinated  to  the 
devotional  element.  In  a  large  city,  where  there  may 
be  found  many  persons  who  would  enjoy  such  a  service 
of  song,  and  where,  drawn  together  by  the  principles  of 
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elective  affinities,  these  persons  form  a  congregation  for 
that  purpose,  there  can  certainly  be  no  objection  to  their 
doing  so,  and  I  should  bid  them  God-speed.  But  when 
there  are  only  one  or  two  Churches  in  a  town,  and  the 
Rector  of  either  of  them,  because  he  may  be  a  cultiva- 
ted musician,  or  may  have  well  drilled  choiristers,  de* 
livers  over  to  them,  those  responsive  parts  of  the  service, 
in  which  all  the  people  have  a  common  right,  and  so  ex- 
cludes from  their  privilege  those  who  do  not  sing,  then, 
I  conceive,  that  such  minister  is  doing  wrong  to  a  large 
portion  of  his  congregation,  by  hindering  to  that  extent, 
their  public  devotions,  and  by  defeating  one  of  the  very 
ends  for  which  the  service  was  framed,  viz.,  "  Common 
Prayer." 

The  next  special  right  of  the  Laity  found  in  the  title 
page  of  our  Prayer  Book,  is  their  right  to  "the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Sacraments  and  other  rites  and 
ceremonies  of  the  Church  according  to  the  "  use  "  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America." 

The  word  "  use "  here,  is  an  ecclesiastical  term  to 
signify  the  ritual  of  a  Church. 

Before  the  11th  century  the  Bishops  of  the  several 
Diocese  were  accustomed,  within  certain  limits,  to  ordain 
for  the  use  of  their  several  dioceses,  the  rites  and  cere- 
monies to  be  used  therein;  these,  while  they  generally  con- 
formed to  the  Roman  ritual,  diverged  one  from  the  other, 
until  there  grew  up  many  different  forms  of  liturgic 
worship  within  the  English  Church  called  the  "  i«etf,"  or 
customs  of  Sarum,  York,  Hereford,  Bangor,  Exeter,  Lin- 
coln, and  even  different  Cathedrals  and  Monasteries  had 
their  different  "  uses." 
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The  term  then,  as  employed  on  the  title  page,  is 
synonymous  with  precept,  form,  or  ritual  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church.  As  our  Church  is  confessedly  a 
"  Particular  or  national  Church,"  and  as  according  to 
the  34th  Article  "  every  particular  or  national  Church 
hath  authority  to  ordain,  change,  and  abolish  ceremonies 
or  ritas  of  the  Church  ordained  only  by  man's  authority, 
so  that  all  things  be  done  to  edifying;"  so  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  having  by  its  supreme  authority 
established  a  use,  or  ritual,  that,  and  that  only,  can  be 
used,  or  is  binding  on  her  Ministers.  Every  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders,  before  his  ordination  as  Deacon,  sub- 
scribes to  a  declaration,  saying :  "  I  do  solemnly  engage 
to  conform  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America." 

Every  Deacon,  before  he  is  ordained  to  the  Priesthood, 
declares  before  the  Bishop,  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
whole  congregation,  that  he  will,  by  the  help  of  God, 
*'  give  faithful  diligence  always  so  to  minister  the  doctrine 
and  sacraments  and  discipline  of  Christ,  as  the  Lord 
hath  commanded,  and  as  the  Cliwvh  hath  received  tlie 
sameJ'^ 

It  follows  that  the  Laity,  have  the  right,  full  and  in- 
defeasible, to  the  service  just  as  set  forth  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1 789 ;  and  no  Minister  can  abridge  it, 
or  expand  it,  can  take  from  it,  or  add  to  it,  without,  to 
that  extent,  infringing  on  a  right  which  is  guaranteed  to 
all  the  members  of  the  Church. 

When,  therefore,  the  Clergy  introduce  new  rites  and 
ceremonies  not  recognized  in  our  Prayer  Book,  or  when 
they  refuse  to  use  the  offices  of  our  Church  as  set  forth 
in  the  Prayer  Book,  then  they  are  trenching  on  the

rights  of  the  Lay  people,  as  well  as  breaking  their  most 
solemn  vows.  Nor  does  it  avail  to  tell  the  people  that 
these  new  rites  and  ceremonies  are  found  in  the  older 
service  books  of  the  English  Church,  or  in  the  Liturgies 
of  primitive  times.  The  compilers  of  our  Prayer  Book 
had  all  these  before  them  when  they  prepared  our  forms  ; 
and  by  deliberately  and  formally  setting  forth  one  form  of 
worship,  they  virtually  excluded  all  others.  When  the 
Continental  Congress  selected  what  should  be  the  terms, 
forms,  and  conditions  of  its  government,  and  established 
by  law  an  American  Republic,  it,  by  that  act,  not  only 
made  it  binding  upon  every  citizen  to  adhere  to  and 
obey  that  Republic,  but  excluded  all  other  forms  of  Re- 
publican Government.  Nor  would  it  have  saved  a  man 
from  the  penalty  of  the  law,  if  he  pleaded  in  defence 
of  a  transgression  of  that  law,  that  he  followed  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Helvetic  Confederacy,  or  of  the  Dutch  Re- 
public, however  valuable  the  constitutions,  the  laws,  and 
the  governments  of  these  several  Republics. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
is  a  perfectly  organized  and  a  perfectly  self-governing 
body.  She  does  not  by  a  national  organization  cut  her- 
self off  from  the  Church  Catholic,  for  her  union  with 
that,  is  not  through  Canons  and  rubrics  and  ritual,  but 
through  an  Apostolic  ministry  and  ancient  creeds,  con- 
serving and  perpetuating  "  the  faith  once  delivered  to 
the  Saints."  We  claim  to  be  part  of  the  "  One  Holy 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,"  but  the  claim  is  based 
not  on  a  similarity  of  rites  and  ceremonies  with  any  one 
or  more  branches  of  the  Church,  but  that  we  have  pre- 
served in  our  Ministry,  and  in  our  sacraments,  and  in 
our  formularies  of  faith,  the  Apostles'  doctrine  and  fellow- 
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ship.  We  are  Catholic  because  we  hold  by  faith  to 
Christ  the  living,  the  universal  Head,  and  derive  thence, 
through  ministerial  and  sacramental  institutions  of  his 
own  ordaining  and  continuance,  our  corporate  life  and 
power.  "  Particular  forms  of  Divine  worship  and  the 
rites  and  ceremonies  appointed  to  be  used  therein,"  are, 
as  the  Preface  both  to  the  English  and  American  Prayer 
Books  says  "  things  in  their  own  nature  indifferent  and 
alterable  and  so  acknowledged,*'  and  to  this  agrees  our 
20th  article,  which  says,  "  the  Church  hath  power  to  de- 
cree rites  and  ceremonies/'  etc.  And  as  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States  has  by  its 
highest  legislative  assembly,  as  well  as  by  each  of  its 
Diocesan  Conventions,  adopted  and  accepted  the  Book 
of  1 789  as  its  national  use  or  ritual,  so  is  the  Minister 
bound  to  conform  his  performance  of  Divine  service  in 
accordance  with  that  use,  and  so  have  the  Laity  the 
right  to  claim  at  the  hands  of  their  Minister  that  he  shall 
conduct  the  worship  according  to  the  forms  and  rubrics 
of  that  Book. 

The  34th  of  the  39  Articles  bears  directly  on  this 
point,  and  says,  "  Whosoever  through  his  private  judg- 
ment, willingly  and  purposely  doth  openly  break  the 
traditions  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church,  which  be  not 
repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and  be  ordained  and  ap- 
proved by  Common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly 
(that  others  may  fear  to  do  the  like),  as  he  that  offendeth 
against  the  common  order  of  the  Church,  and  hurteth 
the  authority  of  the  magistrate,  and  woundeth  the  con- 
sciences of  the  weak  brethren." 

For  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  laity  as  well  as 
clergy,  were  in  the  General  Convention  that  framed  that 
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Book,  and  that  laity  as  well  as  clergy  joined  in  setting 
it  forth  with  due  authority. 

It  has  been  declared,  however,  again  and  again,  that 
neither  the  vestry  as  such,  nor  individual  laymen,  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  manner  in  which  the  Rector 
conducts  Divine  Service.  So  long  as  the  Rector  con- 
forms to  the  rites  and  ceremonies  and  administration  of 
the  Sacraments,  as  laid  down  in  the  Prayer  Book, 
neither  the  vestry  nor  individuals  can  interfere.  But 
as  the  conduct  of  public  worship  is  a  series  of  acts  done 
jointly  by  minister  and  people,  the  people,  on  their  part,  as 
well  as  the  minister  on  his,  are  perfectly  competent  to 
say  whether  those  several  acts  which  make  up  the  forms 
of  worship,  are,  or  are  not,  in  accordance  with  the  ru- 
brics and  forms.  It  is  not  a  question  of  opinion  but  of 
fact ;  not  a  matter  of  theology,  but  of  accordance  with  or 
divergence  from  a  well-known  and  authoritatively  en- 
joined standard.  When  the  layman,  using  his  eyes  and 
liis  ears  and  his  common  sense,  beholds  any  discrepancy 
between  the  things  done  and  the  things  required,  he  has 
the  right  to  point  them  out  and  remonstrate,  because  the 
service  is  made  for  him,  and  not  he  for  the  ser\dce — ^be- 
cause the  Church,  by  its  highest  legislation,  has  guaran- 
teed him  these  rights,  and  no  clergyman  can  deprive 
him  of  them,  or  mutilate  them  without  due  process  of 
law.  I  do  not  refer  to  that  petty  fault-finding  which 
the  Rector  of  nearly  every  parish  meets  with  in  some 
narrow,  illiberal,  or  splenetic  layman,  but  to  that  calm, 
decided,  intelligent  remonstrance  and  appeal,  which  no 
clergyman  should  set  aside,  and  which,  if  he  cannot 
satisfy,  should  be  submitted  to  the  judgment  and  deci- 
sion of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority. 
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The  question  here  arises,  what  can  the  laity  do  when  the 
clergy  preach  and  teach,  by  sermons  or  symbolism,  erro- 
neous and  strange  doctrine  or  introduce  rites  and 
ceremonies,  contrary  to,  or  not  recognized  by,  the  Ameri- 
can Liturgy]  Have  they  no  redress  ?  I  answer  distinctly 
they  have.  Canon  2,  §1.  Title  ii,  of  the  Digest:  "Of 
offences  for  which  ministers  may  be  tried  and  punished," 
says,  "Every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  and  trial  for  the  following  offences,"  and 
then  the  section  goes  on  grouping  the  offences  under 
five  specifications.  The  second  of  these  is  as  follows : 
"Holding  and  teaching  publicly  or  privately  and  advi- 
sedly, any  doctrine  contrary  to  that  held  by  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United  States  of  America." 

By  Canon  1,  section  1,  of  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese, 
"  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop,  shall  be 
on  a  presentment  in  writing,  specifying  with  clearness 
and  certainty,  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance,  the 
crime  or  misdemeanor,  &c.;  the  said  presentment  to  be 
made  to  the  Bishop,  either  by  the  Convention  or  by  the 
Vestry  of  the  Parish  to  which  the  accused  belongs,  or 
by  any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  &c." 

Here  then  are  two  bodies,  one  of  which  is  composed 
partly  of  laymen  and  partly  of  clergymen,  and  the  other 
wholly  of  laymen,  who  are  competent  to  present  a 
clergyman  for  holding  and  teaching  erroneous  doctrine. 
This  implies  their  right  to  judge  of  the  character  of  that 
doctrine,  at  least  in  its  pHma  fade  aspect,  and  though 
they  are  not  the  ultimate  judges,  as  to  the  truth  or  error 
of  the  doctrine,  yet  they  can  take  initial  action  and  put 
a  clergyman  on  his  trial  for  alleged  error.  Were  it 
not  so,  and  had  not  the  laity  some  rights  in  reference  to 
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maintaining  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  it  would  contravene  the 
whole  spirit  of  the  8th  article  of  our  Constitution,  which 
recognizes  the  right  of  the  laity  in  connection  with  the 
clergy,  to  frame  even  articles  of  faith  and  forms  of  wor- 
ship, and  would  be  a  monstrous  grievance  to  which  they 
ought  not  to  submit. 

Upon  this  point  Dr.  Seabury  says,  in  a  discourse  on 
"The  relations  of  the  clergy  and  laity,"  "So  far  from 
discouraging  the  laity,  I  would  earnestly  call  on  them  in 
the  name  of  God,  to  examine  the  Church's  standard,  to 
compare  with  it  the  teaching  and  conduct  of  her  clergy, 
to  sustain  and  encourage,  as  by  their  prayers  and  la- 
bors, while  we  preach  agreeably  to  our  standard,  and 
to  oppose  us,  as  a  Christian  may,  when  we  depart  from 
our  standard  and  invalidate  its  authority.  The  clergy 
do  indeed,  demand  in  the  name  of  Christ,  submission  to 
their  judgment,  but  they  demand  it  no  farther  than 
as  they  speak  with  the  Church,  in  the  words  of  the 
Church,  and  he  who  will  not  obey  the  Church,  '  let  him 
be  unto  thee  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican.'  I  say, 
therefore,  freely,  I  have  no  sympathy  with  those  who 
represent  a  Bishop's  words  or  a  Priest's  words  as  the 
rule  of  a  Christian's  conduct.  I  repel  such  an  imputa- 
tion on  the  catholic  principles  which  I  advocate,  as 
false,  and  as  when  applied  to  the  ministers  of  Christ 
over  our  own  Church,  the  result  either  of  ignorance  or 
prejudice."  "St.  Athanasius,"  he  goes  on  to  say,  "was 
but  a  Deacon  in  the  Church  of  God,  when  he  withstood 
many  of  the  Bishops,  and  in  later  times,  we  have  the 
shining  examples  of  Lawrence,  Nelson  and  Stevens,  and 
other  pious  intelligent  laymen,  who  have  borne  their 
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testimony  to  catholic  truth  and  duty,  when  a  majority 
of  the  Bishops  and  Arch-Bishops  of  the  State-tramelled 
Church  of  England,  were  ashamed  of  the  faith  of  Christ, 
and  prepared  to  undermine  and  betray  it.  These  were  lay- 
men who  upheld  the  standard  of  catholic  faith  and  duty, 
in  opposition  to  the  time-serving  Bishops  of  a  degener- 
ate and  heretical  age."     p.  19-21. 

This  language  of  Dr.  Seabury  is  not  too  strong.  His- 
tory teaches  us  that  no  Church  is  safe  from  Priestcraft, 
in  its  worst  forms,  where  the  laity  have  no  right  to  judge 
of  doctrine  and  ritual,  but  must  uncomplainingly 
receive  and  humbly  believe  whatever  the  Priest  shall 
teach.  Upon  this  point  St.  Cyprian  says,  *•  The  lay 
people  who  obey  the  Lord's  precepts  and  fear  the  Lord, 
ought  to  separate  themselves  from  a  sinner,  who  is  set 
over  them,  and  not  mingle  in  the  sacrificed  of  a  sacrile- 
gious Priest,  inasmuch  as  they  chiefly  have  the  power 
of  choosing  those  who  are  worthy  or  refusing  those  who 
are  unworthy,  which  very  thing  we  see  descends  from 
divine  authority,  namely,  that  the  Priest  be  chosen  in 
the  presence  of  the  laity,  under  the  eye  of  all,  and  be  ap- 
proved as  fit  by  the  public  judgment  and  testimony." 

A  higher  authority  than  the  Bishop  of  Carthage,  even 
St.  John  the  Apostle,  exhorts  the  laity  to  whom  he  ad- 
dressed  his  first  epistle,  "Beloved,  believe  not  every 
spirit,  but  try  the  spirits  whether  they  be  of  God,  be- 
cause many  false  prophets  are  gone  out  into  the  world." 

Here,  then,  we  find  the  limitations  within  which  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  laity  to  heed  the  teachings  of  the  clergy. 
Outside  of  the  Bible  as  "  the  rule  of  his  conduct  in  dis- 
pensing the  divine  word,"  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
as  his  rule  "in  leading  the  devotions  of  the  people,"  and 
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the  books  of  Canons  of  the  General  and  State  Conven- 
tions, as  his  rule  "in  exercising  the  discipline  of  the 
Church"  (points  distinctly  brought  out  in  the  Institution 
office),  the  minister  has  no  commission  to  speak  or  act, 
and  the  people  are  under  no  obligation  to  listen  or  obey. 
1  call  upon  the  laity  to  watch  with  zealous  care,  the  in- 
troduction, one  by  one,  and  little  by  little,  of  usages 
and  doctrines  contrary  to  the  plain  directions  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  and  the  teachings  of  our  Creed,  Catechism 
and  Articles  of  Faith. 

These  encroachments  will,  if  persisted  in,  gradually 
destroy  the  good  old  way  of  worship,  and  have  already, 
in  some  places,  set  aside  the  simple  and  beautiful  services 
of  the  Church,  for  the  more  ornate  and  sensuous,  and 
Rome-like  ceremonies  of  the  ritualistic  school.  Obata 
Pi-iiicipm  should  be  the  motto  of  the  laity  in  these  days 
when  the  Church  has  within  her  pale,  men  who  openly 
denoimce  Protestantism  as  a  failure — the  Reformers  who 
gave  their  bodies  to  be  burned,  as  cowardly  traitors — ^the 
English  Reformation  as  a  hideous  blunder,  and  who,  by 
gaudy  vestments,  by  unwonted  and  sjrmbolical  postures 
— by  a  Romish  bedecking  of  the  chancel  and  altar — ^by 
the  additions  arid  interpolations  of  the  usual  mode  of 
worship— by  the  reproduction  of  names,  terms  and 
usages,  distinctly  papal,  seek  to  innoculate  the  Church 
with  Romanism,  and  thus  pervert  and  destroy  the  heri- 
tage of  our  fathers.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  sound 
Churchman,  to  lift  up  his  voice  against  such  innovation 
or  any  innovations,  and  to  see  to  it,  that  the  American 
Liturgy  in  its  integrity,  shall  be  the  only  use  and  ritual 
in  the  American  Church. 

The  third  point  brought  out  in  the  title  page  of  our 
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Prayer  Book  is,  that  the  laity  have  a  right  to  "  The 
forms  of  prayer  and  administration  of  the  Sacraments 
and  other  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church,  according 
to  the  use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America." 

Let  me  ask  your  attention  briefly  to  this  point. 

1st.  Our  Church  is  by  name  and  constitution  a  Pro- 
TFSTANT  Church. 

There  is  much  that  goes  under  the  name  of  Protestant 
and  Protestantism  now-a^days,  which  we,  as  a  Church, 
must  and  do  condemn.  Protestantism  is  not  the  un- 
shackling of  the  mind  from  rightful  authority,  and  giv- 
ing it  over  to  unbridled  license.  It  is  not  an  uprooting 
of  the  apostolic  and  primitive  foundations  of  the  Church, 
and  substituting  therefor,  whatever  man  may  choose  to 
build  up  on  the  shifting  sand  of  modern  thought. 

It  is  not  a  breaking  down,  or  a  breaking  away  from 
every  thing  that  was  for  centuries  used  in  the  adorn- 
ment of  Churches,  and  the  proper  rendering  of  divine 
service,  because  the  same  may  have  been  used  and 
abused,  by  a  corrupt  Church. 

It  is  not  a  mere  system  of  indefinite  negations,  a  pro- 
test against,  and  denial  of,  certain  dogmas ;  but  itself 
asserting  and  advocating  no  primitive  and  fundamental 
truth. 

It  is  not,  a  following  of  Luther,  or  Calvin,  or  Knox, 
or  Cranmer,  in  all  the  opinions  and  plans  of  those  re- 
formers in  Germany,  France,  Scotland  or  England. 

The  specific  Protestantism  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  of  our  American  Church,  is  the  natural  outgrowth 
of  the  Anglican  Reformation ;  conducted  at  that  day  (in 
oontra-distinction  to  the  Lutheran),  by  the  constituted 
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authorities  of  the  Church,  within  the  Church,  and  on 
strictly  Church  principles.  It  was  a  protest  against 
papal  assumptions  of  power — papal  perversions  of  the 
the  truth — papal  usages  and  ceremonies,  onerous,  super- 
fluous and  derogatory  to  spiritual  worship  on  the  one 
hand;  and  a  re-asserting  of  the  primitive  faith,  and  a  re- 
establishing, as  far  as  the  times  would  permit,  of  primi- 
tive discipline  and  purity  of  worship  on  the  other. 

The  necessity  for  the  continuance  of  the  Protestant  fea- 
ture of  our  Church,  will  exist  as  long  as  the  causes  ex- 
ists which  gave  birth  to  Protestantism.  So  long  as  the 
Bishop  of  Rome  usurps  the  jurisdiction  which  he  now 
claims — so  long  as  the  creed  of  Pope  Pius  the  IV, — the 
decrees  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  and  the  dogmas  recently 
promulgated  by  the  so-called  QEcumenical  Council,  are 
enforced  as  the  true  articles  of  faith,  the  belief  in  which 
is  necessary  to  salvation:  and  so  lon^  as  that  Church, 
by  its  excessive,  superstituous  and  puerile  ritual,  has 
destroyed  almost  the  simplicity  and  spirituality  of  divine 
worship ;  so  long,  must  we,  as  a  Protestant  Church  stand 
firmly  by  our  Protestantism ;  for  never  were  these  errors 
more  rife,  these  claims  more  arrogant,  these  ceremonies 
more  deceitful  and  soul  destroying. 

It  was  not,  therefore,  without  specific  design  that  the 
word  "  Protestant,"  was  first  introduced  into  the  title 
of  our  Church,  in  "A  declaration  of  certain  fundamental 
rights  and  liberties  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  Maryland,"  by  the  framer  of  that  declaration,  Dr, 
Wm.  Smith,  the  first  Bishop-elect  of  Maryland. 

As  we  read  over  that  "Declaration,"  drawn  up  and 
issued  by  the  clergy  in  Maryland,  in  August,  1783;  and 
"  The  fundamental  rules  adopted  by  the  clergy  and  laity 
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of  Pennsylvania  in  May,  1784;  and  the  Act  of  Associ- 
ation of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  in  May,  1 785 ;  and  other  similar  docu- 
ments pertaining  to  the  formation  of  the  several  Dio- 
ceses, and  of  the  General  Convention:  we  observe  how 
distinctively  are  brought  out  the  points  which  I  have 
already  mentioned,  as  marking  the  rightful  and  true 
meaning  of  the  word  Protestant^  as  a  distinguishing  term 
of  our  American  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

To  this  sound  Protestantism  our  whole  Church  is 
fully  committed  by  name^  by  ConstittUion^  by  Doctrine^ 
by  Discipline^  by  Liturgy ;  and  every  person,  who  by 
baptism  becomes  a  member  of  our  Church,  is  entitled  to 
that  distinctive  teaching  and  ritual,  which  the  word 
Protestant  indicates  and  enjoins. 

Hence  everything,  be  it  a  rite,  ceremony,  or  doctrine, 
which  would  take  the  Church  back  to  the  errors  which 
the  Anglican  reformers  removed  and  protested  against, 
is  to  be  reprobated  and  resisted  by  the  laity. 

Everything,  which  would  make  us  as  a  Church  con- 
form to  the  "  Uses "  which  have  been  deliberately  laid 
aside  by  the  Mother  Church,  and  which  have  never  been 
adopted  by  our  own,  is  also  to  be  guarded  against  as 
innovating  upon  the  right  of  the  laity  to  a  Protestant 
service.  They  can  claim  at  the  hands  of  the  clergy 
whatever  that  word  '  Protestant, '  when  rightfully  inter- 
preted in  accordance  with  our  Constitution,  Canons 
and  Liturgy  requires  ;  and  every  attempt  to  bring  back 
into  the  Church  ceremonies  or  rites  which  were  delib- 
erately cast  aside  by  the  fraraers  of  our  Liturgy,  is,  to 
that  extent  an  Un-Protestantizing  of  oiur  Church,  which 
the  laity  should  carefully  watch  and  firmly  resist. 
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The  attempt  made  in  certain  quarters  to  decry 
Protestantism  as  a  "  failure,"  and  to  ignore  it  as  a  name 
of  our  Church,  is  based  on  a  false  view  of  Protestantism, 
and  is  as  illogical  in  its  reasoning  as  it  is  untrue  in  its 
conclusions.  The  Protestantism  recognized  in  our  Church 
by  her  standards  and  formularies  is,  as  I  have  stated, 
essential  to  its  growth  and  purity.  Take  away  from  our 
Church  the  Protest  against  excessive,  needless,  and 
puerile  services  which  it  makes  by  its  reformed  and 
simple  ritual,  and  we  are  remanded  back  to  the  old 
Church  books  before  the  Reformation,  which  are  described 
in  the  Statute  of  1549,  which  abolished  them  as  "  Anti- 
phones  Missals,  Grayles  Processionals,  Manuals,  Le- 
gends, Pies  Portuasses,  Primers,"  etc.  Take  away  from 
our  Church  that  Protest  which  it  makes  against  the 
errors  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  as  specified  in  several  of 
the  39  Articles,  and  as  indicated  in  many  of  our  rubrics, 
and  we  open  the  door  to  the  elevating  of  the  Apocrypha 
to  the  level  of  Canonical  Scripture ;  to  the  denial  of  the 
sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  salvation ;  to  the 
placing  along  side  of  the  Nicene  and  Apostles'  Creeds, 
the  Creed  of  Pius  IV. ;  to  the  denial  of  the  justification 
of  man  before  God  only  for  the  merit  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ :  and  to  a  recanting  of  the  declar- 
ation made  in  no  less  than  twenty  of  the  39  Articles 
against  the  errors  and  deceits  of  the  Church  of  Rome. 
Take  away  from  our  Sacraments,  as  set  forth  in  our 
offices  of  administration  that  Protest,  which  our  Church, 
in  these  offices,  makes  against  the  Canon  of  the  Mass 
as  performed  in  the  Roman  Church,  and  we  shall  be 
required  to  believe  the  doctrine  of  transubstantiation, 
with  aU  those  resulting  dogmas  which  our  31st  Article 
truly  calls  "blasphemous  fables  and  dangerous  deceits." 
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Take  away  from  our  Church  the  Protest  which  she 
makes  in  her  22d  Article,  in  which  she  declares  that 
'*  the  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory,  pardons, 
worshipping  and  adoration  as  well  of  images  as  of  relics, 
and  also  invocation  of  saints,  is  a  fond  thing  vainly  in- 
vented, grounded  upon  no  warranty  of  Scripture  and 
repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,"  and  you  open  the  door 
to  the  admission  of  all  these  insidious  and  soul-destroy- 
ing errors  which  circle  around  these  denounced  dogmas. 

Are  we  prepared  for  this,  and  much  more  that  must  ne- 
cessarily follow,  if  we  dissect  out  of  Articles,  and  Liturgy, 
their  distinctive  Protestant  character  and  teaching  1  Yet 
this  is  what  the  decriers  of  Protestantism  would  fain  do, 
and  what  some  are  even  seeking  to  do,  by  steathily  filch- 
ing away  one  principle  of  the  Reformation  after  another, 
and  by  abjuring  the  so-termed  "  hated  name,"  as  one  of 
the  terms  by  which  our  Church  is  known. 

We  cannot  be  too  much  on  our  guard  against  the 
acts  and  the  teachings  of  men  who,  while  they  have 
solemnly  promised  conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline, 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  yet 
covertly  seek  to  destroy  her  Protestantism,  and  sub- 
stitute therefor,  a  bastard  Catholicity,  which  is  neither 
Scriptural,  unchangeable,  or  universal. 

Thus  we  find  in  the  very  fore-front  of  our  Prayer 
Book  the  recognition  of  these  three  great  rights  of  the 
Laity,  viz. :  their  right  to  a  Common  Prayer ;  their  right 
to  an  Americaii  "  Use/^  and  their  right  to  a  Protestant 
Church. 

Turning  now  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  to 
the  Legislative  history  of  the  Church,  we  find  in  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  of  Diocesan 
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Conventions,  the  existence  of  many  important  rights  and 
duties  belonging  to  the  Laity.  The  first  suggestion  of 
introducing  the  lay  element  into  the  Councils  of  the 
American  Church  was  by  Dr.  Wm.  White,  in  a 
pamphlet,  "The  Case  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  considered,"  1782.  In  1784  Dr. 
White  suggested  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Magaw,  Rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Philadelphia,  the  carrying  out  of  these 
views  into  actual  practice,  and  the  conversation  resulted 
ina  meetingof  theClergy  of  the  Parishes  of  Christ  Church, 
St.  Peter's  and  St.  Paul's,  with  two  laymen  appointed 
from  each  of  these  Parishes  at  the  house  of  Dr.  White, 
on  the  29th  of  March,  1784. 

The  object  of  this  meeting  was  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  necessity  of  speedily  adopting  measures  for  the 
forming  of  a  plan  of  ecclesiastical  government  for  the . 
Episcopal  Church." 

This  was  followed  by  a  large  meeting  at  the  same 
place  on  the  evening  of  March  31st,  at  which  it  was 
resolved  "  as  preparatory  to  a  general  consultation,"  to 
"  request  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  each 
Episcopal  congregation  in  the  State  to  delegate  one  or 
more  of  their  body  to  assist  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in 
this  City  on  Monday,  the  24th  day  of  May  next ;  and 
such  Clergymen  as  have  parochial  cure  in  the  said  con- 
gregation to  attend  the  meeting,"  etc. 

At  this  meeting  there  were  present  4  Clergymen  and 
21  Laymen,  representing  16  different  Churches.  Two 
most  important  principles  were  established  by  the  action 
of  this  body.  One,  stated  in  the  5th  of  the  fundamental 
principles,  "  that  Canons  and  laws  be  made  only  by  the 
authority  of  a  representative  body  of  the  Clergy  and 
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Laity  conjointly;"  and  the  other,  stated  in  the  6th 
Resolution,  "  that  no  powers  be  delegated  to  a  general 
ecclesiastical  government,  except  such  as  cannot  con- 
veniently be  exercised  by  the  Clergy  and  Vestries  in 
their  respective  congregations."  This,  says  Bishop 
White  (Memoirs  of  the  Church  86),  was  the  first  eccle- 
siastical assembly  in  any  of  the  States  consisting  partly 
of  Lay  members*  He  then  devotes  several  pages  of  his 
"  Memoirs  of  the  Church  "  to  the  reasons  which  caused 
him  to  propose  such  a  measure  as  Lay  representation  in 
the  Pamphlet  already  alluded  to,  and  ably  defends  a 
measure  which  has  been  productive  of  such  blessing  to 
our  American  Church. 

This  meeting  was  followed  by  others,  culminating,  so 
far  as  Pennsylvania  was  concerned,  in  "  An  act  of  associ- 
ation of  the  Clergy  and  congregations  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  signed 
in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  on  the  24th  of  May, 
1785,  in  which  it  was  determined  "  that  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  deputies  in  convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body, 
but  shall  vote  as  two  distinct  orders,  and  that  the  con- 
currence of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity 
to  every  measure." 

Similar  meetings,  endorsing  generally  the  principles 
already  referred  to,  were  held  in  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Virginia,  Maryland,  and 
in  South  Carolina.  In  the  latter  State,  at  the  first 
meeting  in  May,  1785,  a  Layman,  Hugh  Rutledge,  Esq., 
a  deputy  from  St.  Philip's,  Charleston,  was  elected  chair- 
man. 

The  way  was  thus  gradually  prepared  for  a  more 
comprehensive  organization.    Accordingly  "on  the  21th 
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of  September,  1785,  there  assembled  agreeably  to  ap- 
pointment in  Philadelphia,  a  convention  of  clerical  and 
lay  deputies  from  7  of  the  13  "States,"  (White's 
Memoir,  22),  viz.  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  South  Carolina.  This 
Convention  on  the  4th  of  October,  adopted  a  "  Consti- 
tution," drafted  by  Doctor  White,  which  embodied  the 
grand  principle  of  co-ordinate  lay  representation,  both 
in  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions.  This  Conven- 
tion also,  in  the  most  marked  manner,  showed  how  it 
regarded  the  lay  element  as  having  equal  rights  with  the 
clerical,  in  determining  the  faith  and  worship  of  the 
Church,  by  adopting  a  resolution  "  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  consisting  of  one  clerical  and  one  lay  deputy, 
from  the  Church  in  each  State,  to  consider  of  and  re- 
port such  alterations  in  the  Liturgy,  as  shall  render  it 
consistent  with  the  American  Revolution  and  the 
Constitutions  of  the  respective  States,  and  such  fur- 
ther alterations  in  the  Liturgy  as  it  may  be  advisa- 
ble for  this  Convention  to  recommend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Church  here  represented."  Several 
changes  were  made  in  this  Constitution,  until  it  reached 
its  present  form  in  1789,  but  none  affecting  the  rights 
of  the  laity,  which  were  strictly  secured  and  guarded, 
both  in  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions.  Indeed, 
so  complete  is  the  power  of  the  laity,  that  according 
to  the  true  and  original  words  of  the  2d  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  1 789,*  one  layman,  if  he'  chance  to  be 
the  sole  representative  of  a  Diocese,  can  call  for  a  vote 
by  orders,  which  vote  gives  to  the  laity  the  power  of

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controlling  the  action  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  and  thus  the  right  of  the  clergy  and  laity  re- 
spectively are  placed  by  this  article  of  the  Constitution 
in  their  own  keeping  and  protection. 

Thus  the  laity  have  the  leffislative  right,  in  connection 
with  the  clergy,  to  make  the  Constitution  and  the 
Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions. 

They  have  the  liturgical  right,  in  connection  with  the 
the  clergy,  to  establish  the  forms  of  divine  worship,  and 
the  rites  and  ceremonies  appointed  to  be  used  therein. 

They  have  the  elective  right,  in  connection  with  the 
clergy,  to  choose  the  Bishop,  and  Standing  Committees 
of  the  respective  Dioceses,  and  the  Domestic  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Bishops. 

They  have  the  administrative  right,  in  connection 
with  the  clergy,  to  select  the  fields  of  labour  and  the 
men  to  work  them,  in  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  missions 
of  the  Church,  both  as  it  respects  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  General  Church,  and  the  two  Executive  Commit- 
tees by  which  the  plans  of  the  General  Board  are  car- 
ried into  effective  operations. 

They  have  the  edticaiionaJ  right,  in  connection  with 
the  clergy,  to  direct  in  the  management  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  and  also,  in  all  Diocesan  Divinity 
Schools  for  the  training  of  young  men  for  the  ministry. 
Yet  Dr.  Pusey,*  speaks  of  this  action  of  the  American 
Church,  as  an  /-unhappy  precedent  made  in  very  evil 
times,"  as  "  radically  wrong,"  and  says  that  by  so  doing, 
"she  has  abandoned  a  bulwark  of  the  faith,  a  function  of 
the  office  inherited  by  the  Bishops,"  though  he  kindly 
declares,  that  she  has  not  thereby  forfeited  her  claim  to

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be  a  part  of  the  Church, — and  that  she  has  not  aban- 
doned "  the  faith  itself,  nor  the  Apostolic  Succession." 

In  this  same  work  (p.  27)  Dr.  Pusey  says,  "  The  ad- 
mission of  laymen  to  a  co-ordinate  voice  in  councils,  on 
the  faith,  is  not  an  heretical  act,  yet  it  is  an  innova- 
tion  upon  that  rule  which  the  inspired  Apostles  left 
with  the  Church.  To  depart  from  this  rule,  must  need 
be  the  commencement  of  a  perilous  course,  the  issue  of 
which  God  alone  knoweth,  and  from  which  may  He 
preserve  us." 

These  statements  of  Dr.  Pusey  have  been  most  com- 
pletely refuted  by  the  learned  Bishop  of  Maryland,* 
and  he  has  shown  conclusively,  that  not  only  did  we 
not  adopt  any  new  principle  unknown  to  the  Church 
of  England, — ^not  only  did  we  not  adopt  any  new  princi- 
ple in  itself  considered,  but  that  "  all  which  was  under- 
taken or  done,  was  to  provide  under  the  new  circum- 
stances in  which  we  were  placed,  for  the  carrying  out 
a  principle  inherited  from  the  Mother  Church." 

Before  I  leave  this  point  there  is  one  other  remark 
which  I  desire  to  make.  Dr.  Pusey,  in  the  same  vol- 
ume from  which  I  have  been  quoting,  says,  "  It  is  true 
that  laymen  were  present  at  the  council  of  Jerusalem," 
but  he  adds,  *'  it  is  also  true  that  the  council  of  Jerusa- 
lem was  infallible,  to  which  infallibility  these  laymen 
could  not  add  anything,  and  so  could  not  in  truth  add 
anything  to  the  council  itself"  p.  29.  "The  people  were 
present  at  the  council  of  Jerusalem  but  to  hear  and 
obey  the  words  of  God  delivered  through  the  Apostles' 
mouth  to  them,  and  the  whole  Church  of  God."  p.  30. 

This  assertion,  it  seems  to  me,  only  gives  greater  force 
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to  the  claims  of  the  laity,  for  if  in  the  first  council  ever 
held — ^if  in  a  council  consisting  in  part  of  the  Apostles 
of  our  Lord,  men  specially  commissioned  by  Christ,  and 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost — ^if  in  a  council  which 
legislated  for  all  the  then  Christian  Churches,  laymen 
were  admitted,  and  the  decrees  of  said  council  were 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  Brethren^  as  well  as  "Apos- 
tles and  gliders,"  how  much  more  may  they  claim  the 
right  to  sit  in  councils,  which  are  not  infallible,  as 
that  was,  and  where  the  chosen  Apostles  of  Jesus  are 
not  present.  An  element  which  James,  Peter,  John, 
Paul  and  Barnabas,  recognized  and  honoured  by  associa- 
ing  it  with  their  own  power  and  authority,  in  sending 
forth  the  first  conciliar  decrees,  ought  not  to  be  set  aside 
or  depressed,  or  be  spoken  of  as  "  an  innovation  upon 
that  rule  which  the  inspired  Apostles  left  with  the 
Church,"  for  no  such  'rtrfc'can  be  shown,  and  in  the 
words  of  Hooker,*  "  till  it  be  proved  that  some  special 
law  of  Christ  hath  forever  annexed  unto  the  clergy  alone, 
the  power  to  make  ecclesiastical  laws,  we  are  to  hold  it  a 
thing  most  consonant  with  equity  and  reason,  that  no 
ecclesiastical  laws  be  made  in  a  Christian  Common- 
wealth, without  consent  as  well  of  the  laity  as  of  the 
clergy." 

In  connection  with  this  subject  of  Lay-rights  comes 
up  the  question,  can  the  Vestry  dismiss  a  regularly  In* 
stituted  or  settled  minister  ?  The  present  legislation  of 
the  Church  upon  this  subject,  in  cases  where  no 
charges  are  preferred,  and  which  do  not  come  therefore 
tinder  the  Canon  (2  Title  II.)  entitled,  "  Of  Offences  for 
which  a  Minister  may  be  Tried  and  Punished,"  is  found

The  letter  or  address  of  Institution  given  by  the 
Bishop  says,  inter  alia,  "We  authorize  you  to  claim 
and  enjoy  all  the  accustomed  temporalities  appertaining 
to  your  cure,  until  some  urgent  reason  or  reasons  occa- 
sion a  wish  in  you  or  in  the  congregation  committed  to 
your  charge,  to  bring  about  a  separation  and  dissolution 
of  all  sacerdotal  relation  between  you  and  them  ;  of  all 
which  you  will  give  us  due  notice :  and  in  case  of  any 
difference  between  you  and  your  congregation  as  to  a 
separation  and  dissolution  of  all  sacerdotal  connection 
between  you  and  them,  we,  your  Bishop,  with  the  ad- 
vice of  our  Presbyters,  are  to  be  the  ultimate  arbiter  and 
judge."     This  is  plain  and  explicit. 

The  Bishop  alone  has  not  the  full  power  of  arbi- 
trating and  judging,  as  Presbyters  must  be  associated 
with  him.  It  does  not  say  how  many  Presbyters,  nor  how 
they  shall  be  selected ;  but  as  §11.  Canon  2,  Title  III.,  de- 
clares that  "  In  every  Diocese,  where  there  is  a  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  Council  of  advice  to 
the  Bishop,"  and  as  in  every  Diocese  one-half  of  this 
Standing  Committee  (and  in  one  Diocese,  all,)  is  com- 
posed of  Presbyters,  so  the  provision  of  the  Institution 
Office  will  be  duly  complied  with  when  the  Bishop  calls  in 
the  aid  of  the  Presbyters  of  his  official  council  of  ad\ice. 

While  the  office,  in  its  legal  force,  is  only  binding  on 
those  clergy  and  parishes  where  the  Minister  has  been 
Instituted  by  it,  it  yet  annunciates  two  principles,  which 
are  of  special  value : 

1st.  That  for  a  certain  "  reason  or  reasons  "  this  re- 
lation may  be  dissolved;    and  these  reasons  may  be 
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found  either  in  the  Minister  or  in  the  congregation, 
implying  that  the  congregation  have  an  equal  right 
with  the  Rector  to  seek  a  separation  of  parochial  ties ; 
and  it  also  implies  that  either  party  may  take  the  in- 
itiative  in  effecting  such  separation,  due  notice  of  the 
same  being  given  to  the  Bishop,  but  no  formal  action 
being  required  of  the  Bishop. 

2d.  In  "  case  of  any  difference"  between  the  Rector 
and  congregation  as  to  separation,  then  the  whole  mat- 
ter is  to  be  referred  to  the  Bishop,  and  he,  with  the  ad- 
vice of  his  Presbyters,  is  to  be  the  sole  arbiter  and 
judge.  The  interposition  of  the  Bishop  and  Presbyters 
is  conditioned  on  the  difference  between  the  Rector  and 
the  Parish. 

From  the  words  of  this  letter  of  Institution,  then,  I 
gather  the  following  points : 

1.  That  the  Rector,  upon  some  urgent  reason  or  rea- 
sons, may,  with  the  consent  of  his  congregation  and 
"due  notice"  to  the  Bishop,  dissolve  his  connection 
with  the  Parish. 

2.  That  the  Parish,  upon  some  urgent  reason  or  rea- 
sons, may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Rector  and  after 
"  due  notice"  to  the  Bishop,  dissolve  their  relation  with 
their  Rector. 

3.  But  when  differences  arise  on  either  part,  then 
the  whole  matter  is  to  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  who, 
with  the  advice  of  his  Presbyters,  is  to  be  the  sole  ar- 
biter and  judge  in  the  case ;  this  decision  is  to  be  im- 
perative and  binding  on  both  Clergy  and  Laity. 

Such  is  the  law  in  reference  to  Instituted  Ministers. 
This  Institution  Office,  however,  is  not  an  obligatory 
one.     It  can  be  used,  not  at  the  instance  or  wish  of  the 
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Clergy  alone,  but  only  "  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestry  ' 
(par.  3,  §  1,  Can.  12,  Title  I);  thus  the  Laity  of  the 
Church  must  be  the  first  to  ask  for  it ;  and  furthermore, 
the  conditional  words,  "  if  that  Office  be  used  in  that 
Diocese"  (ifeuQ,  implies  the  right  of  a  Diocese  to  decline 
its  use,  and  the  existence  of  Dioceses  where  it  is  not 
used.  Furthermore,  there  must  be  not  only  a  Parish 
but  a  "house  of  worship"  (ibuT)^  otherwise  this  Office 
cannot  be  used.  Further  still,  a  Deacon  cannot  be  In- 
stituted, the  Office  can  be  used  only  for  those  who 
"have  received  Priests'  Orders,"  yet  according  to  par. 
1,  §  II,  Canon  6,  Title  I,  a  Deacon  who  "shall  have 
satisfactorily  passed  the  three  examinations  required 
for  Priests'  Orders,"  can  "  be  settled  over  a  Parish  or 
congregation." 

So  much  for  the  law  as  it  regards  the  Institution  Ot 
fice. 

The  only  other  law  upon  this  subject  is  found  in 
Canon  4,  Title  II,  of  the  Digest,  entitled,  "Of  the 
Dissolution  of  a  Pastoral  Connection." 

Prior  to  1859,  there  was  another  Canon  on  this  sub- 
ject (XXXIV.  of  1832,  XXXII.  of  1808,  IV.  of  1804), 
entitled,  "  Of  differences  between  Ministers  and  their 
congregations,"  which  had  special  reference  to  cases  of 
controversy  between  Ministers  and  the  Vestry  or  con- 
gregations, which  controversies  were  of  such  a  nature  as 
could  not  be  settled  by  themselves. 

The  Canon  then  pointed  out  how  the  parties  were  to 
proceed,  how  they  were  to  bring  the  case  before  the 
Bishop  and  Presbyters,  and  the  penalties  attached  to  a 
refusal  to  accept  their  decision  or  comply  with  their  re- 
commendation. 
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This  Canon,  made  in  1804  to  meet  a  special  case, 
continued  on  our  Statute  Book  fifty-five  years,  when  it 
was  repealed  by  the  action  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  and  said  repeal  was  concurred  in  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  in  October,  1859.  This  repeal  left  in 
our  Digest  only  one  Canon  on  this  point,  the  one  entitled 
"Of  the  Dissolution  of  a  Pastoral  Connection." 

The  very  title  of  the  Canon  shows  that  the  Pastoral 
connection  may  be  dissolved,  and  the  subject  matter  of 
the  Canon  states  what  shall  be  the  penalty  to  both  par- 
ties, in  case  the  relation  is  dissolved,  other  than  in  the 
canonical  way.  "  In  case  a  Minister,  who  has  been  reg- 
ularly instituted  or  settled  in  a  parish  or  Church,  be 
dismissed  by  such  Parish  or  Church,  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese, 
the  vestry  or  congregation  of  such  parish  or  Church, 
shall  have  no  right  to  a  representation  in  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  until  they  have  made  such  satisfac- 
tion as  the  Convention  may  require." 

Here  it  is  directly  implied  that  the  parish  or  Church 
can  dismiss  a  Minister  with  the  concurrence'of  the  eccle- 
siastical  authority,  and  incur  thereby  no  penalty. 

The  question  here  arises,  what  is  meant  by  the  term 
"The  Ecclesiastical. authority  of  the  Diocese."  The 
answer  to  this  question  is  found  in  §  iii.  Canon  2,  Title 
in,  of  the  Digest,  which  says, "  when  there  is  no  Bishop 
the  Standing  Committee  is  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
for  all  purposes  declared  in  these  Canons,"  firom  which 
it  follows,  that  where  there  is  a  Bishop,  he  is  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  for  all  purposes  declared  in  these 
Canons,  unless  specially  excepted. 

Another  question  may  arise,  viz..  Is  the  dismissal  of 
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a  Minister  by  a  vestry  the  same  as  being  dismissed  by 
"a  parish  or  Church  1" 

Ordinarily,  the  *  vestry '  represent  in  all  things,  the 
corporation,  Parish,  Church,  congregation.  The  ves- 
try elect  the  Minister,  fix  his  salary,  and  are  responsible 
for  his  support.  The  vestry  elect  deputies  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention.  Through  the  vestry  only,  when  there 
is  no  Rector,  does  the  ecclesiastical  authority  communi- 
cate with  the  several  churches  or  parishes,  and  the  law 
knows  of  and  recognizes  Episcopal  Churches  or  parishes, 
or  congregtions,  only  through  the  vestries  of  the  same, 
upon  which  body  it  would  serve  its  processes,  and  by  the 
acts  of  which  body  its  corporate  action  would  be  valid 
and  legal.  Thus,  for  every  purpose  of  parochial  action, 
having  reference  to  ecclesiastical  or  civil  law,  the  vestry 
is  the  acknowledged  exponent,  and  its  acts  are  esteemed 
and  counted  as  the  acts  of  the  parish  or  Church.  So 
far  as  I  remember,  there  is  no  provision  in  any  form 
of  charter  used  in  this  Diocese,  or  act  of  incorporation 
granted  by  our  Courts,  for  calling  together  the  commu- 
nicants or  the  parishioners,  to  take  action  on  any 
question  of  a  parochial  character,  other  than  that  which 
provides  for  the  assembling  for  the  Easter  elections.  I 
do  not  say  that  it  is  not  lawful  to  convene  the  congre- 
gation or  parish  for  any  parochial  purpose  when  the 
Rector  or  vestry  may  deem  it  to  be  proper,  but  that 
there  is  no  express  provision  in  the  charter  for  so  do- 
ing, and  therefore,  as  by  the  charter,  the  right  of  elect- 
ing a  Minister  is  vested  in  the  vestry,  and  as  by  the 
charter,  the  vestry  are  custodians  of  all  the  interests 
which  affects  the  temporality  of  the  Church,  and  as  in 
several  instances,  in  different  dioceses,  this  right  of  the 
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Testry,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority,  to  sever  this  parochial  connection,  has  been  fully 
recognized ;  hence  I  believe  that  the  act  of  the  vestry  is 
legally  and  properly  the  act  of  the  parish  or  church,  and 
when  they  act  under  this  Canon,  it  is  the  "parish  or 
Church  "  which  acts,  through  that  selected  and  accredi- 
ted body,  through  and  by  which,  it  has  its  corporate  and 
legal  title  and  existence. 

This  Canon,  as  it  will  be  seen,  contemplates  no  charges 
against  a  minister  and  no  trial  for  offences,  and  "  applies'* 
as  Dr.  Hawks'  (Constitution  and  Canons,  307)  says,  "  to 
nothing  but  the  single  case  of  a  desire  for  separation, 
which  may  exist  without  any  other  disagreement  be- 
tween the  parties*" 

This  Canon,  while  it  guards  the  right  of  the  clergy 
against  the  wrong  action  of  a  vestry,  by  referring  the 
matter  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  at  the  same  time 
protects  the  right  of  the  laity  to  have  over  them  in  the 
Lord,  a  Rector  in  whose  character  and  ministry  they  can 
have  confidence  and  peace.  This  right  of  the  laity  is 
further  protected  by  the  fact,  that  the  minister  cannot  re- 
sign his  parish  against  the  wishes  of  his  people,  and 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority, 
without  incurring  severe  penalties. 

Thus,  the  Canon  works  equally  for  both  parties.  Pro- 
tecting the  Rector  from  the  hasty  dismissal  of  the  vestry, 
and  the  vestry  from  the  hasty  resignation  of  the 
Rector,  and  both  parties  have  an  ultimate  appeal.  In 
reference  to  this  whole  matter,  it  should  ever  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  Church  was  not  made  for  the  clergy, 
but  the  clergy  for  the  Church,  and  both  for  Christ's 
glory ;  and  that  there  are  cases,  where  the  purity  and 
18 
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honor  and  prosperity  of  the  Church  would  be  best  sub- 
served by  the  severance  of  pastoral  ties,  and  where  it  is 
the  bounden  duty  of  the  vestry  to  take  such  canonical 
action  as  shall  secure  such  severance. 

Thus  we  see  that  in  all  departments  of  Church  law 
and  Church  work,  from  the  charter  which  incorporates 
a  Parish  to  the  framing  or  abolishing  of  rubrics  in  the 
Prayer  Book  by  the  General  Convention,  there  ever  ex- 
ists between  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  a  joint  legislative 
and  administrative  power.  There  is,  however,  such  a 
system  of  checks  and  counter-checks,  that  neither  can 
carry  out  any  plan  to  the  exclusion  of  the  other,  and 
only  by  united  action  can  any  measure  be  established. 

"  Let  us  never  forget,"  says  the  present  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  "that  there  is  some  truth  in  the  common 
saying,  that  there  is  a  clergyman's  and  there  is  a  lay- 
man's mode  of  looking  at  almost  every  one  of  the  great 
questions  of  the  day.  The  Clergy  and  the  Laity  will 
each  be  likely  to  gain  a  clear  view  of  truth  and  duty 
by  taking  into  account  the  feelings  and  reasonings  which 
prevail  in  the  class  to  which  they  themselves  do  not  be- 
long. Laity  and  Clergy  alike,  we  are  all  engaged  in 
one  common  work,  and  though  we  may  view  it  in  differ- 
ent aspects,  we  require  each  other's  help  in  doing  it, 
and  we  shall  not,  I  trust,  fail  to  have  each  other's  pray- 
ers."* 

The  wisdom  of  these  words  has  been  daily  illustrated 
in  the  practical  working  of  the  American  Church.  The 
reflex  influence  of  our  Church  Constitution  which  incor- 
porates and  vivifies  these  rights  of  the  Laity,  and  sur- 
rounds them  with   the   guards   and   counter-poises   of

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clerical  co-partnership,  is  already  beginning  to  influence 
the  Church  in  the  Old  World. 

The  Mother  Church  of  England  and  the  Sister  Church 
of  Scotland,  are  seeking  in  various  ways  to  introduce 
the  Lay  element  into  their  convocations  and  councils. 
The  Sister  Church  of  Ireland,  disestablished  on  the 
1st  of  January  last,  by  act  of  Parliament,  has  adopted 
the  leading  features  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Amer- 
ican Church,  especially  in  those  parts  which  give  a  cer- 
tain co-ordinate  authority  and  power  to  the  lay  portion 
of  the  Church.  Not  long  since  I  received  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  "The  Church  of  Ireland  Eepresentative  Body," 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  being  the 
statutes  passed  at  th^  first  General  Convention  of  that 
body;  and  the  very  first  statute  is  in  these  words: 
"  The  General  Synod  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  shall 
consist  of  three  orders,  viz :  the  Bishops,  the  Clergy  and 
the  Laity."  Here  we  see  the  principle  which  Bishop 
White  was  the  first  to  introduce  into  the  Constitution 
of  the  American  Church,  adopted  by  the  First  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  in  Ireland.  Not  only  so,  but 
we  find  all  through  the  declarations  and  statutes  of 
this  body,  the  leading  ideas  which  are  embodied  in 
the  fundamental  laws  of  our  Church ;  such  as  the  divi- 
sion of  the  legislative  body  into  two  houses,  the  right  of 
vote  by  Orders,  the  election  by  the  respective  Dioceses 
of  their  Bishops,  the  annual  session  of  the  Diocesan 
Synods,  and  the  election  by  the  parochial  or  other  con- 
stituencies of  the  members  composing  the  Synod. 

The  Church  of  England  in  her  colonies  has  in  many 
instances  copied  these  main  features  of  our  Constitution, 
and  the  Anglican  Communion  throughout  the  world  is 
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yearning  for,  and  gradually  working  up  its  way  to,  the 
incorporating  of  the  lay  element  with  the  clerical  in 
those  points  where  they  can  be  lawtuUy  helpful  in  the 
legislation  and  administration  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
We  believe  that  such  principles  are  in  accordance  with 
the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament ;  that  they  best 
secure  the  rights  of  the  individual  conscience,  and  the 
rights  of  private  judgment ;  that  they  furnish  a  just 
balance  and  check  to  sacerdotal  ambition,  and  that  false 
dogma  which  would  make  the  Church  to  be  in  the  clergy 
a  dogma  which  is  the  basis  of  the  Papal  hierarchy. 

These  principles  furnish  a  guarantee  for  a  broad  and 
healthy  legislation  for  all  portions  of  the  Church,  and  de- 
volve upon  the  laity  a  responsibility  and  a  duty,  which 
require  of  them  thought  and  wisdom,  and  prudence,  and 
prayer,  that  they  may  discharge  aright  the  burdens 
thus  laid  upon  them,  as  co-workers  with  the  clergy  in 
the  Lord^s  vineyard. 

Finally,  these  principles  tend  to  bring  out  into  strong 
relief,  that  idea  of  the  "  Personal  Priesthood  of  the  Be- 
liever," by  which  all  lay  people  become  in  one  sense, 
Priests  unto  God,  a  holy  Priesthood,  the  depositaries  of  a 
spiritual  power,  which  enables  each  one  to  say  with  the 
Apostle,  "  I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  strength- 
ening me."* 

What  a  power  then  is  lodged  in  the  lay  element  of  the 
Church !  And  what  need  there  is  that  it  should  be  an 
enlightened,  a  wise,  and  a  calmly  administered  power  ! 
To  this  end  the  Church  owes  it  to  herself  that  all  who 
legislate  for  her,  be  it  in  a  Vestry,  a  Standing  Commit- 
tee, a  Diocesan  or  General  Convention,  should  be  com- 
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municants  of  good  standing.  This  is  a  point  that  all 
Parishes  should  look  to,  in  choosing  Vestrymen,  that 
all  Vestries  should  look  to,  in  choosing  Deputies  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  and  all  Diocesan  Councils  should 
look  to,  in  electing  Delegates  to  the  Triennial  General 
Convention. 

For,  as  the  civil  law  allows  no  man  to  hold  an  office 
in  the  State,  unless  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  same,  so  the 
Church  should  allow  no  man  to  sit  in  her  lesser  or 
greater  legislative  assemblies,  who  has  not  "  openly  be- 
fore the  Church  "  made  a  public  profession  of  his  faith 
in  Christ,  and  sealed  that  profession  with  the  Holy 
Communion. 

The  Laity  themselves,  in  view  of  their  great  respon- 
sibility, should  carefully  prepare  themselves  to  discharge 
these  duties,  not  only  by  cultivating  the  graces  which 
make  up  Christian  character,  but  also  by  acquiring  such 
an  amount  of  theological,  ecclesiastical,  and  canonical 
knowledge,  as  will  enable  them  to  act  understandingly, 
and  legislate  wisely,  on  the  important  questions  which 
now,  and  will  hereafter,  agitate  the  Church.  The  effect 
of  our  system  has  already  been  to  train  up  many  admi- 
rable and  astute  canonists  and  legislators,  and  to  call 
into  the  service  of  our  General  Convention  the  ablest 
minds  of  the  Laity.  It  may  safely  be  said,  that  in  no 
religious  body  is  there,  in  proportion  to  its  communi- 
cants, such  a  number  of  well-read  men  in  biblical  and 
canonical  matters,  as  there  are  in  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church.  The  very  Constitution  of  our  Church, 
and  the  details  of  its  workings,  through  all  its  ramifica- 
tions, call  out  lay  talent  and  lay  effort.  They  are  thus 
educated  up  to  this  active  agency,  and  beginning  in  the 
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humble  sphere  of  the  Vestry,  and  going  up  thence  to 
the  annual  Convention,  and  thence  on  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  thence  on  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  and 
thence,  by  a  selection  which  takes  but  four  choice  men 
out  of  each  Diocese,  up  to  the  Triennial  Council  of  the 
General  Church,  they  are  taught  and  trained  in  the 
various  successive  duties,  of  the  several  stages  through 
which  they  pass. 

In  addition  to  this,  our  Church  has  become  a  teacher 
to  her  sister  and  her  mother  churches.  Looking  at  first 
upon  our  phin  with  distrust,  if  not  with  positive  con- 
demnation, the  whole  Anglican  Church  from  Canter- 
bury to  Montreal,  in  the  North ;  and  Australia  in  the 
South;  has  been  intently  watching  our  experiment. 
As  the  English  Bishops,  and  Clergy  and  States- 
men have  seen  their  fears  and  prognostications  give 
way  before  recognized  facts,  they  have  changed  their 
views,  and  are  seeking,  with  certain  modifications, 
and  so  far  as  their  peculiar  institutions  will  permit,  to 
conform  their  legislative  and  synodical  action  to  our 
own.  It  is  not,  perhaps,  too  bold  a  speech  to  say,  that 
there  are  those  here  before  me  who  will  live  to  see  the 
Church  of  England,  the  Church  of  Scotland,  the  Church 
in  India,  the  Church  as  synodically  organized  in  the  col- 
onies of  Great  Britain,  all  detached  from  State  alliance, 
all  organized  on  the  principle  of  complete  self-govern- 
ment, all  exercising  full  and  unfettered  ecclesiastical 
power,  all  having  received  back  the  right  to  choose 
their  Bishops,  and  all  incorporating  the  lay  element 
in  the  judicial  and  legislative  and  administrative  work 
of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

I  have  thus,  dear  brethren,  set  before  you,  though  with 
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conscious  imperfection,  the  important  subject  of  the  re- 
ciprocal and  inherent  rights  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

God  hath  joined  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  together 
in  the  mystical  body  of  his  dear  Son.  God  hath  made 
them  joint  heirs  of  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus  and 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  God,  who  has  wisely  appointed 
divers  orders  in  the  Church,  hath  set  them  together  in 
their  several  vocations  and  ministries  in  Vestries,  Con- 
ventions and  Councils,  and  let  not  man  put  asunder 

this  divinely  united  power. 

What  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  Church,  may  de- 
rive the  highest  benefit  of  these  co-ordinate  powers  is, 
there  should  be  a  full  recognition  of  each  of  the  rights 
of  the  other — ^a  strict  guard  against  infringing  the  one 
or  the  other,  a  concentration  of  the  efforts  of  both  upon 
the  one  great  end  of  advancing  Christ  s  kingdom,  and 
that  mutual  charity,  moderation  and  forbearance,  by 
which  misunderstandings  will  be  prevented,  unity  be 
preserved,  and  the  highest  effectiveness  be  secured.  God 
grant  that  the  time  may  never  come  when  the  two  shall 
be  arrayed,  the  one  against  the  other. 

Let  us  remember  that  we  all.  Clergy  and  Laity,  are 
engaged  in  one  and  the  same  work — the  building  of  the 
spiritual  House  of  God.  That  the  walls  of  this  build- 
ing being  laid  on  the  comer-stone  Christ  Jesus,  and 
on  the  foundation  of  Apostles  and  Prophets,  have  been 
gradually  framed  and  fashioned,  age  afler  age,  by  what 
Lord  Bacon  well  calls  "  the  holy  wisdom  and  spiritual 
discretion  of  the  master  builders  and  inferior  builders 
in  Christ's  Church."*     That  in  the  erection  of  this  spir-

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ritual  temple,  the  Laity  have  their  appointed  work  as 
well  as  the  Clergy ;  and  that  if  the  Clergy,  by  reason 
of  their  Divine  commission,  may  be  called  "  the  wise 
master-builders;"  the  Laity  may  also  be  termed  "  build- 
ers"— ^inferior,  indeed,  in  a  proportionate  manner,  as  to 
the  time  and  talents  given  to  the  work,  but  still  "build- 
ers," still  "  co-workers,"  still  helping  on  the  building  as 
it  "  groweth  into  an  holy  temple  of  the  Lord." 

And  when  the  top-stone  of  this  spiritual  edifice  shall 
be  brought  forth  at  its  completion,  then  shall  the  Divine 
Architect,  who  has  subsidized  aU  this  various  talent  and 
agency,  give  to  Clergy  and  Laity  alike  their  due  re- 
ward. Then  shall  we  see,  in  the  light  of  eternity, 
how  that  both  were  used  for  the  upbuilding  of  His  king- 
dom, which  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  His  domin- 
ion which  shall  never  end,  and  in  which  heavenly  king- 
dom the  redeemed  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  reign  alike  as 
Kings  and  Priests  unto  God  forever. 


APPENDIX  B. 


The  Committee  on  Alterations  of  Canons,  met  within 
a  fortnight  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  of 
1870,  and  have  since  that  meeting,  met  repeatedly. 
They  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

Among  the  matters  referred  to  this  Committee,  were  two 
BesolutioQs,  one  proposing  to  strike  from  Canon  XIII,  so 
much  as  allows  a  Church  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Convention,  on  the  basis  of  "  Articles  of  Association,*'  and 
another,  determining  for  Parishes  the  question  who  is  to  pre- 
side in  Vestry  and  Parochial  meetings.  Your  Committee 
unite  in  the  opinion  that  neither  of  these  restrictive  measures 
is  expedient. 

Five  other  matters  were  referred  to  the  Committee,  viz., 
to  suggest  amendments  to  the  Canon-law  of  the  Diocese, 
where  it  conflicts  with  the  Canon-law  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion ;  to  report  with  regard  to  the  expediency  of  dispensing 
with  the  ballot,  when -there  is  but  one  ticket  nominated;  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  requiring  an  election  of  deputies  to 
the  General  Convention  to  be  made  at  only  such  Conventions 
of  the  Diocese  as  immediately  precede  the  holding  of  a  Gen- 
eral Convention ;  to  consider  and  report  with  respect  to  the 
mode  of  altering  Canons ;  to  review  the  Revised  Eegulations 
and  such  Besolutions  as  are  to  be  found  on  the  Journals,  and 
report  what  modification  or  change  seems  to  be  required. 

Your  Committee,  besides  submitting  a  document  exhibiting 
the  result  of  their  deliberations,  at  length,  in  the  form  they

would  propose,  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

1.  That  in  Section  1  of  Canon  VI,  the  passage  beginning 
"  And  to  entitle  him  to  such  testimonial/*  and  ending  "  to  the 
Standing  Committee  thereof/"  be  stricken  out,  as  conflicting 
with  Title  1,  Canon  XII,  Section  7  of  the  Digest. 

2.  That  Canon  VII,  Section  1,  be  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "  At  every  Stated  Convention  a  Standing  Committee, 
to  consist  of  five  of  the  clergy  and  five  of  the  laity,  shall  be 
chOiSen  by  ballot,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  members  of  each 
order,  provided,  that  the  balloting  may  be  dispensed  with  in 
cases  where  only  five  clergymen  and  five  laymen  are  nomina- 
ted. And  vacancies  occurring  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  said 
Committee,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  re- 
maining clerical  members  and  lay  members  of  the  Committee." 

3.  That  in  Canon  XIV,  the  title  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
"  Of  Vacant  Parishes,"  and  that  the  first  section  be  omitted. 

4.  That  Canon  XV,  Section  1,  be  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "  At  every  Stated  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  there 
may^  and  at  the  Stated  Convention  immediately  preceding 
the  stated  General  Convention,  there  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
concurrent  ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay.  votes.  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until 
the  next  stated  Convention,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in 
their  places,  provided  that  the  balloting  may  be  dispensed 
with,  in  cases  where  only  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen 
are  nominated. 

5.  That  the  following  be  added  to  the  Canons  of  the  Dio- 
cese, under  the  heading  "Of  Alterations  in  the   Canon-Law." 

1.  On  the  first  day  of  every  Convention,  a  Committee,  to 
consist  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  and  to  be  called 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  shall  be  appointed.

2.  All  proposals  to  alter,  or  add  to  tlie  Constitution  or  the 
Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  referred  to  this  Committee. 

3.  No  existing  Canon  shall  be  changed,  and  no  new  Canon 
shall  be  enacted  on  the  day  on  which  the  change  or  enact- 
ment may  be  proposed. 

6.  That  Canon  XVI  (respecting  the  repeal  of  former  Canons) 
be  omitted. 

7.  That  Besolutions  of  a  permanent  nature,  which  have 
been  passed  by  former  Conventions,  viz.:  the  Besolutions 
concerning  the  establishment  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions;  concerning  the  Convention,  the  Episcopal,  and  the 
Christmas  Funds ;  concerning  draughts  on  these  funds  by  the 
Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee;  be  incorporated  with 
the  Canons,  after  striking  out  therefrom,  so  much  as  requires 
the  election  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  to  be  made 
by  ballot,  and  making  such  merely  verbal  changes  as  may  be 
necessary. 

8.  That  Bevised  Begulations  I,  1,  be  amended  so  that  it 
shall  read  simply,  "  The  Convention  shall  meet  at  five  o'clock 
P.  M.,  on  the  day  appointed. 

I,  2,  so  that  the  section  shall  be  without  the  words  "  it  shall 
proceed  in  the  despatch  of  business." 

I,  4,  4,  omit  "  without  advancing." 

I,  4,  13,  omit  the  whole. 

Invert  the  order  of  I,  4,  and  I,  5. 

Change  I,  5,  3,  so  as  to  read  "  appointment  of  Committees, 
viz. :  Committee  on  Charters,  Committee  on  claims  of  Clergy- 
men to  Seats,  Committee  on  claims  of  Deputies  to  Seats, 
Committee  on  Canons,  Committee  on  Parochial  History." 

Add  to  I,  6,  the  following : 

"  3.  The  above  Order  of  Business  and  Kules  of  Order  may 
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be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present, 
but  not  otherwise." 

^Omit  Eevised  Regulations,  IV. 

Make  Eevised  Regulations  V.  a  foot  note  to  Canon  XIII. 

Omit  Eevised  Eegulations  VI.  1,  2,  3,  also  VII. 

9.  That  in  the  Form  of  Charter,  in  the  third  paragraph,  the 
phrase  "  State  of  Pennsylvania  "  be  exchanged  for  the  phrase 
"  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania." 

10.  That  the  Eevised  Eegulations,  amended  as  above,  shall 
be  incorporated  with  the  Canons. 

11.  That  the  order  of  the  Canons  be  so  changed  that  such 
incongruities  as  the  precedence  now  given  to  penal  matters 
may  be  avoided. 

12.  That  there  be  prefixed  to  the  Act  of  Association,  Con- 
stitution, and  Canons,  a  Table  of  Contents. 

18.  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Act  of  Association,  the 
Constitution,  and  the  Canons  (the  last  as  by  the  above  Eeso- 
lutions  amended),  be  printed  under  the  direction  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

And  whereas,  the  Eesolution  of  the  Convention  providing 
for  the  annual  appointment  of  a  Eegistrar  (Journal  of  1867, 
p.  61),  seems  to  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  which  gives 
the  custody  of  records  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the 
Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  an  additional  Eesolution, 
to  lie  over,  if  approved,  to  the  next  Convention,  viz. : 

14.  That  the  following  words  in  the  Sixth  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pennsylvania,  viz. :  "  to  preserve  their  journals  and 
records,"  be  stricken  out,  provided  the  next  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  shall  so  decide.

*An  Act  of  Association  of  the  Clergy  and  Congregations 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Staie  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Whereas^  By  the  late  Revolution,  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  is 
become  independent  of  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  in 
England  ;  in  consequence  whereof,  it  is  necessary  for  the 
clergy  and  congregations  of  the  said  Church  to  associate 
themselves  for  maintaining  uniformity  in  divine  worship, 
for  procuring  the  power  of  Ordination,  and  for  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  a  system  of  ecclesiastical  govern- 
ment; 

And  whereasy  At  a  meeting  of  sundry  Clergymen  and 
Lay  Deputies  from  sundry  congregations  of  the  Protest- 

•  BemAved^  That  the  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Magaw,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell,  Mr. 
Shfppen  and  Mr.  Hand,  be  a  committee  to  prepare  an  Act  of  Aaeociation  of  the  Clergy 
and  Congregations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  In  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  shall  meet  In  Convention. 

The  Committee  was  Instructed  to  regard  the  following  points  as  f andamentals  for 
their  proceedings,  they  having  been  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Convention: 

Jf  rsL   That  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  vote  as  two  distinct  orders. 

Second.  That  a  Clergyman  cannot  vote  as  the  representative  of  his  particular 
church ;  but  that  a  Lay  Deputy  or  Deputies  be  sent  to  represent  each  congregation. 

Tfiird,  Tliat  each  congregation  be  entitled  to  a  vote ;  and  that  where  two  G<mgre- 
gations  are  uaited,  each  congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  shall  send  a 
Deputy  or  Deputies. 

Fourth.  That  the  Convention  meet  annually,  on  such  day  as  shall  be  declared  in  a 
law  or  rule,  to  be  made  by  the  next  Convention  for  that  purpose;  and  that  the  next 
meeting  shall  be  held  in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  on  Monday,  the  22d  day  of  May, 
17B6,  at  U  o'clock,  ▲.  x. 

FlfVu  That  such  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  as  are  met  on  the  day  of  the 
annual  meeting,  shall  be  a  quorum ;  in  which  quorum  the  votes  of  the  majority  shall 
be  decisive.—  Journal  of  1785,  p.  XL 
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ant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  held  in  the  city  of 
PhilfLdelphia,  on  the  25th  day  of  May^  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1784,  there  was  appointed  a  Committee  to  confer 
and  correspond  with  representatives  from  the  Church  in 
the  other  States,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  an 
ecclesiastical  government,  agreeably  to  certain  instruc- 
tions or  fundamental  principles  ;* 

And  whereas^  The  said  Committee  being  assembled  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  6th  and  7th  days  of 
October^  in  the  same  year,  did  concur  with  Clergymen 
and  Lay  Deputies  from  sundry  States,  in  proposing  a 
Convention  from  all  the  States,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia^  on  the  Tvssday  before  the  feast  of  St. 
Michael  next  ensuing,  in  order  to  unite  in  an  ecclesi- 
astical constitution,  agreeably  to  certain  fundamental 
principles  expressed  in  the  said  proposal ;  f 

And  wherea^^  The  body  which  assembled  as  aforesaid 
in  New  York  did  recommend  to  the  Church  in  the 
several  States,  that  previously  to  the  said  intended 
meeting,  they  should  organize  or  associate  themselves, 
agreeably  to  such  rules  as  they  shall  think  proper: 

*  Which  are  as  follows: 

First.  That  the  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States  is,  and  ought  to  be.  Inde- 
pendent of  all  foreign  authority,  ecclesiastical  or  civil. 

Sec<md.  That  it  hath,  and  ouglit  to  have,  in  common  with  all  other  religious 
societies,  full  and  exclusive  power  to  regulate  the  concerns  of  its  own  communion. 

Third.  That  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel  be  maintained  as  now  professed  by  the 
Church  of  England ;  and  uniformity  of  worship  l>e  continued,  as  near  as  may  be,  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  said  Church. 

JF^mrth.  That  the  succession  of  the  ministry  be  agreeable  to  tlie  usage  which  re* 
quireth  the  three  orders  of  Bishops,  Priests  and  Deacons;  that  the  rights  and  powers 
of  the  same  respectively  be  ascertained ;  and  that  they  be  exercised  according  to 
reasonable  laws  to  be  duly  made. 

JFt/th.  That  to  make  canons  or  laws,  there  be  no  other  authority  than  that  of  a 
representative  body  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  conjointly. 

Sixth.  That  no  powers  be  delegated  to  a  general  ecclesiastical  government,  except 
such  as  cannot  conveniently  be  exercised  by  the  Clergy  and  Latty  in  their  respective 
congregations. 

t  Which  are  as  follows: 

First.  That  there  be  a  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 
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It  is  therefore  hereby  determined  and  declared  by  the 
Clergy  who  do  now  or  who  hereafter  shall  sign  this  act, 
and  by  the  congregations  who  do  now  or  who  hereafter 
shall  consent  to  this  act,  either  by  its  being  ratified  by 
their  respective  vestries,  or  by  its  being  signed  by  their 
Deputies  duly  authorized,  that  the  said  Clergy  and 
congregations  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name 
of  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared  by 
the  said  Clergy  and  congregations,  That  there  shall  be 
a  Convention  of  the  said  Church;  which  Convention 
shall  consist  of  all  the  Clergy  of  the  same,  and  of  Lay 
Deputies ;  and  that  all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  said 
Convention  shall  be  considered  as  the  acts  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State ; 
Provided  always^  That  the  same  shall  be  consistent  with

TMrd.  That  associated  congregations,  in  two  9t  more  States,  may  send  Deputies 
jointly. 

I^rth.  That  the  said  Church  shall  maintain  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel  as  now 
held  by  the  Church  of  Bngland^  and  shall  adhere  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  said  Church,  as 
far  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
respective  States. 

F'^th,  That  in  every  State  where  there  shall  be  a  Bishop  duly  consecrated  and 
settled,  he  shall  be  considered  as  a  member  of  the  Convention  ex  officio. 

Sixth.  That  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one 
body,  but  shall  vote  separately,  and  the  concurrence  of  both  shall  be  necessary  to  give 
validity  to  every  measure. 

SevtiUlu  That  the  first  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  at  Philadelphia^  the 
T\te9day  before  the  feast  of  ^  Michael  next;  to  which  it  is  hoped  and  earnestly  de- 
sired,  that  the  Episcopal  Churches  In  the  respective  States  will  send  their  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  duly  instructed  and  authorized  to  proceed  on  the  necessary  business 
herein  proposed  for  their  deliberation. 

Incompliance  with  the  last  article,  the  following  persons  are  appointed,  viz. :  Clerical 
Deputies— The  Bev.  Drs.  White  and  Magaw,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs  Blackwell,  Hutchins 
and  Campbell.  Lay  i>epti<ies— Messrs.  Richard  Peters,  Gerardus  Clarkson,  Samuel 
Powell,  William  Atlee,  Jasper  Yates,  Stephen  Chambers,  Edward  Hand,  Thomas 
Heaniy,  Jotm  Clarke,  Archibald  McGrew,  Flunket  Fleeson,  Edward  Shippen,  Joseph 
Swift,  Andrew  Doz,  John  Wood,  Nicholas  Jones  and  Edward  Duifield. 
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the  fundamental  principles  agreed  on  at  the  two  afore- 
said meetings  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared  by 
the  said  Clergy  and  congregations,  That  each  congre- 
gation may  send  to  the  Convention  a  Deputy^or  Depu- 
ties ;  and  where  two  or  more  congregations  are  united, 
they  may  send  a  Deputy  or  Deputies  for  each  congre- 
gation ;  and  no  congregation  may  send  a  Clergyman  as 
their  Deputy;  and  each  congregation  represented  in 
Convention  shall  have  one  vote. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared  by 
the  said  Clergy  and  congregations,  That  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Deputies  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one 
body,  but  shall  vote  as  two  distinct  orders,  and  that  the 
concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give 
validity  to  every  measure;  and  such  Clergymen  and 
Lay  Deputies  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in 
Convention,  shall  be  a  quorum ;  and  on  every  *  question, 
the  votes  of  the  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two 
orders  respectively,  shall  decide. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared  by 
the  said  Clergy  and  congregations.  That  all  such  Clergy- 
men as  shall  hereafter  be  settled  as  the  ministers  of  the 
congregations  t  ratifying  this  act,  shall  have  the  same 
privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  as  the 
Clergy  now  subscribing  the  same. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared  by 
the  said  Clergy  and  congregations,  That  the  Convention 
shall  meet  on  Monday^  the  22d  day  of  ifoy,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1786,  and  forever  after  on  such  annual  day,

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared  by 
the  said  Clergy  and  congregations,  That  if  the  Clergy 
and  congregations  of  any  adjoining  State  or  States  shall 
desire  to  unite  with  the  Church  in  this  State,  agreeably 
to  the  fundamental  principles  established  at  the  afore- 
said meeting  in  New  Yorh^  then  the  Convention  shall 
have  power  to  admit  the  said  Clergy  and  Deputies  from 
the  congregations  of  such  adjoining  State  or  States,  to 
have  the  same  privileges,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  as  the  Clergy  and  congregations  in  this  State.

SUPPLEMENT   TO   THE   ACT   OF   ASSOCIATION. 

Whereas^  Doubts  have  arisen  whether,  under  the  Act 
of  Association,  any  alterations  can  be  made  in  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  and  the  Administration  of  the  Sac- 
raments, and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church, 
except  such  as  became  necessary  in  consequence  of  the 
late  Revolution: 

It  is,  therefore,  hereby  determined  and  declared,  That 
further  alterations  may  be  made  by  the  Convention,  con- 
stituted by  the  said  Act,  provided  only  that  '*  the  main 
body  and  essentials  "  be  preserved,  and  alterations  made 
in  such  forms  only  as  the  Church  of  England  hath  her- 
self acknowledged  to  be  indiflferent  and  alterable. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  determined  and  declared. 
That  the  power  given  by  this  supplement  to  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State, 
may,  by  the  said  Convention,  be  conveyed  to  a  Conven- 
tion of  the  said  Church  in  the  United  States,  or  in  such 
States  as  are  willing  to  unite  in  a  constitution  of  eccle- 
siastical government,  if  the  same  shall  be  judged  most 
conducive  to  charity  and  uniformity  of  worship. 

Done  in  Christ  Churc/i^  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia^  this 
27th  day  of  May^  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1786. 
Witness  our  hands  in  ratification  of  the  premises. 
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CONSTITUTION. 

ADOPTED  IN  1814,  AND  SINCE  AMENDED. 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  Association,  agreed  to  and 
adopted  in  Convention,  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1785, 
sundry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  within  this 
Commonwealth  were  united  under  the  name  of  "  The 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania " — which  Association  now  embraces  all  those 
Clergy  and  congregations  who  did  at  that  time  assent 
to,  or  have  since  assented  to  the  same. 

And  whereas^  Since  that  time,  by  General  Conven- 
tions of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cfcurches  within  the 
United  States,  a  Constitution  and  Canons  have  been 
formed  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  same, 
which  recognize  each  State  as  constituting  a  District  or 
Diocese,with  the  right  to  the  Churches  within  the  same  to 
exercise  a  local  government  over  themselves,  which  has 
been  accordingly  exercised  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Churches  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  associated 
as  aforesaid,  and  it  being  now  deemed  expedient  more 
expressly  to  set  forth  the  system  of  local  government 
to  be  exercised  within  this  Diocese,  the  following,  with 
the  Act  of  Association,  is  declared  to  be  the  Constitution 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania : 

I.  This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
accedes  to,  recognizes,  and  adopts  the  general  Con- 
stitution of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  author- 
ity accordingly. 

II.  There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  this  State,  at  Philadelphia,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
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May,  in  every  year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place 
be  fixed  on  by  a  preceding  Convention. 

III.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special 
Convention  when  he  may  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good 
of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopal  chair,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  special  Convention. 

*IV.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergy- 
men and  Laymen.  The  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop, 
if  there  be  one,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention. Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  of  whatever 
order,  being  a  settfed  Minister  of  some  Parish  within 
this  State,  or  being  a  president,  professor,  tutor,  or  in- 
structor in  some  college,  academy,  or  seminary  of 
learning,  incorporated  by  law,  or  being  a  missionary 
under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of 
this  Diocese,  or  a  chaplain  in  the  navy  or  army  of  the 
United  States,  or  otherwise  employed  in  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  according  to  the  order  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  eccle- 
siastical authority,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote 
in  Convention,  if  he  has  been  actually  and  personally, 
as  well  as  canonically,  resident  within  this  State  for  the 
space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station :  Pro- 
vided^ That  any  temporary  absence  from  the  State  by 
reason  of  sickness,  and  any  such  absence,  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  two  calendar  months  in  any  one  year,  and 
any  such  absence  with  the  written  permission  of  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  Standing  Committee  in 

•ThiflAitlete  waa  amended  In  1824, 1829. 1838, 1854  and  185& 
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case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  chair,  shall  be  taken 
into  account  in  computing  the  said  residence:  And 
provided  also^  That  no  Clergyman  of  advanced  years  or 
infirm  health,*  Who  has  been  once  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
Convention,  shall  lose  his  right  to  a  seat  therein  by  rea- 
son of  his  having  ceased  to  have  charge  of  a  Parish,  or 
to  be  in  the  service  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  or  to  be 
a  missionary  as  aforesaid. 

No  church  shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Con- 
vention, which  does  not,  by  its  charter  or  articles  of 
association,  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Can- 
ons, doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  Diocese. 

Each  regularly  established  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  State,  now  a  member,  or  which  shall 
hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  the  Convention,  may 
send  to  the  Convention  a  Lay  Deputy  or  Deputies,  not 
exceeding  three  in  number,  to  be  elected  by  the  vestry 
of  said  Church :  Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  com- 
petent to  serve  as  Deputy,  unless  he  has  been  a  wor- 
shipper in  the  church  he  represents  six  calendar  months 
next  before  his  election.f 

When  two  or  more  churches  are  united  under  one 
vestry,  Deputies  may  be  sent  from  each  church,  subject 
to  the  proviso  aforesaid. 

The  deputation  from  each  church  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  and  no  more.

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No  deputation  from  any  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
vote  at  the  same  Convention  at  which  the  church  shall 
be  admitted  as  a  member. 

When  any  church  which  has  been  admitted  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall,  for  three 
years,  have  made  no  parochial  report  to  the  same,  no 
missionary  report  being  made  in  its  behalf,  and,  during 
the  same  period,  shall  neither  have  employed  a  Clergy- 
man as  its  parish  minister,  nor  requested  of  the  Bishop 
to  have  the  services  of  a  missionary,  the  said  church 
shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  send  a  Deputy  or  Depu- 
ties to  the  Convention ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Convention  to  declare  the  same.  But  anv  such  church 
shall  again  acquire  that  right,  if,  on  its  application, 
accompanied  with  a  report  of  its  condition  satisfactory 
on  the  points  herein  mentioned,  the  Convention  shall 
agree  thereto ;  and  this  right  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  so  agreeing. 

V.  The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention ;  but 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  necessary  absence,  the  members 
shall  elect  a  president  from  among  the  Clergy. 

*VI.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assem- 
bling of  the  Annual  Convention,  from  among  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  Convention.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
take  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the 
body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  Ws 
successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns 
of  the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 
Such  other  officers  also  shall  be  appointed  as  the  Con-

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vention  may  find  occasion  for,  to  remain  in  office  for 
such  time  as  they  may  direct. 

All  officers  and  committees  appointed  by  ballot  must, 
in  order  to  their  election,  receive  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  at  such  election  by  each 
order :  Provided^  That  there  shall  be  no  election,  except 
of  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary,  unless  there  are 
present  at  the  time  a  majority  of  the  clerical  members, 
and  a  majority  of  the  lay  representations,  who  shall 
have  appeared  during  the  session,  and  been  admitted  to 
seats;  and  such  election,  except  that  of  the  Secretary 
and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  held 
at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the 
sesssion:  And  provided  also^  That  if  no  such  majority 
of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  lay  representations 
be  present  at  that  time,  or  if  said  elections  be  not  com- 
pleted, such  elections  shall  be  postponed  until  ten 
o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  when  the  same 
shall  be  proceeded  in  without  regard  to  the  number 
then  present.  And  in  all  cases  of  a  failure  or  omission 
to  elect  any  officer  or  annual  committee,  the  persons 
then  in  office,  or  belonging  to  the  committee,  shall  con- 
tinue in  their  station  until  others  shall  be  chosen. 

VII.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  in  Convention 
shall  deliberate  in  one  bodv,  and  shall  vote  as  such,  ex- 
cept  when  it  is  required  otherwise  by  five  members. 
In  such  a  case,  the  Convention  shall  vote  as  two  distinct 
orders,  and  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  give  validity  to  a  measure ;  and  such  Clergymen 
and  Lay  Deputies  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duW  assembled 
in  Convention  shall  be  a  quorum ;  and  on  every  question 
the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required 
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by  five,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present  of  the 
two  orders  respectively,  shall  decide, 

VIII.  The  Standing  Committee  and  Council  of  Ad- 
vice shall  consist  of  ten  members,  five  Clerical  and  five  Lay 
members.  At  their  first  meeting,  they  shall  elect  one  of 
their  Clerical  members  to  be  President,  and  another  of 
their  members  to  be  Secretary,  They  shall  keep  regular 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Convention.  Any  three  of  the  members  (the  whole 
having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for 
such  purposes  as,  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  may  re- 
quire a  larger  number.  They  may  make  rules  of  meeting 
and  business,  and  alter  or  repeal  them  from  time  to  time. 

IX.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  made  in  Convention,  in  the  following  manner :  The 
order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by  bal- 
lot some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and 
if  this  appointment  be  approved  of  by  the  Lay  order, 
he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the  above  men- 
tioned nomination  and  appointment,  a  majority  of  each 
order  shall  determine  a  choice :  Provided^  That  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  be  present,  and 
two-thirds  of  all  the  congregations  entitled  to  votes  be 
represented,  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each 
order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

X.  The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as 
follows :  A  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  intro- 
duced in  writing,  and  considered  in  the  Convention, 
and,  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion ;  and  •  if  again  approved  of  in  the  next  ensuing 
Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting 
thereon  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the 
Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory.

isters,  or  37|  cents  on  each  reported  communicant,  as  10 

the  above  mentioned  Committee  of  three  shall  decide.*  11 

The  income   of    the   Episcopal   Fund   shall  be   exclu-  12 

sively  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop  who  shall  13 

have  the  city  of  Philadelphia  within  his  Diocese.t  14

2  without  being  satisfied  that  it  is  not  forbidden  by  the  law 

3  of  God,  or  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  by 

4  the  Canons  of  the  Church.     And  if  both  or  either  of  the 

5  parties  be  minors,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  consent 

6  of  the  parents,  guardians,  master,  or  mistress  (as  the  case 

7  may  require),  be  first  obtained,  unless  they  live  out  of 

8  the  United  States,  and  that  fact  be  known  or  proved  to 

9  the  minister ;  and  that  such  consent  be  certified  to  him 

10  by  some  credible  person  or  persons  acquainted  with  them 

11  and  the  minor,  or  be  otherwise  sufficiently  proved  or 

1 2  known  to  him.     Whereupon  the  minister,  not  knowing 

13  or  having  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  any  lawful  im- 

14  pediment,  may,  and  if  either  of  the  parties  be  of  his  con- 

15  gregation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  join  them  in  marriage. 

16  The  certificate  aforesaid  shall  be  in  writing,  if  he  re- 

17  quires  it. 

CANON    XIII. 

Of  Parochial  Listrvction. 

1  Every  minister  of  a  parish  shall  encourage  the  formation 

2  of  Sunday  Schools,  and  the  efficient  prosecution  of  instruc- 

3  tion  in  them,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the 

4  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.     And  he  shall  report  the 

5  number  of  scholars  and  teachers  in  his  annual  parochial 

6  report. 

CANON    XIV. 

Of  Registers  of  Baptisms^  Marriages  and  Deaths^  and  of 

Parochial  Reports. 

1       Sec.  I.  Each  clergyman  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  the 
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baptisms,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him  in  2 

the  discharge  of  his  ministry,  specifying  the  name  and  3 

date  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  4 

the  parents  and  sponsors,  the  name  of  the  adult  baptized,  5 

the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  name  of  the  6 

person  buried;  and  also,  the  time  when  each  rite  was  7 

performed.  8 

Sec.  II.  These  entries  shall,  by  the  minister,  or,  if  so  1 

ordered,  by  the  vestry,  by  the  clerk  or  sexton  of  the  2 

Church,  be  recorded  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  provided  by  3 

the  vestry,  which  shall  be  the  Church  register,  and  shall  4 

belong  to,  and  remain  with  the  vestry,  as  a  part  of  the  5 

Church  records.     And  the  minister  of  each  parish  shall  6 

also  keep  a  list  of  all  the  communicants  within  his  cure,  7 

as  nearly  as  they  can  be  ascertained ;  and  also,  a  list  of  8 

the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop.  9 

*  Sec.  III.  Every  minister  of  a  parish  or  parishes  in  1 

this  Diocese,  shall  present  or  forward,  at  every  Annual  2 

Convention,  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  3 

the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  4 

number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  and  persons  5 

confirmed  in  his  parish  or  parishes,  severally,  since  the  6 

last  like  report ;  and,  also,  of  the  number  of  the  com-  7 

municants,  distinguishing  the  additions,  removals,  and  8 

deaths  since  the  last  report ;  also,  he  shall  add  a  state-  9 

ment  of  all  other  matters  of  fact,  that  may  throw  light  10  ' 

on  the  state  of  his  parish  or  parishes.  1 1

Of  DepiUies  to  the  General  Cor^vention. 

1  Sec.  1.  At  every  Stated  Convention  of  this  Diocese  there 

2  may,  and  at  the   Stated  Convention  immediately  pre- 

3  ceeding  the  Stated  General  Convention  there  shall  be, 

4  chosen  by  the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay 

5  votes,  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,*  whose  ap- 

6  pointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  Stated  Conven- 

7  tion,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places.     Pro- 

8  vided  that  the  balloting  may  be  dispensed  with,  in  cases 

9  where  only  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen  are  nominatedL 

1  Sec.  II.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  death,  or  other- 

2  wise,  in  the  deputation  to  the  General  Convention,  it 

3  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  remain- 

4  ing  clerical  and  lay  deputies.

1  Sec.  III.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  may 

2  present  an  account  of  their  expenses  in  their  travel  and 

3  attendance  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  make 

4  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the  same,  to  be  paid  out  of 

5  the  Convention  Fund. 

CANON    XVI. 

Of  a  Tabular  Report!* 

1  Sec.  I.  The  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  or  if 

2  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  only,  shall 

3  prepare  a  condensed  report  and  tabular  view  of  the  state 

4  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  previously  to  the  meeting 

5  of  every  General  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 

6  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed

it  shall  have  been  made.                                                     *  4 

CANON   XVII. 

0/  the  Trial  of  a   Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  I.  The  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  not  being  a  Bishop,  1 

shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  specifying  with  2 

clearness  and  certainty,  as  to  time,  place  and  circum-  3 

stance,  the  crime  or  misdemeanor,  by  violation  of  the  4 

Canons,  or  otherwise  charged :  the  said  presentment  to  5 

be  made  to  the  Bishop,  either  by  the  Convention,  or  by  6 

the  vestry  of  the  Parish  to  which  the  accused  belongs,  7 

or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  a  8 

seat  in  the  Convention :  the  said  vestry  or  Presbyters  9 
pledging  themselves  to  make  good  the  accusation.     If  10 

the  presentment  be  made  by  the  Convention,  they  shall  1 1 

by  ballot  appoint  a  committee  to  sign  and  prosecute  the  12 

same.  13 

Sec.  II.  Such  presentment  being  made  to  the  Bishop,  1 

and  being  accompanied  by  a  further  statement  in  writing  2 

of  the  names  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  the  purport  of  3 

their  evidence,  and  by  such  documentary  evidence  as  is  4 

relied  on,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  present-  5 

ment  to  be  served  upon  the  accused  by  a  summoner  ap-  6 

pointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  call  upon  him  by  written  7 

summons,  to  show  cause,  at  a  day  and  place  therein  8 

named,  why  a  commissary  should  not  be  appointed  as  9 
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10  hereinafter  set  forth;  and  upon  the  return  of  the  sum- 

11  moner   that  he  has  served  the  same,  and  no  sufficient 

1 2  cause  to  the  contrary  being  shown,  the  Bishop  shall  ap- 

13  point  a  suitable  person  to  be  a  commissary,  who   shall 

14  repair  to  the  city  or  county  where  the  crime  or  misde- 

15  meaner  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed;  and  having 

1 6  either  then  or  previously  appointed  a  convenient  time  and 

17  place,  and  given  not  less  than  fifteen  days'  notice  there- 

18  of  by  a  summoner  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  the  party 

19  accused,  and  also  to  the  chairman  or  a  committee  appoint- 

20  ed  by  the  Convention,  or  to  either  church-warden  of  the 

21  vestry,  or  to  any  one  of  the  three  Presbyters  presenting, 

22  the  commissary  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  examine 

23  the  witnesses,  on  both  sides,  carefully  taking  down  their 

24  examinations  in  writing,  which  being  approved  by. the 

25  witnesses,  shall  be  signed  by  them  respectively ;  and,  if 

26  it  be  required  by  either  party,  some  person  qualified  by 

27  law  to  administer  an  oath  or  aflirmation  shall  be  request- 

28  ed  to  do  so  in  his  behalf:  and  the  examination  so  taken, 

29  with  any  documentary  evidence  certified  by  the  commis- 

30  sary  and  inclosed  under  his  seal,  shall  by  him  be  deliv- 

31  ered  or  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  without  delay;  where- 

32  upon  further  proceedings  shall  be  taken,  unless,  upon 

33  satisfactory  evidence  of  error  or  mal-practice,  the  Bishop 

34  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  justice  to  order  a  further  ex- 

35  amination ;  in  which  case  the  same  or  another  commis- 

36  sary,  as  the  Bishop  shall  determine,  shall  be  appointed 

37  as  before,  and  with  similar  powers  and  duties:  Provided^ 

38  nevertheless^  That  before  the  trial  the  commissary  shall 

39  issue  a  citation,  with  reasonable  notice,  to  the  respective 

40  witnesses,  to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  of  trial ;  and 

41  in  case  of  their  personal  attendance,  their  testimony  may, 
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at  the  request  of  the  party  presenting,  or  party  accused,  42 

or  by  order  of  the  commissary  and  assessors,  be  taken  anew  43 

orally  and  reduced  to  writing  again  ;  but  the  non-attend-  44 

ance  of  the  respective  witnesses,  shall  not  in  any  case  be  45 

a  ground  for  refusing  to  read  such  depositions  as  have  46 

been  duly  taken :  And  provided  also^  That  if  the  party  47 

accused  desire  it,  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  trial  48 

shall  be  in  public,  and  that  said  party  shall  be  entitled  49 

to  a  copy  of  the  evidence  if  he  require  it.  50 

Sec.  III.  Either  before  the  appointment  of  a  commis-  1 

sary,  or  after  a  report  made  by  him,  the  Bishop  shall  2 

have  power  to  dismiss  the  presentment,  and  declare  the  3 

accused  party  discharged,  if  the  accusation  contained  in  4 

it  appears  to  him  an  insufficient  cause  of  presentment  5 

in  itself,  or  to  be  clearly  unsupported  by  the  evidence.  6 

Sec.  IV.  Upon  the  report  of  the  commissary  being  1 

made  to  the  Bishop,  and  no  further  examination  being  2 

ordered,  nor  the  presentment  dismissed  by  him  as  afore-  3 

said,  the   Standing   Committee   shall   nominate  twelve  4 

Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  having  a  seat  in  Hie  Conven-  5 

tion,  of  whom  the  accused  may  choose  four,  or  in  case  6* 

of  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  do,  the  Standing  Commit-  7 

tee  shall  select  four  ;  and  the  Presbyters  so  chosen  shall  8 

be    the   assessors.     And  the  commissary  and   assessors  9 

having  agreed  upon  some  convenient  time  and  place,  and  10 

having  caused  not  less  than  thirty  days'  written  or  print-  1 1 

ed  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  party  accused,  and  12 

also  to  the  chairman  or  a  member  of  the  committee  ap-  1 3 

pointed  by  the  Convention,  or  to  either  church-warden  14 

of  the  vestry,  or  to  any  one  of  the  three  Presbyters  pre-  1 5 

senting,  the  said  notice  to  be  given  by  a  summoner  ap-  16 
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17  pointed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to 

18  the  trial,  upon  the  evidence  and  report  of  the  commis- 

19  sary,  and  upon  such  other  evidence  as  maybe  produced; 

20  which  new  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  ap- 

21  proved  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively,  as  be- 

22  fore.     The  commissary  and  assessors  having  deliberately 

23  considered  the  evidence,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  clos- 

24  ing  the  same,  declare  in  a  written  judgment  signed  by 

25  them,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  that  the  accused  is  guUty, 

26  or  that  he  is  not  guilty  of  the  charges  laid  in  the  pre- 

27  sentment.  in  the  order  therein  set  forth ;  which  judg- 

28  ment,  with  all  the  evidence  received,  shall  be  delivered 

29  forthwith  to  the  Bishop  :  Provided  always^  That  the  ac- 

30  cused  shall  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  all  the  examina- 

31  tions  of  witnesses  and  other  proceedings,  whether  held 

32  by   the   commissary,  or   by  the   commissary  and  asses* 

33  sors,  and  to  oflfer  explanations,  or  a  defence  of  the  acts 

34  with  which  he  is  charged :  Aiid  provided  aiao^  That  the 

35  matter  of  such  explanations  or  defence  shall  be  reduced 

36  to  writing  by  the  accused,  and  be   presented  with  the 

37  evidence  to  the  Bishop. 

'  1  Sec.  V.  If  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap- 

2  pear  before  the  commissary,  when  summoned  according  to 

3  Sec.  II.  of  ftiis  Canon,  the  examination  shall  proceed  as 

4  if  he  were  present.     And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or 
6  refuse  to  appear  before  the  commissary  and  assessors  (ex- 

6  cept  for  some  reasonable  cause,  to  be  judged  of  by  them), 

7  when  summoned  according    to  Sec.  IV.  of  this  Canon, 

8  and  no  defence  be  there  made  under  his  authority,  they 

9  shall  declare  him   to  be  in  contumacy,  and  report   the 

10  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  sentence  of  suspension  from  the 

1 1  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  for  contumacy ;  but  the 
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said  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  1 2 
three  calendar  months  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  13 
ready,  and  accordingly  appear  to  take  his  trial  on  the  14 
presentment:  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself  before  15 
the  expiration  of  the  said  three  months,  the  sentence  of  16 
degradation  from  the  ministry  for  contumacy  shall  forth-  1 7 
with  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  publicly  18 
read  in  the  churches.  19 

Sec.  VI.  The  accused,  on  his  first  appearance,  whether  1 

before  the  Bishop  at  the  return  of  the  summoner  previ-  2 

ous  to  the  appointment  of  a  commissary,  or  before  the  3 

commissary,  or  before  the  commissary  and  assessors,  shall  4 

be  called  on  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  6 

the  oflfence  or  offences  charged  against  him.  On  his  6 
neglect  or  refusal  to  answer,  the  plea  of  riot  guilty  shall 

be  entered  for  him.     And  if  he  be  found,  or  confess  him-  8 

self,  guilty  of  the  matters  charged  in  the  presentment,  or  9 

any  of  them,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  the  sentence  10 

according  to  the  Canons ;  but  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  1 1

as  may  be  to  this,  by  whom  the  sentence  according  to  1 4 

the  Canons,  may  be  pronounced :  Provided  always^  That  1 5 

the  Bishop,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  error  or  mal-prac-  16 

tice  in  the  proceedings  of  the  commissary  and  assessors,  17 

or  on  account  of  error  in  their  judgment,  either  in  law  or  18 

fact,  may,  if  he  deems  it  necessary  to  justice,  grant  a  new  19 

trial  to  the  accused ;  in  which  case  new  assessors  shall  20 

be  appointed,  and  the  other  proceedings  be  conducted  as  21 

directed  by  Sec.  4  of  this  Canon.

Sec.  VIL  The  proceedings  in  the  case  being  complete,     1 
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2  according  to  the  requisitions  of  the  Canon,  the  sentence 

3  or  penalty  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  according  to  the 

4  Canon,  shall  be  final. 

1  Sec.  VIII.  Whenever  any  clergyman  of  the  Protestant 

2  Episcopal  Church,  resident  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  ac- 

3  cused  by  public  rumor  of  any  misdemeanor  or  offence 

4  known  to  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Church,  or.  recognized 

5  by  the  law  of  the  land,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  present 

6  a  petition  to  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  in- 

7  ability  to  act,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 

8  demanding  an  inquiry  into  the  truth  of  the  alleged  mis- 

9  demeanor  or  offence.     Upon  receipt  of  the  said  petition, 

10  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Clergyman,  the  Bishop,  or 

1 1  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  forthwith 

12  appoint  a  Court  of  Inquiry,  consisting  of  three  Clergymen 

1 3  and  two  Laymen  of  the  Diocese,  none  of  whom  shall  be 

14  of  kin  to  the  petitioner,  nor  be  at  all  connected  with 

15  the  subject-mater  of  inquiry.     The  said  Court  shall  have 

1 6  power  to  hear  the  statements  and  proofs  to  be  submitted 

17  by  the  petitioner  ;  and  shall  also  have  power  in  their  dis- 

18  cretion,  fully  to  investigate  the  truth  of  the  public  rumor. 

19  After  having  fully  satisfied  their  consciences  in  the 

20  matter,  the  said  Court,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  if 

21  they  find  the  said  public  rumor  unfounded,  shall  have 

22  power  so  to  declare  by  their  judgment  in  writing ;   but 

23  if,  on  the  contrary,  they  find  that  there  is  reasonable 

24  ground  to  presume   that  the  said  public  rumor  is  well 

25  founded,  they  shall  so  declare  by  their  judgment  in  wri- 

26  ting.     In  either  case,  the  return  by  the  Court,  accompa^ 

27  nied  by  all  the  testimony  taken  before  them,  and  the 

28  other  papers  in  the  case,  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop  or 

29  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  be.     And  in 
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the  case  of  a  finding  that  the  public  rumor  is  well  found-  30 

ed,  the  said  Clergyman   shall  .be  forthwith  proceeded  31 

against,  and  put  upon  his  trial  for  the  misdemeanor  or  of-  32 

fence,  in  accordance  ^ith  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Church.  33 

CANON    XVIII. 

Of  the  Proceedings  in  the    Trial  of  a  Layman^  after 
repulsion  hy  the  Minister  from  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  I.  If  any  person  repelled  from  the  Holy  Com-  1 

munion,  according  to   the  rubric,  shall  allege  to  the  2 

Bishop  that  injustice  has  been  done,  or  if,  notwithstand-  3 

ing  he  shall  have  professed  himself  willing  in  truth  and  4 

sincerity  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  expressed  in  5 

the  rubric,  in  order  to  be  restored  to  the  Holy  Com-  6 

munion,  his  repulsion  shall  be  continued,  he  may  present  7 

his  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  the  8 

grounds  thereof,  and  desiring  that  he  may  be  restored  to  9 

the  Communion.  10 

Sec.  II.  Unless  the  Bishop  shall  in  a  summary  manner  1 
direct  him  to  be  restored,  an  inquiry  and  examination  2 
shall  be  made  in  manner  following.  The  notice  given  3 
to  the  Bishop  by  the  Minister  repelling,  shall  stand  in  4 
the  place  of  a  presentment  of  the  party  repelled ;  and  5 
the  proceedings  thereon  shall  be  the  same  as  are  before  6 
provided  in  the  case  of  a  presentment  made  against  a  7 
Clergyman,  not  being  a  Bishop,  after  the  report  of  the  8 
commissary,  except  that  besides  the  Clerical  assessors,  9 
the  Bishop  shall  nominate  twelve  laymen  of  this  Diocese^  10 
of  whom  the  accused  may  choose  four,  or  in  case  of  his  1 1 
neglect  or  refusal,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  1 2 
four,  and  the  four  persons  so  chosen  or  appointed,  with  13 
24 
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14  the  four  Clerical  assessors,  to  be  chosen  or  appointed  as 

15  aforesaid,  having  added  one  layman  to  their  number, 

16  shall  be  the  assessors,  and  proceed  to  the  trial  in  like 

17  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  a  Clergyman,  not 

18  being  a  Bishop. 

1  Sec.  III.  They,  or  a  majority  of  them,  having  heard 

2  and  deliberately  considered  the  allegations  and  testimony 

3  on  either  side,  shall  declare  in  vrriting  their  judgment, 

4  whether  the  party  presented  has  been  rightfully  repelled, 

5  according  to  the  rubric,  or  not ;  and  whether  his  repnl- 

6  sion  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  continued;  and  shall 

7  forthwith  report   their  judgment  to   the   Bishop;  and 

8  unless  the  Bishop  shall  see  cause  to  order  a  re-hearing  of 

9  the  case  by  the  assessors,  or,  if  desired  by  the  party  re* 

10  pelled,  by  other  assessors  to  be  nominated  and  chosen, 

11  or  appointed  in  manner  aforesaid,  he  shall  communicate 

12  the  judgment  to  the  minister  repelling,  and  to  the  party 

1 3  repelled,  which  shall  be  final  and  conclusive :  Provided^ 

14  That  if  the  judgment  shall  direct  a  further  continuance 

15  of  the  repulsion,  it  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to  all 

1 6  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  the  rubric. 

CANON    XIX. 

Of  taking  the  Depositions  of  Witnesses. 

1  If,  in  any  case,  either  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a 

2  Bishop,  or  of  a  Layman,  the  testimony  of  witnesses  shall 

3  be  requisite,  whose  attendance  before  the  commissary  or 

4  at  the  trial,  cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  be 

5  procured,  their  depositions  shall  be  taken  and  reduced 

6  to  writing,  upon  such  notice  to  the  party  presenting  or 

7  party  accused,  and  under  such  other  regulations  as  the 
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Bishop  shall  prescribe,  and  shall,  when  taken  in  con-  8 
formity,  be  read  in  evidence,  with  the  same  eflFect  as  if  9 
taken  by  the  commissary,  or  at  the  trial.  10 

CANON    XX. 

Of  Persons  against  whom  Presentments  are  made^  not  to 
be  founds  or  removed  ;  and  of  the  service  of  Notices  or 
Citations. 

Sec.  I.  If  a  presentment  be  duly  made  against  a  1 
Clergyman,  not  a  Bishop,  and  after  reasonable  diligence  2 
he  cannot  be  found  in  this  Diocese,  or  has  removed  from  3 
it,  and  notice  of  the  presentment  cannot  on  that  account  4 
be  served  on  him,  and  return  be  made  accordingly  by  5 
the  summoner,  in  such  case,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  6 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  ha\ing  considered  the  char-  7 
acter  of  the  accusation,  and  the  probability  of  its  truth,  8 
may  suspend  the  accused  from  the  exercise  of  all  his  9 
ministerial  functions.

Every  notice  or  citation  to  either  party,  re-  1 

quired  in  consequence  of  a  presentment,  shall  be  directed  2 

to  the  summoner  appointed  for  the  occasion,  according  3 

to  the  Canons  respectively ;  and  return  thereof  shall  be  6 

made  thereon  in  writing ;  and  the  leaving  a  copy  at  the  5 

last  place  of  abode  of  the  person  to  be  cited,  or  deliver-  6 

ing  it  to  him  in  person,  shall  be  deemed  good  service  7 

thereof.  8 
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CANON    XXI. 

Of  Penalties, 

» 

1  Sec.  I.  If  any  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  not  a  Bishop, 

2  shall  be  guilty  of  crime  or  of  misdemeanor,  by  violation 

3  of  the  Canons,  or  otherwise,  and  shall  thereof  be  duly 

4  convicted,  or  shall  confess  himself  guilty,  he  shall  be  ad- 

5  monished  by  the  Bishop,  or  suspended  from  the  ministry,

always^  and  in  all  cases  of  repulsion  from  the  Holy  Com-  12 
munion,  that  if  the  person  repelled  be  visited  with  ex-  13 
treme  or  mortal  sickness,  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  if  14 
satisfied  that  he  is  truly  penitent,  but  not  otherwise,  may  1 5 
administer  the  Holy  Comunion  or  authorize  it  to  be  ad-  16 
ministered  to  him  before  his  death,  though  the  term  of  17 
repulsion  be  not  expired,  18 

Sec.  VI.  In  everycaseofdegradationfrom  the  ministry,  1 

the  Bishop  who  pronounces  sentence  shall,  in  addition  to  3 

the  provision  of  the  general  Canons,  without  delay,  cause  4 

the  sentence  of  degradation  to  be  published  from  every  6 

pulpit  in  this  Diocese,  where  there  may  be  an  officiating  5 

Minister.  6

FORM  OF  CHARTER  OF  INCORPORATION. 


Whereas,  The  following  named  persons,  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth,  viz : 

hare,  together  with  other  citizens,  associated  for  the 
purpose  of  worshipping  Almighty  God,  according  to  the 
faith  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  United  States  of  America ;  and  have  for  that 
purpose  formed  a  congregation  at 
in  and  are  now  desirous  to  be 

incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions  ol  the  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  confer  on  certain  associations  of  the  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth,  the  powers  and  immunities  of  cor- 
porations or  bodies  politic  in  law,  and  the  supplements 
thereto."  They  therefore  declare  the  following  to  be  the 
objects,  articles,  and  conditions  of  their  said  Association, 
agreeably  to  which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated,  viz  : 
Firsts  That  the  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be, 
"  The  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of 

Second^  This  Church  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a 
member  of,  and  to  belong  to,  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Chxurch  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
As  such,  it  accedes  to,  recognizes  and  adopts  the  Con- 
stitution, Canons,  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accord- 
ingly. 

Any  member  of  this  Church,  or  Corporation,  who  shall 
disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  said  authority,  shall

cease  to  be  a  member  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  not 
be  elected,  ot  vote  in  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  or  ex- 
ercise any  office  or  function  in,  concerning,  or  connected 
with,  the  said  Church  or  Corporation, 

Thirds  The  rents  and  revenues  of  this  Corporation 
shall  be,  from  time  to  time,  applied  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  Rector,  minis  ters,  and  officers  of  said 
Church,  and  in  the  erection  and  necessary  repairs  of  the 
church,  church-yard,  parsonage  house,  and  other  houses 
which  now  do  or  hereafter  shall  belong  to  the  said  Cor- 
poration, and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Provided^  That  all  the  property  of  the^  said  Corpora- 
tion shall  be  taken,  held,  and  enure,  subject  to  the  con- 
trol and  disposition  of  the  vestry  of  the  same ;  and  pro- 
vided that  the  clear  annual  value  or  income  of  the  real 
and  personal  estate  held  by  the  said  Corporation,  shall 
not  at  any  time  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

Fourth.  The  Hector  of  this  Church  shall  be  elected 
by  the  church-wardens  and  vestrymen  in  such  manner 
as  the  statutes  and  by-laws  shall  ordain.  The  vestry  of 
said  Church  shall  consist  of  ^persons,  lay  members 
of  the  said  Church,  and  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others  be 
chosen,  and  the  election  of  whom  shall  be  made  every 
year,  on  Easter  Monday,  by  a  majority  of  such  mem- 
bers of  the  said  Church  cw  shall  appear  hy  the  vestry  hoolcs 
to  have  paid  two  successive  years  immediately  preceding 
the  time  of  such  election  for  a  peio  or  sitting  in  said 
Churchy  or  {in  case  of  a  free  church\  tcho  shall  be  recog- 
nized hy  the  Rector  and  Wardens  thereof  as  tisvul  at- 
tendants upon  the  services  of  the  same^  and  contribiUora  to 
the  said  Church  for  one  year. 

•Not  less  thanstx. 
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Provided,  That  until  the  next  Easter  Monday  after 
the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  this  charter, 
members  of  said  Church  who  shall  in  any  way  have 
contributed  to  the  erection  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  Rector  or  ministers  thereof,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  election  of  vestrymen ;  and  provided,  that 
in  case  of  the  failure  to  elect  vestrymen  on  that  day,  the 
corporation  shall  not  on  that  account  be  dissolved ;  but 
the  election  shall  be  holden  on  some  other  day,  in  such 
manner  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe  ;  and  any  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  vestry  shall  be  supplied  by  the  re- 
maining members  thereof.  At  the  meeting  of  the  ves- 
try, the  Sector,  if  present,  may  preside,  and  in  all 
matters  except  such  as  concern  the  property  of  the 
Corporation,  shall  be  entitled,  in  common  with  the 
several  members  of  the  vestry,  to  one  vote. 

Fifth,  No  person  shall  be  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister 
of  this  Church,  unless  he  shall  have  had  Episcoplal  Ordi- 
nation, and  unless  he  be  in  full  standing  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
in  the  United  States,  and  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Sixth,  The  said  vestry  shall  have  full  power  to  choose 
their  own  officers ;  and  they  shall  annually  at  the  &rit 
meeting  after  their  election,  choose  one  of  their  own 
number  to  be  one  church-warden,  and  the  Rector  for 
the  time  being  shall  elect  another  of  the  said  vestrymen 
to  be  the  other  church-warden  of  the  said  Church.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Rector  at  the  time  of 
the  election,  the  other  church-warden  shall  also  be 
chosen  by  the  vestry,  to  remain  until  the  election  of  a 
25 
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Rector,  or  a  new  election  of  the  vestry,  and  during  such 
vacancy,  all  the  powers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  ex- 
ercised by  the  vestry,  as  fully  and  entirely  as  if  no  such 
vacancy  had  occurred :  Provided  always^  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  church-wardens  and  vestrjmen 
to  elect  another  Rector  to  supply  the  Vacancy  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be. 

Seventh^  This  charter  may  be  amended  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  that  is  to  say. :  Any  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  submitted  to  a  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
vestry,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole  of  the  members  thereof,  the  same  shall  be 
submitted  to  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion, who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  vestrymen,  and  if  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  persons  present  at  such  meet- 
ing, the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  Convention, 
and  if  it  be  approved,  shall  be,  and  form  part  of  the  char- 
ter, upon  the  subsequent  confirmation  thereof ,  by  the  court 
which  granted  the  original  charter,  or  other  competent 
authority. 

Eighth^  In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, all  the  property  of  the  same  shall  vest  in  trustees, 
in  trust,  to  hold  and  convey  the  same  to,  and  for,  any 
future  congregation  of  members  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood, and  to  and  for  no  other  purpose ;  and  the  said 
trustees  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  proper  court  on  the  application  of  an 
interested  party. 

Ninths  The  following  named  persons  shall  be  the 
church-wardens  and  vestrymen,  to  continue  in  office  until 
the  election  on  Easter  Monday  next,  and  until  others  be 
chosen,  viz:

WORK  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  work  in  which  the  Board  is  engaged  has  been  a  work  of  faith, 
and  love  and  patience.  Its  design  is  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  to  the  waste  and  neglected  places  of  our  Dio- 
cese. In  many  counties  of  our  State  but  meagre  provision  is  made 
for  needy  and  famishing  souls,  and  it  is  our  desire  to  furnish  them 
with  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Master.  During  the  past  year  the 
Board  has  not  been  without  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor  and  blessing. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Reports  of  several  of  our  mission- 
aries will  show  that,  so  far  as  their  work  is  concerned,  we  have  rea- 
son to  thank  God  and  take  courage : 

Extract  from  the  report  of  our  Missionary  at  Oxford  and  Xew 
,  London,  November  2d,  1870  : 

''During  the  last  three  months  I  have  continued  uninterruptedly  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duties.  Our  services  have  been  resumed  in  the  Hall 
at  Oxford,  and  with  considerable  encouragement.  You  will  perceive  the 
importance  of  holding  this  point,  when  I  mention  that  I  have  thus  far 
succeeded  in  finding  twenty-nine  persons  here,  or  in  the  vicinity,  who 
have  been  confirmed  in  our  Church.  I  must  also  remind  you  that  at  the 
University  for  colored  young  men,  three  and  a  half  miles  distant,  there 
are  from  six  to  nine  communicants,  and  others  who  prefer  our  services. 
Among  these  young  men  are  several  of  good  promise,  and  four  (I  think) 
who  design  to  enter  the  ministry." 

Extract  from  the  Beport  of  the  Missionary  at  Pleasant  Mount, 
Wayne  county : 

''  I  think  some  importance  may  be  attached  to  the  mission  started  five 
miles  north  of  this  village,  where  the  services  of  our  Church  have 
never  been  heard  before,  and  where  there  had  been  services  of  no  kind 
for  twelve  months.  I  have  held  six  Sunday  afternoon  services,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  sixty-nine.  At  the  last  one  held,  one  hundred  and 
ten  persons  were  present,  showing  an  increased  interest." 
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The  Missionary  at  Mahanoy  City  reports  starting  an  encouraging 
mission  at  Shenandoah,  a  growing  mining  town,  five  miles  from  Ma- 
hanoy City. 

Extract  from  a  report  of  the  Missionary  at  Green  Ridge : 

**  Since  my  last  report,  there  have  been  the  regular  Sunday  servioes 
here,  both  morning  and  evening,  with  a  gratifying  and  encouraging  in- 
crease from  Sunday  to  Sunday  in  attendance.  The  Sunday  school 
also  appears  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  promising  well  for  the  futura 
of  the  Church." 

The  Missionary  at  Hamlinton,  Wayne  county,  is  most  abundant 
in  labors,  sustaining  services  at  seven  stations,  holding  three  services 
every  Sunday  and  traveling  from  16  to  22  miles. 

Extract  from  report  of  Missionary  at  Doylestown,  March  18th, 
1871: 

"Since  my  last  report  the  Church  improvements  at  Doylestown  have 
been  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  $8,000,  over  two-thirds  of  which  have 
been  paid.  The  parish  is  gradually  growing,  both  in  numerical  strength 
and  pecuniary  ability,  and  I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  remote  when  it  will 
be  able  to  stand  alone." 

Extract  from  report  of  the  Missionary  at  Mansfield  : 

''Our  new  Church  building  was  finished  and  opened  for  Divine  wor- 
ship on  the  2l8t  of  December  last.  It  is  a  neat  gothic,  wood  edifice,  cost- 
ing over  $4,000,  seating  about  two  hundred  and  forty  persons.  Since  it 
was  opened  there  has  been  a  very  gratifying  attendance.  The  erection 
of  this  beautiful  little  Church  has  been  a  work  of  long  waiting,  toil  and 
patience." 

This  Church  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  in  AprU,  at  which 
time  he  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty  candidates,  among  whom  were 
some  of  the  leading  and  influential  citizens  of  the  place. 

The  Church  and  parsonage  at  Tioga  were  destroyed  by  fire,  but 
with  an  energy  worthy  of  commendation,  the  people  have  built  a  new 
Church. 

The  Missionary  at  Coateeville  has  erected  a  chapel  and  is  doing  a 
good  work. 

At  Chambersburg  a  Church  is  nearly  ready  for  consecration,  and 
the  young  parish  is  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  encouraging  condition  of  affairs 
at  Ashley,  Luzerne  county,  where  a  new  Church  has  been  built,  and 
a  good  work  is  being  done  by  the  Missionary.

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The  Missionary  at  Hulmeville  reports  : 

''Services  are  held  every  Sunday  momiDg  in  Grace  Church  in  this 
place,  and  every  afternoon  at  one  or  other  of  the  three  mission  stations. 
We  have  an  adult  or  congregational  Bible  class  every  Sunday  evening 
with  an  average  attendance  of  about  forty-five.  During  November  and 
December  we  had  a  peculiarly  interesting  time,  and  twenty-two  joined 
our  Church." 

From  these,  extracts  of  Missionary  Reports,  it  will  be  seen  that  in 
the  field  which  we  occupy,  there  is  abundant  encouragement  to  in- 
cite us  to  our  duty.  The  Board  has  in  its  employment  men  of  faith 
and  zeal,  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and 
His  Gospel.  Their  fidelity  and  self-denial  have  commended  them  to 
our  approval.  We  cannot  doubt  that  their  labors  have  redounded 
to  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  salvation  of  men.  Their  reports  tell  of 
new  missions  started  and  Sunday  schools  formed.  They  tell  of  the 
sustaining  of  our  Church's  services  to  the  comfort  of  many  of  her 
scattered  children.  They  tell  of  the  instruction  of  the  young  in  the 
fear  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  They  tell  of  the  building  of  new 
Churches.  What  are  we  doing  to  support  and  multiply  the  number  of 
the  laborers  in  this  our  vineyard  ?  Alas,  here  is  where  the  Board  feels 
discouraged  as  its  Annual  Report  is  presented.  We  are  compelled 
to  announce  the  mortifying  fact,  that  instead  of  receiving  an  in- 
crease of  funds  to  carry  on  our  work,  there  has  been  a  decrease. 
By  the  Treasurer's  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  this  year  we  received 
about  $1,000  less  than  we  received  last  year.  Let  the  simple,  un- 
varnished story  of  missionary  toil,  and  fidelity  and  suffering  under- 
gone in  this  Diocese  be  told  in  tlie  ears  of  Cliristians,  and  surely 
their  hearts  will  be  stirred  with  sympathy  and  aroused  to  a  generous 
liberality. 

One  of  our  clergy  looking  upon  a  needy  field  in  which  to  plant  a 
new  station,  and  then  upon  the  small  encouragement  offered  to  en- 
gage in  the  effort  writes,  *■'•  Alas  I  how  unprovided  with  means  our 
poor  Church  is  for  this  kind  of  work.  I  ask  and  receive  not — I  go 
in  person  and  am  told  to  stay  at  my  post.  I  stay  and  work  on,  and 
am  unable  to  pay  my  debts  without  humiliating  begging— but  this  is 
my  cross  perhaps.  His  will  be  done  whose  kingdom  come,  is  our 
most  frequent  prayer." 

The  Board  earnestly  prays  that  there  may  be  an  enlarged  spirit  of 
liberality  in  the  behalf  of  its  work  for  the  coming  year.

Being  in  Dea- 
con's orders,  the  Bishop  has  appointed  the  23d  inst.  for  my 
ordination  and  institution  into  the  rectorship  of  the  Church. 
There  is  every  encouragement  to  believe  the  parish  has  enter- 
ed upon  a  new  career  of  Church  life  and  Church  work.  The 
people  are  making  generous  provision  for  my  support  and 
comfort.*  All  congregational  and  temporal  matters  give 
token  of  prosperity.  A  class  of  28  is  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion for  confirmation  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bishop's  visit  so 
soon  to  transpire. 

The  large  demands  upon  the  parish  for  its  own  needs,  have 
caused  some  delinquency  for  the  present,  in  collections  for 
general  purposes,  which  we  hope  to  avoid  in  the  future.  The 
seats  in  this  Church  are  all  free^  and  it  is  sustained  by  the 
Toluntary  oflFerings  of  the  members  of  the  parisL

This  report  covers  the  time  during  which  I  have  had  charge 
of  the  Parish,  viz.:  from  the  8th  of  October,  1870.  The  new 
Church  has  been  finished,  and  was  occupied  on  Easter  Sunday 
for  the  first  time.  It  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
Church  edifices  in  this  part  of  the  State.  It  is  completely 
furnished  with  carpets,  cushions,  a  new  and  beautiful  font  of 
Caen  stone,  and  chancel  furniture  of  an  appropriate  ecclesias- 
tical pattern — the  last  being  the  gift  of  Samuel  Beynolds,  Esq. 
of  Lancaster.  The  old  organ  has  been  repaired,  and  adorned 
with  a  new  front.    Two  memorial  windows,  of  the  best  class

In  June  last  a  Festival  and  Fair  was  held  by  the  ladies,  to 
raise  funds  for  the  Mission  It  resulted  in  a  net  gaia 
of  f  806,  which  has  been  safely  invested  to  aid  in  the  erection 
of  a  Church  edifice.  In  addition,  a  gentleman  of  the  town 
not  connected  with  the  Church,  has  offered  us  a  valuable  lot  of 
ground,  or  the  means  to  purchase  one,  as  may  be  preferred  by 
US,  as  a  site  for  a  Church.  An  effort  is  now  making  to  have 
this  properly  secured.

The  Chapel  was  finished  last  July,  and  is  nearly  clear  of 
debt:  a  modest,  inexpensive  and  convenient  building,  it  has 
added  much  to  the  convenience  and  stability  of  the  congre- 
gation.

Chambersburg. 

As  intimated  in  my  last  Beport,  that  the  great  hindrance  to 
the  rapid  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  place  was  the  absence 
of  any  suitable  Church  building,  our  present  hall  being  unattrac- 
tive, the  year  past  has  been  devoted  mostly  to  the  solicitation  of 
funds  and  the  erection  of  a  Church.  The  purchase,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, of  a  parsonage  and  lot  was  necessary,  to  give  the  Church 
and  Missionary  a  local  habitation — the  cost  of  which  was 
$7500.  This  has  proved  a  good  investment,  the  estimated 
value  at  the  present  time  being  over  $9000.  On  the  6th  of 
July  last  the  corner-stone  of  a  neat  stone  Gothic  Church 
was  laid.  The  services  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  M.  A. 
De Wolfe  Howe,  D.  D.,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  a  large  attendance  of  the  Clergy  from  other  portions  of  the 
Diocese.  The  meeting  of  the  South  Central  Convocation  at 
the  same  time,  in  Chambersburg,  added  much  interest  to  the 
services. 

The  work  is  being  prosecuted  with  vigor,  and  it  is  now 
earnestly  hoped  the  Church  will  be  completed  by  July  next, 
as  its  consecration  is  dependent  upon  its  being  free  from  debt. 
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The  Rector  is  especially  desirous  that  no  effort  shall  be  spared 
to  accomplish  this  object. 

The  generosity  of  the  Churches  in  Philadelphia  has  been 
already  nobly  illustrated  by  the  large  gifts  of  the  past  year,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  above  report — over  $9555  has  been  col- 
lected outside  of  this  Parish.  A  large  part  of  this  sum  has 
come  from  the  Churches  in  Philadelphia,  our  brethren  in 
New  York  have  also  contributed.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
building  will  seat  comfortably  320  persons;  it  is  62  x  41fl., 
is  built  of  limestone,  and  trimmed  with  Hummelstown  sand- 
stone. The  Rector  hereby  desires  to  make  especial  acknowl- 
edgments to  the  ladies'  Sewing  Society  of  St.  Andrew's,  and 
lately  from  the  Sewing  Society  of  St.  James'  Church,  for  their 
liberal  contributions  to  the  comfort  of  the  Missionary  and  his 
family. 

Gettysbubg. 

No  progress  has  yet  been  made  towards  securing  a  Clergy- 
man for  this  important  place.  More  frequent  services  have 
been  held  during  the  past  year,  always  with  good  attendance. 
The  thanks  of  the  Church  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clerc, 
Messrs.  Fischer,  Douglass,  if  ock,  Cathell,  and  others  for  effi- 
cient aid. 

Shippensbubo. 

I  am  in  frequent  communication  with  persons  resident  in 
this  town.  It  is  hoped  that  before  another  year  a  settled  Mis- 
sionary will  be  established  in  this  place— already  $300  have 
been  subscribed.  An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  increase 
this  to  $500,  which,  with  the  missionary  stipend,  will  enable 
them  to  procure  a  Minister. 

Mechanicsbubg. 

B^ular  services  by  members  of  the  South  Central  Convo- 
cation are  being  maintained  in  this  place  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Sundays  in  each  month.  The  attendance  in  the  morn- 
ing is  usually  50 ;  in  the  afternoon  over  200.  The  prospect  is 
exceedingly  encouraging. 
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Mont  Alto. 

This  place  is  still  without  services.  The  handsome  stone 
Church  is  every  Sunday  filled  with  Sunday  School  children, 
maintained  by  all  denominations.  Much  is  due  to  Col.Wiest- 
lingj  the  Superintendent  of  the  Iron  Works,  and  to  Mr. 
Hughes,  through  whose  efforts  the  Chapel  was  buUt.

The  Vestry  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  selling  at  a  suitable 
price,  the  Church  building  which  is  very  much  injured  by 
the  extension  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  R.  R.    Until  such  sale  is 
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effected,  or  in  some  way  a  new  edifice  built,  the  Church  can 
never  do  her  work  in  this  growing  town.  The  present  Rector 
has  been  led,  from  illness  in  his  family  the  last  twelvemonth, 
to  resign  the  Parish,  and  expects  to  remove  to  Minnesota. 

During  the  eight  and  a  half  years  of  his  rectorship,  he  has 
received  a  succession  of  kindnesses  from  an  affectionate  people. 
Also,  with  much  undone,  he  can  still  see  signs  of  unmistak- 
able progress.  The  communicants  have  increased  in  number 
from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  twenty.  From  a  Missionary 
station  the  congregation  has  passed  into  a  self-supporting 
parish,  able  to  help  others.  The  first  year  the  Vestry  gave 
their  Rector  800  dollars  for  a  salary;  this  increased,  until  the 
last  year  he  received  from  them  1300  dollars.  The  attendance 
on  public  worship  has  quadrupled.  A  successful  parish  day- 
school  was  maintained  for  2J  years,  until  the  Railroad,  close 
by,  destroyed  it. 

During  four  months  of  the  past  year,  Sunday  afternoon 
services  have  been  held  in  North  Pittston,  -in  a  school  house, 
by  the  Rector,  with  an  attendance  of  from  80  to  50  persons. 
The  Tuesday  evening  services  at  Tunkhannock  have  been  con- 
tinued during  the  year,  a  parish  organized,  and  they  in  a  fair 
way  to  have  a  parish  Church  there.  In  our  own  parish,  this 
last  year,  a  "  Brotherhood  "  of  the  young  men  has  been  con- 
tinued, with  a  Reading-room  opened  during  the  winter  months. 
The  Brotherhood  has  a  membership  of  twenty  men,  meets 
weekly  with  an  average  attendance  of  twelve  members,  anl 
has  been  very  useful  in  stimulating  Christian  life,  and  cement- 
ing Christian  friend]^ess.

Upon  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  H.  Millett, 
I  was  unanimously  requested  to  resume  the  charge  of  'this 
parish,  and  have  since  given  to  it  such  personal  attention 
as  is  possible,  with  the  duties  devolving  upon  me  in  con- 
nection with  the  parishes  at  Mauch  Chunk  and  Summit  Hill.

As  appears  by  record,  the  first  Church  service  held  in  what 
is  now  the  Borough  of  Ashley,  then  Coalville,  was  on  the  first 
of  May,  1870.  This  was  in  a  school  house,  by  Eev.  John 
Long,  then  Missionary  at  large,  in  Luzerne  county.  After 
service,  Messrs.  Dr.  E.  L.  Diffenderfer  and  L.  Kind,  J.  Y. 
Bossert  and  W.  H.  Litzenberg,  were  appointed  tf  committee 
to  confer  with  Mrs.  Charles  Parrish,  of  Wilkes  Barre,  solicit- 
ing her  aid  in  erecting  a  Church  for  the  Mission.  This  was 
so  largely  given  at  once,  that  contract  was  immediately  made 
with  a  builder  for  erecting  a  Church. 

Deserved  mention  should  here  be  made  of  the  Donation  of 
two  valuable  lots,  104  x  300,  by  Mr.  Timpson,  President  of 
the  Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  Coal  Company,  one  for  a  Church 
and  the  other  for  a  Eectory.  This  gift  was  proffered  four 
years  ago  by  Mr.  Timpson,  but  was  declined.  The  same  in- 
ducement was  then  made  to  the  Presbyterians,  and  was  im- 
mediately accepted,  and  also  the  Methodists  readily  became 
recipients  of  a  similar  favor.  They  built  large  Churches,  and 
soon  obtained  overflowing  congregations,  "  taking  the  tide  at 
the  flow.''     "  The  Church,"  as  usual,  came  in  at  the  ebb. 

The  corner  stone  was  laid  the  14th  of  August,  1870,  by 
Bishop  Stevens. 

The  present  incumbent  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to 
the  Mission,  Jsmuary  1st,  1871.  The  Church  was  then  in  a 
half-finished  condition,  and  every  prospect  dark.  I  found 
four  communicants,  one  male,  three  female,  and  a  state  of 
things  which  it  would  not  be  edifying,  if  it  were  possible,  to 
describe.  The  Sunday  School  then  numbered  24.  It  now 
numbers  140.  We  have  a  beautiful  wooden  structure,  capable 
of  seating  200  persons.  Basement  and  gallery,  spire  and  bell, 
vestry  room,  study,  etc.  The  chancel  furniture  was  presented 
by  Bishop  Stevens,  and  the  bell  by  Mrs.  Charles  Parrish, 
Wilkes  Barre.  The  chancel  window,  first  class  quality,  em- 
blematical design,  was  presented  by  Major  Charles  M.  Con- 
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yngham.  The  Parish  of  St.  Stephen,  Wilkes  Barre,  aided  the 
Mission  to  the  amount  of  more  than  $2000.  The  Church  was 
consecrated  on  the  2l8t  of  April,  1871,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm. 
Bacon  Stevens,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

It  is  only  justice  to  record  here,  that  the  Parish  of  St.  John's, 
Ashley,  would  not  exist  to-day,  but  for  the  liberality  of  St. 
Stephen's  Parish,  Wilkes  Barre.

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This  parish  has  been  quietly  and  steadily  doing  its  ap- 
pointed work  during  the  past  year.  Six  services  have  been 
held  in  the  Church  every  Lord's  day  during  the  winter,  at 
four  of  which  all  the  seats  are  free.  At  most  of  them  the 
attendance  had  been  as  large  as  the  building  would  permit. 
Through  the  kindness  of  some  of  the  neighboring  clergy,  an 
instructive  course  of  sermons  on  the  Distinctive  Principles 
of  the  Church  was  preached  on  successive  Sunday  evenings 
to  large  congregations  composed  mostly  of  persons  not  mem- 
bers of  our  communion. 

It  is  due  to  the  many  members  of  the  Parish,  who  have  so 
earnestly  assisted  the  clergy  in  every  good  work,  to  say  that 
its  success,  under  God,  is  the  result  of  their  untiring  devotion. 
During  the  past  winter,  through  the  zealous  efforts  of  some 
of  the  young  men,  a  Working-Men's  Club  and  Institute, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  clergy,  has  been  successfully 
established.  Its  object  is  to  preserve  those  for  whom  it  is 
designed  from  the  temptations  which  are  daily  presented  in  a 
great  city,  to  provide  innocent  recreation  and  instruction  for 
their  leisure  hours,  and  to  surround  them  with  influences 
which  will  conduce  to  their  eternal  good.  In  connection  with 
it  there  is  a  good  library,  well  furnished  reading  and  recrea- 
tion rooms,  open  every  evening  but  Sunday ;  a  night-school ; 
a  Bible  class ;  and  a  literary  or  musical  entertainment  given 
every  fortnight  for  the  families  of  the  members.  Already 
one  hundred  and  fifty  working-men  have  availed  themselves 
of  its  privileges ;  and  it  promises  to  be  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  other  useful  parochial  organizations.

On  Saturday,  the  7th  day  of  May  of  last  year,  the  corner 
stone  of  the  Chapel  above  referred  to,  and  which  is  located 
at  Crescentville,  Philadelphia,  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese ;  and,  on  Sunday,  the  20th  of  the  following  November, 
the  building,  having  been  entirely  finished,  furnished,  and 
paid  for,  was  by  him  consecrated.  Ever  since  then,  with  one 
exception,  there  has  been  Divine  Service  in  it  on  the  Lord's 
day,  either  in  the  afternoon  or  evening.  On  almost  every 
occasion  the  attendance  has  been  encouraging.  The  Chapel  ia 
an  unusually  well-built  structure ;  and  as  to  appearance  and 
convenience,  will  compare  favorably  with  most  of  -our  sub- 
urban Churches.  The  seats  are  all  free ;  the  current  necessary 
expenses  (which  are  only  those  of  heating,  lighting,  and 
taking  care  of  the  building),  being  provided  for  by  collections. 

During  the  past  year,  the  grounds  of  the  Church  have  been 
greatly  improved  by  the  erection,  at  a  cost  of  between  six  and 
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seven  hundred  dollars,  of  a  very  beautiful  fence  of  granite  and 
iron,  along  the  western  side  of  the  Church  yard.  For  this  most 
ornamental  as  well  as  substatial  improvement,  the  Parish  is 
indebted  to  one  of  its  female  members,  Mrs.  John  Lardner. 
Counting  the  amount  expended  on  this,  the  total  of  our  con- 
tributions for  the  year  exceeds  $7,500.

n^lectcd  and  abandoned  portion  of  our  great  city.  It  is  but 
simple  justice  to  refer  with  pleasure  to  his  fidelity,  conscien- 
tiousness, and  wise  administration,  in  carrying  out  the  work 
of  both  the  Church  of  the  Crucifixion  and  the  Home  for  the 
Homeless,  and  since  his  resignation  they  have  endeavored  to 
secure  a  successor,  though  so  far  without  success.  This  failure, 
however,  has  not  interfered  with  any  of  the  public  services, 
as  they  have  all  been  regularly  carried  on,  including  those  of 
the  Sunday  School,  and  the  special  service  at  the  Home  for 
the  Homeless,  on  Sunday  evenings,  which  last  is  conducted  by 
four  members  of  the  Vestry  alternately. 

The  Home  for  the  Homeless,  one  of  the  many  agencies 
employed  by  the  Church  of  the  Crucifixion  for  ameliorating 
the  condition  of  the  large  class  of  degraded  persons  living 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Parish,  has  continued  in  an  unosten- 
tatioas  noanner,  to  carry  out  the  special  object  of  its  establish- 
ment, viz. :  to  furnish  a  temporary  home  for  destitute  females 
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until  permanent  homes  or  situations  can  be  procured  for  tbem. 

The  dinner  for  invalids^  to  which  reference  was  made  in 
last  year's  report,  has  proven  itself  to  be  one  of  the  cheapest, 
and  yet  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  most  useful  agencies  ever 
devised  to  assist  the  worthy  poor,  saving  as  it  did,  in  the 
opinion  of  physicians,  the  lives  of  not  a  iew  who  were  stricken 
down  by  the  relapsing  fever,  which  raged  so  fearfully  last 
summer  in  the  Parish.  One  physician,  whose  patients  enjoyed 
its  benefits,  says: 

*^In  no  form  can  charity  be  more  admirably  exhibited. 
The  constitutions  of  the  poor  are  usually  enfeebled  by 
hereditary  disease,  or  by  want  and  irregularity  of  life;  and 
when  they  are  attacked  by  disease  require  from  the  outset  a 
full  supply  of  the  strongest  nourishment ;  and  I  have  oflen 
felt  the  mockery  of  giving  tonics  to  create  an  appetite  when 
there  was  no  means  of  gratifying  it  when  created.  Even 
when  poverty  is  not  so  extreme,  the  ignorance  and  apathy  of 
attendants  keep  them  from  bestowing  the  care  necessary  in 
preparing  food  for  the  sick.  Full  and  proper  diet  is  more 
necessary  for  these  miserable  ones  than  medicine;  and  your  in- 
stitution of  more  use  than  a  dispensary ^^

Under  the  appointment  of  the  City  Missions  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,"  I  secured  an  upper  room 
at  the  N.  W.  cor.  of  Norris  and  Camac  streets,  and  preached 
the  first  sermon  on  Sunday  morning,  Nov.  20th,  the  Bev. 
Samuel  Durborow,  Supt.  of  City  Missions,  and  the  Eev.  Bich- 
ardson  Graham,  taking  part  in  the  services. 

This  portion  of  the  City  had  previously  been  canvassed  un- 
der the  directions  of  the  City  Missions,  from  10th  street  on

The  Schuylkill  and  Lehigh  Convocation  have  given  $75 
towards  my  missionary  expenses,  with  horse  and  carriage,  &c. 
between  Frackville  and  Mt.  Carmel. 

I  furnished  my  own  horse  and  vehicle,  costing,  in  1867, 
$300.  The  annual  keeping  of  a  horse  here  is  usually  about 
that  figure.  These  three  years  past  might  easily  make  $1000 
expended  by  me  in  this  missionary  service.  The  Diocesan 
Board  in  January  appropriated  $100  in  recognition  of  the 
same,  for  which  this  acknowledgment  is  gratefully  ren- 
dered.

consecration  of  the  edifice  on  the  4th  of  September  last.  But 
along  with  the  progress  of  that  enterprise,  the  making  some- 
thing of  St.  John's,  Ashland,  and  the  extension  of  our  Church 
ministrations  to  Mt.  Carmel  on  the  west,  and  to  the  head  of 
Mahanoy  Plane  on  the  east,  have  been  unremitted. 

In  October  last,  by  your  permission,  the  services  of  a  Dea- 
con, Rev.  P.  P.  Reese,  were  secured  for  Centralia;  and  to  him, 
Irom  November  1st,  I  voluntarily  relinquished  my  entire  sup 
port  thence  derived,  though  consenting  to  continue  Rector 
while  I  am  needed  to  administer  monthly  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion there. 

The  troubles  in  the  coal  region  have  somewhat  involved 
me,  but  it  rejoices  me  beyond  expression  to  know  that  our 
two  Church  bells  answered  each  other  across  Locust  Mountain 
every  Lord's  day,  one  of  them  the  only  summons  to  Divine 
worship  in  all  Southern  Columbia  County.  And  at  four 
several  points  our  light  has  shone  where  previously  un- 
known.

I  have  not  included  in  the  present 
number  of  communicants  15  of  the  class  confirmed,  who  were 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  on  the  first  Sunday  in  May, 
but  not  in  time  for  this  report. 

As  we  have  now  completed  our  new  Church,  and  as  this 
will  be  my  last  report  as  a  member  of  this  Diocese,  it  may  be 
well  to  state  briefly  the  work  which  has  been  done.  Five 
years  ago  the  present  missionary  commenced  his  labors  in  this 
small  place,  no  parish  being  as  yet  organized,  with  eight  fami- 
lies and  ten  communicants.  I  have  baptized  66  persons,  82 
infants  and  34  adults,  and  presented  55  for  confirmation.  Ad- 
mitted to  Holy  Communion  51,  received  9  from  other  parishes, 
8  have  removed  and  3  entered  into  rest.  Offerings  for  various 
purposes  have  amounted  to  $2369  ;  which,  however,  does  not 
include  some  contributions  of  which  no  record  was  made. 

The  Church,  of  wood,  gothic,  recently  completed,  consisting 
of  nave  60  by  80  feet,  chancel  20  by  18  feet,  organ  chamber, 
tower  and  vestry  room,  seating  about  250  persons,  is  indeed  a 
beautiful  structure.  The  seats  are  moveable  aod  free  to  alL 
The  entire  interior  is  finished  in  ash  and  oiled,  the  chancel 
furniture  is  of  chestnut  and  rich.  The  windows  with  their 
figures  and  emblems  are  exceedingly  effective  in  design,  draw- 
ing and  color.  The  tower  is  supplied  with  a  sweet  toned-bell 
of  over  1000  pounds,  and  the  organ  chamber  with  a  sweet-toned 
pipe  organ,  both  the  munificent  gift  of  Charles  E.  Smith,  Esq., 
of  Philadelphia.  The  silver  Communion  set,  consisting  of 
two  large  chalices,  the  patea  and  the  silver  basin  for  present- 
ing the  alms,  the  plated  alms  basins,  the  beautiful  portable 
fine  brass  font,  surplice  and  parish  register,  are  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  S.  Wilson,  to  whose  early  labors  in  a  Sunday 
School  many  years  ago,  may  be  traced,  perhaps,  the  beginning 
of  our  good  work  here.  The  large  and  commodious  lot  for 
the  Church  and  rectory,  in  the  centre  of  the  village,  is  the 
generous  gift  of  Joseph  P.  Morris  and  wife.  The  Church  is 
desirably  located  for  constant  influence  on  others  besides  the 
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congregation,  this  place  being  the  seat  of  a  State  Normal 
School  and  a  school  for  Soldiers'  Orphans.  The  Church,  in- 
cluding the  lot,  the  organ  and  bell,  has  cost  about  $7500. 
The  Church  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  on  the  24th  of 
April. 

Much  is  due  to  the  generous  liberality  of  friends  abroad, 
to  the  fostering  care  and  aid  of  the  Bishop,  while  our  people 
"  have  a  mind  to  work."  But  we  recognizse  above  all,  the 
abundant  blessing  of  God  on  our  work.  "  This  is  the  Lord's 
doing,  arid  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes." 

A  guild  for  promoting  systematic  parish  work  is  in  effective 
operation.

In  addition  to  the  usual  duties  of 
the  Mission  I  have  baptized  10  adults,  29  infants,  total  39 ; 
married  100  couples;  buried  85;  preached,  on  Sundays  87 
times,  other  days  45,  total  132 ;  Received  for  General  Fund 
City  Missions  $6367.24,  Charity  Fund  $43.19;  Total  $6805.48. 


Report  of  Rev.  J.  P.  Fugett. 

During  the  past  Conventional  year  I  have  read  prayer  and 
preached  upon  all  Sundays,  with  the  exception  of  only  two, 
and  generally  twice  a  day ;  and  I  have,  in  addition,  performed 
services  and  delivered  lectures  several  times. 


Report  of  Rer.  Alexander  Fullerton,  Philadelphia. 

Having  continued  in  my  post  as  Assistant  Priest  to  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Philadelphia,  during  the  past  year  I  have 
officiated  221  times,  preached  or  lectured  48  times,  assisted  in 
administering  the  Holy  Communion  17  times,  baptized  21 
children,  buried  5  persons,  and  married  1  couple,  which  acts 
are  recorded  in  the  Parish  Begister. 
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Report  ol  Bey.  John  G.  Furey,  Philadelphia. 

The  Missionary  respectfully  reports  that  during  the  past 
year  he  has  been  fully  and  regularly  occupied  in  the  special 
work  assigned  to  him,  viz. :  visiting  the  sick,  needy,  and  des- 
titute, and  officiating  in  the  Public  Institutions  of  this  city. 
He  has  performed  the  following  duties :  special  Missionary 
visits,  about  850;  services,  sermons  and  addresses  on  all 
occasions,  about  300 ;  baptisms,  adults  and  children  60 ;  Holy 
Communion  administered,  times  10 ;  marriages  solemnized  3 ; 
funerals  attended  50 ;  Bibles,  Testaments,  Prayer  Books  and 
Tracts  distributed,  about  5000. 

These  services  have  been  given  at  all  the  working  hours  of 
day  and  evening,  every  day  in  the  week  and  in  every  sec- 
tion of  the  city.  The  Missionary's  work  is,  of  necessity,  general 
and  desultory,  except  that  at  certain  stated  times  on  week  days 
and  Sundays,  he  holds  services  at  about  ten  (10)  places  which 
are  scattered  widely  apart  throughout  the  city.  This  part  of 
his  work  involves  a  large  amount  of  time  and  labor,  (and  con- 
siderable expense),  in  going  to  and  from  the  different  places. 
The  Missionary  attends,  however,  cheerfully  and  regularly  to 
his  work  from  day  to  day,  and  feels  grateful  to  a  gracious 
Providence  for  the  measures  of  health  and  success  vouchsafed 
to  him  in  the  performance  of  the  above  named  duties. 


Report  of  Bey.  Daniel  B.  Ctoodwin,  D.  D.,  Philadelphia. 

I)uring  the  year  past,  besides  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as 
Professor  in  the  Divinity  School,  in  Philadelphia,  my  minis- 
terial acts  have  been  as  follows : 

Preached  54  times,  officiated  in  Divine  Service  74  times, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  7  times,  assisted  in  its  ad- 
ministration 7  times,  and  baptized  two  infants.

Seport  of  the  Rev.  L  Martin. 

The  Conventional  year  just  closed  is  full  of  pleasing  inci- 
dents in  the  Christian  life  which  belong  to  the  Seamen's  Mis- 
sion under  my  care.  Several  officers  of  merchant  ships  have 
freely  and  openly  confessed  the  Saviour  through  my  counsels 
and  prayers,  and  by  corresponding  demeanor,  proven  their 
translation  from  darkness  to  light  and  from  the  power  of  Satan 
to  God.  The  men  before  the  mast  have  enjoyed  larger  kind- 
nesses from  such  officers  as  described,  who  have  granted  extra 
time  for  reading  and  for  worship,  recommending  the  Holy 
Bible  and  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  fit  companions  of  daily 
life,  and  in  not  a  few  instances  whole  crews  have  been  select- 
ed for  personal  vxyrthy  or  at  least  of  their  being  clear  of  drunk- 
enness, swearing  and  the  like ;  also,  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  behaviour  of  sea-going  men  is  admitted,  by  agents  and

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others  doing  business  with  our  merchant  marine,  these  have 
wished  us  "  God  speed  "  in  our  moral  instruction  of  seamen. 
I  herewith  present  you  with  an  annual  summary  of  statis- 
tics as  follows :  Ships  visited,  770,  boarding  houses  132,  Bi 
bles  given  144,  Prayer  Books  455,  Tracts  (four  paged)  13,800, 
shipping  agents  53,  visits  to  Port  Richmond  12,  barracks, 
Navy  Yard  24,  receiving  ship.

Beport  of  Bev.  Roteit  C.  Matlack,  Fhiladelphia. 

As  the  Secretary  of  "7%e  Evangelical  Educational  Society  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,^^  I  have  preached  constantly 
on  Sunday,  delivered  many  addresses,  carried  on  extensive 
correspondence,  and  attended  to  all  the  usual  duties  of  my 
office. 


Beport  of  Kev.  A.  M.  MorrisoD,  West  Philadelphia. 

I  have  continued  in  the  regular  discharge  of  my  duties,  as 
instructor  in  the  Mission  House,  until  the  month  of  January, 
1871,  at  which  time  organic  changes  in  the  House,  transferring 
to  the  regular  courses  of  the  various  established  Institutions, 
the  departments.

ending  April  30th,  1871. 

Services — Baptisms,  infants  8  ;  marriage  1 ;  burials  2 ;  read 
service  114  times;  preached  46;  celebrated  Holy  Communion 
24. 

Collections— For  Current  Support  of  Chapel  $8238.07, 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  local  Charities  $837.40, 
Creche — Day  Nursery  for  the  Children  of  Working  Women 
$855,  for  Building  Fund  for  new  Church  within  the  Walls 
$6000 ;  Total  $9430.47. 

Besides  the  above  amount,  the  Americans  this  winter  in 
Borne  contributed  very  nearly  $3000  for  the  relief  of  the  suf- 
ferers by  the  terrible  overflow  of  the  Tiber,  in  December  last. 

I  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  prompt  liberality  of  my  fel- 
low countrymen  on  all  occasions  where  I  have  had  need  to 
call  upon  their  charity.  The  collections  this  winter  have  been 
larger  than  ever  before,  although  the  number  of  travellers  has 
been  unusually  small. 

The  Chapel  services  were  opened  for  the  season  on  the  16th 
of  October,  and  have  been  well  attended  up  to  the  present. 
Average  from  300  to  450. 

After  the  Italian  Government  proclaimed  liberty  in  Kome, 
in  the  matter  of  religious  worship,  every  effort  was  made  to 
secure  a  room  at  once  for  our  service  within  the  city  walls. 
It  was  found  impossible,  however,  to  secure  a  room  large 
enough  for  the  wants  of  the  congregation. 

The  Vestry  have  now  resolved  to  build  within  the  walls  at 
once  a  Church  of  our  own,  which  shall  be  in  some  measure 
worthy  of  our  faith  and  nation.  They  ask  of  the  Church  at 
large,  for  it  is  not  a  local  work,  ^100,000,  for  this  object ;  and, 
God  willing,  I  shall  visit  the  United  States  this  coming  sum- 
mer on  this  mission.    The  money  given  to  this  work  will 
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benefit  not  only  the  Church  and  our  own  people,  who  shall 
hereafter  worship  in  it  from  every  Diocese  in  our  Union,  but 
Will  help  forward  the  cause  and  the  manifestation  of  true  re- 
ligious liberty  among  the  Italians  more  rapidly  than  anything 
else  that  we  can  do  for  them.  A  Protestant  Church,  and 
that  a  distinctive  one,  openly  building  in  Rome,  will  make  this 
people  understand  their  rights  of  conscience  more  clearly  than 
all  the  preaching  and  printing  that  could  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  them  for  years.  * 

Our  plan  of  building  meets  with  much  countenance  from 
the  Government,  and  finds  much  sympathy  among  the  people. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  express  my  great  regret,  that  during 
the  past  two  years  we  have  not  enjoyed  the  official  visit  for 
confirmation,  of  yourself  or  any  of  our  Bight  Reverend 
Fathers. 

Each  year  I  have  had  a  class  of  persons  anxious  for  confir- 
mation, and  each  Easter  have  been  obliged  to  receive  them  to 
the  Holy  Communion  without  the  strengthening  of  this  rite, 
in  accordance  with  the  rubric  which  admits  thus  those  ready 
and  desirous  to  be  confirmed,  where  the  Church  neglects  to 
afford  the  opportunity. 

Report  of  Rev.  Louis  C.  Newman,  Philadelphia. 

Since  last  Convention  I  have  continued  to  work  in  that 
portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard  entrusted  to  my  care.  In  ad- 
dition to  my  duties  at  home  I  have  also  visited  Pittsburgh, 
Chicago,  Detroit,  London,  Hamilton,  Toronto,  and  New  York, 
last  autumn,  and  Pittsburgh,  Baltimore,  Washington,  Newark, 
New  York,  Boston,  Providence  the  past  winter  and  spring, 
In  these  journeys  I  have  travelled  over  7000  miles,  and  made 
prayerful  efforts  to  awake  a  Scriptural  interest  in  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  God's  anciently  chosen  people. 

I  am  thankful  to  report  the  baptism  of  4  adults,  and  2  infants, 
children  of  Israel.  I  have  also  baptized  two  infants  of 
Christian  parents.  During  the  past  Conventional  year  I 
have  officiated  86  times,  preached  90  times,  administered  and 
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assisted  in  tbe  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  15 
times,  and  officiated  at  two  fanerals  During  the  same  time  I 
paid  405  visits,  including  95  visits  paid  in  the  above  named 
cities,  and  received  190  visits  from  85  converts  and  inquirers 
after  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  During  the  same  period  I

Since  its  inception,  just  five  years  ago,  155  boys  have  been 
the  recipients  of  its  benefits ;  of  this  number  131  were  the 
children  of  deceased  soldiers,  the  remainder  were  the  children 
of  destitute  parents:  the  charter  of  the  Institution  providing 
for  such  cases. 

The  plan  of  this  Institution  is  different  from  that  of  any 
one  in  this  or  any  other  country.  When  a  boy  arrives  at  12 
years  of  age,  if  he  passes  a  creditable  examination  in  his 
studies,  he  is  placed  in  some  situation  where  the  work  is  light ; 
as  soon  as  old  enough,  he  is,  if  possible,  placed  at  some  trade 
or  in  a  permanent  situation.  The  Institution  has  authority 
to  bind  them.  All  they  earn  until  16  years  of  age,  goes  to- 
wards their  support; after  that  age  they  pay  $3  per  week,*and 
simply  have  to  provide  their  clothes.  They  can  remain  until 
21  years  of  age.  Boys  from  12  to  16  years  are  obliged  to  at- 
tend the  night  school,  where  the  instruction  is  mostly  oral 
and  made  as  attractive  as  possible.  All  the  inmates  are  re- 
/  quired  to  adhere  to  the  rules,  which  are  very  simple.  Some- 
times it  is  asked  how  can  boys  at  work  all  day,  study  at  night. 
The  question  is  readily  answered  by  a  visit  to  the  night 
school,  and  better  still,  by  a  review  of  the  history  of  some  of 
our  most  eminent  men  whose  days  were  devoted  to  bodily 
labor  and  their  evenings  to  study.  Sixty-five  boys  are  now 
at  work  and  35  different  trades  are  represented  by  them  ;  they 
have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  are  contributing 
to  a  great  extent  towards  their  own  support,  a  feeling  which 
must  make  every  boy  with  one  spark  of  manliness  in  him, 
rejoice. 
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The  result  of  the  religious  and  moral  training  of  the  bojs 
lias  been  very  gratifying;  11  were  confirmed  during  the  past 
year.  The  entire  success  of  the  Institution  in  all  its  workings 
and  details  is  a  source  of  constant  pleasure  and  thankfulness, 
and  the  managers  most  heartily  commend  this  work  to  the 
Church  in  the  hope,  that  under  the  guidance  of  Providence, 
its  future  welfare  will  be  ensured.

BEPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  CHRISTMAS  FUND  FOR 
DISABLED  CLERGYMEN,  AND  THE  WIDOWS  AND 
CHILDREN  OF  DECEASED  CLERGYMEN. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Christinas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy- 
men, and  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen, 
respectfully  report — 

That  the  receipts  from  the  Offertory  at  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  upon  Christmas  Day,  amounted  to  five  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  Seventy  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  ($5470.85),  being  an  increase 
from  last  year  of  five  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents 
($593.56),  and  from  interest  received  from  the  reserve  fund  and  from  de- 
posits, two  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents  ($286.58), 
making  the  total  of  receipts,  five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-six 
dollars  and  ninety-three  cents  ($5756.93). 

The  appropriations  made  so  far  for  the  year,  amount  to  four  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($4987.50),  being 
for  the  regular  stipends  to  four  (4)  Clergymen,  to  six  (6)  widows  of 
Clergymen,  and  to  three  (3)  families  of  deceased  Clergymen ;  and  for 
special  appropriations  made  in  ten  instances. 

In  presenting  this  report  of  the  oi)erations  of  the  Trust,  the  Trustees 
can  only  reiterate  their  already  often  expressed  opinion  of  the  groat  value 
of  this  charity  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  vast  amount  of  good  it  has  been 
the  means  of  doing  to  those,  who,  but  for  its  care,  would  have  been  left 
to  contend  alone  with  the  sickness  and  poverty  and  sorrow  of  their  lot.

The  Standing  Committee  herewith  present  the  Charter  of  the  Church  of  "  Saint  Sauveur," 
with  the  information  that  it  agrees  with  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Convention,  except  that  in 
providing  for  the  services,  it  directs  that  they  may  be  conducted  in  the  French  and  English  lan- 
guages, which  the  Committee  consider  not  opposed  to  the  spirit  and  sense  of  the  prescribed  form 
of  Charter,  and  therefore  approve  of  the  same.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  order. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Davies, 
D.  D.,  the  Rev.  R.  Newton,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  B. 
McGann. 

The  Communion  Service  was  conducted  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  of  Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Buchanan,  the  Rev. 
r>r.  Morton  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Brown.  The  Post 
Communion  Service  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Jag- 
gar,  and  the  Benediction  pronounced  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Charles  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of 
Ohio. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Claxton, 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Philadelphia,  from 
the  third  chapter  of  the  Book  of  the  Revelation  of 
St.  John,  and  i  ith  verse  :  "  Hold  fast  that  which  thou 
hast,  that  no  man  take  thy  crown.'' 

At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service,  Bishop  Stevens 
called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read 
and  approved. 
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The  Secretary  then  called  the  names  of  such  clergy- 
men and  laymen  as  were  not  present  yesterday,  when 
19  clergymen  and  47  laymen  answered. 

The  Bishop  then  introduced  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
of  Ohio,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, who  were  received  by  the  Convention  rising. 

After  a  few  remarks  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  on 
motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Davies — 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  desiire  to  express 
tlieir  pleasure  in  the  presence  of  the  Rt.  Revs,  the  Bishops  of  Ohio  and  Central  Pennsylvania, 
and  to  offer  to  them  their  filial  and  respectful  salutation. 

The  Bishop  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Address : 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  greet  you  with  a  glad  and  thankful  heart  as  you  come  up 
to  this  Annual  Convention.  These  milestones  of  our  progress, 
tell  us  how  rapidly  our  Mini.stry  is  passing  away,  and  how 
soon  we  shall  be  called  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship. 
At  the  last  Convention,  I  was  able  to  be  with  you  only  about 
two  hours,  in  consequence  of  sickness,  and  consequently  I 
could  take  no  part  in  your  interesting  discussions.  I  thank 
God  that  I  am  here  to-day,  well  and  strong. 

On  the  Sunday  following  the  last  Convention,  the  T4th  of  May,  1871, 1  went  to  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah,  and  confirmed  25  persons ;  but  was  too  ill  to  make  an  addret^K,  or  remain  through  the 
whole  service,  p.  m.,  I  baptized  my  grandchild,  Julia  Stevens,  daughter  of  Edward  C  Mitchell,

Friday,  23.  a.  m.,  in  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  West  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  presence  of 
the  Bishop  of  Delaware  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Childs,  I  received  the  Rev.  Charles  Francois  Bona- 
vcnturc  Miel,  formerly  a  Priest  of  the  Roman  Church  (who  had  been  transferred  to  my  jurisdiction 
by  the  Bishop  of  Illinois)  into  the  Priesthood  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  according  to  the 
fMTOvisioDS  of  Canon  9,  Title  I.  of  the  Digest.  At  the  same  time  and  place,  I  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate,  T.  William  Davidson,  Joseph  L.  Miller,  John  G.  Bawn,  Wm.  H.  Josephu<4;  and 
acting  for  the  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  Eben  Thompson.  At  the  same  time  and  place,  I  advanced 
to  the  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Ezra  Isaac,  Rev.  G.  Livingstone  Bishop,  J.  Evcrist  Cathell.  The 
same  evening,  in  Calvary  Church,  Rockdale,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  15  persons. 

Sunday,  25.  In  Grace  Church,  Mount  Airy,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  3  persons,  p.  m., 
in  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Jenkintown,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  10.

Preached  the  sermon  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening,  in  the  s;inie

At  St.  Andrew's  Church,  I  made  an  address  in  behalf  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  of  said  Church,  p.  m.,  at  a  Missionary  Meeting  in  the  same  Church,  to  take 
farewell  of  the  Rev.  Elliott  H.  Thompson  and  wife.  Missionaries  to  China,  I  made  an  addresl. 

Tuesday,  17.     Evening,  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Broadway,  Baltimore. 

.Sunday,  23.  a.  m.,  in  Trinity  Church,  Oxford,  Philadelphia,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  6 
persons,     v.  m.,  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church,  Oxford,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  5. 

Sunday,  39.  Elaston.  a.  m.,  preached  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Trinity 
Church,  p.  M.,  I  made  an  address  to  the  Sunday  School.  Evening,  I  agam  preached,  confirmed 
9,  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  November  i.  Married  Dr.  Edward  R.  Mayer  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  G.  Monroe,  in 
Philadelphia. 

Sunday,  5.  a.  m.,  in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  I  advanced  the  Rev.  John  Coleman  to  the 
Priesthood:  afterwards  confirmed  18,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  p.  m.,  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  Episcopal  Hospital,  I  preached,  confirmed  a8,and  addressed  them,  and  afterwards, 
in  two  separate  services,  in  two  wards,  confirmed  a  patients. 

Monday,  6.  Evening,  presided  at  a  Missionary  Meeting  in  St.  Luke's  Church  and  made  an 
address.  The  Lord  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  the  Dean  of  Chester  (Dr.  Howson)  and  the  Rev.  Mr.

Saturday,  11.  I  sailed  from  New  York,  with  Mrs.  Stevens,  in  the  Steamship  "  City  of  Paris," 
for  Europe,  to  make  an  official  visitation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  in  union  with  the 
General  Convention,  and  which  had  been  committed  to  my  care  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  for 
three  years. 

Sunday,  12.     At  sea.     I  preached  in  the  saloon  of  the  ship. 
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Tuesday,  21.  Wc  landed  at  Quecnstown,  in  Ireland,  and  proceeded  at  once  to  Dublin.  We 
were  the  guests  for  several  days  of  His  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  whose  name  and 
writings,  as  Dr.  Trench,  arc  so  familiar  to  you  all. 

Saturday,  25.  I  went  to  Armagh,  and  presented  to  the  Most  Rev.  the  Archbishop  of  Armagh 
and  Primate  of  Ireland,  the  letter  and  address  from  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
America  to  her  Sister  Church  of  Ireland. 

The  next  day,  S^day,  26,  at  the  request  of  the  Lord  Primate,  I  preached  in  the  Cathedral  of 
Armagh,  being,  I  believe,  the  Arst  American  Bishop  who  has  preached  in  that  venerable  Church. 

On  Tuesday,  28,  in  th#  Parish  Church  of  Ballymoney,  County  Antrim,  I  baptized  the  infant 
son  of  J.  Leslie  Beers,  Esq. 

Thursday,  30.  At  the  earnest  request  of  the  Bishop  and  Rector,  and  others,  I  preached  in  All 
Saints'  Church,  Cloony,  near  Derry.  The  Bishop  of  Derry  and  the  Bishop  of  Tuam  were 
present. 

Sunday,  December  3.  I  spent  in  Oxford,  England,  where  I  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  the 
first  of  a  series  of  Advent  Sermons  by  the  Dean  of  Norwich,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Goulboum.  At  the 
request  of  the  Rev.  John  W.  Bur^gon,  author  of  Plain  Commentary,  the  Vicar  of  St.  Mary's  (com- 
monly called  the  University  Church,  because  the  University  Sermons  delivered  by  select  Preachers 
and  the  celebrated  Bampton  Lectures  are  delivered  there),  I  took  part  in  the  Morning  Service, 
and  consecrated  the  elements  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  There  is 
something  very  striking  in  the  congregation  which  gathers  in  this  University  Church.  It  consists 
«*r  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Heads  of  Colleges,  Professors,  Proctors,  Fellow-Tutors  and  Under- 
graduates of  all  the  34  Halls  and  Colleges  which  make  up  the  University  of  Oxford,  dressed  in 
their  various  robes  of  office,  and,  with  the  insignia  of  their  several  degrees.  Probably  no  place 
in  England,  I  might  almost  say  in  the  world,  present  such  a  concentration  of  learning,  talent  and 
authorship  as  gathers  to  these  Select  Sermons  in  St.  Mary's,  Oxford. 

(>n  Sunday,  the  loth,  by  invitation  of  Dean  Stanley,  I  attended  the  Morning  Service  in  West- 
minster Abbey,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  Dean  of  St.  Paul's  kindly  assigned  me  a  privileged  seat 
where  I  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Canon  Liddon  preach  to  one  of  his  great  congregations, 
gathered  under  the  dome  of  the  Cathedral. 

C>n  Saturday,  16.     I  reached  Dresden,  in  Saxony. 

The  next  day,  Sunday,  17,  in  the  Hall  fitted  up  by  the  congregation  of  St.  John's  Church,  I  took 
part  in  the  service,  and  preached  an  Advent  Sermon.  In  the  evening,  in  the  same  place,  after 
Evening  Prayer,  in  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mombert  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gilderdale, 
Rector  of  All  Saints'  (Church  of  England)  Church,  Dresden,  I  made  an  address  to  the  congrega- 
tion, and  then  administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  11  persons;  8  being  for  St.  John's,  and  3 
for  All  Saints'  Church.     I  also  addressed  a  few  words  of  counsel  to  the  candidates. 

In  order  to  give  me  an  early  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  his  Parishioners,  Dr. 
Mombert  invited  them  to  meet  me  at  a  Reception  which  he  appointed  at  his  house,  Villa  Emma 
Strehlen,  on  Monday  afternoon,  the  i8th.  A  large  number  of  persons  called  and  I  was  most  cor- 
dially welcomed  by  the  whole  congregation. 

The  following  Sunday,  34,  I  visited,  by  request  of  the  Superintendent,  the  American  Sunday 
School,  held  in  a  club  room,  and  made  an  address.  After  visiting  the  School,  I  read  part  of  the 
service,  and  preached  to  St.  John's  congregation. 

In  the  evening,  Dr.  Mombert  accompanied  me  to  the  English  Church,  All  Saints,  where,  at  the 
request  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gilderdale,  I  preached ;  Dr.  Mombert  also  taking  part  in  the 
sservice. 

The  next  day  was  Christmas ;  clear  and  bright,  but  very  cold.  I  officiated  in  St.  John's  Parish, 
by  preaching  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion  to  nearly  70  persons.  This  completed  my 
visitation  to  this  Church. 

The  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Dresden,  wis  founded  Easter  Monday,  April  29,  1869,  by  the  Rev. 
John  Anketell,  A.  M.,  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  then  temporarily  sojourn- 
ing in  that  city.  Mr,  .Anketell  thus  details  its  history :  Took  charge  of  the  enterprise  for 
several  months ;  but  September  10, 1869,  the  Vestry  having  given  an  unanimous  call  to  the  Rev.  J. 
Isidor  Mombert,  D.  D.,  formerly  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  then  in 
Dresden,  he  accepted  the  same  and  entered  at  once  upon  his  duties.  Dr.  Mombert  has  been 
very  diligent  and  zealous  in  his  work,  and  his  efforts  have  been  rewarded  with  a  great  measure  of 
success.  The  Parish,  though  organized,  labored  under  several  difficulties  which  are  thus  described 
by  Dr.  Mombert :  "  Under  the  laws  of  Saxony,  the  congregation  was  viewed  and  treated  as  a 
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private  assembly,  while  its  minister  could  not  legally  perform  ecclesiastical  acts.  The  present 
Rector  immediately  took  steps  towards  the  removal  of  this  disability  and  his  efforts  proved  suc- 
cessful. The  Parish  and  its  minister  w^ere  duly  recognized  by  the  Saxon  Government  and  the 
minister  received  regulations  framed  for  the  full  and  free  exercise  of  all  ecclesiastical  functions  and 
acts  belonging  to  him  as  a  Presbyter  of  this  Church.  The  effect  of  this  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Saxon  Government  being,  that  Baptisms.  Marriages  and  Funerals  solemnited  by  the  American 
Clerg)'man  are  held  legally  valid  in  Saxony  and  nothing  being  wanting  to  ^nder  them  valid  in 
any  Court  of  the  Union,  except  the  certificate  of  the  resident  United  States  ConsuL 

*'  The  second  difficulty  has  respect  to  a  place  of  worship.  Public  hall!  used  for  secular  purposes 
had  to  be  hired,  and  although  by  the  courtesy  of  the  local  government,  the  use  of  a  Church  edifice 
has  now  been  granted  ;  the  circumstance  that  it  cannot  be  heated,  compels  us  to  hire  a  hall  during 
the  winter  months.  This  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  for  the  repeated  change  from  place  to  {dace 
gives  to  our  venture  an  air  of  instability  and  uncertainty,  which  cannot  be  effectually  removed  until 
we  own,  or  at  least  have  the  use  of,  a  worthy  edifice,  in  which  our  services  may  be  conducted 
throughout  the  entire  year." 

I  found  the  congregation  worshipping  in  a  new  hall  which  had  been  fitted  up  in  quite  a  churchly 
style,  and  in  which  they  might  be  permitted  to  remain  at  least  for  a  season.  Still  the  permission 
might  be  withdrawn,  and  then  the  flock  would  be  without  a  fold.  Under  these  circumstances,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Vestry,  called  to  confer  with  me,  I  urged  them  to  take  immediate  steps  looking  to 
the  erection  of  a  good  and  substantial  Church  edifice.  My  views  met  their  full  approbation,  and 
though  the  plan  may  not  be  immediately  carried  out,  yet,  having  been  broached  and  endorsed,  it 
will  more  and  more  commend  itself  to  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  both  residents  in  and  visitors 
to  Dresden  ;  and  I  fully  believe  that  it  will  soon  result  in  the  desired  end. 

'I'here  arc  two  congregations  of  the  Church  of  England  there ;  and  one  Parish,  "  All  Saints/* 
occupies  a  most  beautiful  stone  Church,  built  as  a  memorial  by  an  English  lady,  and  which  is  at 
once  an  ornament  to  the  city  and  a  monument  of  her  Faith.  If  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  had  an 
appropriate  Church,  known  and  recognized  as  the  American  Episcopal  Church,  with  all  proper 
Church  appointments  and  Church  provisions,  I  feel  sure  that  the  congregation  would  soon  be 
greatly  enlarged,  and  permanence  and  success  be  thus  fully  secured.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the 
effort  which  was  inaugurated  last  December  may,  by  the  liberality  of  the  American  residents  in 
Dresden  and  the  American  visitors,  be  soon  accomplished.  It  is  the  only  Church  of  our  CommunicMi 
in  the  whole  German  Empire.  It  has  received  the  recognition  and  sanction  of  the  Saxon  Ciovem- 
ment.  It  is  the  Common  Home  of  American  Christians,  visiting  or  residing,  in  one  of  the  Art 
Capitals  of  Europe.  It  stands  in  the  highway  of  Continental  travelers,  and  many  htmdreds  pass 
through  Dresden  every  year,  to  whom  the  services  of  the  Church  would  be  specially  attractive  in 
a  foreign  land. 

My  next  Ministerial  act  was  the  Riptism  of  the  infant  son  of  Dr.  Copley  Green,  in  Vienna, 
Austria,  on  Wednesday,  the  a7th  of  Dec. 

We  arrived  in  Florence,  Saturday  evening,  the  30th  of  Dec;  and  the  next  morning,  Sunday, 
the  31st,  I  went  to  the  Chapel  occupied  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Piazza  del 
Carmine,  where,  afier  taking  part  in  the  service  with  the  Rev.  Pierce  CofmoUy,  the  Rector,  I 
preached  an  Advent  Sermon. 

Monday,  January  ist,  1872,  the  Feast  of  the  Circumcision,  I  took  part  in  the  Church  services 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Connolly,  and  he  preacheci.  For  four  days  1  was  confined  to  the  house  by 
sickness.     The  following  Sunday,  I  again  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

I  officiated  in  Rome  on  two  Sundays  : 

The  first  Sunday,  14th  of  January,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  American  Episcopal  Church,  the 
Rev.  M.  Nevin  reading  the  service.  In  the  afternoon,  I  made  an  address  from  the  Chancel  in  the 
same  Church. 

The  second  Simday,  Januar>'  21st,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  then 
confirmed  5  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  aflemoon,  at  the  request  of 
Rev.  M.  Shadwell,  the  incumbent,  I  preached  for  the  Church  of  England  congr^ation  in  the 
English  Church. 

On  Sunday.  28th  of  Januarj-,  at  the  request  of  the  Rev.  M.  Childers,  I  preached  in  the 
Engli<ih  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Nice,  France. 

On  Sunday,  4th  of  February,  I  preached  both  morning  and  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity  (American).  Paris.  The  following  Sunday,  the  nth,  I  again  preached  all  day  in 
the  sfime  CHurch,  and  in  the  aficrn  »on  confirmed  a  class  of  6  person*.     In  the  evening,  at  the  re-

<iuest  of  the  incumbent,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes,  I  preached  in  the  English  Church,  Rue  d'  Agessau. 

Ash  Wednesday,  Feb.  14,  I  preached  in  the  American  Episcopal  Church  (Holy  Trinity). 

Sunday,  18.  In  the  morning,  in  the  same  Church,  1  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
<^ommunion,  and  in  the  afternoon  again  preached. 

At  all  these  services  in  Paris,  except  that  in  the  English  Church,  the  Rev.  W.  O.  Lamson,  the 
then  Rector  of  the  Parish,  read  the  service,  assisted  on  several  occasions  by  the  Rev.  Edward  N. 
Mead,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

My  last  official  act  in  Europe  was  being  present,  by  invitation,  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  on  the 
occasion  of  the  National  Thanksgiving  for  the  Recover)'  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  on  Tuesday, 
February  27. 

Through  the  good  hand  of  our  God  upon  us,  I  was  per- 
mitted to  get  back  to  my  Diocese,  Fr/day,  March  15. 

We  left  England  in  the  Cunard  steamship,  Abyssinia,  and 
both  Sundays  at  sea  I  took  part  in  Divine  Service. 

Sunday,  a.  M.,  17.  I  visited  St.  John's  Church,  Frankford  Road,  preached,  confirmed  16,  and 
juldressed  them.

CLERICAJ.  CHANGES. 

In  addition  to  those  Clergymen  who  had  ceased  to  be 
members  of  this  Convention,  by  reason  of  their  territorial  con- 
nection with  the  new  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  13 
have  removed  to  Dioceses  outside  of  Pennsylvania,  and  2  have 
been  taken  away  by  death. 

The  first  of  these  in  order  of  time,  was  the  Rev,  J.  Irving 
Forbes,  who  died  in  June  last.     This  dear  Brother  was  one  of 
the  most  earnest  and  faithful  workers  in  the  ministr>^     He 
had  endeared  himself  in  an  eminent  degree  to  the  hearts  of 
all  those  who  were  brought  in  contact  with  him.     He  was  a 
man  of  clear  and  well  defined  views — of  deep  religious  con- 
victions— of  plain,  outspoken  earnestness ;  and  his  ministry 
in  Bethlehem  was  productive  of  blessed  fruits.     He  lingered 
long  on  a  sick  bed,  enduring  much  bodily  suffering  and  afflic- 
tion, but  his  bed  became  his  pulpit,  and  its  silent  lessons  of 
patience  and  resignation,  and  hope,  and  faith,  spoke  feelingly 
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to  the  hearts  of  all  visitors;  and  his  daily  life  as  he  gradually- 
sunk  to  rest,  was  a  daily  sermon  on  holiness  of  life  and  pre- 
paredness for  Heaven.  His  sun  went  down  while  it  was  yet 
day,  but  his  influence  will  long  survive,  and  his  memory  will 
be  lovingly  cherished. 

The  other  Brother  taken  from  us,  was  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Wells, 
LL.  D.,  President  of  Andalusia  College.  As  the  founder  of 
this  excellent  Boys*  School  and  its  energetic  supporter,  Dr. 
Wells  labored  beyond  his  strength,  and  brought  upon  himself 
that  disease  which  laid  him  in  the  grave.  So  devoted  was  he 
to  the  interest  of  this  institution,  that  he  labored  for  it  night 
and  day  with  unsparing  exertion,  and  succeeded  in  establishing 
two  schools,  both  of  which  will,  I  hope,  be  continued,  as  much 
needed  to  the  educational  apparatus  of  this  Diocese. 

Dr.  Wells  deserves  a  remembrance  by  reason  of  his  industry, 
courtesy,  and  successful  work  in  the  special  field  to  which  he 
seems  to  have  consecrated  his  life. 

One  Clergyman,  the  Rev.  Peter  Quick  Wilson,  a  Deacnn,  recently  received  into  this  Diocese, 
was,  at  his  own  request,  deposed  from  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  on  Thursday,  July  6,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Child-s  and  the  Rev.  R.  Graham. 

The  Rev.  Thomxs  M.  Antrim,  in  consequence  of  ill-health,  has  ceased  to  be  the  Assistant 
to  the  Rector  of  the  Atonement.  The  Rev.  H.  G.  Batterson,  D.D.,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship 
of  St.  Clement's.  The  Rev.  John  S.  Beers,  has  removed  to  Connecticut.  The  Rev.  Franklin  I., 
ftush,  has  resigned  the  position  of  Assistant  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  in  consequence 
of  ill-health,  is  temporarily  residing  in  Kurope.  The  Rev.  J.  Everisi  Cathell,  has  removed  to  New 
Jersey.  The  Rev.  Francis  J,  Clerc,  D.D.,  has  resigned  the  Wardenship  of  the  Burd'Asylum,  and 
has  been  chosen  Pre.sident  of  Burlington  College,  New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Thrmas  J.  Davis  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Rising  Sun,  and  become  "  Emeritus 
Rector "  of  the  same.  The  Rev.  R.  E.  Dennison  has  removed  to  New  Jersey.  The  Rev. 
Charles  I,.  Fischer  has  resigned  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and  become  Rector  of  St. 
John's,  Lower  Merion.  The  Rev.  R.  (iraham  has  temporary  charge  of  St.  Alban's,  Roxborough. 
Xhe  Rev.  A.  Louderback  has  ceased  t<>  be  Assistant  at  St.  Luke's.  The  Kev.  I.saac  Martin  has 
b«en  elected  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's,  Bridesbufg.  The  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Moore,  in  consequence 
of  the  dtsion  of  St.  George's,  Kenderton,  with  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  has  become 
Rector  of  the  latter  Church.  The  Rev.  Algernon  Morton  is  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  The  Rev.  Jno.  A.  N«Kk  has  become  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Frankford  Road.  The  Rev. 
J.  Sturges  Pearce  has  resigned  Marcus  Hook  and  gone  to  Massachusetts.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Pratt 
has  been  elected  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church.  The  Rev.  A.  A.  Rickert  has  resigned  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  on  account  of  illness,  and  has  just  returned  from  the  West  Indies.  The  Rev. 
Robert  F.  Innis  has  become  Rector  of  St.  James',  Downingtown.  The  Rev.  H.  A.  P.nrkcr  has 
taken  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Bustleton.  The  Rev.  W.  G.  P.Brinckloe,  of  Hulmeville.  The  Kcv.  Jno. 
Coleman  is  Assistant  to  th**  Rector  of  St.  Mark's.  The  Rev.  Dr.  William  Spear  and  Rev.  J. 
Newton  Spear  have  under  their  care  St.  Mary's,  Warwick  ;  St.  Andrew's,  West  Vincent ;  and  St. 
Mark's,  Honeybrook.  The  Rev.  C.  F.  Miel  has  become  Pastor  of  the  French  Church  of  St. 
Sauveur.  The  Rev.  James  H.  Brooks  has  St.  George's  Church,  Cardington.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Davidson  has  Calvary  Church,  Conshoh«Kken.  The  Rev.  Mr.  G<x)dfellow  has  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd.  The  Rev.  W.  F.  B.  Jackson  has  become  Rector  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
The  Rev.  W.  H.  Josephus  has  the  Chiirch  of  the  Cnicifixion.    'I'he  Rev.  Jos.  L.  Miller  is  Assistant

at  Holy  Trinity  Church.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Stout  is  Assistant  of  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Wert 
Philadelphia.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Prescott  is  Assistant  at  Christ  Church.    The  Rev.  W.  Rodman  ha» 
become  the  Principal  of  the  Mission  House.    The  Rev.  H.  M.  Stuart  has  become  Rector  of 
Ascension  Church.    The  Rev.  F.  A.  Winslow  is  Assistant  at  the  Church  of  the  Advent.    The 
Rev.  Robert  F.  Chase  has  chaise  of  St.  Peter's  Mission. 

There  are  but  four  Churches  unsupplied  with  Rectors.  Two 
of  these,  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Clement's,  have  Assistant  Ministers 
in  charge.  St.  James',  Hestonville,  has  a  temporary  supply, 
and  a  Missionary  will  soon  be  appointed  to  St.  John's,  New 
London  Township,  Chester  County. 

'  Thirty  Clergymen  are  unemployed ;  twenty  of  whom  are 
laid  aside  by  ill-health  or  old  age.  The  remaining  ten  are 
occasionally  occupied  in  ministerial  duty. 

EPISCOPAL    VISITATION    TO    SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

It  is  my  purpose,  during  the  next  fall  and  winter,  should 
God  spare  my  life,  to  organize  a  system  of  Episcopal  Visitation 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  this  Diocese,  I  have  long  thought 
of  the  desirableness  of  such  a  plan,  but  the  size  of  the  Diocese 
has  hitherto  prevented  me  from  carrying  it  into  execution. 
In  consequence  of  the  vast  amount  of  work  devolving  on  your 
Bishop,  it  has  been  impossible  to  give  to  the  Lambs  of  his 
flock  that  supervision  which  he  felt,  that,  as  Baptized  members 
of  the  Church,  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  had  made  him 
overseer,  they  ought  to  have. 

The  same  argument  which  sustains  the  propriety  of  making 
the  Rector  of  the  Parish  the  head  of  the  Sunday  School  of 
his  Parish,  sustains  the  propriety  of  recognizing  the  Bishop  as 
the  head  of  all  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Diocese.  I  fully 
acknowledge  the  distinction  between  the  two:  the  Church, 
established  by  Christ  and  officered  by  Divine  appointment, 
and  the  Sunday  School,  a  voluntary  institution,  resting  entirely 
on  unordained  agencies.  Nor  would  I,  in  the  least,  encourage 
anything  like  that  Episcopal  absolutism,  which  would  centre 
the  whole  Sunday  School  system  in  the  Bishop,  so  as  to 
make  him  the  chief  and  controlling  power  in  its  operations ; 
far  from  it ;  it  is  much  better  that  it  should  be  as  it  now  is,  a 
system  mutable  to  suit  the  age;  adjustable  to  suit  the  pecu- 
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"liarities  of  the  clergy  and  parishes,  and  free  from  all  ecclesiastical 
legislation  as  to  its  internal  management  or  machiner>\ 

The  two  points  which  are  aimed  at  by  my  plan  are,  ist :  That 
the  Bishop  shall  be  brought  face  to  face  with  the  Children, 
-whom  he  is  commissioned  to  oversee,  that  he  may  meet  them, 
have  special  service  with  them,  address  them,  and  show  to 
them  and  to  their  Parents  and  Teachers,  that  he  regards  them 
as  an  integral  and  most  important  part  of  his  Diocese;  and 
that  he  is  not  to  wait  until  they  become  adults,  before  he  is  to 
watch  for  their  souls,  but  that  by  the  very  fact  of  the  charge 
which  is  made  to  sponsors  at  the  end  of  the  Baptismal  Office, 
they  come  under  his  spiritual  oversight,  and  should  receive  a 
portion  of  his  fatherly  care. 

The  2d  point  which  I  hoped  thereby  to  secure,  is  to  awaken 
in  the  minds  of  the  children  of  the  Diocese  an  early  interest 
in  a  Bishop's  office  and  work.  To  let  them  see  him,  hear  him, 
know  him ;  not  merely  on  the  occasion  of  his  Confirmation 
Visits,  but  as  making  a  special  visitation  to  them,  that  the 
rprecious  lambs  may  gather  around  the  chief  shepherd  of  this 
fold ;  and  that  they  may  be  taught  to  love  and  reverence,  and 
show  an  interest  in  and  for  the  Holy  Office  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God.  I  need  not  go  into  the  various  arguments 
and  statements  which  have  come  up  to  my  mind,  as  this 
scheme  has  been  gradually  maturing  there,  for  I  believe  that 
all  the  clergy,  and  all  the  superintendents  and  teachers,  and, 
I  may  add,  all  the  children,  will  be  glad  to  be  thus  specially 
visited  and  addressed  by  the  head  of  the  Diocese. 

Where  a  Parish  has  several  Sunday  Schools,  numbering 
enough  to  fill  the  Church,  I  shall  give  a  visitation  to  that 
Parish  by  itself  Where  there  arc  several  neighboring  Churches, 
with  smaller  schools,  I  shall  then  ask  a  certain  District,  to  meet 
in  a  certain  Church;  changing  the  Church  in  the  District  year 
by  year.  In  the  country,  where  it  will  not  be  possible  to 
group  together  Sunday  Schools,  I  shall  try  and  make  special 
arrangements  to  meet  the  several  cases.  Thus  I  hope  to  be 
-able  to  report  to  the  next  Convention,  that  I  have  visited  or  had 
gathered  before  me  ever>'  Sunday  School  in  the  Diocese.     In 
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carrying  out  this  plan,  I  shall  of  course  do  it  in  conference 
with  the  clergy ;  nor  shall  I  attempt  to  force  it  upon  any 
Brother  or  parish  who  may  object.  I  firmly  believe  that  such 
a  series  of  visitations  will  impart  a  fresh  impulse  to  these- 
schools;  attach  the  children  more  firmly  to  the  Church,  and 
bind  together,  in  a  more  compact  and  better  handled  system^ 
the  public  religious  education  of  the  young  on  the  Lord's- 
Day. 

CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION  OF  AMERICAN  INDEPENDENCE. 

It  is  known  to  all  of  you  that  extensive  preparations  are 
being  made  by  the  General  Government,  the  State  and  the  City, 
for  celebrating  in  a  becoming  way  the  One  Hundredth  Anni- 
versary of  the  day  when  we  became  a  Free  and  Independent 
Nation.  It  is  true  that  four  years  will  pass  before  this  Centennial 
occasion,  but  I  deem  it  best  to  call  your  attention  to  it  now, 
so  that  whatever  action  you  may  take,  either  by  yourselves, 
or  in  conjunction  with  others,  may  be  well  considered  and 
digested. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  reasons  which  make  it 
especially  proper  why  this  Diocese  should  take  part  in  this 
celebration : 

The  fact  that  we  are  living  in  the  city  where  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  was  first  proclaimed ; 

The  fact  that  the  first  prayer  in  the  Continental  Congress 
was  offered  by  a  Churchman ; 

The  fact  that  the  President  and  several  of  the  most  promi- 
nent members  of  that  Congress  were  Episcopalians ; 

The  fact  that  the  first  ecclesiastical  act  under  that  **  Declara- 
tion," was  taken  by  the  united  Vestries  of  Christ  Church  and 
St.  Peter's,  on  the  very  day,  when  the  Declaration  was  made, 
the  4th  of  July ; 

The  fact  that  Bishop  White  was  one  of  the  warm  supporters 
and  public  upholders  of  the  New  Government; 

The  fact  that  he  was  for  years  the  Chaplain  of  Congress  ; 

The  fact  that  Washington  and  Franklin  were  worshippers 
in  old  Christ  Church,  and  the  fact  that  in  accepting  the 
altered  condition  of  things,  our  Church  was  subjected  to  more 
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'trials  and  sacrifices  than  any  other  body  of  Christians,  renders 
It  expedient  in  my  judgment,  that  we  should,  before  the  occur- 
rence of  that  Anniversary,  take  some  measures  for  the  due 
•commemoration  of  an  event  so  important  to  us  as  a  Church, 
and  as  citizens  of  a  land  where  we  enjoy  civil  and  religious 
liberty. 

My  own  opinion  is,  that  in  view  of  the  attack  made  upon 
-freedom  of  conscience  in  religious  affairs,  by  the  "Syllabus" 
and  "  Encyclical  "  of  the  Pope, — whose  teaching  on  that  sub- 
ject, has,  by  the  dogma  of  Infallibility,  been  declared  to  be  the 
voice  of  God, — ^this  Anniversary  should  be  made  the  occasion 
for  drawing  out  from  all  religious  bodies  a  simultaneous  and 
concentrated  re-assertion  and  re-enforcement  of  this  funda- 
mental principle ;  and  as  far  as  possible  not  only  rebutting  and 
^rebuking  such  arrogant  claims  and  such  soul-enslaving  dogmas 
-as  are  set  forth  by  the  Papal  Church,  but  of  maintaining  the 
right  and  the  duty  of  cherishing  religious  liberty,  as  one  of  the 
essential  elements  of  civil  liberty,  and  without  which,  our  own 
political  liberty  is  of  but  little  value.  I  want  to  see  nothing 
"that  will  in  any  way  compromise  us  with  the  State,  but  I 
want  to  see  the  principle  of  religious  liberty,  of  freedom  of  con- 
science, of  ecclesiastical  toleration,  set  out  before  the  American 
mind  with  a  clearness  and  force,  that  shall  show  to  the  world  that 
-\ve  can  never  yield  belief  in  dogmas  that  take  from  man  his  right 
of  conscience,  or  endanger  his  religious  liberty. 

THE  AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

Last  month,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  elected  by  the 
last  General  Convention  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  de- 
siring to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  General  Convention,  last  October,  met  and  organized 
themselves,  under  the  title  of  "The  Pennsylvania  Auxiliary 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church."  Their  plan  of  organization  was  a  simple  one, 
and  their  aim  is  to  create  a  deeper  missionary  spirit,  by  diffus- 
ing missionary  information,  by  having  meetings,  and  sermons 
and  addresses ;  by  securing  the  co-operation  of  the  laity,  and, 
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on  all  proper  occasions,  to  exert  their  official  and  personal 
influence  to  aid  the  operations  of  the  Board  and  its  authorized 
representatives.  I  cannot  but  testify  that,  as  at  present  admin- 
istered, the  operations  of  the  several  Committees  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  are  admirably  and  judiciously  conducted.  Many 
objections  which  existed  in  former  days  have  been  removed. 
Earnest  men,  full  of  zeal  and  self-sacrificing  devotion,  are 
found  in  many  far-off  fields  of  labor.  The  affairs  of  the  Board 
are  administered  in  no  narrow  or  partisan  spirit,  and  the  time 
has  come  when  all  the  loyal  sons  of  the  Church  should  unite 
as  one  man  to  sustain  these  legally  constituted  agencies  as 
the  best  channels  by  and  through  which  to  spread  the  Gospel 
to  the  destitute  in  our  own  land  and  to  the  regions  beyond. 

The  happy  and  harmonious  manner  in  which  our  Board  of 
Diocesan  Missions  has  worked  for  the  last  ten  years,  shows 
what  can  be  done  when  brethren  of  the  same  household  of 
faith  are  willing  to  forego  and  forget  mere  party  drill  and 
organization,  and  unite  in  the  common  cause  of  our  common 
Lord  and  Master  Jesus  Christ.     Let  the  spirit  of  conciliation, 
of  peace,  of  unity,  which  has  characterized  the  meetings  of 
this  Diocesan  Board  be  carried  out  in  the  general  operations 
of  the  Church  as  organized  by  the  action  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  there  will  be  given  a  new  impetus  to  all  work, 
and  means  will    flow  into  the  treasury,  and  men  will  offer 
themselves  willingly  to  the    Lord,  saying,  "  Here   are  we  : 
send  us ! " 

THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Hospital  continues  to  do  its  quiet 
yet  most  beneficial  work.  Its  ability  to  do  more  good  is 
restricted  by  the  unfinished  state  of  the  building,  which  needs 
another  wing  to  give  it  completeness  and  symmetry. 

No  work  in  which  the  Diocese  has  been  engaged  has  been 
productive  of  greater  bodily  and  spiritual  blessings  than  this 
Hospital.  It  can  be  estimated  by  no  statistics,  however  care- 
fully prepared ;  because,  in  addition  to  the  good  done  to  each 
patient  in  the  wards  or  the  dispensaries — in  addition  to  the 
instruction  given  in  its  chapel,  its  Bible  classes,  its  Sunday

Schools — in  addition  to  the  benefits  imparted  to  multitudes 
through  its  Mothers'  Meetings,  its  Night-classes,  its  District 
Visitations,  there  is  to  be  added  the  untold  influence  for  good 
which  the  very  existence  of  such  an  institution  produces  in  a 
community,  bodying  forth,  as  it  does,  in  this  tangible  form,  the 
great  love-principle  of  our  holy  religion,  and  thus  Unking 
together  in  the  indissoluble  bonds  of  Christian  benevolence, 
soul-healing  and  body-healing,  so  touchingly  incorporated  in 
the  living  Christ,  and  so  markedly  made  the  duty  of  the 
Church  by  the  example  especially  of  the  holy  Apostles  and 
of  our  Blessed  Lord. 

Our  Presbyterian  brethren  have  established  a  Hospital 
under  their  denominational  care,  but  open,  like  ours,  I 
believe,  to  all,  without  regard  to  class,  creed  or  color.  We  bid 
them  God  speed  in  this  work  of  charity;  and  hope  that,  like 
ours,  it  may  prove  a  Bethesda,  a  house  of  mercy  to  many  a 
weary,  sin-sick  soul.  The  medical  profession  of  this  city  are 
also  engaged  in  organizing  another  Hospital,  in  connection 
with  the  new  buildings  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
West  Philadelphia.  Their  prospects  are  bright,  and  we  trust 
that  complete  success  may  crown  their  efforts.  But  when  all 
these  shall  be  builded,  there  will  still  be  a  lack  of  Hospital 
accommodation.  The  supply  of  beds  or  wards  will  not  equal 
the  demand  of  this  great  manufacturing  and  railroad  city, 
where  the  very  machinery  and  agencies  which  give  us  our 
wealth  and  numbers,  create  the  casualties  which  demand  our 
aid.  In  the  canvassing  that  is  now  going  on  in  this  com- 
munity for  money  to  erect  these  new  Hospitals,  I  implore  you 
not  to  forget  our  present  unfinished  one.  Let  it  not  stand 
any  longer  in  its  one-sided  imperfection,  and  in  its  incomplete 
endowment,  restrained  from  the  fuller  exercise  of  its  benev- 
olence because  it  lacks  wards  and  money ;  but,  considering 
what  it  has  done  in  the  past  as  its  strongest  claim  upon  your 
present  liberality  and  future  testamentary  remembrance,  I 
cannot  but  indulge  the  hope  that  our  defective  building  will 
soon  be  pefected,  and  our  limited  accommodation  be  enlarged, 
and  our  comparatively  small  endowment — small  in  propor- 
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tion  to  our  needs — ^be  increased,  so  that  the  Hospital 
may  stand  before  the  Church  in  the  completeness  of  its  origi- 
nal design,  and  with  its  full  working  power. 

THE    ORGANIZATION    OF    THE    NEW    DIOCESE. 

Two  circumstances  conspire  to  give  special  interest  to  this 
Convention.  One  arises  from  the  fact,  that  since  we  last  met, 
a  new  Diocese  has  been  organized  within  the  limits  of  our 
former  boundaries. 

This  has  taken  from  us,  37  Counties,  68  Clergy,  and  79 
Churches,  and  a  million  and  a-half  of  People.  It  thus  ranks 
5th  in  the  list  of  the  40  organized  Dioceses  of  our  Church  ; 
14th  in  the  same  list  as  to  the  number  of  organized  Parishes, 
and  15th  in  the  same  list  as  the  number  of  Clergy.  Thus  it 
starts  in  its  Diocesan  work,  not  as  a  child  needing  to  hold  on 
for  guidance  and  support  to  the  parent's  hand,  but  with  a  well 
developed  strength  and  capability. 

It  is  a  cause  of  congratulation  that  it  commences  under 
such  unusually  favorable  auspices,  and  especially  that  the 
Clergy'  and  Laity  have  chosen  one  to  preside  over  them, 
whose  long  record  of  faithful  services  in  this  Diocese  won  for 
him  our  highest  respect ;  and  whose  long  services  in  the  General 
Institutions  of  the  Church,  secured  the  confidence  and  appro- 
bation of  our  entire  communion.  I  feel  quite  sure,  that  in 
the  high  position  to  which  God  has  called  him,  he  will  give 
satisfaction  to  every  reasonable  mind,  and  discharge,  w^ith  ex- 
emplary ability,  and  dignity,  and  zeal,  the  solemn  responsibili- 
ties which  weigh  upon  him,  as  a  Bishop  of  such  a  noble 
Diocese. 

It  is  also  an  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  the  launching 
and  equipping  of  this  new  Diocese,  that  there  were  present 
with  us  that  day,  two  such  men  of  mark  and  worth,  as  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  the  Dean  of  Chester.  Bishop 
Selwyn  had  for  thirty  years  been  a  noble  standard-bearer  of  the 
Cross  in  the  South  Pacific, — the  founder  of  Dioceses,  and  the 
leader  in  the  great  mission  work  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
Kew  Zealand.

The  vigor,  sagacity,  breadth  of  view,  and  whole-souled 
consecration  to  his  work,  which  he  had  displayed  in  New 
Zealand,  led  the  Queen  to  nominate  him  to  the  vacant  see  of 
Lichfield.  This  was  the  first  time  that  a  Colonial  Bishop  had 
ever  been  translated  to  a  Home  Diocese,  and  his  selection 
therefore,  was  the  endorsement  of  the  Government  to  his 
extraordinary  capacity  and  fitness  to  labor  and  guide,  not 
merely  such  a  vast  Diocese  as  Lichfield,  with  its  great  array 
of  Church  work  and  Church  instrumentalities,  ramifying  into 
all  departments  of  Church  life ;  but  to  take  his  seat  in  the 
House  of  Lords  and  participate  as  a  member  of  Parliament  in 
setting  forward  those  educational,  ecclesiastical  and  reformatory 
measures,  which  so  engross  the  English  mind  and  heart. 
Bishop  Selwyn  preached  the  opening  Sermon  of  this  Primary 
Convention,  giving  great  satisfaction  to  all,  and  adding  deeply 
to  the  interest  of  the  occasion. 

The  presence  of  Dr.  Howson,  the  Dean  of  Chester,  was 
also  regarded  by  all  as  a  happy  augury.  His  ripe  scholarship, 
his  extended  fame,  his  special  advocacy  of  Woman's  work,  his 
genial  manners,  and  his  readiness  to  impart  information  on  the 
many  topics  with  which  he  is  conversant,  made  him  ex- 
tremely popular,  and  bespoke  for  him  what  he  so  well  deserved 
by  his  books  and  his  labors, — the  respect  and  esteem  of  all 
sound  Churchmen. 

It  will  always  be  a  satisfaction  to  the  Diocese  of  Central 
Pennsylvania  to  have  on  the  page  of  its  history,  which  tells 
of  its  primary  council,  written  there  such  *bright  names  as 
George  Augustus  Selwyn,  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  and  John 
Howson,  the  Dean  of  Chester. 

THE    FIRST    DECADE    OF    MY    EPISCOPATE. 

The  other  circumstance  to  which  I  refer,  is  the  fact,  that 
this  year  completes  the  tenth  year  of  my  Episcopate. 

I  can  scarcely  believe,  that  more  than  ten  years  have  passed, 
since  I  took  upon  myself  the  vows,  and  was  consecrated  to 
the  office,  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God. 

In  this  Church  (St.  Andrew's),  where  I  had  ministered  as  its 
Rector  for  over  thirteen  years,  I  was  elected  to  my  present 
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office  by  the  suffrages  of  the  Convention,  on  the  24th  October, 
1 86 1.  In  this  Church,  and  at  this  chancel,  on  the  2d  day  of 
January,  1862,  I  was  solemnly  set  apart  for  my  new  work. 
And  now,  to-day,  after  ten  years  have  rolled  away,  I  am  per- 
mitted to  stand  in  the  same  Church  and  deliver  from  the  same 
chancel,  this,  my  tenth  annual  address.  Many  reflections 
crowd  upon  my  mind  as  I  turn  back  to  the  scene  of  my  con- 
secration. Of  the  seven  Bishops  who  then  laid  their  hands 
on  my  head  as  I  kneeled  at  this  chancel,  two  (Bishops  Hop- 
kins and  A.  Potter)  have  been  removed  by  death.  Of  the  121 
Clerical  names  signed  to  my  testimonials,  25  have  gone  to 
their  rest. 

These  are  solemn  warnings,  and  I  trust  will  not  prove  un- 
heeded by  either  you  or  myself 

It  may  not  be  improper  at  this  time  to  review  the  progress 
of  the  Church  during  this  decade,  as  it  will  furnish  us  much 
to  be  thankful  for,  and  valuable  materials  for  future  use.  At 
that  time.  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter  had  administered  the  Diocese 
for  sixteen  years.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  1845,  *^ 
the  full  vigor  of  a  ripe  manhood,  with  mental  powers 
thoroughly  trained,  and  of  commanding  force.  For  ten  years 
his  career  was  one  of  remarkable  influence  and  effectiveness. 
He  impressed  himself  on  the  Church  at  large,  as  well  as  on 
the  Diocese,  as  a  Bishop  thoroughly  furnished  unto  every  good 
work.  In  his  decennial  address,  however,  he  called  the 
attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  beginning  of  a  failing 
health,  which  culminated  in  that  sad  stroke  which  made  it 
necessary  to  elect  an  Assistant,  which  was,  as  you  know^ 
done  in  1857.  Thus,  helped  by  the  election  of  Bishop  Bow- 
man, he  rallied  again,  though  never  to  his  former  working- 
power,  when,  in  1861,  God  called  Bishop  Bowman  away;  and 
the  whole  burden  was  again  laid  on  Bishop  Potter.  When  I 
entered  on  my  duties  as  Assistant  Bishop,  I  found  Bishop 
Potter  much  improved  in  health,  though  unable  to  discharge 
all  his  duties.  He,  however,  seemed  as  mentally  strong  as 
ever,  and  all  the  head-work  of  the  Diocese  was  done  by  him, 
until  he  sailed  for  California,  in  February,  1865.  When  I  took 
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the  Diocese  under  my  sole  control  it  had,  therefore,  an  im- 
petus given  to  it  by  him,  which  carried  it  on  with  much  force ; 
and  hence,  in  speaking  of  Church  growth  during  these  ten 
years,  you  will  bear  in  mind,  that  nearly  all  the  instrumentali- 
ties now  so  actively  employed,  were  of  his  devising  and 
moulding ;  and  to  myself  belongs  the  honor  of  simply  en- 
deavoring to  carry  out  what  he  planned,  and  give  accelerated 
motion  to  that  which  he  had  started  into  action. 

He  labored,  and  I  have  entered  into  his  labors.  Ten  years 
ago,  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  was  co-terminous  with  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  Since. then,  two  Dioceses  have  been 
carved  out  of  it,  while  yet  the  reduced  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  clergy  and  Church  influence,  remains  as  strong 
nearly  as  it  was  when  the  first  division  was  made,  in  1865. 
This  fact  illustrates  at  once  the  necessity  of  the  division  and 
the  wonderful  growth  of  our  Church  in  this  State. 

Of  the  179  clergymen  who  were  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention  which  elected  me  Bishop,  37  have  died ;  32  have 
been  cut  off  by  the  severance  of  the  new  Dioceses ;  4  have 
become  Bishops;  42  have  gone  to  other  Dioceses;  leaving 
only  64  of  the  clergy  now  connected  with  this  Diocese  who 
were  then  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote.  The  present  number 
of  clergy  in  this  Diocese  is  166;  in  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh, 
there  are  51,  and  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania^, 
65;  making  a  total  of  282. 

It  is  known  to  most  of  you  that,  owing  to  severe  illness^ 
(which  at  one  time  laid  me  aside  for  fifteen  months)^  andf 
other  disabilities  resulting  from  painful  accidents,  and  attacks, 
of  acute  disease,  I  have  been  incapacitated  for  the  discharge 
of  my  duties  more  than  twenty-four  months  of  my  Episco- 
pate. Notwithstanding  this  serious  interruption,  I  have  ad- 
ministered the  rite  of  Confirmation  on  902  occasions ;  have 
confirmed  11,563  persons;  have  delivered  2,160  sermons  and) 
addresses ;  have  consecrated  28  Churches ;  have  laid  33 
comer-stones;  have  ordained  71  to  the  Diaconate,  and  63  to 
the  Priesthood ;  have  superintended  and  carried  through  the 
Organization  of  two  Dioceses;  and  have  made  a  Visitation  of

the  Church  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  under  the  direction 
of  the  General  Convention.  During  this  period,  ov«r  30 
Churches  have  been  enlarged  and  repaired,  and  64  new 
Churches  or  Chapels  have  been  built,  or  are  now  in  process 
of  being  erected.  In  addition  to  these  numbers,  7,378  have 
been  confirmed  within  the  past  ten  years,  by  Bishop  Potter 
and  various  Bishops,  acting  for  him  and  for  myself.  33  per- 
sons have  by  them  been  ordained  Deacons;  37  have  been 
advanced  to  the  Priesthood;   11  Churches  have  been  conse- 

•  crated,  and  2  corner-stones  have  been  laid.  Making  a  total, 
in  ten  years,  of  18,941  persons  confirmed;  39  Churches  con- 
secrated; 104  candidates*  ordained  Deacons;  100  ordained 
Priests;  35  corner-stortei^  laid. 

In  1862,  when  the  w*h6le  State  was  one  Diocese,  there 
were  2,393  Sunday  Scliiol  teachers,  and  25,000  scholars.  In 
1872,  before  the  present Didcese  of  Central  Pennsylvania  was 
cut  off,  and  after  the  Dibcese  of  Pittsburgh  had  been  erected, 
there  were  3,414  teacHelr^,  and  35,333  pupils;  showing  an  in- 

*  crease  of  over  1,000  teachers,  and  io;ooo  pupils,  notwithstand- 
;  ing  the  decrease  of  territory  and  Churches  by  the  organizing 
'  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh;  and  this  excludes  21  Parishes 

which  made  no  report. 

''  *  Tiie  contributibiis  reported  for  the  three  years  of  i860,  *6i, 
'62,  artioiinted  to  a  grand  total  of  $619,000.  The  contribu- 
tions of  1869,  *70,  '71,  exclusive,  of  course,  of  the  Diocese 
of   Pittsburgh,   reached   the   sum   of  1^1,670,000,   or  over  a 

'million  of  dollars  more  than  was  given  ten  years  ago  by 
the  whole  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State. 

The  liiimber  of  commtinicants  represented  in  the  undivided 
Diocese,  in  1862,  was  13,523;  in  1872,  with  the  Diocese  of 
Pittsburgh 'cut  off,  23,024;  showing  an  increase  of  nearly 
io,o6o"tbmmunicant  me'mbers. 

These  are  evidences  of  growth  which  cannot  but  give  us 
great  satisfaction.  Yet  these  evidences  of  figures  are,  after  all. 
not  so  striking  as  the  evidence  everywhere  apparent  of  the 
practical  exteriisioh  of  the  Church's  work,  and  the  daily  in- 
creasing hold  which  it  is  taking  on  the  people.     Never  has 
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there  been  more  activity  in  all  species  of  Church  labor,  and 
never  so  many  appliances  for  reaching  all  classes,  as  exist 
now.  Nearly  every  City  Parish  has  its  Chapel,  or  Mission 
School,  and  its  local  organization  for  Mission  work ;  and  I 
feel  sure  that  if  we  could  have  laid  before  us  an  exact  amount 
of  what  is  being  really  done  by  the  several  Parishes,  we 
should  be  ourselves  astonished  at  the  life  and  zeal  and  labor 
displayed,  and  at  the  number  of  people  brought  thus,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  under  the  Church's  eye  and  hand  and 
teaching. 

As  I  move  about  from  Parish  to  Parish,  and  see  the  interior 
working  of  each,  and  the  several  agencies  employed  by  each, 
I  am  penetrated  with  a  feeling  of  thanksgiving  that  our  be- 
loved Church,  which  has  been  so  long  stigmatized  as  only 
The  Rich  Man's  Church,  as  being  the  Aristocratic  Church,  is, 
in  her  sphere,  doing  more  among  the  lower  and  degraded 
classes  for  their  temporal  benefit,  their  mental  culture,  and 
their  spiritual  welfare,  than  any  other  body  of  Christians.  Yet 
I  am  far  from  being  satisfied.  There  are  undeveloped  powers 
of  the  Church  which  need  to  be  evoked ;  there  are  Churches 
which  have  not  yet  put  on  all  their  working  force  into  the 
fields  around  them ;  there  are  new  avenues  in  which  to  work, 
and  new  methods  of  doing  the  work,  which  must  all  be  used 
if  we  would  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  our  duty.  Much 
as  I  find  occasion  of  joy,  I  find  no  occasion  of  boasting ;  for 
were  I  to  begin  to  point  to  this  or  that  institution  or  agency 
with  any  degree  of  Diocesan  pride,  I  should  find  myself 
checked  by  a  voice  within,  saying :  Look  not  on  the  little  that 
has  been  done  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  mind  and  wealth 
and  physical  and  social  power  lodged  in  your  Church  ;  but  on 
the  vast  amount  that  has  been  left  undone — the  ignorance  un- 
taught— ^the  misery  unrelieved — the  spiritual  wastes  uncul- 
tivated— ^the  souls,  by  scores  of  thousands,  still  uncared  for, 
and  for  whom  no  Church  of  Christ  opens  its  doors,  and  to 
whom  no  minister  of  Christ  oflfers  the  Gospel.  Let  us  rather 
use  what  we  have  done  as  a  stimulus  to  do  more,  and  make 
the  past  but  an  incentive  to  greater  activity  in  the  future. 
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THE  BISHOP  POTTER   MEMORIAL  HOUSE. 

During  these  ten  years  of  my  Episcopate  there  has  grown 
up,  out  of  seed  planted  by  my  revered  predecessor.  Bishop 
Potter,  the  Memorial  House  which  bears  his  name.  This 
admirable  institution  has  been  doing  a  quiet  but  most  useful 
and  spiritually  remunerative  work. 

In  the  five  years,  which  are  just  completed,  since  it  was 
formally  opened,  37  women  have  been  inmates  of  the  House, 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period.  Three  of  them  were  sent  by 
the  Foreign  Committee  to  be  trained  for  Missionary  work  in 
Africa. 

Two  of  the  Sisters  are  actively  at  work  among  the  Indians, 
one  in  the  Santee,  the  other  in  the  Yankton  Mission ;  another 
has  been  doing,  for  two  years,  the  work  of  a  Parochial  Deacon- 
ess in  Bridesburg  and  Whitehall ;  where,  mainly  through  her 
instrumentality,  a  beautiful  Church  has  been  built,  in  com- 
munication with  which  are  flourishing  Sunday  Schools,  Bible 
Classes,  a  Mother's  Meeting,  and  all  other  instrumentalities 
for  successful  Parish  work. 

Another  lady  is  in  charge  of  a  Hospital  in  Detroit. 

Yet  another  is  resident  in  a  Mission  House  in  one  of  our 
large  cities.  Several  have  returned  to  work  in  their  own 
Parishes,  encouraged  and  strengthened  by  their  residence  in 
the  Memorial  House. 

A  successful  Mission  has  been  inaugurated  at  Aramingo, 
between  the  Hospital  and  Frankford,  by  another  Sister,  who 
labored  faithfully  there  during  parts  of  two  years,  and  who 
has  been  called  to  her  home,  temporarily,  by  sickness  in  her 
family.  Her  work  has,  however,  been  taken  up  by  another, 
and  is  going  on  vigorously.  Of  the  eight  inmates  of  the 
Memorial  House  at  this  time,  one  has  been  engaged  for  three 
years  in  faithful  work  in  the  Women's  Ward  of  the  Episcopal 
Hospital.  A  second  is  engaged  in  mission  work  at  Aramingo. 
giving  certain  hours  in  each  week  to  attendence  at  the  Church 
Dispensary  in  Frankford,  where  she  is  learning  to  put  up 
prescriptions,  and  is  thus  in  training  for  a  mission  among  the 
Indians.     A  third  will  probably  take  the  position  of  nurse  in 
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a  Children's  Hospital  about  to  be  opened  at  one  of  the 
bathing  places  on  our  own  coast,  having  proved  her  peculiar 
fitness  for  such  work  by  her  skilful  nursing  of  the  sick  in  the 
Mission  connected  with  the  Episcopal  Hospital.  Another  is 
a  returned  Missionary  from  Africa.  Yet  another  will  be 
assigned  to  a  new  department  of  work  in  connection  with  the 
House,  hereafter  to  be  noted.  Two  are  in  training  for  Paroch- 
ial Missions,  and  one  other  has  recently  been  sent  by  the 
Foreign  Committee,  through  its  Secretary,  to  be  tested  and 
trained  for  China. 

In  view  of  these  and  other  facts,  I  venture  to  ask :  Has 
not  the  time  come  for  the  Diocese  to  take  up  and  carry  on 
this  work  ?  Thus  far  the  burden,  or,  as  the  generous  Donor 
would  regard  it,  the  privilege  of  supporting  it,  has  fallen  upon 
one  person,  who  has  done  as  much  by  his  personal  labors  to 
introduce  Sisterhoods  in  our  Church'  as  any  other  member 
of  it  The  Diocese  needs  just  such  a  training  agency  if 
it  would  successfully  do  Christ's  work.  Experience  proves 
its  untold  worth.  Shall  it  be  left  any  longer  to  be  supported  by 
one  layman  ?  or  shall  the  Diocese  put  underneath  it  its  broader, 
stronger  shoulder,  and  lift  it  up  into  greater  prominence  and 
usefulness  ?  This  Memorial  House  is  necessary  to  the  effective 
working  apparatus  of  this  Diocese.  The  Diocese  would  be 
incomplete  without  it,  we  shall  be  going  backward  if  we  pass 
it  by,  or  suffer  it  to  decline. 

Every  consideration  weighs  upon  us  to  take  it  up,  enlarge, 
endow,  sustain  it.  What  it  has  done  in  the  past,  what  it  is 
doing  now,  what  it  can  do  in  the  future,  all  plead  to  this  end. 
Already  has  it  proved  itself  a  hive  of  Christian  industries  and 
busy  toil.  We  want  to  make  it  more  busy  still, — to  enlarge 
the  work  on  all  sides,  to  minister  to  new  forms  of  helplessness 
and  suffering, — ^to  keep  pace  with  the  diversified  out-croppings 
of  humanity  on  its  darker  side, — and  to  give  to  our  Church, 
in  the  eyes  of  the  laboring  classes,  a  suppleness  and  flexibility, 
which  will  fit  it  for  all  forms  of  degradation  and  sin. 

But  this  can  be  done  only  by  those  who  are  taught  to  do  it. 
The  knowledge  required  for  this  work  does  not  come  by  in- 
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tuition,  it  is  an  art  to  be  learned^  a  profession  for  which  one 
has  to  be  schooled  and  drilled,  and  unless  thus  prepared  by 
patient  toil  and  a  daily  ripening  experience,  the  largest-hearted 
sympathy  and  the  most  untiring  native  energy,  will  be  all  but 
wasted  or  misused.  In  this  Memorial  House,  sympathy  is 
harnessed  to  action,  and  not  suffered  to  foam  itself  out  in  mere 
emotional  sentimentalism.  Love  is  here  educated  to  organize 
its  affection  into  wisely  planned  methods,  and  not  left  to  waste 
itself  in  the  vain  attempt  to  do  impossibilities ;  and  Christian 
energy  is  here  disciplined  to  order,  and  guided  into  channels 
where  all  its  power  is  economized,  and  where  but  little  is  lost 
by  misdirection  or  ignorance. 

This  is  what  is  needed  to  give  greater  efficiency  to  this 
"  Memorial  House."  This  is  what  is  wanted  to  bring  out  into 
untold  usefulness  hundreds  of  Christian  women,  who  have 
the  mind  to  work,  and  the  hands  to  work,  but  know  not 
the  true  methods  of  labor,  or  how  to  use  the  tools  which  God 
has  put  into  their  hands. 

Will  the  Diocese  take  up  this  subject  and  give  it  prayerful 
thought  ?  There  is  no  time  to  lose.  The  day  of  work  and 
action  has  come ;  God  grant  that  the  workers  may  be  provided, 
and  that  the  work  may  be  wisely  done. 

LEHIGH  UNIVERSITY. 

Another  institution  which  has  been  founded  and  success- 
fully  organized,  within  these  ten  years,  is  the  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity, at  Bethlehem. 

This  enterprise,  the  sole  result  of  the  gift  by  the  Hon.  Asa 
Packer,  of  Mauch  Chunk,  of  over  $500,000,  was,  at  his  request,, 
planned  in  the  main  features  by  myself,  and  at  its  head  I  have 
continued  to  this  time,  though  now,  that  it  falls  within  the 
limits  of  the  Diocese  ofCentral  Pennsylvania,  I  shall  resign 
my  position  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  next 
month. 

But  there  the  University  stands,  the  finest  college  building 
in  this  State ;  with  an  accomplished  and  competent  corps  of 
Professors,  with  all  the  means  and  appliances  of  imparting  the 
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highest  literary,  or  scientific  education.  It  fs  free  to^  all  who- 
choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its  offered  privileges ;  and  last 
summer,  by  the  fresh  liberality  of  its  generous  founder,  he 
undertook  to  pay  all  its  yearly  expenses ;  and  declared  his 
desire,  which  the  Trustees  embodied  into  an  unanimous  reso- 
lution, that  it  should,  thenceforth,  be  regarded  as  a  Church 
Institution. 

As  this  is  the  first  University  of  the  kind  given  to  the 
Church  and  placed  under  its  sole  control,  and  the  first  where 
tuition  is  free  in  all  branches,  and  to  all  well  disposed  comers, — 
and  as  it  was  the  outgrowth  of  Christian  love,  opening  the 
heart  of  one,  to  whom  God  had  entrusted  a  large  stewardship, — 
it  deserves  to  be  noted  as  one  of  the  signs  and  evidences  of 
growth,  both  in  liberality  and  in  Church  feeling  and  exten- 
sion. Though  this  Diocese  must  now  give  it  up  to  our 
younger  sister,  yet  we  can  rejoice,  that  such  a  noble  educa- 
tional charity  was  born  and  baptized,  and  signed  with  the  sign 
of  the  cross,  while  yet  under  our  jurisdiction.  May  the  rich 
dews  of  God's  grace  ever  fall  upon  the  Founder  and  upon  the 
University ! 

PHILADELPHIA    DIVINITY    SCHOOL. 

During  these  ten  years,  another  important  institution  has* 
been  planted  in  our  midst :  I  refer  to  the  Philadelphia  Divinity 
School,  chartered  in  1863.  This  school  of  the  Prophets,  with 
a  faculty,  which  for  sound  learning  and  professional  ability,  is 
second  to  none  in  the  Church,  has  been  the  means  of  doing  2 
vast  amount  of  good.  Young  men  have  graduated  from  it, 
who  have  gone  almost  everywhere,  preaching  the  Word,  and 
are  now  occupying  important  posts  in  20  different  Dioceses. 
The  undergraduates  are  each  and  all,  according  to  their  several 
abilities  and  opportunities,  doing  Mission  work  in  a  variety  of 
Parishes,  and  others  learning  practically  the  duties  which  they 
are,  by  and  by,  to  discharge  in  a  higher  sphere  ;  and  so  while 
they  are  watering  others,  they  are  being  watered  also  them- 
selves. This  was  one  of  Bishop  Potter's  well  planned  schemes, 
and  I  well  remember  with  what  diligence  and  care  he  elabo- 
rated its  constitution  and  laws,  so  as  to  give  it  breadth  and 
6 
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depth,  and  make  it  a  place  where  thorough  scholarship  and 
thorough  practical  training  should  go  hand  in  hand.  This  is 
not,  strictly  speaking,  a  Diocesan  Institution,  but  as  an  insti- 
tution in  the  Diocese,  mainly  supported  by  the  means  which 
it  has  contributed,  and  giving  back  in  return  a  goodly  number 
of  efficient  Ministers  to  serve  in  our  Parishes,  it  deser\'es 
notice  and  commendation  in  this  address. 

BOARDING  HOMES  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 

Within  these  ten  years,  also,  have  been  established  two 
Boarding  Homes  for  Young  Women,  for  the  reception,  pro- 
tection and  care  of  those  who  come  to  the  city  to  seek  em- 
ployment in  stores  and  offices,  or  for  the  purpose  of  preparing 
themselves  for  becoming  teachers.  Both  of  these  Homes, 
originated  by  the  holy  zeal  and  liberality  of  one  Christian 
woman,  are  under  the  management  of  ladies  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  are  doing  a  much  needed  work  with 
great  efficiency  and  satisfaction.  As  a  means  of  providing 
this  class  of  young  women  with  Christian  Homes,  under 
Church  influences,  and  as  a  precautionary  measure,  whereby 
much  evil  is  averted,  these  unpretending  institutions  are  en- 
titled to  a  liberal  support  and  to  your  warmest  sympathy. 

THE  CHURCH  HOME   FOR  CHILDREN. 

The  Church  Home  for  Childr*^n,  which  I  brought  to  your 
special  notice  two  years  ago,  is  progressing  most  favorably. 
The  new  building  will  soon  be  ready  for  its  little  inmates. 
All  its  enlarged  accommodations  will  be  at  once  needed,  and  if 
the  liberality  of  Churchmen  would  only  permit  us  to  double 
our  capacity,  there  would  still  be  a  demand  unsupplied.  At 
a  recent  confirmation,  I  administered  that  Apostolic  rite  to  8 
children  of  the  "  Home ;"  thus  showing,  that  not  the  bodies 
only,  but  the  hearts  of  the  children  are  watched  over  and 
trained  up  for  Christ.  In  this  way  it  pays  back  to  the  Church 
what  it  gives  to  support  its  material  interest;  and  so  the  streams 
of  human  benevolence  and  Divine  grace  beautifully  blend,  and 
leave  behind  choicest  blessings  for  body  and  soul,  for  time 
and  for  eternity. 
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the  lincoln  institution. 

Another  remarkably  useful  institution,  established  in  this 
Diocese   within   this   decade,  is  "The   Lincoln  Institution." 

*  chartered  in  1866. 

This  was  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  home 

for  the  care  and  training  of  friendless  white  boys  and  youths, 

.and  for  the  orphan  sons  of  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United 

States.     This  benevolent  purpose  has  been   admirably  well 

•  carried  out.  Already  has  the  building  been  once  enlarged, 
and  its  capacity  is  still  below  the  demand  made  upon  it  Here 
between  one  and  two  hundred  boys  receive  a  fair  education, 

.are  taught  good  habits  of  body  and  mind,  are  drilled  with 
severe  military  precision,  and  their  spiritual  interests  are  care- 
fully watched  over  and  provided  for,  so  that  it  is  a  well  ordered 
school  and  home  for  a  most  interesting  class  of  children. 
Eleven  pupils  of  this  Institution  were  confirmed  by  me  in 
Epiphany  Church.     As  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  it 

-will  necessarily  cease  to  be  a  Soldiers'  Orphans  Home,  the 
Board  of  Council  and  Managers  are  already  making  arrange- 
ments to  continue  its  benefactions  to  orphan  boys,  both  as  a 

^training  school  and  where  they  can  find  a  home  until  old 
enough  to  go  to  work,  and  where  their  characters  can  be 
moulded  in  truth  and  honesty.  Thus  will  very  many  boys 
be  trained  up  in  the  ways  of  virtue  and  be  made  useful  men 

:  and  citizens,  who,  but  for  this  Institution,  would  furnish  re- 
cruits to  the  swarms  of  vagrants,  who  now  roam  our  streets, 
and  grow  up  hardened  in  sin  and  crime,  at  once  an  expense 

.  and  a  disgrace  to  the  city. 

CITY  MISSIONS. 

One  more  work  has  been  inaugurated  and  established  during 
'these  ten  years,  to  which  I  must  call  your  attention:  I  refer 
'  to  the  City  Mission  work. 

Until  recently,  the  whole  plan   (if  that  could   be  called  a 
plan  which  had  no  plan)  of  doing  this  work  was  lamentably 
•defective.      Several  efforts  were   made   to   interest   the   city- 
Rectors  and  effect  a  city  organization,  but  they  failed.     It  was 
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then  undertaken  by  your  Diocesan;  a  Superintendent  was; 
appointed,  Missionaries  were  set  to  work,  a  house  was  taken,, 
halls  and  rooms  were  rented,  services  were  'commenced  in 
various  places  and  money  was  collected.  After  being  on  my 
hands  long  enough  to  show  that  it  could  be  done, — that  it 
ought  to  be  done,  and  that  the  machinery  and  the  money  for 
doing  it  could  be  commanded, — I  again  made  an  effort  to  put 
it  into  the  hands  of  responsible  parties,  and,  fortunately,  have 
fully  succeeded. 

A  **  Board  of  Council"  was  appointed,  representing  the 
various  Churches,  and  to  that  Board  has  been  transferred  the 
whole  work.  This  work  has  assumed  a  magnitude  beyond 
what  I  had  anticipated ;  and  what  it  has  accomplished  already, 
in  the  way  of  starting  new  Parishes  and  helping  feeble  ones, 
and  preaching  to  those  who  will  not  go  inside  Churches ;  of 
sewing  schools,  night  schools,  Sunday  Schools ;  of  District 
Visiting ;  of  relief  to  the  souls  and  to  the  bodies  of  thousands ;. 
all  this  has  shown  the  need  of  such  a  work,  and  that  it  will 
expand  just  as  fast  and  as  far  as  the  money  and  the  men  shall 
be  forthcoming  to  occupy  the  opening  fields,  and  furnish  the 
desired  relief.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  cheering  signs, 
of  Church  life,  and  has  furnished  a  model  of  action  which  has. 
been  copied  in  other  Dioceses. 

I  will  not  weary  you  with  any  further  suggestions.  There 
are  many  things,  which,  during  the  year,  arise  before  me  as 
proper  subjects  on  which  to  speak  at  our  Annual  Conventions,, 
and  which  I  note  down  for  presentation.  But  time  would  fail 
to  bring  them  all  out  and  lay  them  before  you. 

I  congratulate  you  that,  as  a  Diocese,  we  are  healthful  and 
prosperous.  Work  is  going  on  everywhere,  and  gratifying 
results  are  visible  on  all  sides.  The  tone  of  feeling  and  har- 
mony of  action  of  the  last  General  Convention  has  had  a 
most  salutary  effect  in  broadening  narrow  views,  removing 
prejudices,  harmonizing  differences  and  consolidating  our 
working  power.  I  trust  that  this  spirit  may  more  and  more 
pervade  the  hearts  of  our  Clergy  and  our  Laity. 

One  thought  more,  and  I  have  done. 
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We  are  wandering  mid-way  between  "  Expectation  Sunday/' 
as  the  ancients  named  the  last  Lord's  Day  (because  the  Dis- 
ciples were  then  tarrying  in  Jerusalem  and  waiting  "  for  the 
promise  of  the  Father"),  and  the  festival  of  Whit-sunday.  That 
day  inaugurated  the  dispensation  of  the  Spirit  under  which  we 
are  now,  as  a  Church,  living.  That  day  the  Ascended  Lord, 
having  received  "  Gifts  for  men/'  distributed  them  in  the 
Pentecostal  Blessings  of  that  first  Whit-sunday  in  Jerusalem. 

Then,  the  Disciples  of  Jesus  were  in  unity  and  peace,  for  they 
"  were  all  with  one  accord  in  one  place."  Then  they  were  in 
a  waiting  and  expectant  state,  prepared  in  heart  and  mind  for 
the  promised  Comforter,  for  "  they  continued  with  one  accord 
in  prayer  and  supplication."  May  we,  Brethren,  imitate  them 
in  these  respects.  Let  us  take  this  waiting  posture,  let  us 
cherish  this  praying  frame  of  mind,  let  us  cultivate  this  unity 
and  brotherly  love.  Then,  and  then  only,  may  we  confidently 
look  for  a  fresh  unction  from  the  Holy  One ;  and  how  much 
•do  we  need  this  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  on  all  our  con- 
gregations, on  all  our  schools,  on  all  our  Parish  work,  on  all 
our  Missionar>'  organizations,  and  especially  on  our  hearts 
and  minds,  that  we  may  be  taught  by  the  Spirit  of  Truth,  and 
be  preserved  from  the  assaulting  errors  of  the  age,  and  be 
"  guided  into  all  truth,"  even  the  full  and  loving  knowledge 
and  apprehension  of  Him,  who  says  of  Himself,  "  I  am  the 
Way,  the  Truth,  the  Life."  With  these  aspirations,  let  us  antici- 
pate next  Sunday's  Collect,  and  say :  "  O  God,  who  didst 
teach  the  hearts  of  thy  faithful  people  by  sending  to  them  the 
light  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  grant  us,  by  the  same  Spirit,  to  have 
a  right  judgment  in  all  things,  and  evermore  to  rejoice  in  His 
holy  comfort,  through  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Saviour, 
ivho  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  in  the  unity  of  the  same 
Spirit,  one  God,  world  without  end.     Amen." 

After  the  Address,  on  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at 
5  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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Philadelphia,  St.  Andrew's  Church, 

Wednesdjiy,  5  o'clock,  P.  M.. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  order ;  the: 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  presiding. 

The  President  stated  that  the  order  of  the  day  was. 
the  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  appointed 
the  Rev.  J.  W.  Claxton  and  Rev.  Byron  McGann, 
tellers  of  the  Clerical  vote,  and  Messrs.  H.  L.  Gaw 
and  J.  Vaughan  Merrick,  tellers  of  the  Lay  vote. 

While  the  tellers  were  counting  the  votes, 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hare,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on. 
Alteration  of  Canons,  moved  that  the  Convention  take 
up  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Alteration  of 
Canons  made  to  the  last  Convention,  which  was  agreed: 
to. 

The  first  resolution,  appended  to  the  Report,  was 
adopted,  as  follows : 

1.  That  in  Section  z,  of  Canon  VI.,  the  passage  beginning,  "and  to  entitle  him  to  such  testimo- 
nial," and  ending,  "  to  the  Standing  Committee  thereof,"  be  stricken  out,  as  conflicting  with- 
Title  X,  Canon  XII.,  Section  7,  of  the  Digest. 

The  second  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

2.  That  Canon  VII.,  Section  i,  be  amended  to  read,  as  follows  :  "  At  every  Stated  Conventfoo* 
a  Standing  Committee  to  consist  of  five  of  the  Clergy  and  five  of  the  Laity,  shall  be  chosen  by- 
ballot,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  members  of  each  order ;  provided,  that  the  balloting  may  be 
dispensed  with,  in  cases  where  only  five  Clergymen  and  five  Laymen  are  nominated.  And  vacan- 
cies occurring  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  said  Committee,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote. 
of  the  remaining  Clerical  members  and  Lay  members  of  the  Committee." 

The  third  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

3.  That  in  Canon  XIV.,  the  title  be  amended  so  as  to  read,  "  of  Vacant  Parishes,"  and  that  die 
first  section  be  omitted. 

The  fourth  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

4.  That  Canon  XV.,  Section  i,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  "At  every  Stated  Convention 
this  Diocese,  there  mo^,  and  at  the  Stated  Convention  immediately  preceding  the  Stated  General 

Convention,  there  tha//  be  chosen,  by  the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  votes,  Deputies, 
the  General  Convention,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  Stated  Convention,, 
and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places  ;  provided,  that  the  balloting  may  be  dispensed  with,  in 
cases  where  only  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen  are  nominated. 

Mr.  Elias  P.  Boudinot  moved  that  the  consideration 
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of  the  fifth  Resolution  be  postponed  until  after  the 
presentation  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Minority  Representation. 

The  President  decided  that  the  resolution  was  car- 
ried, but  a  division  being  called  for,  it  was  adopted  by 
a  vote  of  95  ayes,  and  54  nays.

The  President  announced  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hare, 
Rev.  Dr.  Morton,  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin,  Rev.  Dr.  Watson 
and  Rev.  Dr.  Eccleston,  and  Mr.  Richard  L.  Smith, 
Mr.  Thomas  Robins,  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Griffitts.  Mr.  John 
Bohlen  and  Mr.  John  Clayton,  having  received  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  both  orders,  were  duly  elected 
the  Standing  Committee. 

The  consideration  of  the  resolutions  appended  to  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Alteration  of  Canons,  was 
then  resumed,  and  the  sixth  resolution  was  adopted,  as 
follows :

7.  That  resolutions  of  a  permanent  nature,  which  have  been  passed  by  former  Conventions, 
viz.:  the  Resolutions  concerning  the  Establishment  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  ;  concerning 
the  Convention,  the  Episcopal  and  the  Christmas  Funds ;  concerning  drafts  upon  the  funds 
by  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee ;  be  incorporated  with  the  Canons,  after  striking  out 
therefrom  so  much  as  requires  the  election  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  be  made  by  bal- 
lot, and  making  such  merely  verbal  changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  consideration  of  the  eighth 
resolution,  the  Committee  on  Charters  asked  for  per- 
mission to  retire,  which,  on  motion,  was  granted. 

The  eighth  resolution  was  then  adopted,  as  follows: 

8.  That  Revised  Regulations  I.,  i,  be  amended  so  that  it  shall  read  simply,  "  The  Convention 
shall  meet  at  five  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  the  day  appointed."

Change  I.,  5.  3,  so  as  to  read,  "Appointments  of  Committees,  viz.:  Committee  on  Charters, 
Committee  on  Claims  of  Clergymen  to  Seats,  Committee  on  Claims  of  Deputies  to  Seats,  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  Committed  on  Parochial  History." 
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Add  to  I.,  5,  the  following: 

*•  3.  The  above  Order  of  Bu&iness  and  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two- 
fehirds  of  the  members  present,  but  not  otherwise." 

Omit  Revised  Regulations  IV. 

Make  Revised  Regulations  V.  a  foot  note  to  Canon  XIII. 

Omit  Revised  Regulations  VI.,  i,  2,  3,  also  VII. 

The  ninth  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

9.  That  in  the  Form  of  Charter,  in  the  third  paragraph,- the  phrase,  "  State  of  Pennsylvania," 
be  exchanged  for  the  phrase,  "  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania." 

The  tenth  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follov^'s : 

to.  That  the  Revised  Regulations,  amended  as  abov^,  shall  be  incorporated  with  the  Canons. 

The  eleventh  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

It.  That  the  order  of  the  Canons  be  so  changed,  that  such  incongruities  as  the  precedence  now 
given  to  penal  matters  may  be  avoided. 

The  twelfth  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

13.  That  there  be  prefixed  to  the  Act  of  Association,  Constitution  and  Canons,  a  Table  of 
Contents. 

The  thirteenth  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

13.  That  one  thoasand  copies  of  the  Act  of  Association,  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons  (the 
last  as  by  the  above  resolution  amended),  be  printed  under  the  direction  of  this  Committee. 

The  fourteenth  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

14.  That  the  following  words  in  the  Sixth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  viz.:  "To  preserve  their  journals  and  records,"  be 
stricken  out,  provided  the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  so  decide. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hare,  from  the  same  Committee,  moved  to 
insert  in  Canon  IX.,  Section  4,  line  i,  after  the  word 
"Diocese,''  "except  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  which 
resolution  was,  on  motion,  postponed. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hare,  from  the  same  Committee,  offered 
the  following  resolution,  to  be  adopted  as  Section  III., 
in  Canon  X.:  * 

1.  The  Christmas  Fund  shall  consist  of  the  avails  of  collections  made  in  the  Churches  of  the 
Diocese  on  Christmas  Day,  and  sums  of  money  otherwise  contributed.  It  shall  be  managed  by 
a  Committee  of  Five  Laymen,  who  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Convention,  of  which  Com- 
mittee the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  shall  be  one.  They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  receive 
and  hold  all  moneys  or  other  property  contributed  to  the  Fund  eitlier  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  and

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to  appropriate  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 
And  any  surplus  of  funds  which  may  remain  in  their  hands  shall  be  invested  by  them  in  safe  and 
productive  securities,  to  be  realized  from,  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  the  funds  arc 
needed  to  meet  the  appropriations  made  or  to  be  made. 

a.  All  appropriations  from  this  Fund  shall  be  made  by  the  Committee,  first,  to  Clergymen  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  scats  in  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  the  applica- 
tion be  disabled  by  age  or  infirmity  from  performing  the  duties  of  their  office;  and,  second,  to 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  Clergymen  who,  at  the  time  of  their  death,  were  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention.     No  appropriation  to  any  beneficiary  shall  exceed  $500  per  annum. 

3.  If  from  any  cause  the  Convention  shall  &il  to  appoint  the  Committee,  then  the  old  Commit- 
tee shall  hold  over  until  a  new  one  is  regularly  appointed.  If,  during  the  year,  two  or  more  of  the 
Committee  die  or  resign,  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  upon  being  notified  of  the  vacancies,  ap- 
point suitable  persons  to  fill  them. 

4.  The  Convention  shall,  at  ever>'  annual  meeting,  appoint  a  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Rev.  Dr.  Buchanan  moved  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Resoived,  That  the  words  in  paragraph  3,  "  shall  be  entided  to  seats  in  the  Convention,"  be 
stricken  out,  and  the  words,  "  has  been  received  as  a  clergyman,"  be  inserted  in  their  place. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hare '  offered,  from  the  same  Committee, 
the  following  resolution,  to  be  adopfed  as  Section  4,  of 
Canon  X.:  *       : 

"  That  Trustees  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  receive  any  moneys  which  may  be  given, 
either  for  a  permanent  fund  or  for  immediate  distribution,  for  the  education  of  the  sons  of  the 
Clergy  of  this  Diocese ;  the  distribution  to  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
have  the  designation  of  the  incumbents  of  all  scholarships  which  may  be  created ;  except  in  the 
case  of  annual  contributors  to  the  Fund  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars,  who  shall  have  the 
right  to  nominate  the  incumbents  to  the  scholarships  created  by  them,  during  the  continuance  of 
their  contributions." 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wadleigh,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Aertsen. 
laid  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christ- 
mas Fund  on  the  table. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHRISTMAS 

FUND. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy- 
men, and  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen, 
respectfully  report : 

That  the  receipts  from  the  offertory,  at  the  celebration  of

the  Holy  Communion  upon  Christmas  Day,  amount  to  ;?3,395. 
28;  from  interest  upon  the  Reserved  Fund,  and  from  interest 
upon  temporary  deposits,  ^^297 .40;  making  a  total  of  receipts 
from  all  sources,  ^3,792.68. 

The  expenditures  during  the  year  have  been  ^(4,42 5  to  bene- 
ficiaries, including  special  contributions  to  the  same,  there 
being  now  upon  the  list  four  Clergymen,  six  widows  of  Clergy- 
men, and  three  Clergymen's  families,  all  regular  stipendaries. 
The  number  of  these  beneficiaries  will,  however,  the  coming 
year,  be  diminished  by  removal  from  the  Diocese,  and  from 
the  reach  of  the  benefactions  of  the  trust. 

The  Reserved  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  amounts 
to  ^^2,650,  invested  in  United  States  Bonds.  In  addition  to  this 
fund,  the  Trustees  will,  in  the  course  of  the  present  year,  be 
put  in  possession  of  a  legacy  of  ;S>5,ooo  from  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
Ann  D.  Ducachet,  the  widow  of  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Ducachet, 
D.  D.,  the  principal  sum  of  which  legacy  is  to  be  held  intact, 
and  the  interest  only  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which 
this  trust  was  created. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  division  of  the 
Diocese,  then  consented  to,  has  become  an  accomplished  fact, 
and  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  has  been  called  to  what 
seemed  to  them  an  equitable  claim,  of  the  Diocese  of  Central 
Pennsylvania  to  a  part  of  the  Reserved  Fund  of  the  trust. 

The  Parishes  comprised  within  the  circuit  of  the  new  Dio- 
cese have  regularly  contributed  to  the  Christmas  Fund,  while 
the  disbursements  therein  have  been  very  small;  at  the  time  of 
the  separation  but  one  beneficiary  upon  our  list  residing  there. 
As  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania  has 
established  a  similar  trust  to  ours,  it  seems  but  just  to  ask  that 
that  trust  should  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  accretion  of  former 
years,  the  result,  in  part,  of  the  contributions  of  those  whom 
it  represents;  and  we  would  recommend  that  our  Treasurer  be 
empowered  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund 
of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
of  Bonds  of  the  United  States,  being  part  of  the  Reserved  Fund 
now  held  by  this  !rust. 
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The  Trustees  cannot  close  their  report  without  recording 
their  sense  of  the  great  loss  sustained  by  them  in  the  death  of 
Mr.  Edward  L.  Clark,  since  the  year  1861,  a  member  of  their 
Board,  and  always  zealous  and  active  in  promoting  the  objects 
had  in  view  in  its  creation,  and  ever  assisting  in  its  delibera- 
tions with  wise  and  liberal  counsel.

Resoh'ed,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen  and  the  Widows 
and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  instructed  to  hand  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Christmas  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  in 
Bonds  of  the  United  States,  being  part  of  the  Reserved  Fund  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wadleigh  nominated  the  following  Trus- 
tees of  the  Christmas  Fund: 

Mr.  Thomas  Robins,  Mr.  John  S.  Newbold, 

"   John  Welsh,  "    Thomxs  H.  Montgomery. 

There  being  no  other  nominations,  they  were  duly 
elected. 

Mr  R.  P.  McCullagh  having  been  nominated  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  and  there  being  no 
other  nominations,  he  was  duly  elected. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention 
Fund  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Benjamin  G.  Godfrey  having  been  nominated  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  Fund,  and  there  beinjr 
no  other  nominations,  he  was  duly  elected. 

Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  from  the  Committee  on  Charters, 
reported  favorably  on  the  Charters  of  "the  Church  of 
Our  Merciful  Saviour,"  and  of  the  "Eglise  du  St.  Sau- 
veur,'*  and,  on  motion,  they  were  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Convention.

Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  from  the  Committee  to  take  into 
consideration  verbal  changes  in  the  Constitution,  made 
a  report,  by  which  the  Preamble  to  the  Constitution 
shall  read  as  follows:  * 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  Association,  agreed  to  and  adopted  in  Convention,  on  the  24th  day  of 
May,  1785,  sundry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  within  this  Commonwealth  were  united 
under  the  name  of  "  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania ;"  which 
Association  embraced  all  those  Clergy  and  Congregations  who  did  at  that  time,  or  subsequently, 
assent  to  the  same  ; 

And  whereas.  Since  that  time,  in  General  Conventions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches 
within  the  United  States,  a  Constitution  and  Canons  were  formed  for  the  government  and  disci- 
pline of  the  same,  which  recognized  each  State  a;;  constituting  a  District  or  Diocese,  with  the 
right  to  the  Churches  within  the  same  to  exercise  a  local  government  over  themselves  :  which 
right  has  been  accordingly  exercised  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  within  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  associated  as  aforesaid  ; 

And  whekkas,  By  the  action  of  subsequent  General  Conventions,  two  new  Dioceses  have  been 
erected  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  whereby  the  limits  of  the  parent  Diocese  have  been 
lessened,  and  its  boundaries  made  different  from  the  boundaries  of  the  Slate ; 

And  whereas,  It  is  now  deemed  expedient  more  expressly  to  set  forth  the  syj^tem  of  local 
government  to  be  exercised  within  this  Diocese, 

The  following,  with  the  Act  of  Association,  is  declared  to  be  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Penasylvania  : 

Also  proposing  to  substitute  the  word  "Diocese" 
for  the  word  "State,"  viz:  in  Sections  II.  and  IV.  of 
the  Constitution. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  appended  to  the  report 
was  adopted. 

Dr.  HofiFman,  from  the  Committee  on  City  Missions, 
read  a  report,  with  a  resolution  proposing  a  Canon 
appended. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table 
for  the  present. 

Rev.  Mr.  Harris  read  a  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Parochial  History,  with  a  resolution,  recommending 
that  the  same  amount  should  be  appropriated  as  last 
year  for  the  purposes  of  the  Committee;  which  was 
adopted.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  order. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  Messrs.  DuHamel  and 
R.  A.  Edwards. 

The  President  having  taken  the  Chair, 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
of  yesterday's  sessions,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 

The  President,  in  a  few  feeling  remarks,  called 
attention  to  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Lex. 
a  Lay  Deputy  to  this  Convention. 

Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin  ofiFered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  which  were  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  New- 
ton, and  were  unanimously  adopted,  after  a  number  of 
addresses  made  by  members  of  the  Convention,  the 
vote  having  been  taken  standing : 

Whereas,  This  Convention  has  just  heard  of  the  sudden  demise  of  Charles  E.  Lex,  Esq.,  one 
of  its  prominent  Lay  Members ;  therefore, 

Resolvfd,  That  in  the  Christian  character  of  Mr.  Lex,  and  in  his  noble  work  for  Christ,  we 
recognize  an  admimbic  example  for  ourselves,  while  in  his  cheerful  trust  in  the  Redeemer,  we  have 
seen  the  wisdom  of  his  preparation  for  his  departure.  We  desire  to  place  on  record  this  expression 
of  our  high  estimate  of  his  personal  qualities,  as  well  as  of  the  value  of  his  services  to  the  Church, 
particularly  as  a  member  of  this  Convention  and,  for  several  years,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  With  the  expression  of  our  own  profound  grief  and  sorrow,  we  hereby  tender  to 
his  family  and  friends  the  assurance  of  our  most  heartfelt  sympathy ;  and  will  join  in  humble 
prayers  to  Almighty  God,  that  He  will  grant  them  His  heavenly  support  and  consolation. 

The  Bishop  then  invited  the  Convention  to  join  with 
him  in  prayer,  for  the  family  and  friends  of  Mr.  Lex, 
and  for  ourselves. 

Rev.  Mr.  Matlack  moved  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  present  these  resolutions  to  the  family  of 
Mr.  Lex. 

The  President  appointed  Rev.  Drs.  Goodwin  and 
Newton,  Rev.  Mr.  Matlack,  and  Messrs.  M.  Russell 
Thayer,  Isaac  Hazlehurst,  and  R.  R.  Montgomery,  the 
Committee. 
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Rev.  Dr.  Stewart  moved  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  name  of  H.  G.  Battenon,  D.  D.,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims 
of  Clergymen  to  Seats. 

Which  was  lost. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Deputies 
from  the  Church  of  the  Merciful  Saviour. 

The  order  of  the  day,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  in  the  Diocese,  was  then  called  for. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Claxton  read  the  Report  of  the  Board 
(see  Appendix),  to  which  was  appended  a  Report  of 
the  Southea'stern  Convocation,  and,  also,  the  following 
resolution,  viz.: 

Resolved f  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  to  rescind  its  action  by 
which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  withdrawn  from  its  field  of  labor  in  order  that  the  Board 
may  take  entire  char<ge  of  Missions  in  this  Diocese. 

Judge  Thayer  moved  that  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  be  laid  upon  the  table,  but  withdrew  the  motion 
temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  discussion. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Sypher  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved t  That  the  Bishop  in  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  may  appoint 
a  Board  of  Council  on  Missionary  Work  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  have  charge  of  such 
special  work  in  the  City  as  may  be  assigned  to  it,  by  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

Judge  Thayer  made  the  point  of  order  that  this  reso- 
lution contemplated  a  fundamental  change  in  the 
Canon  and  must  therefore  go  through  the  regular 
course  prescribed  in  such  cases. 

He  afterwards  withdrew  the  point  of  order. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hay  moved  the  following,  as  a  substitute 
for  Mr.  Sypher*s  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  instructed  to  carry  on  the  chariuble  and  religious 
work  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  a  distinct  department  in  the  work  entrusted  to  the  Board. 

Mr.  William  Welsh  offered  a  resolution,  which  was 
accepted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hay,  as  a  substitute  for  his 
substitute : 

Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to  continue  a  Board  of  Council 
for  City  Missions,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  in  his  address  to  the 
Convention. 
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The  resolution,  as  substituted,  was,  on  motion, 
adopted. 

The  President  announced  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania  was  present,  and  as 
the  Convention  was  upon  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, he  would,  with  its  consent,  ask  him  to  address 
to  the  Convention  any  remarks  he  might  have  to  make. 

In  accordance  with  the  request,  the  Bishop  of  Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania  addressed  the  Convention,  earnestly 
appealing  to  it  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
continue  a  longer  assistance  than  that  already  prom- 
ised to  the  support  of  Missions  in  Central  Pennsylvania. 

Rev.  Mr.  Matlack  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Diocese,  and  said  Board  is 
hereby  authorized,  to  extend  to  the  Missionary  stations  now  under  its  care  in  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania such  aid  in  the  future  as  it  may  think  wise  and  expedient. 

Mr.  Fred.  Fraley  offered  the  following  amendment: 

That  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  be  respectfully  requested  to  name  some  Sunday  in  each  of  the 
next  three  years,  on  which  a  collection  may  be  taken  in  each  of  the  Churches  of  this  Diocese  for 
Missions  in  Central  Pennsylvania. 

Which  was  lost. 

Dr.  Pratt  offered  a  substitute: 

Kesohied,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  authorized  to  notify  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania, that  after  the  ist  of  November  they  will  appropriate  to  the  Missions  in  that  Diocese  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  current  year,  less  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Which  was  lost. 

Mr.  Matlack's  resolution  was  adopted. 
On  motion,  adjourned.

On  the  7th  of  September,  1871,  consent  was  given  to  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Philadelphia,  mortgaging  their 
Church  edifice  and  ground  for  the  sum  of  $18,000,  of  which 
$10,000  was  to  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  a  ground 
rent  thereon,  and  the  balance  to  the  payment  of  debts  against 
the  Church  building.  December  7th,  1 87 1,  Committee  as- 
sented to  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Rising  Sun,  Phila- 
delphia, mortgaging  their  Parsonage  and  piece  of  ground  for 
$3,000,  a  debt  incurred  in  rebuilding  their  Church  edifice.  Jan- 
uary 4th,  1872,  St.  Luke's  Church,  Germantown,  was  author- 
ized to  mortgage  certain  property  for  $7,000,  and  to  sell  cer- 
tain other  property,  and  on  the  4th  of  April,  1872,  authority 
was  given  St.  Andrew's  Church,  West  Philadelphia,  to  sell  a 
certain  lot  of  ground.

Resolved t  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  be  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Philadelphia,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  1873. 

Mr.  Hazlehurst  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  subject  of  the  Distribution  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows,  and  asked  that  the 
Committee  be  discharged : 

REPORT. 

At  the  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  held  in  May, 
1871,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  whole  subject  relating  to  a  division  of  the  "  Episcopate  Fund,"  for  the 
support  of  the  new  Diocese  proposed  to  be  set  off,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Seven,  to  report 
at  the  next  Convention. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  that  resolution, 
your  Committee  respectfully  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

The  only  subject  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
has  been  called  is  that  of  the  ^'Episcopal  Fund''  of  this  Dio- 
cese; and  the  sole  question  before  them  for  consideration  was. 
Whether  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania  has  any  legal  or 
equitable  claim  to  any  portion  of  said  Fund. 

The  history  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  may  thus  be  stated  : 
On  the  31st  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1809,  Bishop  White,  in  his 
Address  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  made  the  following 
communication : 

"It  becomes  my  duty  to  make  known  to  this  Convention, 
that  some  years  ago,  the  late  Mr.  Andrew  Doz  devised  the 
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greater  part  of  his  estate  to  be  divided,  after  the  decease  of 
his  then  wife  and  daughters,  and  applied  to  seven  public  uses ; 
among  which  was  a  provision  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  and  his  successors,  who  shall  have  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  within  his  Diocese.  In  consequence  of  the 
late  decease  of  Mrs.  Margaret  McGaw,  daughter  of  Mr.  Doz, 
the  three  Trustees  under  the  will,  of  whom  I  am  one,  are 
taking  measures  for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  property ; 
of  which  $2,000  have  been  paid  this  morning,  and  are  now 
ready  to  be  appropriated  as  a  Fund  for  your  Bishop  for  the 
time  being." 

The  Journal  then  proceeds  as  follows,  after  the  close  of  the 
Bishop^s  Address  : 

"  In  consequence  of  the  information  laid  before  this  Con- 
vention by  the  Bishop,  of  a  legacy  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mr. 
Andrew  Doz,  it  was 

"  Resolved f  That  the  Standing  Committee  and  Council  of  Advice  be  authorized  to  consider  of 
and  direct  proper  measures  for  the  vesting  of  the  said  legacy,  and  further  securing  of  it  in  Trus- 
tees." 

On  the  19th  of  June,  18 10  (26th  Convention),  Bishop 
White,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention,  referred  to  the  same 
subject  in  the  following  words : 

"  Having  noticed  to  the  last  Convention  the  legacy  of 
the  late  Mr.  Andrew  Doz,  and  informed  them  that  the  sum 
of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  had  been  recently  paid,  I  think  it 
proper  to  mention  how  that  the  said  Fund  has  been  laid  out 
by  the  Council  of  Advice  in  a  ground  rent,  which  is  vested  in 
two  Trustees,  and  made  payable  to  the  Bishop  of  this  Church 
for  the  time  being.  The  Trustees,  under  the  will  of  Mr.  Doz, 
are  proceeding  in  the  sales  of  different  parts  of  his  estate,  and 
it  is  probable  that  another  sum  will  be  received  shortly." 

On  the  I  ith  of  June,  181 1,  Bishop  White,  in  his  address  to 
the  27th  Convention,  alluded  again  to  the  Doz  legacy,  in  the 
following  words : 

"  In  my  last  annual  communication  there  was  held  out  the 
expectation  of  another  payment  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mr.  Andrew  Doz.     Accordingly  it  may  be  proper  to  mention 
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that  there  has  been  a  payment  of  two  thousand  dollars,  of 
which  thirteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  thirty- 
three  cents  are  on  a  bond,  secured  by  mortgage,  and  the  re- 
mainder in  money.  The  Council  of  Advice  have  taken  means 
for  the  realizing  of  the  latter  sum,  agreeably  to  the  directions 
of  a  former  Convention." 

At  this  Convention,  on  motion  of  the  Hon.  James  Wilson, 
it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  devise  a  plan  for  instituting  a  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  in  this  State,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  May  26th,  181 2,  that  Committee  made  a  report  to  the 
28th  Convention,  in  which  reference  is  made  to  the  legacy  of 
A.  Doz,  Esq.,  towards  a  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  proposed  "a  plan  for  com- 
pleting the  Fund,  of  which  he  has  so  generously  laid  the 
foundation;"  which  was,  in  brief,  that  each  settled  Clergyman 
should  once  a  year  preach  a  sermon  on  the  Apostolic  Succes- 
sion, and  that  a  collection  shall  then  be  made  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate;  and  that  such  collections,  and  the  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  made  an  increasing  fund,  until  a  future  Con- 
vention shall  think  it  expedient  to  apply  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  the  proposed  object.  This  Report  "was  considered  by  sec- 
tions, and  unanimously  adopted."  In  18 14,  the  Canons  and 
Regulations  were  revised  and  confirmed.  Of  the  Regula- 
tions, the  following  plan  was  one,  and  the  1 3th  Regulation  is 
as  follows:  "The  Standing  Committee  and  Council  of  Advice 
are  hereby  authorized  to  consider  of  and  direct  proper  meas- 
ures for  the  vesting  of  the  legacy  of  Andrew  Doz,  Esq.,  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  his  successors, 
who  shall  have  the  City  of  Philadelphia  within  his  Diocese.'* 
On  May  8th,  18 16,  the  following  declaration  was  unanimously- 
adopted  : 

"  WiiRRKAS,  The  bequest  of  the  late  A.  Doz,  Esq.,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  his  successors,  is  by  the  terms  thereof  given  to  such  Bishop  as  shall  have  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  within  his  Diocese ; 

And  whereas,  In  pursuance  of  certain  resolutions,  adopted  by  the  Convention  on  the  36th  of 
May,  1812,  and  confirmed  by  the  Convention  of  1814,  a  considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  con- 
tributed by  members  of  the  Churches  in  this  State,  eastward  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  for 
completing  the  Fund  of  which  he  has  so  liberally  laid  the  foundation ; 

And  whekbas,  It  is  intended,  and  implied,  by  the  said  resolutions,  although  not  so  expressed* 
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that  the  mon«y  so  raised,  and  to  be  raised,  shall,  when  in  the  opinion  of  a  future  Convention  it 
:»hall  be  thought  expedient,  be  applied  to  the  same  purpose  which  was  contemplated  by  the  donor 
of  the  foundation  of  the  Fund  of  which  it  formed  a  part;  and  it  is  expedient  to  prevent  any  mis- 
apprehension which  a  change  of  circumstances  might  give  rise  to  on  this  subject ; 

//  is  there/on  hereby  dec  tared ^  That  the  sums  of  money  heretofore  raised,  and  all  such  as 
shall  hereafter  be  raised,  by  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of  the  rcsoIuti<]n  before  mentioned,  shall  be 
exclusively  appropriated  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  his  successors, 
who  shall  have  the  City  of  Philadelphia  within  his  Diocese." 

On  the  23d  of  May,  1829,  the  VI.  Revised  Regulation  of  the 
Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  as  it  now  stands,  was 
adopted.  It  is  substantially  the  same  as  it  was  before,  with 
the  addition  of  the  declaration  of  18 16,  as  its  5th  Article,  that 
the  income  of  the  said  Fund  shall  be  exclusively  appropriated 
for  the  use  of  the  Bishop  who  shall  have  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia within  his  Diocese." 

Since  this  declaration,  the  Episcopal  Fund  has  increased  by 
contributions  from  numerous  individual  donors  and  the  accu- 
mulations thus  received,  amounting  in  all  to  $39,500,  have 
been  invested  for  that  Trust. 

.  To  a  portion  of  that  Fund  the  new  Diocese  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania now  lays  claim. 

While  the  Committee  have  not  been  favored  with  any  argu- 
ment in  support  of  this  claim,  beyond  the  documents  sub- 
mitted to  this  Convention,  at  its  last  session,  they  have  c'onsid- 
ered  the  whole  subject  with  great  care  and  thought,  and  have 
called  to  their  aid  the  experience  and  action  of  other  Dioceses 
under  similar  circumstances.  The  argument,  that  whenever  a 
Diocese  is  divided,  the  parts  set  off  retain  their  rights  to  the 
property  of  the  undivided  Diocese,  is  without  weight.  The 
case  of  the  division  of  a  Diocese  is  the  same  as  the  division 
of  a  parish  or  a  county.  If  an  outlying  portion  of  a  Parish 
divide  from  the  Mother  Church,  and  form  a  new  Parish,  in  the 
absence  of  agreements  to  the  contrary,  it  retains  no  right  to 
the  property  of  the  old  one.  Though  the  individuals  who 
withdraw  may  be  the  very  ones  who. have  contributed  most 
largely  to  the  old  Church  and  its  support,  they  can  reclaim 
nothing,  and  as  the  same  rule  holds  good  in  the  division  of  a 
county,  it  must  apply  to  the  division  of  a  Diocese. 

But  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  through  its  Com- 
mittee to  Secure  an  Endowment  of  its  Episcopate,  ask :  First. 
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That  all  the  Diocesan  Funds  now  belonging  to  the  present 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  be  equitably  divided ;  and,  Secondly- 
That  all  the  funds  now  belonging  to  the  present  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania,  which  are  not  restricted  from  alienation,  be 
given-  to  the  new  Diocese,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed 
one-half  the  entire  amount  of  such  Fund.  The  Committee 
have  not  been  favored  with  any  argument  in  favor  of  the  reso- 
lution. It  is  true  that  the  Committee  say :  "  That  they  have 
labored  under  constant  embarrassment  in  obtaining  subscrip- 
tions and  pledges  from  what  may  with  propriety  be  termed 
the  general  response  of  the  Church  within  those  limits,  viz., 
of  the  proposed  division  of  the  Diocese.  Without  an  equita- 
ble division  of  the  several  Diocesan  Funds  now  belonging  to 
the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  it  would  be  an  act  of  injustice; 
as  they  have  hitherto  contributed  to  the  funds  now  in  the  cus- 
tody and  control  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  they 
consider  themselves  entitled  to  a  just  proportion  of  said  funds 
to  be  appropriated  in  aid  of  the  endowment  of  the  new 
Diocese." 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  the  application  for  a 
division  of  the  Fund  has  no  foundation  in  equity,  and  it  is  a 
conclusive  answer  to  it,  that  there  is  no  fund  which  the  Con- 
vention can  divide  or  alienate  zuithotit  violating  a  fundamental 
condition  of  the  Trust  upon  which  it  was  created  and  is  held.  - 

The  Churches  not  embraced  within  the  five  counties,  when 
they  took  measures  for  a  Diocese  of  their  own,  knew  that  this 
would  involve  expense,  in  a  special  pecuniary  burden  incident 
to  the  division,  and  to  their  having  an  Episcopate  of  their 
own.  If  any  expectation  had  existed  on  the  part  of  any  of 
the  brethren  in  the  new  Diocese  that  the  Episcopal  Fund 
would  be  divided,  such  expectations  could  only  have  arisen 
out  of  a  very  imperfect  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

Your  Commiitee  are,  therefore,  satisfied  that  the  Diocese  of 
Central  Pennsylvania  has  no  legal  or  equitable  claim  whatever 
to  any  part  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  they  are  also  satisfied  that  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  has  no  power  to  direct  the  division  of,   or    to 
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alienate  any  portion  of  it.     The  Committee  ask  to  be   dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Mr.  Sypher  moved  that  the  Report  be  recommitted, 
with  instructions  to  investigate  the  matter  more  fully, 
and  report  to  the  next  Convention,  which  was  lost.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hare  stated  that  the  matter  of  the 
formation  of  a  Federate  Council  had  been  referred  to 
a  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Watson  thereupon  read  the  following 
report : 

Whereas,  At  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  year  1868,  a 
Canon  was  pas.sed  (viz.,  Canon  VIII.  Title  3)  empowering  the  several  Dioceses  within  the  limits 
of  a  sinf^le  State  or  Commonwealth,  where  such  maybe  formed,  "to  establish  for  themselves  a 
Federate  Convention  or  Council,  representing  such  Dioceses,  which  may  deliberate  and  decide 
upon  the  common  interests  of  the  Church  within  the  limits  aforesaid,"  with  the  following  pro- 
viso :  "  But  before  any  determinate  action  of  such  Convention  or  Council  shall  be  bad,  the  powers 
proposed  to  be  exercised  thereby  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Convention  for  its  approval ;" 

And  whereas.  There  arc  now  within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  three 
Dioceses,  to  wit ;  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  and  the  Diocese  of 
Central  Pennsylvania,  therefore 

Resoix'fJ,  That  it  is  expedient  that  steps  be  taken  by  this  Convention  to  inaugurate  action 
under  said  Canon,  looking  to  the  formation  of  a  Federate  Council  of  the  Dioceses  above  named. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Six  be  appointed  to  c<mfer  with  the  authorities  of  the  Dioceses 
of  Pittsburgh  and  Central  Pennsylvania,  proposing  the  formation  of  such  Federate  Coimcil,  and 
uniting  with  them  (agreeing  to  such  a  measure)  in  arranging  the  preliminaries  which  shall  be 
necessary  to  its  consummation. 

•     Resol-'ed,  That  said  Committee  report  its  proceedings  and  final  acts  to  the  next  Convention  of 
the  Diocese. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  Convention, 
named  the  Committee  on  Canons  as  the  Committee. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Pratt  offered  the  following : 

Resolfetf,  That  this  Convention  listened  with  great  interest  to  the  statement  and  appeal  of 
Bishop  Howe,  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  and  hereby  assures  him  of  its  deep  sym- 
pathy in  his  work,  and  of  its  earnest  desire  to  aid  hi^  in  all  suitable  ways,  in  his  efforts  to  establish 
the  Church  in  his  important  Diocese. 

Which  was  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Hare,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
reported  back  the  Canon  of  the  Organization  of  New 
Parishes  and  the  Establishment  of  Mission  Services  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin  moved  that  the  consideration 
of  the  Canon  be  postponed  until  the  next  Convention, 
which  was  lost  on  a  division — ayes  53,  nays  57. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Ritchie,  the  Canon 
reported  by  Dr.  Hare,  was  amended  so  as  to  remove 
the  riijht  of  appeal  from  the  five  nearest  Rectors. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Davies  moved  a  re-consideration  of 
the  vote  a^^inst  postponement,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

And.  on  motion,  it  was 

A\i.'.':  .••»'.    Th.u  tVic  further  con^iderAtion  of  the  Canon  be  postponed  until  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Welsh,  it  was  ordered,  that  750 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  it  was 

AVji'«"rvt/,  That  after  reading  the  rough  minutes  of  this  day's  Session,  the  Convention  adjiMim 

The  minutes  were  then  read,  and  approved. 

After  religious  exercises,  which,  at  the  request  of 
the  Rishop  of  the  Diocese,  were  conducted  by  the 
IVishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed sine  die.

The  Rector  is  glad  to  report  that  the  parish  is  in  a  pros- 
perous and  promising  condition.  The  Borough  has  increased 
considerably  in  business  and  population  during  the  past  year, 
but  other  religious  bodies  have  gained  much  more  by  the  in- 
flux of  strangers  than  we  have,  nevertheless  this  year  has 
been  one  of  the  best  the  Parish  of  St.  James  has  ever  known. 
The  contributions  have  been  greatly  more  than  in  former 
years,  and  amount  to  a  sum  nearly,  if  not  quite,  as  large  as 
the  Parish  gave  for  all  purposes  during  the  first  century  of  its 
existence. 

The  Missionary  services  at  Emilie  and  Tullytown  have  been 
kept  up  regularly  for  14  months,  but  it  is  not  possible  for  the 
Rector  to  give  to  those  localities  the  attention  they  require. 
It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Board  of  Missions  will  soon 
find  a  proper  person  to  undertake  this  work.

The 
foregoing  report  is  mainly  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
Rev.  Thos.

Since  February  ist,  I  have  resided  in  the  Parish,  have  read 
20  sermons,  and  delivered  4  addresses,  performed  i  marriage.

These  Parishes  have  been  for  a  long  time  without  regular 
services,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  and  supporting  a 
minister  suited  to  their  needs.  They  have  become,  therefore, 
very  much  scattered,  besides  being  greatly  reduced  by  re- 
movals and  deaths.  They  were  even  supposed  by  many  to 
be  hopelessly  disorganized.  Bwt  in  January  last,  I  was  in- 
duced to  visit  them,  and  endeavor  to  save  them  from  extinc- 
tion and  their  Church  buildings  from  alienation.  I  officiated 
for  each  of  them  during  the  winter,  as  often  as  possible,  and, 
though  the  season  was  very  unfavorable  to  the  effort,  I  was 
so  much  encouraged  by  the  results  as  to  be  willing  to  take 
charge  of  them,  with  the  promise  of  liberal  aid  from  the  Board 
of  Missions,  so  as  to  enable  me  to  have  the  services  of  an  as- 
sistant. I  expect  to  remove  to  the  neighborhood  as  soon  as 
the  parsonage  at  St.  Andrew's  can  be  repaired.  Many  diffi- 
culties have  attended  the  effort  to  reorganize  and  revive  these 
Parishes,  and  I  cannot  yet  report  the  statistics  of  their  con- 
dition, but  hope  during  the  year  to  bring  them  once  more  to 
some  degree  of  order  and  activity.  They  have  already  shown 
a  degree  of  zeal  and  liberality  beyond  that  of  many  years  past.

During  the  past  year  I  have  traveled,  in  the  actual  work  of 
my  Ministry,  3372  miles,  mostly  in  the  saddle;  officiated  in 
Divine  service  191  times,  preached  168  times,  delivered  27 
addresses,  baptized  7  adults  and  8  infants,  solemnized  8  wed- 
dings, officiated  at  16  funerals,  made  137  pastoral  visits,  and 
presented  14  persons  for  confirmation.  Although  suffering 
grievously,  at  times,  from  the  exposure  incident  to  my  work, 
I  have  not  intermitted  my  duties  for  a  single  Sunday;  averag- 
ing 30  miles  and  3  services  every  Sunday,  and  on  alternate 
Sundays  holding  service  in  3  different  counties.

Referring  to  previous  reports,  I  have  only  to  observe  that 
the  suit  for  recovery  of  the  Church  property  has  not  yet  been 
decided  by  the  court  of  last  resort.  The  Church  edifice  is 
consequently  out  of  possession  of  the  Parish,  so  that  public 
services  cannot  be  held.  And  the  prevalence  of  small-pox 
has  caused  the  discontinuance  of  the  School  in  the  Hall  on 
Saturdays.

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The  "improvements"  alluded  to  in  this  report  are  of  an 
unusually  interesting  and  important  character.  A  stone 
tower  has  been  added  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  north  aisle. 
It  is  fourteen  and  a  half  feet  square,  and  rises  to  the  height  of 
fifty-eight  feet.  The  lower  story  opens  into  the  Church,  and 
contains  a  new  organ  of  great  power  and  excellent  mechanical 
arrangements.  The  aisles  and  pews  have  been  carpeted.  A 
beautiful  window  has  been  put  in  place,  in  remembrance  of  a 
member  of  the  Sunday  School.  The  eastern  wall,  on  each 
side  of  the  chancel,  has  been  decorated  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner ;  happy  in  design  and  pleasing  in  color.  This  is  the 
pious  offering  of  a  few  young  persons,  through  the  proceeds 
of  their  own  industry.  Indeed,  all  the  improvements  are  gifts 
to  the  Parish ;  the  tower  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  and  the 
organ  from  the  family  of  a  lately  deceased  parishioner,  as  a 
memorial  to  whom  it  has  been  erected.

The  Free  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  for  Seamen  and  their 
families,  is  maintained  by  the  "  Churchmen's  Missionary  A$so- 
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ciation  for  Seamen  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,"  and  the  Asso- 
ciation is  dependent  for  support  on  voluntary  contributions 
from  individuals  and  Churches. 

The  Missionary  and  Parochial  work  in  this  field,  which  is 
on  account  of  its  specialty,  of  a  very  difficult  and  trying  char- 
acter, has  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year  without  cessa- 
tion and  with  encouraging  results.  The  immediate  neighbor- 
hood of  the  present  Church  is  now  chiefly  devoted  to  heavy 
commercial  traffic,  and  we  shall  soon  be  compelled  to  remove 
to  a  new  and  more  eligible  location.  The  Board  of  Managers 
are  now  engaged  in  an  effort  to  raise  funds  to  purchase  a 
Church  lot  on  South  Front  Street,  on  which  a  Church  and 
Sunday  School  building  will  be  erected  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  present  lot,  when  sold.  The  Bishop  has  given  his  approval 
and  generous  encouragement  to  this  effort,  and  the  Board  are 
unanimous  in  favoring  the  project.  About  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  will  be  required,  and  subscriptions  and  pledges  have 
already  been  received  to  the  amount  of  over  three  thousand 
dollars.

The  undersigned,  Rector  of  the  American  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Florence,  Italy,  begs  leave  to  report  that  the 
congregation  of  this  Church,  for  the  past  year  has  met  for 
public  worship  in  the  restored  old  Chapel  of  the  Piazza  del 
Carmine,  purchased  for  his  use  and  rented  to  him  by  the 
proprietors. 

The  offertory  and  spontaneous  subscriptions  for  this  year 
(the  fifth  of  the  existence  of  the  Church),  have  amounted  to 
$1572,  paying  the  expenses  of  the  restoration  and  all  the  ordi- 
nary contingent  ones,  and  leaving  a  balance  of  some  hundred 
dollars  for  the  Rector. 

There  have  been  no  baptisms,  marriages  or  burials.  At  a 
confirmation  held  in  the  British  Episcopal  Church  in  this  city, 
three  members  of  the  congregation  were  confirmed  by  the 
Hon.  and  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Gibraltar.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Nevin,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church  (formerly  Grace),  Rome. 

Italy.    May  ist,  1873. 

Services  for  the  year  ending  May  ist,  1872:  read  service 
130  times;  preached  58  times;  celebrated  Holy  Communion 
24  times ;  baptized  3 ;  married  i ;  confirmed  6 ;  buried  6. 

Collections. — Current  support  (including  salary  of  Clergy- 
men) ;g2740,  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  and  local  Char- 
ties  $432,  Day  Nursery  for  Infant  Children  ;Jioso,  Building 
Fund  of  new  Church  $Tl^o.     Total  $\  1,572. 

These  figures  are  but  approximate,  as  I  am  not  able  to  refer 
to  the  full  accounts  to  date.  They  show,  however,  a  steady 
increase  in  our  collections. 

About  $13,000  was  secured  toward  the  new  Church  by  the 
Rector  during  his  visit  to  the  United  States  last  summer. 

This  visit  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry,  and  was 
successful  to  the  extent  mentioned.  The  burning  of  Chicago 
made  the  latter  part  of  the  visit  almost  fruitless.  The  Rector 
returned  to  Rome  in  December,  and  remained  on  duty  there 
until  the  middle  of  April,  when  it  was  again  deemed  advisable 
that  he  should  return  to  America  to  solicit  further  help.  He 
is  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  past  winter,  an 
admirable  building  site  has  been  bought  for  the  new  Church, 
on  the  Via  Nazionale,  at  the  corner  of  the  Via  Napoli.  The 
Church  will  stand  thus  on  the  Main  Street  of  the  new  city,  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood  of  several  very  large  Hotels,  and 
in  a  quarter  that  is  accessible,  both  to  the  new  and  older  dis- 
tricts of  the  city. 

The  lot  has  cost,  including  the  heavy  registry  fees,  nearly 
$19,000.     The  greater  part  of  this  sum  has  already  been  given 
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in  Rome,  and  th*i  whole  will  be  secured  there.  The  lot  pur- 
chased has  an  area  of  something  over  1600  square  yards,  and 
gives  room  for  Church,  lecture-room,  library,  rectory,  &c. 

The  design  of  tfie  new  Church,  in  Italian  Gothic  style,  has 
been  prepared  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Street,  of  London,  and  has  been 
already  approved  by  the  Building  Commission  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Government  of  Rome. 

The  official  sanction  of  the  National  Government  of  Italy 
to  our  building  in  the  locality  named,  has  also  been  obtained, 
through  the  special  interest  in  the  matter,  of  His  Royal  High- 
ness, Prince  Humbert,  the  hereditary  Prince  of  Italy. 

The  Rector  hopes  to  increase  the  subscriptions  to  the  Build- 
ing Fund  during  the  present  spring,  to  such  an  extent  as  will 
justify  the  immediate  prosecution  of  the  work.  We  have  yet 
within  our  hands  the  opportunity  of  building  the  first  Pro- 
testant Church  in  Rome.  Forty-seven  thousand  dollars,  how- 
ever, are  yet  required  for  the  completion  of  the  work.  The 
Rector  desires  to  return  to  Rome  in  August,  as  it  is  almost 
necessary  that  the  work  there  should  have  his  personal  super- 
vision. 

On  the  9th  of  the  present  month,  the  following  named 
gentlemen,  /.  e, — Hamilton  Fish,  John  David  Wolfe,  Frederick 
G.  Foster,  Henry  Chauncey,  John  Welsh,  George  Kemp, 
Robert  J.  Nevin,  were  created  a  body  corporate  by  special 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  under  the 
name  and  title  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Paul's  Ameri- 
can Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Rome,  Italy,  and  empowered 
to  hold  all  real-estate  and  personal  property  necessary  to  said 
congregation.  This  Board  is  to  perpetuate  itself  by  election, 
provided  only,  that  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Trustee,  who  is  not  a  Communicant  member  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  It  is 
proposed,  on  acceptance  of  this  Act  by  the  Vestry  at  Rome, 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  in  charge,  and 
Standing  Committee  of  Foreign  Churches,  to  vest  the  title  of 
the  new  Church  in  this  Board. 

The  name  St.  Paul's  Church  has  been  assumed  by  the  con- 
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gregation  at  Rome,  instead  of  the  former  title  of  "Grace 
Church/'  by  unanimous  Resolution  of  the  Vestry,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop  in  charge.  This  approval  was 
given  by  the  Bishop  then  present  in  Rome. '  The  change  was 
made  because  it  was  felt  that  the  Church  was  about  to  assume 
in  the  City  of  Rome,  an  importance  and  permanence  that  she 
had  never  known  before.  The  name  "Grace  Church''  had 
never  become  popularly  attached  to  it — it  being  known  among 
the  Roman  people  only  as  the  "American  Chapel.'*  Further, 
it  could  not  be  conveniently  rendered  into  Italian  with  its 
proper  English  signification,  while,  even  if  it  could,  it  was  felt 
that  the  name  St.  Paul,  would  carry  with  it  more  meaning,  and 
was  more  appropriate  in  our  peculiar  relations  in  Rome. 

In  January,  it  was  our  privilege  to  receive  an  official  visita- 
tion from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  Bacon  Stevens,  the  Bishop  in 
charge,  who  confirmed  four  persons.  The  visit  was  of  great 
benefit  to  the  Parish,  and  was  hailed  especially  as  the  first 
manifestation  of  the  more  definite  Episcopal  supervision  which 
the  Church  provided  for  our  foreign  congregations  at  the 
last  General  Convention. 

In  March,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  the  Bishop  of  Gibraltar, 
officiated  for  one  Sunday  in  our  Chapel,  and  administered  (at 
his  regular  Confirmation  in  the  English  Chapel)  Confirmation 
to  two  of  our  candidates,  who  had  not  been  sufficiently  pre- 
pared to  receive  it  at  the  time  the  Bishop  in  charge  made  his 
visitation. 

The  attendance  of  Americans  at  the  Chapel  during  the  past 
winter,  has  been  unusually  large,  and  it  is  already  manifest, 
that  the  change  of  Government  in  Rome,  will  considerably 
increase  both  our  resident  and  traveling  American  popula- 
tion: 

This  winter  has  been  characterized  in  Rome  by  a  very  un- 
usual awakening  of  interest  in  regard  to  the  religious  interests 
of  the  nation,  and  specially  significant  in  this  connection  have 
been  the  following  events  : 

1st.  The  establishment  of  an  Old  Catholic  newspaper,  enti- 
tled "  L'Esperance  di  Roma." 
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2d.  The  discussion  (officially  authorized  on  the  Roman  part 
by  the  Pope  himself)  on  the  proposition  that  St  Peter  had 
never  been  in  Rome. 

3d.  The  formation  and  public  inauguration  of  an  Italian 
Bible  Society. 

4th.  A  series  of  five  public  conferences  on  the  Wounds  of 
the  Church,  given  by  Pere  Hyacinthe. 

I  do  not  propose  to  enter  into  any  details  in  regard  to  these, 
but  merely  mention  them  as  illustrations  of  a  progress  toward 
independence  in  matters  of  religion,  which  I  hope  may  before 
many  years  eventuate  in  an  organic  and  wholesome  reform  of 
the  National  Church  of  Italy. 


Report  of  Rev.  G.  C.  Bird. 

I  respectfully  report  that  until  October  ist,  1871, 1  continued 
in  temporary  charge  of  Memorial  Church,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Since  that  time,  I  have  been  rendering  occasional  services 
in  Christ  Church,  West  River,  Md.,  and  elsewhere,  as  I  have 
been  invited. 

On  the  15th  of  April,  I  accepted  a  call  from  the  congrega- 
tion and  Vestry  to  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Martin's  Church, 
Marcus  Hook,  Pa.,  and  have  just  entered  upon  my  duties  in 
that  Parish. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Butler,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  Divinity 

School,  West  Philadelphia. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  with  the  exception  of  a 
week  of  sickness,  and  two  weeks  when  I  was  providentially 
prevented  from  being  at  the  institution,  I  have  discharged  the 
duties  of  my  Professorship  in  the  Divinity  School ;  and  have 
read  prayers  and  preached  about  20  times  in  various  Churches. 


Report  of  Rev.  William  V.  Bowers. 

By  increasing  age,  with  its  infirmities,  my  annual  ministerial 
work  is  diminishing  and,  doubtless,  will  soon  be  finished. 

During  the  Conventional  year  ending  May  ist,  1872, 1  have 
done  as  follows : 

Preached  33  times  ;  performed  whole  services  34  times,  per- 
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formed  in  part  services  22  times;  whole  Communion  services  8 
times;  assisted  5  times.  Baptisms,  adult  i,  infant  i,  total  2  ; 
burials,  adults  2.  These  were  in  connection  with  Parishes. 
Addresses  frequently;  traveled  in  discharge  of  duty  about 
400  miles;  remuneration  ;^2i8;  expense  about  $5. 

I  still  have  service  twice  a  month  at  the  Magdalen  Asylum. 
For  four  months  during  the  year  this  service  was  kindly  per- 
formed for  me  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Furey. 

Last  summer  and  autumn,  I  had  in  charge  Christ  Church, 
Waterford,  New  Jersey,  for  four  months.  What  I  did  there  is 
herein  stated. 


To  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Bacon  Stevens,  D.D  ,  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania : 

The  Rev.  F.  L.  Bush  respectfully  reports,  that  while  spend- 
ing the  past  year  in  Europe,  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  he 
has  rendered  occasional  service  in  the  American  Chapels  in 
Dresden,  Florence  and  Rome,  as  well  as  in  a  number  of  Eng- 
lish Chapels  on  the  Continent. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Chase. 

I  respectfully  report  that,  in  September  last,  I  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  an  Assistant  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Philadelphia, 
in  charge  of  the  Memorial  Chapel ;  and  that  the  statistics  of 
my  work  are  included  in  the  report  of  St.  Peter's  Parish. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Childs,  D.D. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  my  duties  as 
usual,  viz. :  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Bishop,  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  Secretary  of  the  Trustees  and 
Overseers  of  the  Divinity  School,  Secretary  of  the  Hospital 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Philadelphia,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  and  have  officiated  nearly  every 
Sunday  in  desk  and  pulpit. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  Bethell  Claxion,  D.D. 

My  duties,  as  Professor  in  the  Divinity  School  and  in  the 
Mission  House,  have  been  performed  as  usual. 

During  the  Conventional  year  I  have  delivered  52  sermons 
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and  lectures ;  have  read  prayer  85  times ;  have  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  1 1  times ;  have  baptized  2  infants ;  sol- 
emnized I  marriage;  and  officiated  at  3  funerals. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Coleman,  Philadelphia. 

I  respectfully  report  that,  from  September  ist,  1871,  until 
May  1st,  1872,  I  was  occupied  in  the  duties  of  an  Assistant 
Minister  in  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Philadelphia.  During  this 
period  of  eight  months,  I  performed  the  following  acts :  offici- 
ated in  entire  service  144  times;  assisted  in  service  346  times; 
baptisms,  adults  8,  children  16,  total  24;  burials  6;  assisted  at 
Holy  Communion  48  times ;  celebrated  Holy  Communion  21 
times;  sermons  preached  28. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Alexander  Crooke,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  Philadelphia. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Crooke  reports  that  he  has  been  engaged, 
during  the  last  year,  in  the  exercise  of  his  ministry,  whenever 
and  wherever  practicable.  His  various  official  acts  are  re- 
corded in  the  reports  of  the  Churches  wherein  he  has  offici- 
ated. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Cull. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  last  year,  I  have  im- 
proved every  opportunity  that  presented  of  doing  duty  in  va- 
cant Parishes,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
Central  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  also  four  or  five  ser- 
vices, or  parts  of  services,  in  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh.  Im- 
mediately after  New  Year  I  made  a  trip  to  Canada,  and  visited 
many  old  and  much  valued  friends,  by  whom  I  have  been 
uniformly  treated  with  great  kindness.  At  the  solicitation  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  King,  of  Durham,  who  is  still  in  Deacon's  or- 
ders, I  took  part  in  the  services,  and  delivered  some  five  or 
six  sermons  or  addresses;  and  administered  the  Holy  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  three  times,  twice  in  public  and 
once  to  a  young  man,  I  fear,  on  his  death  bed.  I  also  made 
an  address  in  the  Church  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Roe,  of  Richmond.  Both  of  these  clergymen  treated  me 
20 
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with  special  kindness,  as  did  the  good  people  committed  to 
their  charge. 

I  also  preached  twice,  and  gave  Holy  Communion  once,  at 
East  St.  Armand,  by  invitation  from  the  Rector  of  the  Church, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Davison. 

I  should  have  said  that  the  services  rendered  in  Durham 
were  during  the  latter  week  in  Lent.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Fullerton. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Fullerton  respectfully  reports  that  he 
has  officiated  148  times,  preached  86  times,  lectured  4  times, 
administered  or  assisted  in  administering  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion 23  times,  baptized  4  adults  and  22  children,  and  buried 
12  persons,  which  acts  are  recorded  in  the  registers  of  the 
several  Parishes. 


Report  of  Rev.  John  0.  Furey,  of  the  Philadelphia  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission,  May  i, 

J873. 

The  amount  of  work  performed  by  me  during  the  past  year 
is  nearly  the  same  as  in  each  of  the  preceding  years  since  'I 
have  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  a  City  Missionary.  I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  I  find  the  same  freedom  and  wel- 
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come  as  formerly  in  all  the  places  to  which  I  am  in  the  habit 
of  going,  either  regularly  or  occasionally.  The  numerous 
sermons  and  addresses  demanded  of  me  in  my  regular  work 
in  public  institutions  and  elsewhere,  require,  of  course,  a  great 
deal  of  time"  for  preparation,  involving,  as  they  do,  much  and 
careful  study,  in  order  to  adapt  my  ministrations  to  the  classes 
among  whom  these  labors  are  performed.  Most  of  my  time 
during  the  afternoons  and  evenings  is  spent  in  visiting  among 
the  sick,  needy,  and  distressed  in  every  part  of  Philadelphia. 
The  following  summary  will  show  the  kind  and  degree  of 
work  done  in  a  year: 

Number  of  services,  sermons,  and  addresses  on  all  occa- 
sions about  300;  special  visits  to  sick,  poor,  distressed,  etc., 
etc.,  800;  baptism  of  children  and  adults  (the  latter  chiefly  in 
sickness)  38;  funerals  attended  30;  times  in  which  I  admin- 
istered or  assisted  in  administering  the  Holy  Communion,  16; 
Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Prayer  Books  given  to  individuals, 
40;  Charitable,  Reformatory,  Penal  and  other  Institutions,  in 
which  I  officiated,  12;  Churches  in  the  city  and  elsewhere,  in 
which  I  officiated  by  request,  1 5 ;  religious  tracts  distributed 
in  every  part  of  Philadelphia,  10,000. 

Besides  this  enumeration  of  actual  items  of  Missionary 
work,  I  made  a  large  number  of  personal  visits  to  individuals 
in  the  wards  of  the  Insane  Department,  Blockley,  those  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and  in  the  cells  of  the  County  Prison, 
and  elsewhere;  giving  in  each  case  whatever  the  circum- 
stances seemed  to  require  or  admit  of  instruction,  consolation, 
and  encouragement.  I  also  made  almost  daily  week-day 
visits  to  the  office  of  the  City  Mission,  225  South  Ninth  street, 
to  attend  to  calls  for  Missionary  work,  and  to  assist  in  carry- 
ing on  the  routine  work  of  the  same. 

The  past  winter  and  spring  were  unusually  severe  on  all 
those  engaged  in  City  Mission  labors,  owing  to  the  vast 
amount  of  sickness  of  various  kinds  so  long  prevalent,  and  to 
\he  very  great  inclemency  of  the  weather;  both  of  which 
made  the  condition  of  the  classes  among  whom  our  labors 
were   needed  an  object  of  greater  care   and  attention  than 
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usual.  But  amid  the  sickness,  pestilence,  and  storm,  our 
work  went  on,  and  now,  under  the  care  and  favor  of  a  kind 
Providence,  I  am  enabled,  for  my  part,  to  recount  these  re- 
sults, which,  it  is  humbly  hoped  and  believed,  were  to  the 
glory  of  God  our  Saviour,  and  to  the  good  both  of  the  bodies 
and  souls  of  many  who  might  otherwise  have  been  in  some 
degree  neglected. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  R.  Goodwin. 

During  the  past  year,  besides  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as 
Professor  in  the  Divinity  School  in  Philadelphia,  my  official 
acts  have  been  as  follows : 

Preached  15  times;  officiated  in  Divine  service  20  times; 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  once,  assisted  in  its  ad- 
ministration 5  times ;  baptized  2  infants,  and  officiated  at  2 
funerals. 


Report  of  Rev.  S.  Hazlehurst. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  preached  36  times ;  offici- 
ated at  5  funerals;  read  service,  and  assisted  at  the  Holy 
Communion  24  times.  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  assist 
my  brethren,  whenever  able.

Report  of  Rev.  Isaac  Martin,  as  Missionary  to  Seamen. 

For  the  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  visiting  various 
ships,  merchantmen  and  men-of-war,  distributing  among  sea- 
men the  Word  of  God,  the  Prayer  Book,  and  good  reading 
tracts;  have  spent  hours,  conversing  with  inquiring  seamen  on 
the  subject  of  duties  to  God  and  to  themselves.  It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  witness  an  improved  condition  of  morals,  and 
to  notice  a  greater  thirst  for  true  knowledge  among  them.  It 
is  due  to  the  seamen  to  say  that  a  thorough  reformation  is 
noticeable ;  but  few  of  them  drink  ardent  spirits  to  intoxica- 
tion, and  several  are  total  abstainers  from  its  use.  Quite  a 
number  of  officers  and  men  are  Christians,  and  honor  their 
faith  by  a  consistent,  pious  life.  My  summary  of  acts  are  as 
follows :  ships  visited  678 ;  boarding-houses  118;  Bibles  given 
42;  Prayer  Books  82;  Sailors'  Prayer  Books  12;'  tracts  dis- 
tributed 3696;  visits  to  Port  Richmond  10;  Receiving  ship  20; 
Barracks  Navy  Yard  20;  shipping  agents  53;  Fort  Mifflin  2 ; 
baptisms  2. 


Report  of  Rev.  Arch.  M.  Morrison. 

Since  last  report,  the  undersigned  has  not  been  engaged  in 
any  public,  or  recognized,  ministerial  work.

Report  of  Rev.  Louis  C.  Newman. 

With  feelings  of  profound  gratitude,  I  report,  that  although 
sickness  has  greatly  hindered  my  work  for  the  past  eight 
months,  God's  special  blessing  has,  nevertheless,  attended  my 
efforts  arpong  His  anciently  chosen  people.  Four  children  of 
Israel  (3  adults  and  i  infant)  were  baptized  during  the  Con- 
ventional year.  Details  reported  and  published  in  Society's 
Report.  Besides  my  regular  Missionary  work,  I  have  also 
officiated  about  185  times;  preached  69  times;  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  13  times;  marriages  2;  burials  3. 
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Report  of  W.  S.  Perkins,  Bristol. 

As  my  health  would  permit,  I  have  been  engaged,  as  for- 
merly, in  preaching  and  teaching,  at  the  Orphans*  Asylum  of 
the  Children  of  the  Colored  Soldiers  of  Pennsylvania,  who  were 
killed  or  died  in  the  late  war. 

It  was  established  some  five  years  ago,  by  the  State,  in  the 
buildings  of  old  Bristol  College,  near  this  town. 


Report  of  Rev.  Alexander  Shiras,  D.  D. 

I  would  respectfully  report  that,  as  far  as  the  condition  of 
my  voice  allowed,  I  have  been  steadily  employed  during  the 
Conventional  year  past,  in  the  performance  of  ministerial  du- 
ties. From  the  close  of  the  last  Convention  until  the  first 
Sunday  in  July,  I  aided  Bishop  Lee  in  the  services  of  St.  An- 
drew's Church,  Wilmington,  Delaware.  During  July,  I  sup- 
plied the  place  of  the  absent  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Norristown.  For  the  remainder  of  the  Summer,  I  was  com- 
pelled to  rest,  except  from  occasional  services.  Since  October 
1st,  I  have  been  rendering,  continuously,  such  assistance  as  lay 
within  my  power  to  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Philadelphia,  filling  the  intervals  of  Sunday  and  week-day  ser- 
vices with  /educational  engagements,  on  which  I  have  mainly 
to  rely  for  my  support. 


Report  of  Rev.  W.  H.  N.  Stewart,  LL.D. 

I  beg  to  report  that  I  have,  during  the  last  year,  discharged 
the  duties  belonging  to  my  Order,  and  offices  as  Assistant 
Minister  and  Priest  in  charge  of  St.  Clement's  Church,  with 
such  ability  as  God  gave  me.  The  numerical  results  are  em- 
bodied in  the  report  of  St.  Clement's  Parish,  and  the  other  re- 
sults are  known  to  God,  of  whom  I  crave  pardon  for  their  im- 
perfections. 


Report  of  Rev.  Enoch  H.  Supplee. 

Besides  the  discharge  of  my  scholastic  duties,  which  have 
been  greater  this  year  than  ever  before,  I  have  officiated  in 
Divine  service,  since  last  Convention,  as  follows : 

Preached  56  times;    read  service  71   times;   administered 
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the  Holy  Communion  7 .  times ;  assisted  in  its  administration 
6  times ;  baptisms  3 ;  funerals  4. 

Most  of  these  services  were  performed  at  St.  Philip's,  and 
the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Philadelphia.  The  bap- 
tisms and  funerals  have  been  properly  entered  in  Parish 
registers. 


Report  of  Rev.  Samuel  Tweedale. 

During  the  last  Convention  year,  I  have  had  two  severe 
attacks  of  sickness,  from  which,  by  the  blessings  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  I  have,  in  a  great  measure,  recovered ;  I  have 
received  many  acts  of  kindness  from  the  Rector  and  the  con- 
gregation, for  which  I  am  truly  thankful.  I  have  been  enabled 
to  assist  at  services  on  Sundays  88,  on  other  days  40  times 
baptized  17  children;  burials  44;  visits  made  498. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Dana  Ward. 

I  have  to  report,  for  the  last  and  for  the  present  Convention, 
that  I  have  been  exclusively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry, with  many  opportunities  of  supplying  vacancies,  and  of 
assisting  brethren.  While  engaged  in  comparing  the  Gospel 
of  the  Kingdom,  as  held  among  our  Protestant  denominations 
I  was  enabled  to  devote  eight  months  to  the  same  work 
among  the  Divines  of  Great  Britain,  ending  this  year  in  the 
publication  of  the  "  Faith  of  Abraham  " — a  work  showing 
that  the  Jew's  nationality,  and  Gentile's  also,  depart  from  the 
pattern,  when  they  look  for  a  city  and  for  a  possession  of  in- 
heritance, to  come  in  this  world,  whether  in  Judea  or  else- 
where. Laboring  for  Christ,  crucified  in  the  flesh,  received 
up  into  heaven,  and  coming  again  in  glory, 

I  am  your  brother  in  the  faith. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Frank  W.  Winslow. 

I  have  to  report  that,  since  October  22d,  1871,  I  have  had 
charge  of  the  9  A.M.  Free  or  Mission  service,  at  the  Church 
of  the  Advent ;  also,  assisting  the  Rector  in  other  ways.  The 
attendance  at  this  service,  designed  especially  to  accommodate 
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the  large  Bible  Classes  and  Mothers'  Meetings  connected 
with  the  Church,  has  been  very  regular  and  gratifying,  and 
demonstrates  the  feasibility  of  separate  congregations,  wor- 
shipping in  the  same  city  Church.  The  record  of  my  official 
acts,  except  of  eight  occasions,  when  I  have  supplied  vacant 
pulpits  elsewhere,  is  included  in  the  report  of  the  Rector  of 
Advent  Church. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Charies  Woodward. 

During  the  past  Conventional  year,  besides  discharging  my 
duties  as  Professor  of  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages  in  this 
Institution,  and  performing  all  the  religious  services  required 
of  me  as  Chaplain  of  the  same,  I  have,  here  and  elsewhere, 
preached  12  sermons,  and  delivered  58  short  expository  ad- 
dresses ;  also,  have  regularly  instructed  a  Bible  Class  of  older 
students ;  have  solemnized  i  marriage ;  and  assisted  at  i 
funeral. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Durborow. 

I  have  been  engaged,  during  the  year,  in  attending  to  the 
duties  of  my  office,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission. 

Baptisms,  infants  19,  adults  3,  total  22;  marriages  103; 
burials  32.  I  have  presented  the  cause  of  Missions  in  48 
Churches,  and  received  for  the  work  of  the  Mission  Jii,- 
082.29. 


Report  of  the  Philadelphia  ProtesUnt  Episcopal  City  Mission.     President,  ex  officio ^  the  Bishop 

of  the  Diocese.    Superintendent,  Rev.  Samuel  Durborow. 

This  Mission  was  organized  May  ist,  1870.  The  following 
general  summary  of  results  will  exhibit  the  labors  of  the  past 
year.  There  are  eight  regularly  established  Mission  Churches 
and  Halls.  At  two  of  these,  viz. :  The  French  Mission  and 
the  C^imac  Street  Mission,  the  services  have  resulted  in  mak- 
ing them  almost  self-supporting.  At  the  other  six,  important 
progress  has  been  made. 

Another  feature  of  the  Mission  work  is  the  constant  visita- 
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tion  of  the  various  public  institutions.  Eleven  of  these  have 
been  regularly  attended,  and  the  Word  of  Comfort  carried  to 
those  who  could  not  otherwise  hear  it. 

House  to  house  visitation,  also,  has  been  a  very  important 
part  of  the  duties  of  the  Missionaries ;  8558  visits  to  the  homes 
of  the  poor  and  sinful  being  paid  during  the  past  year.  A  fourth 
division  of  the  work'  comes  under  the  head  of  Charity.  Over 
400  families  have  been  relieved,  and  heart-rending  cases  of 
destitution  found  out,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  attended  to.  This 
department  of  the  Mission  work  is  very  valuable,  and  should 
be  largely  extended. 

Total  results  of  labor  of  all  departments :  special  visits  to 
the  poor,  sick  and  dying  8588;  sermons  and  addresses  1287 ; 
funerals  172;  baptisms  no;  marriages  113;  Holy  Commun- 
ion 60  times;  cases  sent  to  hospital  13.  There  are  fully  and 
regularly  employed  6  Clerical  and  6  Lay-Missionaries;  and 
upwards  of  100,000  tracts  were  distributed  last  year  by  those 
engaged  in  the  work.  The  Treasurer's  report  shows  an  in- 
come of  J!  1 1,164.26,  including  a  small  balance  from  last  year, 
and  an  expenditure,  on  all  accounts,  of  $10,840.94.  Balance 
on  hand  May  ist,  ;J323.32. 

Thus,  the  work  done  is  considerably  greater  than  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Mission's  existence,  and  the  promise  is  very 
hopeful  for  larger  usefulness  in  the  future. 


Report  of  the  Lincoln*  Institution. 

During  the  year  1 871,  the  Lincoln  Institution  continued  its 
useful  work.     It  is  now  on  a  secure  and  firm  basis. 

In  January  last,  there  were  120  boys  in  the  Institution,  84 
of  whom  have  been  placed  in  stores  and  offices ;  these  attend 
the  night-school,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Board 
of  Counsellors.  This  and  also  the  day-school  are  in  a  flour- 
ishing condition,  and  receive  attention  of  careful  and  compe- 
tent teachers.  Very  many  contributions  have  been  made  by 
various  friends  of  the  Institution,  such  as  supplies  of  coal,  &c. 
One  gentleman  has  generously  given  ^110,308,  for  the  purpose 
of  founding  scholarships. 
21 
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Eleven  boys  were  confirmed  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
Counsellors,  Managers,  and  all  the  other  officers  of  the  Insti- 
tution are  zealous  in  their  efforts  to  secure  the  spiritual,  as  well 
as  the  temporal,  welfare  of  those  intrusted  to  their  charge. 

A  charter  has  been  obtained  for  an  Institution  called  "  The 
Educational  Home  for  Boys,"  to  be  built  upon  a  lot  of  ground 
on  Forty-ninth  Street,  between  GreenwaJ^  Avenue  and  King- 
sessing  Avenue,  in  West  Philadelphia,  generously  presented 
by  a  gentleman  and  lady  of  this  city,  who  feel  a  deep  interest 
in  the  undertaking.  This  is  intended  to  be  a  nursery  for  the 
smaller  boys  of  the  Lincoln  Institution,  and  a  home  for  or- 
phans and  destitute  boys.  Its  charter  provides  that  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Lincoln  Institution  shall  always  be  ex  officio 
members,  thus  legally  binding  them  together.

It  will  be  perceived,  that  our  annual  revenue  reached  its 
highest  point  in  1868,  three  years  ago.  Since  then,  it  has 
steadily  decreased.  It  was  a  thousand  dollars  less  in  1870; 
another  thousand  dollars  short  in  187 1.  And  during  the 
present  year,  1872,  our  receipts  have  fallen  more  than  $600 
behind  those  of  1871.  This  is  by  no  means  a  gratifying  or 
encouraging  exhibit  of  financial  affairs ;  but  as  it  offers  a  true 
representation  of  noteworthy  facts,  the  Board  feels  bound  to 
present  those  facts  distinctly,  for  due  consideration  by  the 
Convention. 


The  Board  does  not,  for  a  moment,  admit  or  believe  that 
the  foregoing  statements  prove  the  present  method  of  admin- 
istering Diocesan  Missions  to  be  a  failure.  We  see  no  reason, 
whatever,  for  pronouncing  that  the  Convention  of  1859  ^^' 
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augurated  an  unwise  or  mistaken  policy,  when  they  committed 
the  management  of  Missionary  affairs  to  a  Board  of  official 
appointment,  recognized  by  the  Convention  and  reporting  to 
it.  On  the  contrary,  we  hold  that  the  scheme  has  worked 
well  in  practical  results;  and  has  proved  to  be  a- decided  im- 
provement upon  the  prior  plan  of  accomplishing  similar  ends. 

For  twelve  years,  the  partisan  element  has  been  eliminated 
from  the  conduct  of  Diocesan  Missions  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
records  of  this  Board  offer  the  plainest  possible  evidence  that 
representatives  of  various  schools  of  opinion  in  the  Church 
can  consult  together  in  entire  harmony,  and  carry  forward  im- 
portant undertakings,  with  perfect  concert  of  action. 

Vv'^e  deem  this  a  very  valuable  testimony.  For  the  har- 
mony prevailing  among  us  has  not  been  the  tranquility  of 
stagnation. 

The  sessions  of  the  Board  have  been  well  attended  by  its 
members ;  the  proceedings  have  been  characterized  by  lively 
interest ;  all  propositions  suggested,  and  all  appointments  con- 
sidered, have  elicited  free  comment  and  close  scrutiny.  Yet 
party  suggestions  have  never  been  introduced,  and  unanimous 
conclusions  have  been  almost  invariably  reached. 

Moreover,  as  regards  the  prosecution  of  our  work,  it  is 
worthy  of  remark,  that  no  application  for  assistance,  com- 
mending itself  to  the  Board's  approval,  has  ever  been  re- 
jected ;  and  our  Missionaries  have  always  been  regularly  paid. 
Those  who  have  served  in  the  Mission  field  can  understand 
the  importance  of  this  point ;  and  our  Missionaries  have  con- 
stantly expressed  their  appreciation  of  its  addition  to  their 
comfort. 

Usually  we  have  been  enabled  to  add  an  annual  gratuity  to 
their  stated  salaries ;  the  rule  being  to  distribute,  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  all  the  money  in  hand,  which  it  was  prudent 
to  spare  from  the  near  demands  of  the  following  year.  In 
making  this  extra  allowance,  the  Board  has,  in  the  last  two 
years,  been  greatly  aided  by  anonymous  contributions  ex- 
pressly designed  for  the  "increase  of  salaries." 
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The  following  named  Churches,  formerly  stations  of  the 
Board,  have  become  self-supporting  since  the  organization :

The  Parishes  which  have  become  self-supporting  have  gen- 
erally large  Churches,  built  in  most  cases  since  the  stations 
were  under  the  care  of  the  Board.  New  Churches  are  built 
at  the  following  present  stations :  Chambersburg,  Coatesviile, 
Mansfield. 

While,  however,  we  feel  assured  that  the  past  history'  of 
this  Board  illustrates,  not  failure,  but  success,  we  would  ask 
whether  the  issues  of  any  experiment  can  be  declared  final 
until  the  experiment  itself  has  had  a  full,  fair  trial  ?  Such 
trial,  we  may  confidently  claim,  has  not  yet  been  granted  to 
this  Board. 

When  the  present  Missionary  organization  of  the  Diocese 
was  instituted,  in  1859,  ^^e  project  received  the  votes  of  a 
large  majority  of  the  Convention ;  74  Clergymen  and  37  Par- 
ishes voting  for  its  adoption. 

Now,  certainly,  it  might  have  been  reasonably  anticipated 
that  our  Churches  would  generally  contribute,  in  proportion, 
for  the  vigorous  administration  of  so  important  work;  for  the 
evangelization  of  needy  souls,  and  the  support  of  feeble 
Church  enterprises  in  our  own  loved  Diocese. 

If  some  Rectors  and  Parishes,  doubting  the  advantageous 
nature  of  an  untried  plan,  had  felt  constrained  to  decline  their 
aid  at  first,  ought  we  not  to  suppose  that  they  would  subse- 
quently grant  their  co-operation,  unless  they  could  point  out 
manifest  flaws  in  the  practical  working  of  the  scheme  ?  Es- 
pecially, as  by  the  terms  of  the  resolutions  under  which  this 
Board  was  created,  and  by  the  subsequent  action  by  other  so- 
cieties, no  general  Missionary  effort  was,  or  has  been  since, 
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expended  in  the  Diocese,  not  emanating  from  the  body  hold- 
ing its  commission  by  virtue  of  Conventional  institution,  and 
the  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee.  Yet  what  has 
been  the  case  ?  Only  about  90  Churches,  in  any  one  year 
since  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg  was  set  ofif,  have  given  anything 
to  our  treasury;  only  38  Parishes  contributed  during  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year.  The  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  in  Pennsyl- 
vania has  been  forgotten,  thus  far,  in  the  distribution  of  their 
charities,  by  a  large  number  of  clerical  and  lay  brethren,  who 
were  zealous  in  securing  its  original  constitution.  Forgotten 
with  a  systematic  and  unexceptional  uniformity  which  it  is 
difficult  to  understand. 

.We  are  about  to  commence  another  year  of  labor.  Our 
own  proper  range  of  territory  is  comparatively  small ;  but,  by 
a  compact,  of  which  the  last  Convention  approved,  we  are 
bound  to  continue  the  salaries  of  all  our  appointed  Mission- 
aries in  Central  Pennsylvania  until  November,  1872.  Still, 
while  we  shall  eventually  part  from  17  of  our  old  stations,  we 
shall  retain  10  in  the  boundaries  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; and  we  have  ample  opportunity  of  extending  our  work. 
Already  the  Board  has  ventured  to  sanction  the  adoption  of 
certain  places  in  Bucks  County  as  points  for  itinerant  over- 
sight, and  only  waits  to  find  a  suitable  person,  who  shall  be 
at  once  entrusted  with  the  charge.  The  whole  support  must 
come,  during  the  first  year  at  least,  from  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  also  recommends  that  certain  points  in  Chester 
County  be  immediately  aided  by  the  Board,  on  a  largely  ad- 
vanced scale. 

The  Lincoln  Institute,  at  Oxford,  where  there  are  several 
colored  students,  candidates  for  our  Ministry,  is  included  in 
the  district  named  by  Bishop  Stevens. 

We  would  like  to  increase  the  stipends  of  all  Missionaries 
upon  our  roll,  to  make  the  salaries  far  better  proportioned  to 
the  high  cost  of  living  which  prevails. 

Conscientious  care  is  always  exercised  in  the  selection  of 
our  clerical  laborers.     They  must  be  men  who  preach  the 
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Gospel  and  do  faithful  work.     When  they  fail  to  fulfil  either 
condition  there  is  no  hesitation  in  applying  the  remedy. 

The  Board  has  not  yet  fully  digested  its  future  plans  of 
work,  owing  to  the  facts : 

1.  That  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Missions  are  to  depend 
upon  us  until  November  next. 

2.  By  reference  to  Journal  of  Convention  of  1871,  p.  53,  it 
will  be  seen  (Resolution  2d)  that  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  pased  in  1858   [a  mistake  for  1859),  establishing  the  Board  of 
Missions,  be  suspended,  so  far  as  to  remove  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  the  field  of  its  labor. 

It  would  seem  necessary  to  await  the  action  of  this  Con- 
vention, to  ascertain  its  decision  as  to  the  permanence  of  this 
"suspension;"  and,  in  fact,  as  to  the  general  scope  and  char- 
acter of  the  work  henceforth  to  be  assigned  to  the  Board  by 
the  Convention. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  Convention  to  give  serious  consider- 
ation to  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions.  We  urgently  ap- 
peal for  a  fair  share  in  the  gifts  of  every  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese. Then  the  following  year  may  indeed  witness  a  due  test 
applied,  for  the  first  time,  to  an  exceedingly  important  depart- 
ment of  our  organized  Church  work.

Report  of  the  Southeastern  Con- 


vocation. 


In  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  Con- 
vention (see  Journal  1 871,  page  51),  the  Southeastern  Con- 
vocation of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  make  the  following 
report : 

The  Southeastern  Convocation  is  the  only  such  organiza- 
ization  within  the  bounds  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. According  to  lines  indicated  by  the  late  Bishop, 
Alonzo  Potter,  it  occupies  the  counties  of  Chester,  Delaware 
and  Montgomery  ;  these  three  counties  contain  thirty  Church 
organizations,  and  three  Missionary  stations.  From  these 
facts  it  is  evident  how  large  a  Missionary  field  it  presents. 

In  1866,  the  Convocation  resolved  itself  into  a  Missionary- 
Association  (to  quote  the  language  of  the  report),  "  with  the 
view  of  the  resuscitation  of  decayed  parishes,  the  establish- 
ment of  new  stations,  and  the  organization  of  parishes  where- 
ever  practical  and  desirable  within  the  Convocation  bounda- 
ries." Accordingly,  in  February,  1866,  Kennett  Square  was 
adopted  as  a  Missionary  Station,  and  the  Rev.  John  Long  ap- 
pointed Missionary,  at  a  salary  of  ^1000  per  annum. 

In  June,  1866,  Convocation  appropriated  ;g200  per  annum 
for  two  years,  for  the  vacant  Churches  of  St.  Andrew's,  St. 
Mary's  and  St.  Mark's,  in  Chester  Counties. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Long,  having  resigned  in  the  early  part  of  1 867, 
the  Rev.  J.  H.  Mac-El'Rey,  Deacon,  was  appointed  his  suc- 
cessor, who,  with  more  or  less  of  success,  labored  in  this  field  in 
conjunction  with  that  of  St  John's,  New  London,  until  April  i, 
1869,  when  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Heysinger  succeeded  him,  taking 
charge  of  these  points,  and  adding  to  them  the  Missionary 
Station  of  Oxford.     He  was  assisted  in  these  extended  labors 
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by  Mr.  (now  Rev.)  Arthur  Brooks  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Fessenden, 
divinity  students.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Heysinger  resigned  as  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Convocation  in  July,  1871.  Services  were  kept 
up  at  Kennett,  by  lay-reading,  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  centre  of  Missionary  operations  of  the  Convocation 
has  lately  been  changed  from  Kennett  to  Parksburg,  a  growing 
town  on  the  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  where  a  good 
Church  edifice  has  been  procured,  and  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Carpen- 
ter >elected  Missionary,  at  a  salary  of  $1200  per  annum.  He 
entered  upon  his  duties  April  ist,  1872. 

Although  the  labors  of  these  six  years  of  Missionary  effort 
have  not  been  as  successful  in  results,  as  was  at  first  antici- 
pated, yet  they  have  been  pursued  with  unremitting  zeal,  in 
faith  that  we  were  sowing  the  good  seed  of  God's  Word,  and 
that  in  His  good  time  He  would  cause  it  to  spring  up  and 
bear  fruit.  Those  acquainted  with  this  field  need  not  be  told 
of  the  peculiar  difficulties  that  present  themselves  everywhere 
within  its  limits,  difficulties  often  much  greater  than  those 
encountered  in  our  new  Western  Dioceses,  yet  which  we  feel 
bound  to  grapple  with ;  we  have  tried  to  carry  on  this  work 
in  patient  faith,  not  looking  for  great  results  or  immediate 
success,  but  endeavoring  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
and  Him  crucified,  among  a  people  who,  however  blessed  with 
this  world's  goods,  have  been  and  are  now  too  generally  igno- 
rant of  the  True  and  Heavenly  Riches.

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention,  have  examined  the  same,  compared  the  vouchers  with  the  various  en- 
tries, and  find  them  correct,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  Two  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Ten  Dollars  and  Eighty-seven  Cents  ($2710.87),  of  which  sum  $1847.38  arc  deposited  in  the 
Philadelphia  Insurance,  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Co.,  to  the  credit  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and 
$863.49  in  the  Philadelphia  National  Bank,  for  the  expenses  of  Convention.

City  Six  per  cent.  Loan  (taxable);  Two  Thousand  ($2000)  Dollars  United  States  Six  per  cent. 
Loan,  due  x88i ;  One  Thousand  ($1000)  Dollars  U.  S.  Six  per  cent.  Loan,  May,  1865-85  ;  and 
One  Thousand  ($1000)  Dollars  Five  per  cent.  Loan,  Ten-forty ;  making  a  total  of  Thirty-nine 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars.  All  of  this  sum  composes  the  General  Fund,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  $4600  Philadelphia  City  Loan  and  $150  Pennsylvania  Six  per  cent.  Loan,  which  constitute 
the  Kohne  Legacy,  and  $2000  Pennsylvania  Six  per  cent.
